2. It was not proper for my 
Defign, to take notice of all the 
Criticifms amongft Authors learned 
in this Art 3 but to preferibe gene¬ 
ral Directions for Interpreting the 
greateft Number end moft com¬ 
mon, as is clone in the hr ft pa r, 
wherein they arc reduced to the 
moft ordinary Topicks 3 and in. 
the (ccond, to give fb Ear an ac-, 
■ count of the greateft Actions of 
the Romans , when come to their 
| Maturity under the Emperors 3 
[ A 3 lor 
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for though not all performed by 
them in their Perfons , yet the 
Princes attributed them to them- 
felves, rationally enough, becaufe 
they paid for them. And amongft 
thefe I have only chofen thofe3 
wherein feems contained the moft 
ufeful Erudition. And herein I 
have chiefly made ufe of thofe 
very eminent Perfons, Onuphr. Pan- 
Tjinius , and the excellent Conte 
Trijlan , whofe firft Volume only 
feems compleatly finiflied accor¬ 
ding to his Intention 3 the fecond 
is not fo well laboured , but the 
third is little better than Adverfaria. 
I thought it not neceflary to pro¬ 
ceed much lower than Conjiantine, 
becaufe after Aurelian very few, 
but after Conjiantine s Family I 
know not whether any either of 
good Mailers , or co?ifiderable Eru¬ 
dition. 
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dition. The Greeks Emperors, which 
have, till of late, lain Fallow , 
chiefly becaufe thought unintelli¬ 
gible, have now at length, by the 
great Induftry of a moft Learned 
French Gentleman, found their In¬ 
terpretation 5 and we defpair not 
alfo of underftanding thofe few of 
the Caliphs found amongft us, by 
the help of another. 

3. It may be fame Invitation 
to this Study, if we confider th'e 
great Obligations this Country 
had to the Romans , not only for 
their improving it in Buildings, 
High-ways, Artifice of War 3 but 
alfo by rendering a great part of 
it Habitable, which before was 
Lakes and Bogs. Romney feems 
to have been the firft Llfay and 
Pattern of their Draining 3 for 
A 4 which 
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which reafon to this day it re¬ 
tains the Name of the Roman 
Jfland , or their Dry-land , which 
before was Bog and Water. The 
working of our Minerals, efpe- 
ciallv Iron, which the ordinary 
People attribute to the Danes , 
fccms to have been the Romans 
Diligence. Net long ago I have 
lien divers Coins, frelh and rough, 
as if newly then coined, taken up 
under a great Mountain of Cin¬ 
ders , which were wrought over 
again to good Profit, finding that 
the fird "Miners were not furnifh- 
ed with fufheient Inftrumcnts for 
drawing out the fined parts of 
the Mettle. To this I add, that 
though very many Roman Coins 
be found here, yet not many of 
great Rarity 3 they being generally 
of thole, who letting up for thetn- 

felves, 
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fclves, againd the law fully“edeem- 
ed Emperors, were called Tyrants, 
elpecially fuch as reigned here and 
in France. Such were Caraufius , 
Aleftus, Marius, Maximus , Roftu- 
mus , Tetricus, Viflorinus , &c. till 
the time of Co?ifta?itius Chlorus , 
who dying at 7 'or/i after divers 
Years reigning j and his Son t on- 
Jla?ithie here taking up the Em¬ 
pire, there are many of them and 
their next SuccelTors, till the entry 
of the Saxons , which was about 
Four hundred and fifty Years after 
Chrid. 

4. Many Particulars may be in- 
terpofed, but I (hall here take 
notice only of that wherein this 
Difcourfe differs from mod Au¬ 
thors 3 who fa}', that bccaufc the 
Tribuncfbip was Annual, there¬ 
fore 
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fore the TRIB. TOT. was fo 
likewife, and confequently the 1 
Years of the Emperors Reign to j 
be accounted by it 5 which to me [ 
leems a great Error. Be pleafed ; 
to take notice of thefe Inftances. 

It is confefled that Tiberius reigned 
not full Twenty three Years. But 
in Gr liters Infcriptions, P. 235. 

Tiberius TRIB. POT. XXVIII. 
and P. 23^. TRIB. POT. XXXIX. 
The fame is in a Coin of Pat ins 
Edition of Suet on. in Jib. c. 18 
wherefore he had TRIB. POT ’ 
before he was Emperor, together 
-with Auguftus. Accordingly Sue¬ 
tonius in Tib. c. 1 6. Vat a rurfus 
Tribunitia pteftas in quinquennium. 
Again in Gruter , p. 2^5. You have

So Auguftus’s XXXII. with Ti¬ 
berius’s XI. and Aug. XXXV. with 
Tib XIV.

And fo, 
if Auguftus’ s XXXV. was Tikrmss 
XIV.then Auguftus s laft or XXXVII 
was Tiberius’s XVI. and Tiberius s 
XXX/JX. was the iaft of his Reign. 

Commodus was Emperor not full 
Thirteen Years, but there is a Com 
of his TRIB. POT. XV. COS. VI. 

and in his feventh Confulate^ he 

died ; fo that he had TRIB. POT. 
XVII. Years, which was four Yeais 
with his Predecelfor.

CHAP. I. 

0/ fk firft Coin amongfi the Romans? 

1. is agreed by all Authors, thatbefor^ 

■ the ufe of Money all buying and fel- 
I ling was Commutation of one Com- 
M modity for another. But this manner 
being found inconvenient ; becaufe. 
It was almoft impdffibie. exactly to adjuft 
the values of things; neither,. Secondly ,. Could 
Commodities be fo eafily tranfported from place 
to place ; many times alio, Thirdly ,. Tne Ow* 
ner ot whac another flood in need of > did not 
value what that other had to Ipare ; they de¬ 
viled and agreed upon one Commodity, which 
might be a common meafure for tHe juft clh- 
maTing of all others. And this at firft amongft* 
the Romans ( for the Eaftern Nations had the 
ule of Silver and Gold* Money long before, as 
ft appears 
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appears by the Story of Abraham , Gen. 13.16.) 
was Copper. ... c .. , 

i. Now they made choice of a Metal ra¬ 
ther than any other Material, becaufe it was 
frameable eafily into any weight or figure; it 
would alio endure longer, and not be fo eafily 
broken as Wood and many other things; and 
was in fofficient quantity, which Jewels were 
not, and yet not lo plentiful as other Stones. 

3. And amongfi: Metals they made choice 
of Copper, I fuppofe, becaufe there was great¬ 
er plenty and greater ufe of it than of other 
Metals; moft of their Utenfils, and Arms, de- 
fenfive efpecially, being made of it. 

So that it being of univer/al ufe, every one 
was ready to exchange for it what he had fu- 
perfluous. And at fir ft it was exchanged by 
weight in equality to the value of the thing re¬ 
ceiv’d for it: Whence it comes, that in pay- 
ing, (pending, &c. the words of Weight, impen- 
dere, expanders, appendere , &c. are ftill ufed. 
Hence alfe (i.e. from Copper, being the only 
money at firft) comes as, as aliemtm , ebarati , 
arartum, See. to fignifie not for Brafs, but Mo¬ 
ney in general. 

4. But becaufe they found it very inconve¬ 
nient ftill to be weighing, Pofterity devifed to 
fet a publick Stamp on certain pieces, which 
fhould declare their weight ; and this in Korns 
was begun ( as feme fay ) by Numa Pompilius, 
from whofe Name they will have it call’d 
Nummus : But as Pliny, /. 18. c. by Servius 
Titllus, who marked the Images of an Ox, a 
Sheep, a Swine; either in imitation of the A- 

theniw 
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> thtnian Coyn, or in reference to their value ; 
* that fb many of fuch a Mark ordinarily bought 
an Ox, a Sheep, or an Hog. Hence it was 
i call’d Tecmia. The pieces thus damped (where- 
‘ of none have been of a long time extant) were 
f of divers weight ; feme of one pound call’d 
As, feme of two pounds call’d Dupondiam, o- 
thers of the parts of an As , which had each 
their feveral names. For their As or pound 
was divided into twelve parts, one Ounce was 
call’d Uncia. 

Sextans was 1 ounces or - of an As. 

Quadrant was 3 ounces or f of an As. 

Triens 4 ounces or j of an As. 

Quincunx 5 ounces. 

Semis, Selibra 6 ounces, half an As. 

Sextunx 7 ounces, or 6 and 1 ounce. 

Bes 8 ounces or y of an As. 

Dodrans 9 ounces or f of an As. 

Dextans to ounces or Sextans fubdu&ed from 
an As. 

Deunx 1 1 ounces or Uncia de AJJe. 

5. Nor had the Romans any other Brafs Mo¬ 
ney than this, which was very inconvenient by 
reafon of the weight; fo that they were wont 
to bring their Contribution-Money to the 
Treafury in Carts, and it was defervedly call’d 
as grave , [ which was the reafon that they 
were not fo much concern’d who coined Mo¬ 
ney ; and that they took thence Money for 
publick occafions; which , if in Bullion , was 
. coined to make it currant amongft the peoplej 

B x for 
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for anv tiling I can dilcover, till the firft Car¬ 
thaginian War; when the Treafiiry being ex- 
haufted, and the Commonwealth much in¬ 
debted ; they railed the value of their Coyn, 
ordering that an As fhould but weigh i Oun¬ 
ces,and lo be Sextant anus ; fo that of every As ; 
was made 6, of which the Commonwealth got 
five. And then, as it feemeth, began their Mo¬ 
ney (probably after the Example of Sscily, fome 
parts of Greece, and moft of Italy) to ^be ftam- 
ped with the Image of two-faced Janus on 
the one fide, and the Beak of a Ship in the 
greater, and the Stern in lefler, pieces of 

Coin. . 

6. Hut afterwards when they were brought 
to that great diftrefs by Hannibal , JO. Fabius 
Max. being Didator, they were again leflened; 
and the As was made of the weight of one 
ounce, and after a while by the Papyrian Law 
of half an ounce: and of thefe they coyn’d 
not only ounces, but halves yj f s for the great¬ 
er eafe of the people, as appears by the Marks 
which we fee upon the Confular Brals Money, 
(tho this Money be now found rarely) amongft 
the which was the Suadrans ratitus , pay’d or¬ 
dinarily for their palTage by water from the 
City to Mount Avcntme , then feparated by a 
Tends or Marlhy Lake ; upon this was the 
Stern of a Rates or Ferry-boat, as upon the As 
was that of a Ship. 

7. In the Year V. C. (of theGity’s building) 
484. five years before the firft Carthaginian 
War, was coyn’d the firft; Silver after the Pat¬ 
tern of the Sicilians; and the Denarius was made 

equal 
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equal to 10 Ajjes, and therefore had this Mark 
X or X , which Vrifcian calls Verfcriptum, the 
Quinarius or Fitter iat ns to 5, and Sefieri ins to 
1, and i or i of a Denarius, which leems very 
ftrange that of 1 /. atmoft: in Silver, fhould 
be of equal value to 10/. ofBrafs, that is, 011s 
pound of Silver to 840 /. of Brals ; and this 
difproportion probably caufed the lefiening of 
their Brals Coyn before-mentioned, winch was 
done not long after. 

8. But afterwards in the great neceftity of 
the City, in the fecond Carthaginian War, as 
they rais’d the value of their Brals Money, lo 
did they alio of their Silver; making the De¬ 
narius equal to 16 Ajjes, the Ajtiinaritis to 8, and 
the Sefiertius to 4, as by the Marks on lome of 
thole Coyns appeareth. And I know nor whe¬ 
ther thole Rates were much altered till Jutl,- 
ntaris time. 

9. Concerning the Weight of the Denarius , 
Peireskius was of Opinion, and perhaps not 
without Realbn ; that the firft Denarii were fix 
to an ounce, or 71 to a pound or Mna Attica ; 
but the latter were mamteftly 7 to an ounce, 
or 84 to a pound. Alii e pondere Jubtrabunt, 
cum fit jujlum 84 Elibr/s fgnartj aith Pliny l.%%. 
c. 9. and tho the Denarius ol the Emperors was 
chang’d according to the Exigences of State, 
yet feldorn exceeded the fevemh part of a Ro¬ 
man Ounce, nor lels than an eigiich, making 
foinetimes 86 . 88 , and lo to 96; rarely a 1 oo 
Denarii in 1 l. and that only after Nero’s time. 

10. In Valuation as Coyn, the Denarius and 
Drachma Aiiicitm was all one, tho not lo in 

B 3 weign;; 
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weight; the Denarius weighing about 6? of our 
grains, the Drachma about 67, of the fame 
weight is a Drachma of Gold, fuch were the 
Aureus Vhilipptcus, Daricus, &c. was 

z Drachma's, Stater was 4 Drachmaes equal to 
a Shekel, 10000 Drachmaes were equal to one 
Talent. An Attick Ounce made 8 Drachmas ; 
lb that it Ihould feem that the Attick and Ro¬ 
man Ounces were different. A Drachme of 
Silver is worth of Englifli Money 8, q* q. The 
Denarius Confidant 7 d ob. q J allowing 8 grains 
to an Englijh Penny at 5 s. per Ounce. 

V dlalpandus faith, that the Roman Ounce, 
Pound, &c. are the fame which are now ufed 
in Rome , but Saves contradicts him, tho I can¬ 
not make out the difference ; for he faith on* 
ly, that an ancient Roman pound was equal to 
10 ounces i French. 

Mr. Greaves faich, that an old Roman pound, 
&c. weighech 5246 Englijh Grains, of which 
our pound Troy weighcth 5760 ; fotliat die dif¬ 
ference of thefe Pounds is 514 grains. 

11. LXII years after the Goyning of Silver, 
i. e. anno A. C. 5 4.6. (tho Pliny in another place 
laith it was, and it is more probable it fhould 
be only XIII) anno T. C. 496. they began to 
ftamp Gold , a HofPlm. l, 33. c. 3.) much- 
what vvith the fame Stamps as the Silver, but 
one Aureus, or Denarius aureus , for lb it is alfb 
call’d, weighed ordinarily z Denarii of Silver, 
or 6 Sent pula (the Silver Denarius weighing 
3 ) and was ordinarily worth 24 Denarii • lo 
that that Ration of Gold to Silver was 12 to 
tme. But it fhould feem that the number of 

Aurei 
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Aurei out of i /. varied as the Denarii of Silver, 
for when there were 96 in 1 /. of Silver, there 
were of Gold 48 : and tho divers Authors fay 
50, yet it fhould feem thofe z were only for 
the coyning or clipping Money: fo that tho 
the Gold in an Aureus was worth but 24 De¬ 
narii, yet an Aureus coyned was current for 25 
Denarii or ico Sefierces. And this was the or¬ 
dinary proportion and manner in the time of 
the Emperors, but at firft (as Pliny faith ) this 
proportion was not the fame, but the Gold was 
heavier, and they made fewer out of one 1 /. 

I think it not worth labour to examine this 
obfeure matter any further; and alfb if in this 
whole Difcourfe I have not every where hit this 
Truth, I beg your pardon; I have to my beft 
ability fet down what I found mod probable; 
but the value of their Money was fo often 
changed, their counting alfo by Sefierces fo ob¬ 
feure and intricate ; Authors alfo making ufe 
of numeral Letters in tranferibing and printing 
are fo corrupted, befides the difficulty of the 
Matter it felf, that Learned men in thefe later 
Ages cannot agree about either the number or 
weight of their Coyns, as you will fee if you 
pleafe to take the pains to read amongft many, 
thefe the moft Eminent, Bttdaus, Geor. Agri- 
cola, Hottoman, and our Mr. John Greaves. 

12. Till Severus Alexander's time there doth 
not feem to have been any Pieces coyned but 
the Aureus, but he began to coyn Semijfes and 
Tremijjes, and then probably began the Aureus 
to be commonly call’d Solidus (tho the word 
be found alio in Adrians time) in refpetft of 

ii 4 the 
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the others, which were but parts; till his time 
alfo the Gold was very good near 24 Carats 
fine, which was call’d Obrizum , atq', ilium , ut 
qui [mill colore rube at , faith Pliny, quo ignis, 
Obryzum ‘vacant. But in Sueton the word is 
otherwife ; for he faith, Nero exegit nummum 
afperum (rofpoj [the roughed, belt and new- 
ell Coyn]; Argentum puftulatum [ which the 
French call Argent de Grenaille , and that is thus; 
When the Refiners take Silver once refined, 
melt it again in a Wind-furnace, keeping ic 
melted a long time,fcumming dill the Litharge 
from it, (which they make to rile by calling 
in Coal-dull) lo long till they fee their Silver 
fine and clean; they then call it into a Pale 
of clean water, which makes the Silver fall 
down in little drops and bubbles, which they 
call Grenaille , wc call it garbled, and the La¬ 
tins Argentum pujhdat um\ df Aurum ad obrufam 
\i. e. purified or perfe&ly fined, which now a- 
days they call 24 Caradts fine]] but he [. Severus 
Alexander^ (cho in his Medals call’d (for whac 
realon I know not, tho I am confident that 
admirable Prince did nothing in odentation,) 
Ac ft a ut or unmet a; ) abated it; and coined lome- 
times FleUram , which is about i9Carads; 
T.lin. 1 . 33. c. 4. faith, it is a fifth part Silver, 
quad [Argentum ] ft quint am partem excejjerit , in- 
eudibus non refftit . His Silver alio was bad, lonie 
of it not above 4 ounces fine ; yet I find not 
but that he kept the former weight of the An - 
reus, as did the liicceeding Emperors till Cor,[l on¬ 
line the Great, who made 84 out of a pound. 
Butf aknuman heigktned them Ipmewhat again, 

making 
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making 72 out of 1 1 which is the reafbn why 
in the iater Latin Authors Soltdim is call’d Sex- 
ttda, becaufe fix of them were made out of one 
ounce. 

13. At firft the Denarius had on one fide the 
Head of Roma, on the other Caftcr and Pollux, 
as the Vittoriatus had a Filloria. Afterward retai¬ 
ning the Head of Rome, or lome other God, 
they damped the reverie with a Riga or Qua¬ 
driga, i.e. Chariots drawn with two or four 
Horles, whence they were call’d Eigati & 
Quadrigati. But afterwards [as it teems to me] 
(lor it is generally affirmed by Learned Au¬ 
thors, that the damping their Names or Devi- 
ces upon the Coin was granted as an Honour 
by the Senate to fuch Perlons as had done lome 
famous Exploit, or notable Service for the 
Commonwealth ; which tho perhaps it may 
be true in lome very-very few Caules, as for 
jndance, Sueton, c. 94. (peaks of Aaguftus con¬ 
futing an Altrologer together with Agrippa: 
Tantam mox fati fdttciam Auguftus babuit, ut 
nummum argenteum nota Sidcris Capricorni, quo 
status eft, percujjerit ; then was Auguftus under 
nineteen years old. Great perlons, which were 
no Magidrates (and not Magillrates only) had 
liberty to coin Money ; or at lead Medals or 
Donaria : and if thus, it will follow, that they 
made fuch Donaria upon levetal occafions, as 
Birth of Children, &c. Perhaps the Tnv.mvni 
coin’d the ordinary Money, what other pe> 
jons damped was tor Donatives and extraor¬ 
dinary ; or not much unlike to what is now 
in Mofcovy, certain Officers to coil? the pubtide 
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Money, but every man might coin his own; 
yet in the general, as I laid, it Teems to me 
that the Officers of the Mint had liberty to 
put what (lamp themfelves pleas’d upon the 
Coin ; which was frequently lomewhat to their 
own Honour. For befides that, we find very 
few or no Coins of the famoufeft men, as of 
Scipio, Sylla, Marius, Flaminius , &c. before f st¬ 
ilus Cafar (who indeed, faith Dio, l. 44. had 
that Priviledge given him by the Senate, to 
have his Image upon the Coin in his life time,) 
fo have we Hill the Names of one or more 
Mint-mailers, with Reveries fometimes allu¬ 
ding to their Names, as the Lartch-tree to La. 
r 1 [coins, an Ox or Calf to Vitdlius, lomewhat 
of Medicine to Acilius , and the like ; or to 
the Honour of their Family or Country: as 
Pomponius put upon his Coin Nutna. Pompilius ; 
Titurius Ramped Tatius the firR King of the 
Sabines ; or lomewhat of their own Exploits, 
as Metellus Ramped an Elephant, divers others 
Victories , and the like. And this continued a 
good^part of Augujluss time, even as long as 
the triumviri put their Names upon the Coin 
with Augujhts's Head. 

14* There were in the City certain Officers 
on purpole to overlook the Mint, who were 
Magifiratus minores. Cic. de leg. lib. 3. called 
Curatores Denariorum flandorum : how many at 
firR I know not, but afterwards there were 
three of them called Triumviri : A. A-A F.FF. 
i. e. Aere, Argento, Auro, flando, fermido, faemn- 
do till Julius Cafar s time, who increaled their 
number, making them Ml- Viri, and lo that 

number. 
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number continued till after the Vi&ofy of Au¬ 
gustus at Attium ; when the Quatuerviri were 
again reduced to Triumviri, and lo they con¬ 
tinued. Thele Officers were cholen ex ordine 
Equefiri , and coined lometimes the publick 
Money, which is exprelled thus EX A. P. 
lometimes alio (tho as I laid, leldom) the Se¬ 
nate ordered the Inlcription , and then there 
is S C upon it; but it Ihould leem moR com¬ 
monly the Bullion of private perIons, and the 
Inlcription at their own dilcrefion. 

15. Thele were Officers in the City, but 
there was allb Money coined in divers Provin¬ 
ces, Colonies, and Municipia ; and it was 
a Privilege granted to them , as alio to lome 
private men, if that place in Suetonius Tiber, 
c, 49. be lo to be underltood. Vlurimis civita- 
tibus & privatis veteres immunitates & jus Me- 
tallorum (which if not coirfing , I know not 
what it is) & VtUigahum adempta. Particularly 
the Officers General of their Armies coined 
Money very frequently (as it Ihould leem) for 
Ipeedy payment of their Souldrers ; as at Apo¬ 
logia, Cic. Ep.fam. C. 13. L. Planco : and then 
the Duumviri or annual Governors of thole 
places (reprelenting the Conliils at Rome) mar¬ 
ked II viri or H viri ; or the chief MagiRrate 
pf the place was Mmc-maRer; as we lee it 
frequently in the Greek Coins of the Roman 
Emperors. 

16. It is allb probable, that till Aur chans'$ 
time it was lawful, if not lor all, yet for very 
many Perfons and Cities to coin ; perhaps all 
thole who had Charges of high PrieRhoodland 

Sacrifices; 
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Sacrifices: which is the reafon offuch diver- 
iaty of Coins and Medals before his time. It 
Ihould feem alfo, that Aurelian reduced the 
Privilege of Coining to a few Cities, per¬ 
haps to thofe named in notitid Imperii ; which 
might be the caule of the great and difficult 
War he had with the Monetarily of whom 40000 
perilhed. Hence in and after his time, and 
not, or rarely, before, Sacra Moneta , i. e. which 
belong to the Exchequer to coin: few Greek 
Coins alfo after that time, few or no Medall¬ 
ions, and little variety of Reveries; the Exche¬ 
quer coining all of a bignels, and with the 
fame Stamps. 

Now to what Cities the Minting was reftrai- 
ned, is very uncertain : In the times of the 
later Emperors the Cities, which had the Pri¬ 
vilege of coining, put their Names to the 
Coin, or lome ether Mark with Letters ; for 
what elle thole Letters in the Coins of the later 
Emperors Ihould denote, I cannot imagine. 
Of fuch as let their Names, I have observed 
thele: All with S. C. or with R, leem to have 
been coined at Rome , and commonly by good 
Mailers.

Yet I am not latisfied with this Interpretation 
of the Letters on the Reveries of the later Em¬ 
perors, as if they fignified the place where 
coined , for I lee lome of them that no man 
can lo apply ; and therefore, as I laid, I lup- 
pofb them rather Marks or private Notes.

17. Some think that the Jews, till the deftru- 
aionof the City, had liberty of coining their 
own Money, and with their own Stamp, which, 
lay they, is the reafon that we fee lo many 
Shekels. But I find in the New Teftamenc 
only mention of Grecian , or Roman Money; 
and I am afraid many of thofe Shekels are 
counterfeit, Scaliger thinketh by the ancient 
Chriftians; but I am lure both by ancient and 
modern Jews, who are the greateil Falliryers 
of ancient Coins, both Roman and Grecian as 
well as Jewilh in the World, and this them- 
felves have confelled to me. ' 

18. Divers Colonies (as Patra and many 
others) had the Pnviledge granted them,dome- 
times by the Senate, lometimes l*v the Empe¬ 
ror to coin Brals Money, as appears by divers 
Spanifk Medal* in Ant, Augupnns ; and in lome 
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of Auruftus, and in thole Medals D. D. figni- 
fies tnole Medals to have been coined Dccreto 
Decurionum , or the chief Magiftrates of fuch 
Colonies or Municipia. 


CHAP. I r. 

Of Medals. 

T HE later Italians call all thole ancient 
Pieces Medaglie , quafi Metaglie, becaufe 
made of Metal ; which Name is Hill ufed to 
fignifie fuch, whether Money, or other ftam- 
ped .or coined Pieces, as are relerved from 
Antiquity. 

i. And of thofe, as I doubt not but (as 
i&neas Ficus t Savot, and others lay ) lome were 
current Money ; fuch were thoie which had 
facra Moneta , or three Women reprelenting the 
three Materials of Coin ; or lome one or more 
of the III -virs Names with A. A. A. Thole 
which have the Mark of any part of an As, 
and generally all the lefler lizes; all very much 
worn ; all of bad Mailers, as are moll of thole 
by the Grecian Cities of the Roman Emperors, 
and fuch allb (laith CtUint) as have but a /hal¬ 
low impreflion ; for Medals (as being for or¬ 
nament more than ule) were made with great¬ 
er care and expence. 

So they will allb confels,that not all, which 
now we have, \ycre ordinary Coin .* as, i. Not

the greater fort, which the Italians call Me- 
daglioniy many of which weigh i ounces and 
a. Not fuch as have about them a Circle of 
lome other Metal than the Medal it lelf, which 
the Italians call Cotorniate , or Coviornate : thole 
( as they fay ) were either Mijfttia , Donatives, 
or Teftimonia probata Moneta, which the French 
call Pieds forts , or ElTays of their Workman- 
Ihip prelcnted to the Prince and Perfons of 
greateft Quality, which is the realon there are 
lo few of them : elpecially thole lo accurately 
wrought, that lome have thought that they 
made no more than one with one llamp. The 
realon why I conceive thofe not to be Coin is, 
becaule they coll more making than they could 
be Worth in common ulage j and for the lame 
reafon they mull allb grant that all of extraor¬ 
dinary Workmanlhip; as allb thole of Corin¬ 
thian Brals (if any fuch, of which by and by/ 
and in fine, whatever would not quit coll were 
alio for other ufes than current Money. And_ 
this is alio confirmed by what is confefled of 
the Writers of thofe matters; that the Medals 
of the former Emperors were not current in 
the times of the later, who yet reftamped ma¬ 
ny of them : and it is oblerved, that lome of 
the Emperors after Scverus , probably Gallic • 
nuiy llamped anew Medals or all the confccra- 
ted Emperors, yet not lo lively as the former, 
but having their Faces lomewhat mingled with 
the Trails of the then prelent. 

It is vvoith inquiring win: tiles they made 
of them, and to what end they coined thoie 
beautiful and eoilly Medals, i hull propole :

And tho here be mention only made or 
gold and filver ones, yet ’us not improbable 
tliole alfo of Corinthian Brafs, it any luch, or 
other Brafs gilt (of which fort there are many; 
were aifb for the fame ufe: Suet. Jug- cap. 75. 
Saturnalibus & fi qnando alias ItbuiJJet, modo mu- 
vera dividebat, vefiem, & aurum, & argentum, 
modo nummos omms none etiam •veterts, regtos, & 
pereonnos ; therefore Medals in that time were 
in great requeft ; which alfo is collected out 
of his T>b. c. 58. Capitale ejjet nummo vel annulo 
Efpgiem Augufii imprejjam Latrma aut Lupanan 
intultjje ; wherefore either he fpeaks of fome 
extraordinary Stamp, and not of the Money 
ordinarily Ihimped With the Image of Augu¬ 
st • but that thole (o damped were of more 
ilefpect and Dignity, and for Donarta ; or that 
there was great quantity ot other Money not 
fo damped. Belides fee in Ntro'> c : 11 - the 
jrreat profufenefs of Nero m his Mtjjifia, l ej,v s 
Jurum, Argentum , Stc. But this could not be 
the principal intention of their making. Bo¬ 
lides thereto; e the formerly mention d purpo¬ 
ses • i conceive the Princes thcmfclves cauiei 
th mi to be nude for the confervation of their 
Torres and ?reac Anions. For which they 
choie Bra's rather than Iron, became »

eafie to work, not fb fubje& to ruft, and mere 
beautiful; rather than Gold and Silver, becaufe 
the Workmanfhip being of more value than 
the Metal, was likely to efcape the Goldfmiths 
fire , the prodigal hand of a carelefs Heir, the 
fubtlety of the Thief, and the tranfportation of 
the Merchant. Now I conceive this to be their 
intention, becaufe we fee them fb excellently 
wrought; all fignal Actions with the exa&ob- 
fervation of Time,t£r.and many times the Au¬ 
thority of the Senate fixed upon them ; which 
being frequenter ( S. C.) upon the large Brafs 
Medals than upon Silver and Gold, intimates 
that there was fome greater value let upon thefe 
than the other. Belides, few Infcriptions there 
are either m Gold or Silver, which are not alfo 
in Brafs, but many in Brafs, which are neither 
in Gold nor Silver. The Cotorniate alfo are all 
in Brafs; the Figures in Brafs are better cut; 
the Erudition alfo greater; to which add, that 
few, if any, Greek Medals, and Medals of 
Colonies of the Emperors in any but Brafs ; 
and then you have alfo the reafon why greater 
account is generally made in thefe times of 
Brafs-medals then either of Gold or Silver. 

Medals of Copper are of divers forts, 
chiefly three. Red, Yellow, and White. Red 
is ordinary Copper, of which there were di¬ 
vers lores, as you may fee in Pliny, l. 3 c. 1,1. 
I think it not worth time to ftand upon them.* 
White was either Copper filver’d o’re, or min¬ 
gled with Tin, and that either whitened after 
they were coined, perhaps as we do now Studs 

C and 
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and Nails, c '?c. as it is roanifeft in (omc of Auyc- 
lion , Probus , and that time, or elfe before; of 
which fort there are fome in the hi ft part ot 
the Empire, chiefly in the Coins of the exter¬ 
nal Cities of Augujlus , Tiberius , Nero, and loto 
the Antonini , the which alio are not ot any 
good Matter, and therefore not counterfeited. 
Yellow alio is of feveral torts, i. Red or Cop¬ 
per gilt, t. a real Gold-colour throughout, 

2. Brats or Kettle-metal, 4 - bright yellow 
Copper gilt, 5 * Brats or Kettle-metal gilt 
& Pot or Candleftick-metal which is mingled 
with Tin or Lead. Till Severn? Alex, molt ot 
the Coins are ot tome of the five hi ft, but after 
him almoft all of the latt fort and worft. The 
fecond and third fort are they which go under 
the name of Corinthian Brats, concerning whica 
Authors difagree. For Savot faith plainly, there 
are none extant either of true Corinthian Brats 
(i. e-) fuch as was made accidentally at the bur- 
ning of Cor pith by L. Mutnmiits, where all the 
Statues of Gold,'Silver and Brafs running to¬ 
gether, made a very beautiful and much-pi ized 
Competition, or of fuch as was made in imi¬ 
tation of it; but thofe that feem to, laith he, 
are either Brats gilded, and not mingled in the 
melting ; or elle tuch as have cnac beautirul 
vellow colour from the Calaminai is , which 
fome Copper imbibes better than other ; as 
Viiny hl> 54- obterves ot Liviantirn and 
CorJubenfe, which, faith he, were near as good 
as natu al Onchalcum ( which befoie his time 

was failed ) and of thele he noccth, chat fma - 

let 
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ler Money was made, but th <i]AJfes of Cyprus. 

Brats. But other Authors affirm, that there are 
Medals extant of Corinthian Brats, and thofe 
of three forts: The firft is of divers colours, 
white and yellow, as it were inlaid; caufed 
probably, becaufe the Metals mingled in pie¬ 
ces, the fire not being fufficient to melt them 
down; of this matter very few, yet fome of 
Tiberius, C. Cafar and Claudius they fay they 
are. The fecond fort is white, in which the 
Silver predominated, thefe alfo very rare. The 
third fort is of the colour of Gold, of which 
(faith <iy£neas Ficus) there are many of Tiberius 
and till the Antonines , but none afterwards. 

Thefe Medals alfb are, as he faith, of Excel¬ 
lent Mafters, and are alfb much prized. How 
to determine the Controverfie , I know not, 

I confefs I never few any of the three forts to 
my beft remembrance, yet methinks ’tis hard 
to maintain a Negative againft them, who 
pretend to know and to have feen them. 

4. Amongft the Silver-coins many are found 
of Iron and Brafs within, and covered with a 
thin Plate of Silver; which was the reafon, 
that to difeover this fraud, they filed them in 
fmall notches, and call’d them Serratos ; and 
fas Tacitus notes ) were in reputation amongft 
the Germans. Pecimam probant vetcrem , ac din 
notam , Serratos , Bigatofy. De Aloribus Germ. 

Tho Ful. Vrs. interprets Serratos fuch as had 
Saws ftamped upon them, of which fort are 
very few, if any. Ad. Antonins is noted to have 

II fed this fraud, as alfo Livius Drufus to have

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mingled j of Brafs with the Silver; blit in later 
times Princes have taken care to make their 
Coin thinner, for the avoiding this Abufe. 


CHAP. III. 

Of falfe, counterfeit , tnodern and rare 
Medals. 

I. TN the late renovation of Learning divers 
1 . perfbns, inquiring into Antiquity , took 
notice of the advantage to be received from 
Medals, towards the pei feeing Hiftory, and 
underftanding the ancient Cultoms of the Ro • 
mans, began to fearch afcer them with great 
curiofity ; and procured them at very great 
Rates, which was the caufe that feveral Work¬ 
men, in hope of gain, let their minds to coun- 
feit them. Such were Victor Gambello ; Giovan¬ 
ni del CavinOy and his Son call’d Padoani , very 
excellent, yea the bell Workmen, and whole 
Counterfeits are better than the Originals ma¬ 
ny times, by which and by their forked Let¬ 
ters they are di (covered ; Benevenuto Cellini that 
excellent Goldfmith ; Alexander Greco ; Leo 
Arctim ' Jacopo da Trejjo 5 Frederick Bonzagna, 
and Giovan-Jacapo his Brother; Sebafiian Vi;m- 
bo • and Valerius de Viccnz,a } GorLeus alio; and ’ll.-, 
now a Trade amongft the Jews more than tire 
Chriftians. But thele are more tolerable, who 

did 
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did only remake ancient true Medals, than 
T.Amius Viterb. who himfelf, befides Medals, 
framed Infcriptions of his own imagination, 
and buried them in convenient places, that 
when they feemed ancient, he might find, pre- 
fent, and vend them to the World, as he did 
lus Berofuty 8cc. The fame abufe of deferibing 
falfe Coins for true is alfo laid to be in Gue¬ 
vara’s Epiftles, Jov. Pontanus his Venditionis 
Formula ; Pompon. Latus his Will, Job. Corners , 

Cyr. Anconitanus call’d the Antiquary and the 
Promptuarium Icor:um } by which two Lift many 
Authors, efpecially the Spanijb, have been 
rnifled. 

r. The firft who fet out the Effigies of 
the Emperors and other famous Peifons, was 
Card. Sadolet, or (as fomc fay) Fulvius Urfmus 
(for under his Name the Book goes) under 
the Title of Illuptriurn Imagines printed 
* anno 15 17. or perhaps next to him Joan. Hut- * Andreas 
tiebius put out a Book call’d Imperatorum Ro- 
manor urn libcl'us ttnd cum imagintbus, &c. at Straf- lls u,.|; nU3 " 
bourgy anno 1 5 - 5 * and 111 or ' ier P^ces after- Vide Gel-* 
wards, the Figures nothing like thole upon n?ri Bi- 
their Medals.

Stra- car Nuin- 
da is but indifferently faithful, and this Edr- 
tion efpecially hath added many filfe Images L iVt ra 
and Medals: by the way alio note, that the 
Book of Infcriptio.iS printed at Rome m Leo X’s 
C ? time, 
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time, is cenfured to be corruptly printed. 

3. Now the ways of falfifying them arc 
thefe : 1. By filing of the halves of two Me* 
dais, whereof one fide is wafted, and fodering 
them together. This is difcerned eafily, becaufe 
many times the two parts do not belong to 
the lame Emperor,nor are of the fame Mailer; 
but chiefly becaufe the conjunction appears by 
a white or filver Thread ( for their Soder is 
made of that Metal) round about the Edge, 
a. If an ancient Medal be almoft confumed by 
working it over again with a Burin or graving 
Tool, and reingraving the worn Figures ; if 
well done, thefe are not Much inferior to true 
ones: but are known , becaufe the middle is 
more hollow than the edges. 3. By rcftamp- 
mg a Medal worn on both or one fide; or by 
damping a new Medal, by which means moll 
of the modern ones are made ; if on one fide, 
they lay a Felt under the other fide, notwith- 
Jlanding which, that fide will be flat and bat¬ 
tered whiill the other is frefh and rough: if 
bom fides be new Damped, the Traits will be 
crude and apparent, befides that the new Scul¬ 
pture is of another Mine than the ancient: 
the Letters made with another proportion, the 
M itraight down , whereas all the Ancients 
are M. And by the writing are they well dif¬ 
cerned, for the Letters of the ancient are not 
uniform, nor very decent: Seeing, as Cellini 
very acutely oblei ves, they graved all their 
Molds with Chifels or Burins, whereas the late 
Counterfeiters druck theirs with a Punch. But 

the 
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the beflway is that which Pliny faith, l. 3?.' 
c. 9. by comparing them with other modern 
and counterfeit ones. In hdc artium fold Vitia 
difcuntttr , dr falfi denarii jpettatur exemplar, plu- 
nbuffe veris denari is adulterinus emitur. 4. By 
calling a new Medal upon an ancient one ; to 
diftinguilh thefe, you mud take notice, that 
Learned men do conceive the manner of coin¬ 
ing, efpecially great Medals,was anciently to melt 
the Metal, and cafl it into Molds like a Ball, 
or Bullet, and then being hot, to llamp them 
flat with a great and heavy Hammer (fuch a 
one as we fee upon fome Medals,) whence it 
comes, that moft of the Medals have clefts in 
the Edges, caufed by the force of the Inftru- 
ment, which the call ones do not well repre- 
fent. Befides, the melted Metal doth not fo 
well and diflin&ly receive the minute Trails 
of che damp. Again, be the Spaud never fo 
fine, there will appear fmall roughnefles as of 
Sand upon the cad Piece; nor can the bed 
Caller m the mod accurate flashes hinder, that 
there fhall not be little Edges of Metal to be 
filed away ; the cad ones alio are lighter than 
the true. ?. Laftly, by filling up a corroded 
Medal with a certain drong Pafle,and calling 
over all a thick Varnifhmade of Sulphur, Ver- 
digreafe and Vinegar ; which when you fee 
you mild fufped, and trying with any (harp In- 
dniment eafily difcover the fraud. 

4. To give Rules fufficient for difcerning of 
all fade Medals is impoflible , yet fome few I 
will let down. 1. All which have moral fen- 

C 4 tences 
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tencss upon them ; as Feflina lente ; Fern, vi- 
di, via, and the like, are falfe : there being 
ordinarily nothing but the Names, Titles, Time, 
Offices, &c. of the Prince, &c. 2. All or the 
greateft part of the Ancients, who were not 
Sovereign Princes, or who lived in Common¬ 
wealths are counterfeit, as of Hannibal, Plato , 
Alcibiades, Nero, which Petrus GaliUus fold to 
Paul IV. at a vafl rate, Artemifia, Fab'tus, Set- 
pio sifricanus, and the like 1 alfo Medahons of 
Pnamus, Dido, 8cc. alfo the large ones of Carinas 
M. with a long Beard, and Got hick Inlcription. 
3. Divers of the A«gtt(la in zsEneas Ficus (i. e.J 
fiich as he confelTeth to have taken out of 
Promptuanum Iconum. 4 - All the ancient gold 
Coins were fine, and if not fine, not ancient* 

5. To fay fomewhat of the Value of them, ob- 
ferve thefe Rules: 1. Modern Medals well call 
upon ancient ones, if cleanfed and hanfomed, 
are the bell of all counterfeits, and may lerve 
very well to fill up a Series. 2. Modern Me¬ 
dals ftamped of a good Mafter after ancient 
ones, and of a good reprefentation are tne next 
beft, and are more worth than a common an¬ 
cient one. Modern ones alfo ftamped upon 
an ancient one defaced, are better than of mo¬ 
dern Metal. %. Of all modern Counterfeiters 
the Padoant are the belt, and their Works, 
efpecially fuch as were ftamped when the 
Stamps were fielh, are much efteemed. 

5. It is veiy hard to cleanfe a Brafs Medal 
from Earth and Ruft, fome boil them half an 
hour in Water with Tartar, and a little Alom, 

after 
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after they are cold rub them well with Tanners 
Oaze or with Bran ; others pafs them over 
lightly with Aqua fort is , but this is dangerous, 
and by no means to be ufed in fiich as are of 
mixed Metals; others put them in the fire, but 
that commonly fpoils them; others rub them 
with Tripoly or a Wire-brulh; but the belt 
way is with the Burin or Graving tool for them 
that know to ufe it and have the patience 

6. Medals are efteemed, 1. for their Anti¬ 
quity, 2. for the goodnefs of their Mafter; 
the beft Mafters were from Nero to Pert max, 
a time of long Peace, for their well-conferva- 
tion, cleannefs, and beauty, 4. for their great- 
nefs, 5. for their Erudition, 6. for their rarity, 

7. to make up a Series. Now thefe Rules are 
obferved by men of the Trade concerning 
their rarenefs and value. 

7. The Medals are rare, when of a Perfon 
who reigned but a fhort time ; or but few made 
of him, or one that is lingular of an Emperor 
of whom there are many common. Medals 
Contorniate, tho of a bad Mafter, are rare 
and very much efteemed , (o are they which 
have the Face hollow, fuch alfo as have two 
Heads upon them, whether on the fame or 
divers fides; fiich as have the buft or good 
part of the Body with the Head ; (iich arc ma¬ 
ny of thofe who were only Cafars, and not 
Augustus, which have no Reveries, fave only 
an Infcnption, The Medals of the lower Em¬ 
perors m great, and of the higher in little, are 
rarer. Great Greek Medals ot the Emperors 

are 
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are not much more efteemed than the lefler, be- 
caufe of their ill Mafters. Great Conlular Me¬ 
dals rare, if any at all. Medaghons of Gold 
and Silver very rare, if any at all, of Brafs alfb 
rare: Which tounderftand, take no ice there 
are four bignefles of Medals, i. Medagiions, 
2. great Medals which have frequently $• C. 
upon them, ; mean, 4. Imall ones. The 
exaft bignefs of each, tho both Goltzius and 
Ant. Auguftims fet down, yet 1 think them 
not exadt enough to give then here. Note al¬ 
io, that they are dearer in fome places than 
others ; either according as they find Chap¬ 
men, or are known, or that the Emperors lived 
there ; as here Caraufius and Alieclus are not 
fcarce, which in other places are counted very 
rare. 
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CHAP. IV. 

Of Greek Coins. 

1. TJEfore we come to the Roman , it will 
JD not be amils to fpeak (omewhat of the 
Greek Coins, luppofing what we hinted be¬ 
fore, that thofe with the Figures of the ancient 
Athenian and Lacedaemonian Generals, the large 
ones with the Temple of Diana, Mattfolaum , 
Dido, Priamns , and the like, are all falfe ; 
and that there is no true Medal of Mofes , or 
the Kings of Caldasa, Jndaa, &c- wc will fpeak 
only of the unfufpe&ed. 

2. The Gold-Coins, whether Darici , Philip- 
pei, Alexandrei, or others, were much what of 
the fame Value and Weight, to wit, about 
I?? i gr. Englifh , or 179 gr. of Holland equal 
in weight to the Didrachma, but in value to 
Drachma: of Silver. So that it appears their 
Gold had decuple Ration to their Silver, and 
that five Darici were worth a Mna or Mina 
which was 100 Drams. The Attick 
was y of an ounce; and fomewhae heavier chan 
the Roman Denarius, tho among the Romans 
(the being a Foreign Coin) they pal¬ 

led promifcuoufly one for the other. The 
Drachma contained yem**l* (Scruples) 5 . e£5- 
M (oboli) 6. (inpuli) 9. u^j.Tia (fili- 

qttas) 
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quas) 18. ynKMi (areola ) 4.8. Myt^v was ' 
two Drachmaes. And 'rile?J'&Xf xa v 4 Drams 
was call’d Stater. The Drachma weighs lefs 
than 70 Englfi gr. and the beft 'dl&S&XV* 
(Palias ft: a notiua) about l 68 gr. 

5. The Grtek Coins w ;re either of Kings f 
and Princes, or Republicks ; for I (hall (peak 
of fiich as were coined under the Roman Em¬ 
perors in their proper places Nor will I.di- 
ftindfly fet down the Grecian from the Sicilian 
and Italian-Magna-Grxcia ones. The Coins of 
the Kings are more rare in Brafs than in Silver, 
but of the Republicks rarer in Silver than in 
Brafs. The Greek ones of the Roman Emperors 
are very rare in S'lver, and t know not whe¬ 
ther any at all in Gold; all in a manner of 
bad Mailers : Some there are, but rarely, 
which are Greek on one lide, and Latin on 
the other; Some, tho Greek, have Latin In¬ 
scriptions, as Stiejfano, M.nturnent , &.

Cat ana in Sicily had on one fide the two Bro¬ 
thers carrying their aged Parents upon their 
lhoulders out of the burning. 

Tenedos , a double or two-edged Hatchet; 
ft an Head of a Man and Woman, in Memo¬ 
ry of a Law made by King Tennes , that a man 
and woman taken in Adultery Ihould have 
their heads ftruck off with an Hatchet; his 
own Son being afterwards taken in thc fadt, he 
was confulted what Ihould be done with him, 
and anlivered, Let the Law be executed, which 
accordingly was, and this Tennes afterwards 
Deified. 

Corinth had Bellerophon killing a Chintara. 
Bellcrtphon was a beautiful young Man of Cc- 
rinth , who being tempted by Stenobaa ; or, as 
lome call her, Arria the Wife ot Bratus, and 
refilling her, by her was acculed to her 
Husband, as if he had endeavoured to have 
forced her ; Bratus lent him to j fobatet his Fa¬ 
ther-in-law, who, to rid himlelf of him the 
more handlomly, lent him to fubdue Cbitnara , 
a Mountain in Lycia , the loweft: part Avhereof 
was infefted with Lyons and Serpents, the mid¬ 
dle part was good Pafturage, and the top fla-

med as Vefuvius ; but the young Man returned 
with Honour, having rendred the Mountain 
habitable, and was therefore very much honou¬ 
red by his Country-men. Where you fee twi¬ 
lled Serpents, ’tis commonly, if not always, a 
Cretan Coin. 

Greek Coins commonly have the Name of 
the City that coined them fet upon them, and 
therefore are eafie to be known. Bolides 
what are here named, they find others very 
frequently.

CHAP. V. 


Of Family or Confular Coins . 

i. ^T"'Here are very many Roman Coins, the 
X age whereof is uncertain; but are ge¬ 
nerally fuppofed to be before ’Julius Cafar , to 
which difficulty we fKa.ll fpeak by and by: and 
they were at firft collected by Fulvius XJrfinus 
in his excellent Work; who found no other ad¬ 
vantage , befide the Reveries to be made by 
them, and that to difeover the Roman Families; 
and according to thole Families, he ranketh 
; them Alphabetically, which is the realon they 
are called Coins of the Families : And lo great 
was his diligence, that I have not read nor met 
with any could fcarce add one Medal of any 
one Family, he hath not let down; except one 
Betiliena and two or three lately added by Mon- 
fieur Sequin i Gorheus indeed hath pretended an 
addition to him; but he hath only more Coins 
of the fame Families, and fuch 

are not rare ; but of another t Monfieur Vitmfmce 

Familv he hath not added anyt- the writing of tbisjmb 
And the Arcbitetto Generate of the p’^^Urfinu^ Colie- 
kingdom of Naples , a very Cu- aim . and Morellius in 
rious and Ingenious Gentleman, bis late Book.,promifetb 
hath given us hopes that he will to add a 'Third Part 
difeover fome others. But Golt- more, 
zius coming after , and thinking 

this 
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this an inferiour and by intention , was or¬ 
dered by his Patron Marc. Laurims to reduce 
them to the Con fuls; and fo they come to be 
called Confular Coins. An undertaking,which 
was indeed impoffible to come to good effed; 
for this he doth, when he finds upon the Coin 
any Name which in the Fafti he finds to be the 
Name of a Conful, he immediately attributes 
that Coin to him.But,Firft,The Power of Coin¬ 
ing was not in the Con fuls, but in the Trium¬ 
viri ; and therefore the Names upon the 
Goins, are in all probability, the Names of fome 
of the Triumviri that coined that Piece; be- 
caufe that upon many of them it is io let 
down ; and we have no reafbn to imagine, that 
the reft were any others. Secondly, The Ro¬ 
wans had very frequently divers men of the 
fame Name: and therefore, though lometimes, 
it is poffible Goltzius might hit upon the truth, 
yet it is then but by accident, only when the 
Mint-Mafter was afterwards made Conful; for 
he could not have any good Conjedure ( much 
lefs Certainty) that luch a Coin belonged to 
fuch a Perfon. Thirdly, Befides there was no 
intention in the Coining, to refer them to 
Confiils, fince there is ordinarily upon them 
but one Name; and many times i£. or P. (i. e.) 
Quarftor or Praetor, which were Offices incom¬ 
patible with the Confulfhip. Now it is likely, 
that either the Triumviri had fomo of thoie 
Offices alfb; or that fome of their Families or 
near Relations had born thofb Offices; and 
done alfo thofe eminent Adions, which are di¬ 
vers times delcribed upon the Coins; So that 
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the Infcription was in the Power of the Mint- 
Mafter, except where fomething was particu¬ 
larly ordered by the Senate; and then S.C. is 
fet upon it. 

z. Yet there are fome Learned Men, who 
think none of thefe Coins ancienter than Au¬ 
gustus Cafar ; and that they were Coined in the 
Municipia , upon occafion of their Solemnities, as 
Games.SacrificeSjC^t. becaufe we find fometimes 
II-Vir upon them; and they feem to be of a la¬ 
ter and better Letter.But it feems to me,that ma¬ 
ny of them were ancienter,and coined at Rome: 
for the Ill-viri were Officers in the City only,as 
the Il-viri were in the Municipia ; and where we 
find Il-viri , that Monev was indeed (lamped 
there; and commonly the Name of the City, 
is exprefied or intimated upon it. z. The Bigatt 
and Quadrigati were certainly ancient Money 
of Rome : So Tacitus calls it pecuniam veterem ac 
diu not am. Neither is the Name nor Head 
of the Emperour upon them, as was ufually 
upon (uch Money as was Coined in their times, 
but the Head of Roma. 4. if the Municipia 
Coined fuch, and fo many that remain,why not 
Rome many more? Then what is become of 
thofe infinite numbers of Denarii ftamped be¬ 
fore theEmperours ? 5. The Names of Offices, 
as Praetor, Quaeftor upon fome, and S.C. 
upon others , are diffident Arguments, that 
they were Coined at Rome : to which add, that 
there is no Sign nor good Argument, to lhew 
they were ftampcd any where elfe. Nor is the 
goodnefs of the Letters, fufficient to prove them 

Modern, 
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Modern , fince fotnetimes there were better, 
fometimes worfe Mafters: befides, many other 
occafions might intervene for the makingi 
the Scamps better or worfe; tho indeed many 
of them are very bad: befides that, it is diffi¬ 
cult, if not impoffible, to affign a fhort time,. 
for the change of the Letters of a Language, 
one hundred years many times fcarce'making 
any difference. 

%. I fiiall fet thefe Coins down in the fame 
order, as I find them in Fulvius Urfinus , that it 
may be eafily known what is in him, and what 
Coins he omits; and confequently, are moft 
rare. But for the better underftanding of them, 

I will premife certain Conliderations : as, 
Firft, That the Romans had ordinarily three 
Names. Preenomen, impofedat the taking the 
Toga Vinlts fas the nomen was at the Dies Luftri- 
ci/s ) ordinarily laid to have been at firft thir- 1 
teen. Appius, Decius, Aulus, Caius, Cnaus, Lu • 
cius, Manias , Marcus, Publius , Quintus, Sextus , 
Spurius , Titus. Others add Coflits, Tiberius , Cafo 
(the pranomen of the Fabia Gens ). Numerius , 
Mamercus ( the pranomen of the Gens ^Emilia. )

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CHAP. VI. 

Of the verfes of Medals. 

T H E greatefl Erudition is contain’d in 
the Reveries of Medals ; for the under- 
ftanding whereof, I fhall firft let down fuch 
general Obfervations as we find frequently, and 
upon divers of them : Afterwards when we 
come to the Emperors, fuch as are particular to 
one or few of them. Thefe general ones con¬ 
cern their Gods, Sacrifices and Worlhip; their 
Solemn Games and Plays , their Conquefb 
and Triumphs; their Wars; their Magiftratcs 
and Offices; their Colonies, their Buildings,err. 

SECT. I. 

Of their Gods. 

There were very many Jupiters , hut ge¬ 
nerally they took their Names from their places, 
where the molt famous Images of them were 
worlhipped, and upon Coins ::;ey aieieprefent- 
ed accordingly. ^

This God was President (as they fup- 
pofed) over the bounds of their Fields and 
Country. Numa introduced him as the firlt °li 
the Gods; and his Solemnity was Feb. i o. He| 
is ailo decipher’d by a piece of a Pyramide with 
tlie Bale upwards, whereupon Hands a Head, 
with Rays about it, and Feet coming out un 
derneath. Sometimes (as by the Tberreans) as 
a man without Arms, and lellening to his Feet, 
In Medals it lignifies that Inch an Emperor en¬ 
larged, Cried, defended or vindicated the Li¬ 
mits of the Empire. So careful were they of 
prelEving the Termini even of private mens In¬ 
heritances, that wh.ofo was convinced to have 
ploughed them up, both his Oxen and himfelt 
were accurlcd. 

§. z. Capitolinas, for there was another (La- 
tiara) which hath no Thunderbolt; his Images 
in the Temples was always befineared with 
Blood, and before it flood a golden Table con¬ 
tinually furnilhed,about which were people con¬ 
tinually tailing and Tipping.

came the chiefeft (and as it were) the King 
amongft Fowls, as he amongft the Gods; or 
becaule he was the firft that tamed them in 
Crete ; or becaufe Jupiter being born in a Cave, * 
an Eagle brought him every day Ne&ar which 
jhe gathered from the Rocks; as the Dove did 
Ambrofta which they gathered from the Sea. 
For which Favour he placed the Eagle in Hea¬ 
ven , and the Pigeons he metamorphofed into 

- the Pleiades. . 

To Jupiter is alfo joyned the Thunderbolt 
which is three-forked, to fhew its triple Force, 
of breaking, piercing, and burning ; tho this 
be alio fometimes attributed to Juno, Minerva, 
and other Goddelfes: The Oak alfo was fa- 
cred to him ; and where any of thofe is joyn¬ 
ed to an Head, they Ihew that to be Juptters, 
(tho commonly he is defign’d in one manner 
and likenefs) and thac Money was coind in 
Honour of Jupiter.

(poke to them (as diey laid,) advifing them in . 
a dangerous Ear ,.. . e, and in the War with 
the Galls, to lacu,. a Sow great with Pig, 
which is allb fometimes exprelfed upon Coins. 
The Romans alfo in their War againlt Pyrrhus ; 
and the Tareniitm, bring in great want of mo- i 
nev, they made Vows to Juno ; who admonilli-1 
ed them to make . ;e of the Arms of Juitice, ‘ 
and they ihould Ihpplied : as indeed ic hap-: 
lied in that War, wherein the noble F.lricius \ 
lent back to Pyrrhus ins Phylician, who oiler’d j 
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to poilon him; and after many Battels at lad 
obtain’d a great Vndory, and all the Wealth 
and Riches of Pyrrhus ; wherefore they built a 
Temple in Honour to her, and therein hung 
up a Medal with the Inlcription. Moneta. 

Moneta, or the Goddefs of Money is fome- 
times exprelTed with a Cornucopia in one hand 
(Money fupplying all things) and in the other 
a Balance ; Juftice being neceflary in buying 
and felling. Sometimes are three of thefe Goa- 
delles to reprelent Gold, Silver and Brals, the 
middlemoft reprelenting Gold being the tailed, 

[it leems the middle was the bed place in their 
efteem]. In fome Medals of Commodus we find 
allb Apollini Moneta. Moneta leems to lignifie 
fometimes the Forms or coining Indruments; 
fometimes the Coin it lelf. It is not eafie ma¬ 
ny times to diftinguifh the Heads of the God- 
defTes Juno, Moneta, Ceres, Venus , Piet as, Salus, 

Sybilla , and others being oftentimes all alike 
figured.

And therefore in a great f 
Plague-time the Romans lent to Epidaurus to \ 
fetch away <A£(culapius’s Image, when they 
were conveighing it to the Ship, there (worn 
from the Land a great Snake, which entred 
the Ship, and placed it felf in the Prator , Q. 
Ogulnitts s Cabin ; and when the Ship arrived j 
at Rome, fhe leaped out again upon the lfland, t 
where they prefently built a Temple to ^£fcu- F 
lupins. Others rather think a Serpent applied? 
zo uEfculapius, becaufe that after Sicknefs a! 
man recovers, as doth a Serpent after the cafl-j} 
mg her Skin. It might alio proceed from the? 
brazen Serpent made by Mofes, 

oAEfculapiuss Wife was Salas, decipher’d by a [5 
young Maid feeding a Serpent; perhaps allu-j 
ding to the cuflom at Lanuvium , where in at 
Cave, in a certain thick Grove lay a great Dra-| 
gon ; whither once a year the Maids went tot 
lacrifice, carrying each one a Tart or Cake;| 
when .hey came to the Grove, they were blind-! 
ed ; notwithstanding which they were, as by a; 
Divine Virtue, guided ftrdghc to the Den;| 
and it they were pure Virgins, the Dragon?

§. y. Mars , the God of War pictured as a 
Soldier, with Arms and Bread: plate; a Cock 
becaufe armed and vigilant, a Wolf and Picus 
Martius , becaufe of Romulus and Remus his 
Children nounfhed by thofe Beads: his carry¬ 
ing a Tropaum upon his Shoulders, intimates 
the Opima Spolia gain’d by Romulus over Acron 
the King of the Caninenfians. 

But there were anciently among the Romans 
two Mars's, the one call’d Pacifcr and Quirt • 
mis, is not armed, nor marching, and had a 
: Temple in the City. Tiie other Be Hat or. Ma¬ 
nors or Gradivus in a pofture commonly of 
'<marching, his Temple without the City in 
% Via Appia. 

Neptune, an Horfo, becaufe of his Conten¬ 
tion with Minerva , for having jointly built 
Athens , and contending who fliould name it, 
they agreed that he lhould have that Honour 
who would bellow on it the better gift; . Ne¬ 
ptune thereupon flruclc the Earth, and there 
fprung up an Horfe for the War. Minerva 
railed an Olive tree, which being judged the 
better gift, die gave it her Name. He hath 
alfo a Dolphin the fwiftefl of Fiihes; a Trident 
or Fifhing'Iron ; and is drawn by Sea-Horfes. 

Mercury, the Meflcnger of the Gods, hath 
his Caduceus and Petafus, his Hat and winged 
Staff (a fign of Peace and Agreement; with 

F 5 two 
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two Serpents round about, becaufe Mercury 
finding two Serpents a fighting, as fbon as he 
put his Rod betwixt them, they became quiet. 
The Rod was white, and the Serpents one male 
and the other female ; and thele Caducei were 
carried by thofe AmbalTadors, who were an¬ 
ciently call’d Caduceatores (i. e. ) fuch as Went 
to an Enemy or Enemies Country to make 
Peace ; with a Purfe alio either as the Inventor 
of Commerce, or becaufe the Monarch that 
hath his Purfe well fluffed, is Matter of War 
and Peace. There is dedicated to him a Dog 
for Fidelity ; a Cock for Vigilance, and a 
Tongue for Perfwafivenefs,the three Conditions 
of an Ambattador, as he was of the Gods. 

There is alio, but rarely found, another Mer¬ 
cury without Wings, yet with a Caduceus and a 
Stf rum. This was the Egyptian Mercury or Her¬ 
mes ancienter than that other of Arcadia. 

To Bacchus is joyned chc Tiger ; either for 
that a Tiger fwom a River to alTift him when 
driven into Fury by Juno ; or for that he was 
nounihed by a Panther or Tigrefs. He hath 
about him alfo Silent, Fauni, Satyrt, See. (Drun- 
kennefs creating fiich imaginations.) He is 
alfo crowned either with the Vine-branches and 
Clutters of Grapes, or with Ivy. He hath alfo 
Thyrfi or Lances wreathed about with Ivy-bran¬ 
ches, or fometimes with woolen Rubans. There 
are alfo Libera, or She Bacchus's crown’d with 
Ivy; as there is alfo Luna and Lunas. He is 
the Egyptian Ofyru, Husband of Jfts ; and the 
Ivy in the Egyptian Language is call’d Cbenojyris,

or Ofyris s Herb; both are faid to be born at 
Nifa; both accompanied wich a Serpent. His 
Statues were naked and with Horns, either be¬ 
caufe the Son of Hammon ; or that he is the 
Sun ; or to fhew the Power of Wine. 

Sometimes Bacchus is deferibed with Horns 
(as when he is call’d Hebo the God of the Cam- 
panians, &c.) and he is call’d alfo Taurus, for 
the Ancients expreffed their Kings by a Bull, 
who hath more of Regal qualifications than ei¬ 
ther Lyon or any other Beaft 5 and Horns 
were attributed to Bacchus upon that account; 
for being fuppofed to be Noah, he was the great 
Monarch of the World ; and Bachar in He¬ 
brew (whence the name Bacchus) figmfies an 
Ox. His Feafls or Ceremonies were the Bac¬ 
chanalia. 

Apollo is decipher’d commonly with a Tripos 
or Stool over a Cave; whereon he that was to 
receive Anl’wer to his Demand, fare till he was 
infpired ; with a Harp alfo and Pletlrum or 
fhorc Inttrumem to ftnke the firings; with a 
Laurel alfo: and fometimes with a Sacrificing- 
Tripos , whole three feet fignified the three parts 
of Time; wich a Crow and Swan alfo to repre- 
lent by their Colours Day and Nighc; for A- 
pollo was the Sun, whole Motion is tne mea* 
lure of Time. There was alfo an Apollo Pala- 
tinus worfhipped in Mount Palatine ; and is fi¬ 
gured as repreiencing the Senatebeing the 
Genius of that great Council. Apollo Athus 
alfo is represented with a Sun before him, and 
a Quiver of Afro .vs, to intimate his Beams.

The Egyptians to molt of their Gods, but efpei 
dally to Harpocratcs the God of Silence joynec; 
the Peach-tree ; the Leaf whereof they fanlied 
like a Tongue, and the Fruit like an Heart, to ' 
Jhew they Ihould go both together. 

The Sun a young Head with Rays about it, > 
tho thele alio are Yometimes about the Heads,• 
of the young Princes, who were in their riling! i 
Glory ; from whence probably came the cud - 
Rom of Glories of holy or Eminent Perfons. 

Dii Penates , two Faces, one behind another, 
with a Lace or narrow Ruban about their 
Heads: Sometimes two Figures fitting with aj. 
Vulcans Head, becaufe worlhipped by the Fire- 
fide, and a Dog. 

Two young Men on Horfe-back, rarely on! 
Foot, armed, lometimes their Heads only, but! 
always covered, commonly but not always! 
with two Stars, ar eCafior and Pollux , who are 
faid to have appear’d in that manner at the La 
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clli Juturnus after they had aflifted A. Toflhu- 
miut fighting againft the Latitts at Lacus Regil- 
lus. They feigned that they lived and dyed by 
courfe. They reprelenting the two Hemi- 
fpheres, the one above, the other beneath us. 

Triptolemus , the Son of Ofyris , taught the 
Greeks Agriculture, as Jfis did the Egyptians : 
and therefore known by having Ears of Com 
in his Hand. 


§. 7. G. P. R. is Genius Populi Romani ; and 
they decipher him with a young Head, a little 
Beard, naked, and a Staff with lomewhat like 
a Flower-de-Luce upon it. But they, in flattery 
to their Emperors, conceived them to be the Ge¬ 
nius of the Commonwealth, as appears by the 
Coins of molt of the later Heathen Emperors.

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Virtue is not ealily diftinguilhed from Renta 
and Minerva ; fave that fhe carrieth commonly 
a Parazonium, or fhorc unpointed Sword. Such 
as the Tribunes wore. She is ufiially armed 
(for they efteemed Valour in Battel the greateft 
Virtue) and fometimes joyned with another: 
unarmed, which is Honour. Who (when by 
herfelf) hath a Womans Face, her Hair wrea¬ 
thed up, and hanging down behind, they facri¬ 
ficed alfo to her bare-headed ; Honour being 
not to be obtained by Subtilty andfecret Means, 
but by true and open Generality. When Ho¬ 
nour is coined w r ith Virtue, Virtue is let fore- 
moll , according to the Conceit of Marcellus 3 
who intending to build a Temple to Virtueand 
Honour, was forbidden by the Augures ; where¬ 
fore he built one for each, and fo ordered, that 
none could pafs to that of Honour but through 
the other of Virtue. 

Pietas towards God is commonly exprefled 
by a Womans Head drefled and veiled, which 
was the Habit of the Priefts when facri facing ;

The manner was 3 that Youths of about twelve 
years old went about crown’d, and carrying 
Laurels in their hands in ProceftSon from Tem¬ 
ple to Temple, finging certain Hymns and 
Prayers to their Gods. 

Leclijtemiim began about AV.C. 356. in a fo- 
lemn Supplication for deliverance from a great 
Plague, and lometimes ligmfies the Bed where¬ 
upon the Guefts or Sacrifices lay when they 
dined ; hut more commonly the Bed of the 
Gods, who, that they might be more at eale, 
had their Pulvinaria or Pillows ; for at thole 
times they lay the Statue df the God they wor- 
jhipped upon a Bed magnificently and clu ionfly 
accouftred with Pillows, Coverings, &c. in the 
Temple with a Table before him, where after 
lacrificing they fealled as it were in the Com¬ 
pany, and to the Honour of their God, who, 
by his prefence ainongft them, did teftilie the 
acceptance of their Offerings, and admitted 
them to his Table. 

Whilfl the Sacrifice was confuming, they 
fir ft pro floated themlelves and prayed ; after¬ 
wards they late down as it were in Meditation; 
(is is feen upon Medals.

An Ox ready for Sacrifice commonly figni. 2 
fies LuJos Seeulam, of which hereafter, where-i l 
in was a moft folemn and great Sacrifice of 
Oxen; tho in Julians Coin and feme others, it 
rather feems to refer to the finding of Apis, the 
Egyptian holy Ox inentiqned by Mar cellinut, 
which being Sacred to the Moon, had a (pot 
like her on his fide, and his Tail waited and 
wained as the Moon. 

The Oxen to be facrificed were bound about 
their Backs and Bellies with certain Rubans, 
and had on their Heads an Infula, which was a 
kind of woollen Net-work (call’d alfo Filamcn . 
ta) which covered their Heads. The Priefts 
alfo had the like, and therefore the Sacrificeis ? 
have always their Heads veiled or covered. Some 
imagine, that from thence proceeded the fa¬ 
shion of Chriftian Bifhops to wear Miters. But , 
this is not probable, for Heathen Priefts had not 
any Covering like a Miter ; that Ufe rather 
feems to have been taken up in imitation of 
the Jewifh High Prieft. Condemned perfens 
alfo had the like, as the condemned by the In- 
quifition in Spain at this day have, the Martyrs 
therefore being condemned perfons, had the 
fame:

Some lay, they were perlbns devoted or con- 
lecrated to a Deity, but this is' too large; they 
were indeed the oAZditui (i. e.) liich as had 
Charge of their Temples, Sacrifices, and all 
other holy Ceremonies, Sacriftans. Sometimes 
whole Cities and Provinces were Ne»x i. e, 
had the Charge of their felemn Games and De¬ 
votions, wherein they made lolemn Orations 
and Panegyncks in Honour of their Gods, and 
Superiors, they determined all Conti overlies 
about their Religion and Worlhip; they cele¬ 
brated and prefided in their folemn Games, &c. 
and they took it for a great Honour, tho done 
at their own Charge, to be often Vtwj>ue. 

Of their holy Game- they had three princi¬ 
pal Officers, AAUTMf^if, IVmts&rtf.ailci Auf/SuMe j G rr g V i 
The Alytarcha was chiefeft, honoured and ado outof job. 
red by the Name of Jupiter, duiing the Solem- Antioch. 
nity he never came within doors, nor fay on a 
Bed, but in the open Air upon ftones on the' 
ground, covered with a Rulli Mat and clean 
Ca'pets; his Habit a long white Robe gilded, 
a Crown of field befet with Jewels, an Ivory 
Scepter and Sandals. 

The Grammareus wore a long white Robe, a 
golden Crown after the Laureat fafhion, and 
was adored under the Name of Apollo.

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Amphithales had a long white Robe, a Wreath 
of Bays, a golden Pe&oral with the Image of 
Jupiter upon it, and honoured as Mercury. 

The Grawmateus probably regiftered the Vi-

If any of the Company, whether Maids or 
young Men, upon the Acclamation of the ho¬ 
ly People were crown’d, they were to (pend 
the reft of their days in a Cloifter; for imme¬ 
diately after the Games he was confecrated a 
Prieft, (he a Nun. 

Sometimes alfo the Emperors them (elves took 
upon them the perfon of the Alytarcha , as is 
reported of Dioclefian, who immediately there¬ 
upon religned the Empire, laying, That after 
he bad born the perfon of Jupiter, be would not any 
more be Ring. The like was done by Maxima - 
« us. 

The Celebration of thefe Games in this or 
that City of the Community fas of Afia) was 
by the people accounted a very holy Solemnity, 
and an a£t of extraordinary Devotion to their 
Gods and Emperors, and therefore required 
peculiar Priefts, which moved the Cities very 
much to afteift the Honour and Dignit;/ of ha¬ 
ving the Games celebrated there, and ot taking 
care to provide all things neceflary for (o many 
Proxies of the Gods; conlequently this gave, 
them a great opportunity of (hewing their De¬ 
votion unto, ana therefore hoping for a Ble(- 
fing from, their Gods ; of ingratiating them- 
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felves into the Favour of the Emperor by their 
Panegyricks, and of having many holy Perlbns 
amongft them , and al(o of drawing a great 
concourfe of people thither ; at what time 
were alfo holden Fairs and general Markets, 
and confequently much Gain and Wealth to 
the place. This Favour is exprefs’d upon their 
Coins how often it was done, fometimes two, 
three or four times; and it (hould feem where 
any Deity is mention’d, the Ne«wwere of 
that only, as N AflipuJ 1 ®- ’ where none, it 
was of the Mother of the Gods the great Deity 
of Afia* 

* How can a City beN? Very well, ror 
they might eafily manage all the bufinels by a 
feletft Council of the Town, and except what 
required perfonal Service, and for that they 
chofo (iicn perfons as they thought meet for the 
purpofe, which alfo redounded much to the 
Honour of that City.

N Ext to their Gods we will (peak of their f 
Religion, Priefts and Sacrifices, fuch things| 
efpecially as conduce to the underftanding oil 
their ancient Coins. * 


x. The Religion of the ancient Romans 
was divided into Sacra , Sacrifices; over which 
the Pontifices prefided; and Arufpicia or Divi¬ 
nations; and Predictions over which were their 
Augurs, who alfo declared, if Elcftions and 
fuch like publick Actions were not well, i-e. 
authoritatively made, and foretold Succeiles; 
But in extraordinary cafes they confulted the 
X and afterwards th z.XT-viri Sacra faciundis, or 
Interpreters of the Sybils books. The explana¬ 
tion ol Portents, Monfters, &c. was commit* j 
ted to the Amfices ; thele were infticuced by 
Romulus, but afterwards loft their reputation, 
and were commonly very mean perfons ( who 
yet were lometimes confulted even by the Se¬ 
nate m matters of conlcquence, but then they 
lent commonly for per Ions out of Tufcany^ where 
this trade f niinfhed moll:) till Claudius the Em- 
perOi reftored them to their d’gnity (Tacit. 
4 Ann#*' 
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Atmal. 1 . i.) and then their College increafed 
fo much, that it became an Order. By the way 
note that or do fignifies ordinarily a Dignity, Art, 
or Profeflion, as ordo Senatorial, Equcjlrts, Pub- 
licanorum , Mancipiorum , &c. Collegium was 3 . 
Corporation of three at leaft, under the lame 
Laws and Intereft. Sodalitas ( chiefly Sacerdo- 
tum ) fellow Officers becaule they late together* 

Fiji us verbo fodalts . 

So that there were in all lour fumtna Collegia 
or chief Corporations of holy Perlons, who had 
lupreme Authority in all things pertaining to 
' Religion, tho the Senate trefpafled upon their 
Office by making Decrees without lometimes, 
but commonly with, their advice, i . Pontifici- 
; m. 2 . Augurum, $. X dr XT virorum (acris fa- 
tiundisy and thele tnree were ampliflima or molt 
honourable. 4, Arufficum. By tnole three were 
all matters of Religion managed, and chiefly 
by the Pontifices and Augures , whole Authority 
and Dignity was very great; inlomuch that we 
fee fuen as bore thole Offices figured upon rheir 
Coin with their Enfigns, a Patera , XJrceolasj 
Simptihtm , or lome luch inftrumenc of lacrifi- 
cing, and a Lituus for the Augurs, tho the Li- 
tuns was not proper only to them : and the 
lll-viri R. P. C. tho they delpiled and trampled 
upon all Laws lacred and civil, yet retained 
thele Honours and their Enfigns, as of great 
confluence, to themfelves. 

2. The Pom fees had hooks containing their 
Bites and Ceremonies, which they never difeo* 

vered;

The Ponttfices were the chiefeft, lo that in 
procefs of time the name Ponttfex was common 
to all their Priefts; lo we read Prfcx /«"«• 
»« W , CtffaruM, Solis, Volcam, zAidium [acrarum, 
Colonic, Domus Augttfia, fectalis, Quinquennalts, 
Saltorum , &c. and in cafe of necelUty 

fupplied the Offices of all the other Pnefts, as 
of the Flamer* Dialis in calc oF his nCiC.rels, or 
if he was not augurated, &c. they alio gave 
Anftvers out oF the Sybil's books, concerning 
Prodigies, &c. After the death of Ajcamus, 
his Fort Julus was put by the Kingdom by Su 
•vius (on of LavintUy and made Priefti but ar> 
terwards the Kings were Priefts alfo, r.L Numa, 
who Hrft regulated thefe things, and divided 
the whole Sacerdotal Dignity and Employment 
into three parts, of which the Pontijiccs w-re 
one : he then elected to be Pontifex, Max. Mar¬ 
cias M. F. a Senator, and committed to him aj. 
the Ceremonies of their Religion writ and leal- 
ed up. He joyned to him Ado three Font!,.as 
Patrttiansy Quibtts fiUs Magijhatm & Saner dot* 
adipife: hcebat , yuan dibit Ponttfices a pojje C> p* 
cere, faith Scavola ; tho Vano derive the word 
a voJite [ fubheio'] faciendo , or rejrxenJo: and 
they were all P atritii a great wblii, oil the 

COUl 
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common People by their Sedition and Unquiee- 
nefs had got Tribunes ; and then they never reft- 
cd, but firft they obtained by Lex Caninia that 
they might marry with the Nobility; then by 
lex Lkinia , that one of the Confuls Ihould be 
a Plebeian i and that part of the XF-viri facro- 
rum Ihould be Plebeians. Ogulnius preferred a 
Law that 5 Augurs and 4 Ponttfices Ihould be 
created out of the common People, and added 
to the former number j whieh after much con- 
tention was obtained. Yet the P 'entificatus Ma¬ 
ximus remained amongft the Patritii till T. Co- p 0 lyb. 1 .3 
runcanius , who was the firft Plebeian ( Atilio Regu- Flor.Epit 
lo Cos) that obtained it. Afterwards it was alfo * 8 - &*• 
communicated to Foreigners, the firft whereof 
was Corn. Balbtis a Spaniard of Gades, firft jure 
Quint um donatus , afterwards by Pompey made 
Cof. & Pont. Max. After the Lex Ogulnia , Sulla 
the Dictator again enlarged the College of the 
hntfees and Augurs ; and after him Julius 
Ctejar added one" to every College ; and the 
Senate upon occafion often added others fupra 
rnmer um. But after that the Emperors a (Turned 
to them the Pontificatum Maximum ; they ne¬ 
glecting all former Laws,chofe all other Priefts; 
tho fomerimes in flattery the Senate added alfo 
their Decree, as they did to Augufius after M- 
Antonies death. Dio l. 51. Sulla encreafed the 
number of the Ponttfices to 1 $> 8 Patricians and 
7 Plebeians ; whom 7V A’ calls ex parte dtmidtd 
Sacerdotes , and then ihc Patritii were called ma- 
jores } the Pltbeii mu.ores ; as there were majores 
and minor ts Fliwunii ; and amongft the rninores 

H the 
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the Senior was call’d Maximus : and the Junior 
MmiLs-minorum. But tho theft at firft were 
accounted Sacerdotes, and tho of a lower rank 
and in lower places, yet chey 
Max. the Flame, Rex Sacrmrn and 0 her P» 
tifices in Judgment ; yet at Lift they came to be 
no better than Miniftcrs, Scribes, &c. to the 
Majores. And the greatefl oh the Majoies and 
the^Headof them (not by Seniority but Choice) 
was Pont ifex Maximus : ( As the FlamenD.alu 
had the greateft Authority amoneft the fifteen 
Flamines, Fr,ct«r Urbantis amongft the Pmors, 
and Maxima Vejlalis amongft the Virgins.) So 
call’d, faith one, quod Maximus, qua ad Sam

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f. %. The Pontifices were after their Inftitu- 
tution chofen by the College, and by them aUo 
was the Pont. Max . chofen out of their own 
Body, and were created or inaugurated in Co- 
rmtiis Curiatis , being they were all Patritii ; 
but afterwards the Plebeii being made partakers 
of the Priefthood, they were created in Tribu¬ 
ns, [Tributa were Councils or Convocations of 
the Common people, wherein the Father; or 
Senators had nothing to do] which Comitia, be¬ 
fore Lex Domitia, were holden by one of the 
Etninenteft perfons in the College. By Lex 
Domitia yus fubrogandorum Sacerdotum was tranf- 
ferred from the College to the people, and 
then all the Pontifices were created Comitiis Tri- 
lutis. And it mould feem, that in the Tribu¬ 
te the Pontifices were renunciati , but were con¬ 
firmed and eftablilhed in Curiatis, for in thole 
Comitia only were Auguries • but Plebeii Sacer- 
Jotes, who to their Confecration had no need 
of Auguries, were made in Tributis. It Ihould 
leem alfo, that in Comitiis Tributis the people 
only deligned or named the perlon, but that 
the Regular and Authentick Elettion was in 
the College; and that they could not chule 
any of the lame Family with one of themlelves; 
as neither any perlon that was a notorious 
Enemy to any of them. In thofe Comitia Tri¬ 
buta only leventeen Tribes cholen by Lot gave 
their Voices for chuling the Pont. Max. The 
Curio Maximus, Augurs and XF-viri were alio 
created in Comitiis Tributis ; but the Rex Sacro- 
rum in Centuriatis ; and the Flammts in Curia-

appears by divers Coins of Julius , Auguftus, Fie- 
jpafian, Ferns, &c. which have the Augures En- 
ligns upon them. And Otho ; if that reading 
in Tacitus be true , Htfi.l.l. Otho Pontificatus Gutheriu: 
Auguratufq\ honor atm infignibus , cumtilum , &C. 

They were allb fometimes of the XF-viri t 
that they might engrofs to thsmfelves all the 
three fttmma & amplijfima Sacerdotia. So there 
is a filver Coin of Vittllius, with a Trips, Dol¬ 
phin, and Bird , all (acred to Apollo ; whole 
Priefls the W-vin were, if two Augitfhiss at 
the fame time, the one was Pont. Max. the o- 
ther Pontifex only, as appears by the Coins of 
M. Aurelius and Lucius Ferns, of Caraculla and 
Geta, of Dioclefian and Maximum. 

$. 5 . And before the Emperors times the 
Pont. Max. was of (o great Honour, that it was 
very ambitienfiy dcfiied even of l’erfons of 
greateff Quality," and (eldom any was chofen 
that had not before lat >n Sell a Curuli. He took 
place alfo ana precedence of all the other Ma- 
giftrates. 

The Inauguration of the Pont. A fax. is de- 
fenbed bv Prudent. Hymn. Sti. Romani, and was 
thus; Putting on his Pontificalia, he w ;nc down 
into a Hole made tor that purpura, over which 
was thrown a wooden Bridge or Cove - hill ot: 
holes; then was brought an Os' ic.idy lor the 
Sacrifice, and 11am upon rive fudge : bo that 
the blood ran down through the li -os upon trie 
peilon below and his c: oaths ; which being

done, the Bi idge was removed, and he taken up, 
and acknowledged Pont. Max. 

The Pont. Max. and Flamett Dialis were mar* 
ried per Confarreationem , or a moft folemn Sa¬ 
crifice ; fome lay they might have but one Wife: 
Si Dtahs uxorcm duxent ilium Flamimo decedere, 
& matrimonium Flaminis non r.ifi morte dirimi ; 
if they were Laws, or if any other fuch concer¬ 
ning the Font. Max. it is manifeft by Julius C* 
fars Example, they were in his time obfolece 
and antiquated. 

Serv. /En. The Pont. Max. had a publick Houle which 
was call’d Regia , becaule the Habitation of 
Rex Sacrifcstlas ; and it was laureata: This was 
firft given by the people to V. Scipio Nafica in 
via facrd , who was by the Senate lirnamed Opts- 
tntts, that he might be the eafilier confulted in 
Matters of Law, which was his Profeflion ; and 
it Ihould feem that the lucceeding Fonts fees li¬ 
ved in that lame, even Julius C afar him lei r, 
who remov’d out of his own houle in the Sstb- 
urra unto this. But Auguflus made his whole 
houle publick, becaule built with the peoples 
Money. 

§. 6. It fhouid feem that the Augurs had this 
Privilege by Law, that they never forfeited 
their Augurlhips, no not tho condemn’d to 
death. The Rex Sacrorvrn lesms alio to have 
had the lams Prerogative, but the Fontifces 
Maxims not fo ; but yet in favour to lome 
perlons their Pi ielfhoods were made perpetual; 
tho PoKtifices perpetui doth not always lignins 
fuch as were to enjov their Honours as long as 

they 
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they lived ; but fcch alio as were employ’d 
continually and afliduoufly about Matters of 

their Religion. . _ _ 

The Maxima Vefalis and the Rex Sacrorum 

were alio legibas foluti, unqueftionable by Law, 
but the Ponttfices not. 

It was unlawful for the Pont. Max. to go out 
of Italy till P. Finn. CraJJas broke that, whe¬ 
ther Law or Cuftom ; and he was imitated by 
divers of his Succeflors, particularly by Julius 
Ctefar : yet againfi the gi e of the Senate, wno 
voted that Julius Cafitr Ihould therefore be gi¬ 
ven up to the Enemies. , , , 

Hereupon lome have doubted, whetner the 
font. Max. could have any Command in their 
Armies, and conlequentiy be Contul, &c. And 
’tis true indeed, that the Flamett Dialis waslel- 
dom cholen Coniul, becaule it was forbidden 
him to be General. Exereitum armatum v id ere 
Flaminis Dialis rcligio eft, A- Gel. 1. to. c. If : 
Yec both the Flamnes and Salt* might have Ci¬ 
vil Power, both Conlulates, tho rarely, and 
other Magiftracies. But the Pont. Max. were 
capable of any Power Civil or Military. So 
we lee the Emperors were always Pont. Maxim's. 

So M. Camillas was Cenfor, Lav. 1 . #>. Tacit. 
Annal. 1 . 4. P. Ltcinius was firft /Ediie, then 
Cenlor, then Col. Lsv.l.i 7. and afterwards 
Mafter of the Horle co Q^Fulvitts che Di&atoi. 

P. Saevola alio was Tribunas pittas, tho Tull) ’ ac¬ 
counted it dangerous to join thofe two Offa.ce?. 

The Charge and Employment of the Powtr- 
fices was very great and various. At firit they 
mdg’d all points of Law, and decided all Con- 
' b tl 4 trcveriies; 
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troverfies *. and before the twelve Tables all the 
Law was contain’d in their Books: of which af¬ 
ter v/ards Cn. Fidv'un di(cover’d and publilh d (o 
much as concern’d Civil Mattersjbut what touch- 
ed the Rites and Ceremonies of their Religion, 
was always kept fee ct: but they had always 
fupreme Authority in judging all Sacred Caufes, 
whether between p ivate perfons, Magi(frates, 
or perfons Sacred. They r-a : e lnqu’fition into 
the Lives and Carriages of aii uch Officers and 
Magi ft rates that had m ei light over the Sacri> 
flees* and Worlhip of the Gods; as hkewife all 
Pnelis, whether of their own or other Older; 
aifo any perlon that belonged to Religion in 
any cafe, and all other perfons in religious Ca¬ 
fes: and for Imr.fi Crimes they could mulct am 
& pxnam ponere • and the Veftal Virgins they 
could judge to flagellation and Iofs of life. They 
declared and interpreted the true Worlhip of 
the Gods to the Common people; and took 
care to prevent all heterodox Opinions in Re¬ 
ligion. They aifo interpreted the Minds of 
j. the Gods when-ever demanded, refblving all 
12. de A- Cafes or Confidence, as I may call them, and 
ru}j>. re]}, abfolving from Inch faults as were pardonable. 

They bad Charge over Religion and all other 
Ceremonies; taking notice aifo of what con- 
cern’d the Commonwealth in Ele£hon of Mu- 
giftrates, undertaking Wars, &c. which were 
no otherwiis rata & firtna, but as by them 
judged conientaneous to the Ceremonies of 
their Religion. 1 hev decieed concerning Sa¬ 
crifices, Vows, Hoiy-days, and in general kept 
the Kalender for all the diltin&ion of tlisiy 
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days: which becaufe ic is fomewhat intricate, 
you will pardon me, if by a linall digieflion 
I try to clear it. 

§.7. Their days then were, 1. either atri, 
unlucky days, wherein it was not lawful to 
fight a Battel, confult the People, nor do any 
foletnn Action, not fo much as to bury their 
deceafed Parents; liich were the days imme¬ 
diately following the Calends, Nones, and Ides; 
and the fourth day before the Calends, Nones, 
and Ides; on the fourth day before the Nones 
of Augufi was the great Defeat at Cannae. 

t. Other days were not atri, and tliev were 
7 Fefti, Holy-days conf'ecrated to the Gods, in 
them were Sacrifices to be offer’d. Religious 
Banquets made, and Games celebrated. Some 
of them aifo were Ferix , which were pro¬ 
faned if any labour was performed in them, 
but what concerned either the Worlhip of 
the Gods, or fame urgent commodity of 
life, as if an Ox fell into a pit; or a Beam 
of the houle broken; or War b. ought fiid- 
deniv upon them : and thofe Ferix were, 
a. Publick, and thole, 1. Stalivae, common 
to all the people upon certain fee Days 
and Months, and were marked in their 
Fafd ; on liich were celebrated their Ago- 
nalia , Cavmentalta , Lupcualia. 

■x, Conceptivx, which were every Year bid¬ 
den or denounced by the Prielts or Magi- 
ftrates, liich were Latina t Vaganaha } Se- 
tnentinai, Compitalm.

4. Nundina, which were Fairs, wherein the 
Country-people came to fell and buy.

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charge the Enemy [but if the Enemy 
charged them, it was accounted lawful to 
fight at any time] to weigh Anchor, to 
go to Sea, or to marry a Wife. 

J Inter cifi , liich Days which were common 
both to the Gods and Men, half Holy-days, 
in fome hours the Courts were open, in 
fbme not. 

8. And becaufe frequent mention is made 
of their Comitia or General AfTcmblies, perhaps 
it will be acceptable to you to know fomewhat 
concerning them alfo. 

0( the Divijions of the People, and of their 
Comitia or General AjJ'emblies. 

There were two great and folemn Divifions 
of the People of Rome ; the fii ft according to 
the place they lived in, and thus they were di¬ 
vided into Tribits and Curias ; the fecond, ac¬ 
cording to their Wealth, and thus chey were 
divided into Clajjes and Centurias. 

After the Sabins were admitted into the Ci¬ 
ty, Romulus divided the City into three parts, 
which he therefore call’d Tribus, and the Go¬ 
vernor of them Tribunes ; which Name alfo he 
impofed not only upon the Places but Inhabi¬ 
tants ; for divers of the Album (to the number 
of 3000 Foot and 300 Horfe) corning with 
Romulus to his new Colony, he gave them 
Houfes in a peculiar part of the City, and 
made them into one Tribe, which he eali’d 

Ramnetr 
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Ratnnenfts , then Titus Tatius the King of the 
Sabins coming to live at Rome , brought with 
him alfb many of his own Country, whom he 
placed upon IVloas Capttolinus , and they were 
made another Tribe ealld Tatienfes , the left 
of the people that inhabited betwixt the 
Mountains Palatums and C apitolinus , made up 
another Tribe, and were call’d Luceres (either 
becaufe they came ad Lucum , i. e. ad Ajylutn, 
and fo taken into the City, or that they were 
Hetrujcans that came with Luutmo, or Ardeatu 
that came with Luceros, and axed in Rome) 
afterwards Serwas Tubus having enlarged the 
City, divided it into four Regions or Tribes, 
giving them [shinies, net as Romulus from their 
Countries, but from their places; which were 
P alatina , Suburana, E fyuihna. and Colima ; and 
he forbad the Inhibicants of any one place to 
change their dwelling into another; and this 
he did probably, becaufe he law the Ramnenfes 
and Tatienfes to be iar exceeded in number by 
the continual addition of new Comers, wno 
were all joined to the Luceres ; probably alio 
he divided the Country about Rome, which be¬ 
longed to the Romans , into 26 parts, which 
made up fo many Tribus Rufticas , as fome Au¬ 
thors lay; others, as Varro, D tony fins and Ltvj 
feem to think, that he made not fo many Tu¬ 
bus Rufticas , and , erhaps no more than fifteen, 
and their Names were Romilia, Retnonia , Pupi- 
nut, Vcintina, Galena , Pcllit , Voltinsa , tAimilia, 
Cornelia , Fabia, Menenia , Papina , Serbia, Vela¬ 
ria, and that which afterwards (A.U.C. 249.; 
was call’d Claudia. Afterwards, A. U. c. zf 6 . 

Claudius 
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Claudius and ServiVtus being Confuls, two more 
were added, which feem to be Cruft umina and 
Ocriculana. Anno 369. four more were added, 
Stellatina, Tormentina , Sabahna , and Arnienfts • 

Anno 395. two more, Pomptina and Voplilia, or 
Vopillia or Pobltlia. Again, An. 421. two others, 

Macia and Sceptia. Anno 434 Ufentina Ai\d Fa- 
larina. Anno 454. Anienfts and Terentia : and 
laftly, Anno 512. Velina and Quirina, which 
made up the number 3^, which number never 
alter’d. Thefe 16 la ft were not in agro Ro¬ 
mano, but either in Sab wo, ori \\ Umbria, or in 
latturn, or in Campania , or in Hetruria ; tor 
Ufentina was fo call’d from the River Ufens near 
Terracma, and Arnienfts from the River Arnus, 
and teems to have been about Florence , and 
they were conflituted according as they recei¬ 
ved more and more Nations to be Citizens 01 


It is to be noted, That tho the Tribes feem 
at firft of all to have receiv’d their Names from 
the Places, yet divers of them had other Names

Alfo in the Country he bulk upon the frrong- 
eft Hills and Places certain Cattles, which he 
call’d Pages, whither the Country-people might 
retort, and be in lafety, in the tiny of any In- 
valion ; which Vagi alfb were dedicated ^ to 
feme God, to whom once in me Year ml taut 
belong’d to that Pagus , Men, Women, and 

Children, brought a certain piece ot Money, 

which 
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which was receiv’d by him that had Charge of 
the Tap*, whereby he knew the number of aU 
that belong’d to that Vagus, and defraydthe 
Charges of the Sacrifices and Tagus. Thela 
feafts or Holy-days were calld Taganalta. 

Afterwards this Manner and Government 
waf quite alter’d ; and Tribus ^t an 

Dlacc or quantity of Ground with its Inhabi¬ 
tants, but a Company of Citizens, Free-men 

that lived where they lifted ; fo that perfons of 
one Tribe lived in another: and Trtbus was not 
pars TJrbis as formerly, but Csvitatis. And thu 
Change happen’d (as it fcould feern) firft, be- 
caufe moft men defired and counted it greater 
reputation to be ( as of honourable!' Families, 
Io P oO honorabler Tribes. The more honoura¬ 
ble were the Rufiic* : For to e " c °! 

rage Husbandry, committed all fedentaij, me- 
chanick, and iordid Arts to Slaves, Libertines, 
and Strangers; but Agriculture to Free-nwi 
and Citizens, whom he defignd to be the 
Nurfery of his Militia, theirs being a life more 
naive and laborious, and which confeqiientl 
difpofed them better to great Undertaking, 
Secondly, Becaufe the Adopted parted as well 
into the Tribe as the Family of the Adopter; 
whence it came , that great Families removd 
Tometimes from one Tribe into another 
Thirdly , Becaufe the Cenlors in P ro ^\f 
time came to have power to add new Tnbe^ 
and to remove out of one into another bo 
that Citizens began not to be °^Tiibes m 

which they lived, but of thofe whwh it pleaJed 

the Centers either to gratihe them withal, ^ 
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to punilh them. Hence it is probable, that all 
of the fame great Family got into one Tribe, 
which perhaps gave the Name to certain Tribes, 
as t&milia, Claudia, Julia£cc. And Appius thus 
gave leave to all Citizens to enter themlelves 
into what Tribe they pleafed ; but Fabms, 
A.U. C. 449. finding the abufe which had crept 
in by Appius s permiffion; whereby the mean- 
eft people (being the greateft part) put them- 
felves into the Ruftic* Tribus, and to carried all 
things in the Comitia fa&ioufly, and to the 
prejudice of the Commonwealth; he (I fay) 
finding this, transferred all the meaneft of the 
people into the Tribus Urban* ; which was ano¬ 
ther Reafbn, why after him all Perfons of Qua¬ 
lity fought to avoid being in thole Ti lbes-Fom th- 
ly Becaufe that perfons for Demerits were pu¬ 
nched by being placed in a lower Tribe, and 
for Reward advanced to an higher; where,by 
the way,it leems that one Rujiica was moie ho¬ 
nourable than another. Cic. pro Balbo faith, 
that Balbus was rewarded for accufing and con¬ 
ning N. N. of Ambitus (unlawfully feeking 
Preferment) with a removal into Tribits Crufiu • 
mina ; whether that was the general Recorn- 
)6ncc for fuch Actions j or that the Acculer 
iad the Tribe of the convidled, if nobler than 
lis own, I know not. 

§. 9. Serums Tullus divided all the people 
into lixClafles according to their Wealth, and 
thele again into 19? 01-194 fC muirias ) 
the greateft part whereof were of the richeit 

Perfons; wnereby it came to pals, that they 

who 
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who had the greateft Intereft in the Publick. 
had alfo greateft: fiiare in the Government. The 
Governors of the Centuries were call d Cent a* 
rimes , tho they leem not to have had any Pow¬ 
er but in War. The firft Clafs into 80 Cent anas, 
40 Seniorum, and 4° j funiorum under 45 Y eats 
old, the Cenftrs or Wealth whereof was not un¬ 
der a loo Mina C 10000 Drachma ) alias at 
io‘—o d of our Money ; they were beft 
and compleateft armed, and commonly had 
aciem primam in their Armies. To thefe were 
added 18 Centuries of the nobleft and richcft 
Equites. 

The fecond Clafs was divided into 20 Cen¬ 
turies of Foot-men, and their Ccnftts or Wealth 
was betwixt a ico find 8^ AAina (about 1761.) 
thev had all the Arms of the former, except a 
Breaft-plate, and they conftituted acicmjecun- 
dam. To thefe were added two unarmed Cen¬ 
turies of Handy-crafts men ('Opificum.) 

The third Clafs was divided into 20 Centu¬ 
ries of Foot-Soldiers. 1 heir Wealth was^ bs- 
wixt 7000 and ^000 Drachma , 01 as otnerSj 
about 167 /• and had all the Arms of the for¬ 
mer, except Greaves. Thefe conftituted aciem 

tertiam. . , 

The fourth was divided into 20 Centuries of 
Foot-Soldiers, and th nr Wealth was betwixt 
5000 and 2500 Drachms (about 24 0 th-ir 
Arms were Spears, Shields, and Svvoids; and 
they conftituted the laffc Battel or Ac.es, To 
which were added two unarmed Centiuiss, 
Cornicimm and Tibicinum. . . 

The fifth was divided into 20 Centuries ot 

Foot- 
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Foot-Soldiers, whole Wealth was under 2< Mi- 
Ut anda-bove 12 and i (; 9 *—Thefe 
were Velites , and had Slings and Darts, and 
the like Miffilia. 

The fixth was the reft of the People, Prole- 
tsriorum and Capite Ctnfornm , whofe Wealth 
was not regarded, and made but one Century, 
freed from all Tribute and Militia; 

In giving their Suffrages therefore in their 
• C cmitia Centuriata or by Centuries , wherein 
moft of the great Bufinefles were difpatched ; 
the beft: and wealthieft Citizens (who had the 
moft Centuries) had the greateft Power. 

§, 10. The Comitia Centuriata (calld by Ci- 
m Maxima) were, i- for the Creation of 
the greater ordinary Magiftrates, as Conluls, 
Proconfuls, Cenfors, Reges Sacrorum , Pra:tors, 
Muni Mdttum Confulari potefiate , and XV- 
viri Ugibus ferendis y where the Candidates had 
no Voices; and thefe AfTemblies were held 
only by the Confuls, Dictators, Interreges , 'Trib. 
Mtlit. Conf. potefiate & Xviri Leg. Scrib. and 
were call’d perCornicinem, and were held in Cam- 
toMartio, where all the people met, and gave 
their Voices each in their own Century. 

2. For making Laws of greater Confequence, 
and fucli as were made by the greater Magi- 
ftrates, Senatus-confulta , by the Authority oi 
the Senate ; and in thefe prelided the Confuls 

and Dictators. . _ r r) , ’ , 

2. For Judgments in Cafe of Rebellion and 
Treafbn, and thefe were held by the Confuls, 
Dictators, or Praetors.

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They were only call’d by the greater Magi- 
ftrates, and all admitted into Centuries, had 
Voices* whether they lived in the Ciiy or It* 
ly • and they had their Diribitores (fuch as mar- 
{hailed them, and received their Suffrages) 
Rogatcres, Cufiodes, and Pracones j and were in 
the Campo Mart to extra Pomerittm ; were proclai¬ 
med a competent time before by the Authority 
of the Senate ( 2.7 days; in which time were 
kept tria jyfundina , or three Fairs, and thit 
foace of time was call’d Trinundinum) and they 
were always pojl Capta aujpicia , both by obler- 
vation of the Heavens, the Auguries of the 
Birds, and the Infpe&ion of Sacrifices.

There were tobe prefent,according to the oc- 
cafion, Candidati , Accufers, Accufea (and they 
Sordidati ) with their Advocates or Patrons. 
They had Diribitores,Cu(lodes,Rogatores,ind Pra- 
tmts. They were held without an Aufpicati- 
on, and in any place within or without the 
City, but only upon Dies Comitiales, and they 
were proclaim’d ordinarily 27 days before. 

Romulus divided the People into three Tribes 
or Wards, and every Ward into 10 Curias, like 
our Parifhes, and (as thefe ) each Curia had 
their proper Temples and Sacrifices. So that 
Curia fignifies, 1. thofe ;o parts into which the 
people were divided, 2. the Temples proper to 
every one of thefe Curia, 3. becaufe the Senate 
ordinarily met in one of thefe Curia ; ip figni¬ 
fies any place wherein the Senate met. 

Comitia Curiata were thofe wherein the Peo¬ 
ple was asked their Sentence by Curias , and 
l what the major part of the Curia agreed upon 
was firm, and call’d jujfum Populi , in thefe 
Comitia the people met not together in one 
place, but all in their feveral Curia's , and 
there voted. 

1. They made Laws concerning, 1. the 
Confirmation of certain Magiflrates, which 
were in other Comitia chofen, 2. the giving 
Military Charges to the Magiflrates, 3. Revo¬ 
cation from Exile, 4. Adoptions, 5. and Te- 
ftaments. 

2. They created certain Priefts. 

I 2 They 
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They were convoked by certain Magiftrates, 
as Kings, Interreges, Confuls, Praetors, Dila¬ 
tors, and Pontifces ; and that by 30 LiElorer, and 
upon certain days, within the( City tniCornno,* 
place near the Forum. They only had Voices who 
were in Curias Scripti, i.e. that lived in the City. 

The manner of holding them was this: the 
Prefident of the Comitia propofed the bulinels; 
and then faid. Si ita vobis videttir, difeedtte n 
Curias. & fuffrajrium inite : but if the Rogation 
(or thing propofed ) feem’d not to be for the 
benefit of the People, the Tnb plebis inters 
ded and cryed, Veto ; and then the Comma were 

^ But if it was thought fit to be pafled, the CV 
n* were call’d forth by Lot to give their Suf- 
frages, and were call’d forth fo often, till i6 
of them agreed. They voted firft by word d 
Mouth afterwards by Tables. And they ob 
ferv’d, that the Curia firft call’d out, was to 
be boni Omims, or elfe the Comitia were put oft 
till another day. 


Of the Curia:. 


<5 i-> Curia fignifies fometimes the Place o; 
Meeting- houfe of the People, fecondly, the 
People or Company that met in that one place, 
thirdly the Jus or Rights wherewith they were 
endued. To underftand this the better, this® 

the Hiftory of the Curia. . 

Romulus having divided the whole City into 
three Tribes (or Wards) fubdivided every Tnb 
mto 10 Curia (or Parillres) conftituting in all m 

m 
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and their Governors Curiones ; which number 
was never increafed, and to eve'ry Curia he af- 
fign’d two publick places for their Meetings, 
which places were alio call'd Curia ; one for their 
Sacrifices and Aflemblings, for the Exercife of 
their Religion,the other for Confultarions about 
Secular bufinefles. Curia locus e(l ubipublicas euros 
ftrebant. Butbecaufe in procefs of time the City 
became greatly augmented; fo that thefe places, 
built by Romulus, were not fufficient to contain 
the multitudes, they built new ones much larger, 
into which they did evocare Sacra (transfer their 
God, their Altars, Ceremonies, &c.) only four 
there were left, out of which it was not lawful 
to transfer their Sacra: which were Foritnfis, 
tyta, Velienfis, and Velitia ; which were there¬ 
fore call'd Vettres Curia , the reft Nova : Be- 
fides thefo, we find three ancient Names of 
the Curia, Sanaa, Titia, and Ttfata ; and I know 
not whether any more. 

So that according to Romulus’ s Inftitution, 
four of the ancient numerically remained, and 
the number of 30 Curia was never alter’d ; buc 
they were not (as he made them) parts of the 
Tribus’s ; for when there were made four Tribes, 
there were but 3° Curia 3 nor were there any 
Citric in the Ruftical Tribes; but they had their 
P4gi,where they perform’d their Devotions and 
Yaganalia , as the City-Inhabitants did their Com- 
(italia in the Curia. For every Curia had his 
God, and Sacrifices, &c. peculiar to it felf, the 
Expences whereof were by Romulus allow d out 
of the Treafury, and every Curia had his Curio 
(or Parilh Prieft) that minifter’d and officiated

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in that Curia ; both in their Worfhip; Sacrifices; 

holy Feafts, and the like. 

Whether all that were number d m 
the Tribus Ruftica were referr’d or lifted in fome 
Curia ? It feems that all that did enjoy the full 
and compleat Liberties and Privileges otRorm 
Citizens, were referr’d to fome Curia ; die they 
wanted a great part of the Government in the 
Commonwealth, many things being palled in 
Comitiis Curiatu ; but many were Citizens (as 
Municipes, &cj who were of Ibme Tribe, bu 

not of any Curia. . . 

The Curia were fubdivided again into ten 
parts each, call’d Decuria and their Chief was 
call’d Decurio ; but thefe feem not to have been 
ufed in the City : but in the Municivia and C> 
lima, we find frequent mention of them. 


§. 15. But to return from this Digreflion, 
The Tontificti alfo Decreed concerning Games, 
Ceremonies of all the Gods, that efpecially 
which made pro Salute Pop. Romani. They ap¬ 
pealed the Wrath of the Gods when denounced 
by Prodigies or any other way difcover’d ; tho 
procurare prodgia they commonly referr’d to the 
Arujpices . They did alfo expiare Ptacula, i e. if 
any thing done againft Religion, to make a- 
tenement for it, as if a Veflfel Virgin was got 
with Child, any great Sacrilege committed, any 
Games wrong performed ; and many times they 
order’d Sacrifices, Games, &c. to be done over 
again. They prefided in all facred pubhek So- 
Domo% lemnities, and were confulted alfo in fuch as 
concern’d private Perfons or Families. And 

what 
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whatthreeof them decreed was accounted firm 
and holy. Hence that Saying of Neratius Prifcus; 
pftt faciunt Collegium. They alfo with the Ve- 
ftal Virgins might go into the Penus Fefta 
(which they call’d opening and ffiutting Pene- 
trait Vtft a) which was an inner lecret Room 
in the Temple of Vefta, wherein were kept the 
Fortune of the Commonwealth. They did al¬ 
fo Deos indigitare (i. e.) call them by their pro¬ 
per Names, which it was not lawful fometimes 
to publifh unto the people. Thefe Dii Indigt- 
us were Dii Pattii, HfM&toSy men deified, 

which it was their Office to do. They alfo cook 
care of the Intercalation, and equalling of the 
Civil, with the Natural, Year; which they 
kept as a great Myffcry and a gainful, being 
frequently bribed to lengthen the Year by fiich 
as were defirous to continue their Offices Ion- Qic E ^ 
ger. or the Cuftoms they farm’d. Till Julius ? 5 . a 4 

Ctfar being Pont. Max. rook upon him to re- Atttc.Epp . 
form the Kalendar. The Pontifices Minores had 9 - * 3 - 
alfo fome Sacrifices and Functions proper to 
tliemfelves; as that they facrificed every Ka¬ 
lends to Juno ( call’d therefore Calendar 'd)' in 
Curia Calabra ; which was the place of meeting 
and treating about Matters of Religion, as Ca¬ 
ra Hoftilia was for Civil by the Senate. Belides 
this, they had 50other Curias for the People, 
wherein to obfci ve their Holy-days and Cere* 
monies, which were govern'd by the Curio Mu¬ 
rmur and the Flamiues Cur tales. 

They had alio Jun(diction in the Cognizance 
ef divers Civil Caufes; as Inch as concern d A- 
doptions, which were commonly perform’d be- 

* I 4 fore 
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fore them in Comitiis Curiatis. Such were Cau- 
fes Matrimonial, Caufes Teftamentary, Sepul¬ 
chral and Funeral; for none might without 
their leave remove a dead Body out ol its Se¬ 
pulcher, or renew a Monument, &c. _ 

Thev had anciently Immunitatem a Muntrt- 
bm t. e. from Taxes, &c. which afterwards 
was’ taken from them, and reftrained only to 
Immunity from extraordinary Taxes, lney 
had StUam Curulem , & Togam pr*textam (the 
Triumphers had Togam pittam) and might not 
nde in the City but in a Chariot. 

p. 14. The Rex Sacrorum and Flamines, tho 
not Pontfices , yet were fo joyn’d to the Col¬ 
lege of the Ponttfices, that they commonly late 
i n Judgment.with them; and fome lay in this 
Order, 1. Rex Sacrorum, 2. Dialu , 3. Marin- 
l lS 3 4, Quinnalu , 5 . Ponttfex Maximus ; bill 
this Marlhalling is very doubtful ; for Livy faitfc 
exprefly, that the Pont. Max. took place of the 
Hex Sacrorum , becaule they would not joyn 
preheminence to that Name- 

As to their Sacrifices and holy Ceremonies, 
there was not fo great difference betwixt th: 
Pontfices Alajores and Pont. Max. as in o.hfii 
things there was; for befides that he was Head 
and Chief (and as it were Dean)oPthe College, 
prefiding in all their Meetings, and anfwering 
for them when ever any thing was referr’d to 
or demanded of, them: and confequently Heat 
of all that Eftate of Sacred perfons; whereby 
he had Power to convoke the People, propole 
to them, and ask their Suffrages, and, as fome 

lay, 
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fav Legetferre, efpecially concerning Religi - DJonfilz. 
oias matters; infomuch that the Comitia Centu • <9 10. 
riata and Curiata were in a manner wholly his, 
wherein were chofen all the chief Officers of 
their Religion ; whom he alfo inaugurated; 
even the Rex Sacrorum himfelf, who elfe was 
the chief of them all: yet was his Priefthood 
under the Pont. Max. Ne additus nomini bonos 
aliquid officeret libertati, faith Livy, l. 2 - 
Befides all thefe things, he chole the Veltal 
Virgins, 20 in number, and m his cuffody were 
fatale Imperii Pignut i» PenuVefia, which were ^ 

(even in number: Acus MatrU Deum, Quadn- 
m ficlilis, Veientinorum cmerts , Ore fits (i. e.) Pria - Feft.vcrbo 
m i Sceptrum, Iliont, Palladium , Ancilia. To the Mamuriu 
Pont. Max. alfo belong’d the Tenfie, Curricula, 
Pracentio, ludi, libationes , EpuUtfc ludorum pub- 
Micorum. He began all their lacred Hymns, 
and Proceflions, and all other religious Cere¬ 
monies. He alfo confecit magnos Anna let , i. e. 
writ upon whited Tables what.was done every 
Year, and expofed it publickly at his Houfe, 
that all might read it. And in what State and 
Splendor he lived the Proverb of Ccena Ponti - 
ficia fhews fufficiently. 

The Minifters of the Ponttfices were the III- 
viri, afterwards the Vll-virt, Epulonum : whole 
Office was to take care of the Solemn Games: 
and, if any thing was omitted or wrong done, 
to advertife the Ponttfices of it; and to provide 
for the Epulare Sacrficium-or holy Feaft made of 
the Sacrifices at thofe Games; their Enfign up¬ 
on a Coin of L. Plancus is Urceolus or an Ewer. 

Virgines [alia who affifted at the Sacrifices in 

the 
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the Re? id. Camilli were Youths (ingenui) that 
ferved the Prieft at Sacrificing, and are com¬ 
monly decipher’d holding a Box oflnccnfein 
their hands, Apparitores or Kalatores, LiBores. 
Scribte moft of them Libertini It&y&iuullaf, d 
libris Pontificalibui. Decuria Curiatia. Ttbicines 
who play’d, and Ludii that danced, at their Sa¬ 
crifices: inftead of whom in their Colonies 
was Petreia , an Antick, that led their Ceremo¬ 
nies in the Habit of an old drunken Woman. 
Top#, that flew; ViBimarii that drefled, their Sa¬ 
crifices. Incinerarius that brought the Embers, 
and kindled the fire. Jecorus and Arufyex Pon- 
tificis that flood by, ordered the Sacrificed, and 
viewed the Liver. FiBores , probably fuch as 
fold Images of Flower or Wax to fitch as were 
not able, by reafbn of poverty, to buy living 
beafls. Nomenclatores Tenfarum Jugares, fuch as 
aflifted in ordering the Tenfa.

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CHAP. VIII. 

Of Countries , Colonies , Places) 

$. 1. O Pain, upon their Coins is fometimes like 
O a Soldier on Horfe-back with a Lance, 
fometimes on Foot with a round Buckler and 
two Darts, (the Weapons of that Country ) 
fometimes aWoman with a Rabbet,of which was 
fo great plenty heretofore in Spain, that whole 
Towns have been undermined by them ; and 
Galen thought they were proper to that Coun¬ 
try. Deus Hifpanut, or their Tutelar God, is a 
full Face with fhort curled Hair, and a Collar 
of Pearls about his Neck. 

Africa , a Womans Head tired with the Skin 
of an Elephants Head : fometimes alfo behde 
her a Scorpion, Basket of Herbs, and Ears 01 
Corn. Sometimes alfo a Serpent before an 
Elephant; who is find by his hot Breath to 
draw them out of their Holes, and fo devour 
them. Sometimes with G. T- A. Genius Tute¬ 
lar is Africa. 

Mauritania , and in Hadrians Money Mau¬ 
retania . a Woman in a Soldiers Habit leading 
anHorfe commonly without a Bridle, (Infrancs 
Humida Virg. calls them) and a Switch in die 

other hand. , 

Italy, fometimes like a Woman crowned 
with Towers, fitting on a Globe; to fignihe 

the 
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the Command of the World ; lornetimes with 
a Cornucopia. 

§. t. Roma , owing her Name to a Wo¬ 
man call’d Rbome ; for when the Trojans lay 
lurking at the Mouth of Tiber, and made In¬ 
roads into the Country, their Wives troubled 
at that manner of living, by the Counfel of 
Rbome , when the men were gone abroad to 
forrage, burnt the Ships ; whereupon perforce 
they built a City, and call’d it Roma ; (ome- 
times therefore a Woman armed fitting on (even 
Mountains, or on an heap of Arms, with a 
Wolf luckiing Romulus and Remus , and a Bird 
or two call’d Picas Martius consecrated to Mars 
their Father. Sometimes a young Head, to 
ihew its perpetuity and eternal Vigours armed 
alfo for Strength. 

Germania, a Woman with a Lance and Shield, 
like a Rhombus , with the acute Angles cut off; 
which it feems was the defenfive Arms of mod 
Countries thereabouts. 

Sicilia is figured by three Legs in a Triangle, 
becaule of the three Promontories, Pelorum, 
Pachorum, Lilybatum ; with Ears of Corn to 
Ihew its Fertility. 

Judaea and Phoenicia with a Palm-tree. 

Armenia with a Perfian Quiver of Arrows. 

Arabia , a Camel. 

Conntb and Syracufe, her Colony, a Pegafusi

Sometimes with one of their many monftrous 
Afi or Dog or Hawk Cat-headed Gods. Some¬ 
times a Crocodile. Sometimes a Sphinx, which 
was a kind of Ape or Monkey, more ingeni¬ 
ous than any other (ore of thefe Animals, 
found amongft the Troglodites , but brought 
from Egypt,the Egyptians famous for their Dex¬ 
terity and Wirtinels, reprefented themfelves by

Carthago, on one fide a Virgins Head, on 
the other an Horfes; they (ay , that at the 
building of Carthage , an Horfes head was found 
in a Pit in an holy Wood $ whereby was fore-- 
Ihew’d that the new City (hould be warlike 
and a great Conquered, whence the Punick 
Name of it K.AKK.ABH fignifies (as they (ay) 
an Horfes head : the Palm-tree (hews them to 
be a Colony of the Phoenicians. 

§, 3, Rivers are generally deferibed like an 
Old man (becaufe from the beginning; and 
thence Elwvius , and moft of the Names of Ri¬ 
vers are Malculmes) crown’d with Reeds or 

Water-weeds, pouring water out of an Urne, 

and 
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and a Cornucopia ; if navigable, with a Boat. 
Tyber with two Children lucking a Wolf Nilus 
with a Crocodile, and many Children playing 
about him, to reprelent its Fertility. Ttgrii 
with a Tiger. 

4. A Colony is reprelented commonly 
by a Plough drawn by two Oxen, or an Ox 
and a Cow; which at the building of a Gty 
were yoked together; the Cow inward (the 
Wife being to be Houle-keeper) with the 
Plough they made a Furrow, which Ihould be 
as it were the limits of the City, where the 
Gates were to be, they lifted up the Plough 
out of the Earth; lo porta d portando. Some¬ 
times alio by a Banner; for at Rome, when a 
Colony was to be lent forth, a Banner was let 
up, and an inlcribed Table under it, to fliew 
who was the Condu&or, and what numbers 
were to go, and whither ; that all might have 
notice who were willing to give in their 
Names. The numbers being full, out of every 
hundred they chuled ten, who were call’d there¬ 
fore Decuriones, and made up the Curia or Com¬ 
mon Council of the Colony: thele out of their 
own Body chufed their Magiftrates [Dmwt] 
who, as the Conluls at Rome, had Power to 
call together the Curia, to propole, and exe¬ 
cute what was decreed by them ; Quaeftors 
alfo and /Ediles, &c. which were changed eve¬ 
ry fifth year; and were therefore call’d JS&in- 
ejuennalcs ; C. V. Colon. Victnx ; C. I. T. 'Tar. 
Colonia Julia Togata Tarracouenfis. See a Cata¬ 
logue of all the Colonics and Municipia in 

Goltzitts. 
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Goltzitts. There were divers forts of Colo¬ 
nies * the one Civium Romanorum ; the other 
Latina, as Col. L. j hi. Cori. Colonia Latina Ju¬ 
lia Corintbus ; others Italica ; others Latinorum 
Veterans : the differences whereof were taken 
from the perfons that went, whether Citizens, 
Allies, or Aflociate, and may be feen in Si- 
ronius and other Authors. 

Municipia , were fuch Towns as kept their 
own Laws and Cuftoms, and yet had a llo the 
Right of Roman Citizens, and were call’d Ur- 
bes ; in Colonies, tho they loft fome of the 
Privileges of Roman Citizens; yet becaufe com¬ 
monly old Soldiers were planted in them, the 
Governors of the Provinces, for their Security, 
chuled to refide, and to have their Conventus 
or Seat of Judicature there, whereby Colonies 
grew into more Efteem. 

§. $. We find alfo upon ancient Medals di¬ 
vers of their Buildings, as Aquacdufts, Pillars, 
Arches Triumphal, Forums or Market-places, 
Rofira : near to which were the Pulpits where 
they made Orations, Temples, Theaters [half 
Circles or half Ovals] for a&ing Comedies, 
Amphitheaters, or as if it were two Theaters 
joined together, for Huntings, Gladiator-Ihews, 
&c. Circus’s for Races of Chariots, Horles, 
&c. 

Puteal Libonis , was the Cover ot a certain 
Pit made with Lightning ; which tho expia¬ 
ted, yet was not permitted to be inhabited or 
uled, therefore was that Building let over it.

CHAP. IX. 

Of their Magifirates. 

Vpon their Corns alfo are {repeat Memo- 
rials of their Magfl rates. 

S. r. \ /f Any Perfons defending of their 
JV1 Kings, or deriving their Families 
from them, ftamped the Effigies of thofe Kings 
upon their Coins. Kings upon Coins are a • 
ilinguiffied from other Perfons by an H 
Pique thev carried in their hands, w J lC " 
call’d Studies*; and people in the rude g 
the World woi (hipped thole Spears, and there- 
fore they are put alio into the hands ot 
their Gods. Other Kings are known a fo by 
their Diaiemata ; which wasaRuban about lou 
lingers broad, of Scarlet, or feme other d u 
ftnous and dear Colour and Workmanffiip 
which was bound about their Head. The Kings 
of Rome alio ( at lead feme of them x )' have 
thele Diaiemata. The Athenians wore^certam 
Cawls (Reticula) upon their Heads adorned 
with golden Graffioppers (Cicalas) hecaule 
themllU as .hore lnteas were torn om of 
the Earth, as they faid. The Emperors » 
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them not (becaule not acknowledging them- 
(elves Kings) but of thofe Crowns ordinarily 
bellowed upon the Soldiers for their Services, 
or a Laurel one, fuch as was granted to Jul. 

Cefar ; till Antoninus Caracalla, who a (Turned to 
himlelf ai Diadem, probably after his perfidi¬ 
ous Murder of the Verfians , and infamous ra¬ 
vage of their Country : after him Elagabalus , 

Aurelian , Cants, Dioclepan , and others, tiled it, 
but none continually till Cong am. Mag. who \ l g If' 
feems to have had a Diadem let on each fide crown. 
with Pearl ; but about Theolopus's time they 
began to wear Crowns, for Jus Wile <ty£lia 
FlacciHa feems to be crowned. The carry¬ 
ing Swords before Kings l do not remember 
to have read before Attila ; who ( as a Imall 
Hiftory of him, taken out of Prifcus, and is put 
out by Campus in Lett ton. Anticju) going a- 
gainft Ibme of his bordering Scythians , was pre- 
fented with the Sword of Mars ; lometimes a 
King ot thole Nations, and afterwards a God, 
which Attila had afterwards always carried be¬ 
fore him. In that Author alfo is an accurate 
Delcription of Attilds Body, very like that 
which Conte The]astro copied after Padre Qua- 
ptas Original. 

P.z. The Kings being expelled , and the Corjuls. 
People brought into great hatred of their Au¬ 
thority , there were eftablilhed in their room 
two Confuls; which were changed every year, 
who were the chiefeft ordinary Magillrates; 
convoked the Senate, propofed what was to be 
confulted, gathered their Suffrages, executed 
their Decrees, governed Provinces, &c. Their 

K Enfigns 
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Enfignswere it Li<ftors, men carrying each a 
bundle of Rods or Birchen Switches, and an 
Hatchet in the midft, which all waited on each 
of the Confuls his Month by Courfe, a Sella 
Curuhs, a Gown of many colours or Trabea, 
an Ivory Staff or Scepter, on the top whereof 
was ordinarily an Eagle; fometimes alfb feme- 
what like a Flower-de-lys. At firft they were 
both Patritii, afterwards the people by their 
Obftinacy and Seditions obtained, that one of 
them Ihould always be a Plebeian. 

Prxters, 5. Next to the Confute were the Praetors; 
and indeed at firft the Confute were call’d Pr* 
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Ik And their Office was to judge Caufes, both 
Civil and Criminal. They made Shews alfb 
and Plays; and the Sacrifice and Worlhip of 
the Bona Dea was at their houfe.

CHAP. X. 

Of their Wars , Victories, (Rewards, &c. 

S>. i. /~\ U T of their Coins alfo we learn 
much of the Time and Difcipline of 
their Wars : Their Armies were divided into 
Legions. A Legion contain’d fometimes 
fometimes 4, fometimes f, and at laft 6000, 
and receiv'd the name from the order of their 
railing, as pntna, j<cunda } £ec. Legio. Or from 
the Emperors, as Augufra, Claudia , Fiavia Lt- 
gto , &c. O from their Quarters, Gallica, Cy- 
renaica , Scythica , Itahca, &c. Or from their 
Gods, Apolhnans , Ahnervia, Sec. Or fome 
other accident, as Ferrata , Fulmmatrix , Vitlrix , 
Gtmina , Valtns } Ad ; ,utnx > Pia , &c. and was com* 
manded by a Legatus or fome Lieutenant, and 
its Enfigns was an Eagle. Enfigns 
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Enfigns on Medals fignifie fometimes the 
reftitution of fuch a Legion, or fome Honour 
done by that Legion to the Emperor , or by 
the Emperor to that Legion. 

A Legion was divided into ten Cohorts, eve¬ 
ry Cohort had three Manipuli , one of the Ha- 
ftati , another of the Principes , a third of the 
Triarii (of thefe there were never above 600 
in a Legion.,) Pretoria Cohort or the Generals 
Life-guard, was firft chofen by Scipio of the 
valianteft Soldiers, increafing their Pay»i, 
and keeping them continually about his Per- 
fon. Auguftus had ordinarily nine of thefe Co¬ 
horts, but at firft ten, faith Dion , of a 1000 
men apiece. The Cohortcs urbana, for defence 
of the City, were 4 of 1 <00 men apiece. 

A. Manipulus was divided into two Centu¬ 
ries, fixty Centuries in a Legion. Every Cen¬ 
tury had its Centurion, a Manipulus two ; their 
Enfigns anciently an handful of Hay, or fome 
fuch matter, afterwards a Spear with a ciols 
piece of Wood on the top, under which they 
hung Shields, upon which were Images of their 
Gods, Emperors, and other great Perfons (to 
Suetonius. Tybenus munera Syriac vs legatienibits 
dedit , quod Sola null am Sejani imagtmm inter 
figna coluijfent ) a Hand in a Circle alluding to 
Manipulus , or fome luen other device. 1 h- 
Cohorts anciently had no Enfigns, but after' 
wards they had Vexilla or Banners; Vexilla pro¬ 
perly fignifies the Enfigns of their Hoi fe, and 
were little Veils, but are generally taken foi all 
forts of Enfigns, which were much like thofe 
Church-Banners carried in Proceflions. But 
Vegetius faith, in the Emperors times they were 

Dragons, 
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Dragons,Wolves,or the like,carried upon Poles; 
but I know not whether thefe before Trajan’s 
War with the Dacians ; and that Banners were 
for the Horfe, and were call’d Cantabra. Ve- 
xilla (which were like Veils of Cloth or Silk 
faftened above to a loofe Travers on a Spear, 
wherein were writ the Names of their Empe¬ 
rors. Suet, of VefPaftan : Ajfenfere cunBi , no. 
mm k ejus vexillis omnibus fine mord infcripferunt) 
diftinguifhed by the colour, ns Cantabra were by 
the Device or Motto. Labarum was that VexiUum 
which was carried before the Emperor. Onu- 
pbrius faith, that after Rome was reduced under 
the Government of the Emperors, Aquila was 
the Enfign of the Legion , S igna thole of the 
Cohorts, Vextlla thole of the Manipuli and Horle, 
and Labarum that of the whole Army, which 
was always carried before the Emperors. But 
I find not Labarum before Conftantines time, 
and his is delcribed by Eufebius de Fit. Confi. 1 . 1. 
c. 14. yet that fore of Enfign was in ule before. 
Tt that Trudentius alio and the Fathers mention it very 
fon of frequently; and how he had the Name ofChriil 
Enfign wrought upon it. Afterwards Julian for¬ 
ma anc l introduced the Pagan Fexida i as 

t>efore ‘ Nazianz,. *• 

§. 2. There were lixty Centurions in a Le¬ 
gion , and every one of them had his Optio or 
Lieutenant. So in a Cohort in the Manipulus 
Hafiatorum there were two Centurions, two in 
the Manipulus Principum , two alfo in the Tria- 
riorum ; and the firft Centurion which was o- 
ver the Triarti of the firft Cohort was call’d 
Trimipihs 5 and had great Authority, as it were 
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of a Major General, carrying the Orders of 
the General or Tribune : he govern’d the Ea¬ 
gle, putting it up, arid delivering it to the Bea¬ 
rer ; he was one of the Councel of War; his 
Pay* letled by Auguftus was about 300 Crowns 
per annum, and after the Service was accounted 
amongft the Equites. A Centurion was known 
by his Vitis or Flagellum , wherewith he chafti- 
led the Soldiers. The Tribunes wore Gold 
Rings, and better Cloaths, and a Sword call'd 
Parazonium , wanting a point, which they car¬ 
ried in a Cafe like a Quiver. 

0. 3. There were fix Tribunes in a Legion ; 
chofen at firft by the Kings, afterwards by the 
Confuls and People equally , and were call’d 
Comitiati; moft of them cholen out of the Equr 
tes, yet fome alfo out of the Common people; 
it was a ftep to be a Senator. In the more dange¬ 
rous Wars, Senators were often made Tribunes.^ 
They heard Caufes, lenrenced even to lols of 
life, gave the Word, look’d to the Guards,^. 

The Legatees or Lieutenant General (as we 
call him, tor he correfponds very much to that 
Officer in the French Armies) had great Power 
to advile, command, and in rh : Generals ab- 
(ence to be General. The Leg- < t of the Legi¬ 
ons were by Auguftus call’d Legati Pratorii ; the 
Lieutenant-Generals were call’d Legati Ccnfu- 
lai'cs y and were merely His Lieutenants, 110c 
having Right to triumph, fince they ailed on¬ 
ly by his Gommiffion, and under lum. 

The General or Imperator had thc^Command 
of all, had his LiBores, his Trumpets, his Pa - 
ludamentum or Scarlet upper Garment, jrc.

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§.4. The Arms of the Velites , or fuch, as 
firlt charged, and kept not Rank and File, nor 
were reckoned among the Legions, were, a 
Sword, feven Darts three foot long, headed 
with Iron, but weakly, that they might bend, 
and not be thrown back again; a round Buck¬ 
ler (Parma) about three foot Diameter of 
Wood covered with Leather, an Head-piece of 
Wooll or Skin of fome wild Bead. 

The Arms of the Haft at », Principes , and Tria- 
rii were much what the fame ; only the Triarii 
had inftead of the Pi turn, a Spear, as being to 
fight commits only. Thefe Arms were, 

1. A Shield or Buckler, Ibmetimes round, 
Oval, imbricatum or equally broad with corners 
two foot and half broad, and four foot long, 
to cover the whole Body when (looping, made 
of Boards, the lighter Wood the better, glued 
together, and covered with Ox-hide, and edg’d 
with Iron. Upon their Coins we fee often the 
Ancdia, a fort of Shield like to three Ovals clapt 
the end of one upon another, the lead in the 
mid ft. The firft of thefe was faid to have 
fallen down from Heaven, and it was prophe- 
iied, that where that Ancile was kept, there 
(hould be the Seat of the Empire of the World » 
whereupon they made eleven more (b like to 
that firft, that none could know the true one: 
and thefe were born in their fblemn Dances 
by the Salii. 

7. A Sword ( and in later times a Dagger) 
upon their right fide, that it might not hinder 
their Shieid,about two loot and half long in the 
Blade, and ma le more for thrufting than cut¬ 
ting, ?• Tifom, 
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2. Pilum, one greater about 4 fingersDiame- 
ter, and long about 7 foot, with its Ironbarbed 
head, and one leffer like a Hunting Spear. 

4. A brazen Helmet, wherein they wore 
Feathers or other Crefts, not unlike ours, but 
more upright; the Soldier alfo fometimes had 
his Name and the Name of his Legion engra¬ 
ven upon it. 

5. A Bread plate, or at lead a fquare piece 
of Iron or Brafs which covered the Bread, cal¬ 
led Pefiorale ; but thofe of better Quality had 
Bread-plates, which were either like Coats of 
Mail, or plated like ours: the Sarmata made 
then/ of Horn or Horfe hoofs. Some made 
them of Linnen Cloth deep’d in fowre Wine 
and Salt, and quilted, fome of Iron, &c. 

6 . Boots or Greaves for their Legs. 

jf. 5. Adlocutio was when the General had 
any thing to fay to the Army, encourage them 
to fight, compofe Mutinies, &c. he commonly 
ftood upon a Bank of TurfF. 

Decurfto was an Exercifing of the Soldiers, 
when they were armed to run fo far, to make 
them expedite and a&ive, 

Vudory is commonly deferibed a Womans 
Head with Wings on the Shoulders ; fome¬ 
times a Woman winged, crowned with Lau¬ 
rel, in one Hand a Crown, in the other a 
Palin ; or fometimes writing upon a Shield, or 
(landing upon a Globe (as if the Romans had 
conquer’d all the World) a Jewel alfo hanging 
about her Neck, which they call’d Bulla, and 
was worn by (uch as triumphed as an honorary 
Ornament for their Services ; and was alio 

given 
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given to Strangers, fometimes for Service done. 

Trophaum , was a Memorial fet up in fign of 
Victory, which was the Arms of the Vanquifli- 
ed, hung upon a Tree or Perch. 

Triumphus, one drawn in a Chariot with two 
or four Horfes, behind him a (mall winged Vi¬ 
ctory, holding over his Head a Crown. 

If a Victory by Sea, it is expreffed by a Vi* 
flory Handing on the Prow of a Ship, or fome- 
what belonging to Maritime Affairs, as a Ne¬ 
ptune, Trident, &c. After the Victory obtain¬ 
ed in the River by the Romani againft the An¬ 
nates, they fet up the Prows of their Enemies 
Ships upon a certain place where they made 
their Orations to the People ; which was there¬ 
fore call’d Ro/ira: Sometimes alfb in Honour 
of a Naval Vi&ory, they fet up a Pillar with 
little Beaks of Ships carved upon it, call’d Co- 
Jumna to f rat a. 

§. 6 . Upon many Coins are expreffed the 
Rewards of fuch Soldiers as behaved themfelves 
extraordinarily. Such were many times Mo¬ 
ney, Donatives, &c. which yet was not entire¬ 
ly left to their difpofing ; but half of it they 
were obliged to lay up, which was regift red 
and depofited in Chefts in the cuftody of the 
Enlign-bearers : by which means both their 
Debauches were prevented, and their Necefli- 
ties fiipplied : behdes, themfelves alfb were ob¬ 
liged to the Service, and the Generals knew 
where, in cafe of neceflity, lb much Money 
was ready for their ufe. 

Such were alfo Crowns of divers forts. Of 
Laurel, ufed commonly by the General after a 

Victory. 
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Vi&ory. Given alfo by the Senate to Julius 
Cafar , which, he being bald, willingly accepted 
ind ufed, as did all his Succeflors, which were 
August ; or had abfolute Power; but thofe who 
were only Cafares t did not ufe them ; till Con- 
jlantine tne Great; who chang’d it into a Ru- 
band edged with Pearl, and fet with Jewels, as 
it feems by his Coins, and this is not for Effe¬ 
minacy, as Julian (a continual Carper againft: 
him and his Actions) reports: but more pro¬ 
bably, becaufe the other nad its Original from 
Idolatry; the Laurel being even as a Crown 
(acred to Apollo. However the fucceeding Em¬ 
perors were fb pleafed with the Change , that 
I find not any of them, not Julian himfelf, 
returning to the ancient Guftom. 

A Crown of Gold feems firft to have been 
ufed about Tbtodoftuss time, and that at firft as 
an Helmet, or feme Ornament upon it; hence 
our Saxons call a Crown Cyne, i. e. Cining$-hel- 
mt, the Kings Helmet, but Crowns were of 
divers fafhions; our Saxon Kings (as appears by 
King Edward’s Money) ufed clofe ones, not 
much unlike a Miter ; but Francis I. was the 
firft that ufed a clofe or bar’d one in Ftance. 

Obftdionalis , given by thofe who were delive¬ 
red from a Siege to thofe that reliev’d them, 
and was made of Grafs cut up in the place 
where they were befieged. 

Civica, given by the General to fuch a Sol¬ 
dier as had faved a Citizens life, and (lain an 
Enemy, made of Oaken leaves, fet upon his 
Head by him that was refeued. 

Muralis , given by the General to him that 
firft fealed the Enemies Walls. 

Caftrtnjis , 
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Cafirenjis, to him that firft entred the Enemies 
Trench or Rampart, and thele were both gild¬ 
ed ; the firft alfo had Battlements, the fecond 
only Nicks like Trenches. 

RoJIrata , of Gold, given ordinarily to the 
General, who had gain’d a Naval ViAory with 
great labour and induftry. 

Navalis, of Gold given to fuch a Soldier as 
firft boarded an Enemies Ship. 

If any one killed an Enemy in any Velita- 
tion or pickering when they fought man to 
man, he was rewarded with a Spear without a 
head , call’d Hafla pura. The Gods allb are 
frequently delcribed with fuch in their hands; 
in imitation whereof perhaps might be that cu- 
Horn in our Country of the Principal Court- 
Officers, carrying white Rods or Staves, as En- 
figns of their places. 

If any one had done a more valiant and 
fingular AAion ; if a Foot-Soldier, he had a 
Bracelet given him ; if an Horfe-man, a Chain 
made with Links or Rings to wear about his 
Neck (whence feems to proceed the Honour 
of wearing Gold Chains) or Phaleras , which 
feem not to have been Trappings, as we call 
them, but rather Plates hanging down upon 
the Breaft of the Horfe. 


CHAP. XI. 

Of their Games. 

5 -1* AMES at firft were inftituted as 
VJT parts of Devotion and Worfhip of their 
Gods; and therefore always begun and ended 
with Sacrifices. And thefe were celebrated ei¬ 
ther 
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ther amongft the Grecians or Romans. Of the 
i Grecians, under which alfo are comprehended 
I I have fpoken fomewhat before 5 

j I » ia “ on *y add, that they were either Occafio - 
isaly as upon the coming of the Emperor, or 
lonie other great Solemnity ; or Set, they were 
wild nwhich was no more than a 
great Concourfe or Meeting of People: and 
therefore befides their A As of Devotion , at 
thefe n<twf 3 ,/pM f were t h e , r ^ eac p a ; rs or Mar _ 

Jcets; all forts of Contentions, as Running, 
Leaping, Chariot-driving, Wreftling, Difputes 
mPhilofophy. Quinquemale cert amen, more Gra- 
u, triplex, Muficum, Gymnkum, Equeftre. Suet. 
Nero. c. 12. See more alfo of their Hieronica or 
Sacred Agonifts. Suet. Ner. Cc. 24, 25. and hi¬ 
ther even bamfhed perfons had liberty to come. 
The Charges of the Sacrifices and publick En¬ 
tertainments were fometimes born by one Ci¬ 
ty* which was then N*<yxop©-, fometimes by a 
whole Community. 

On the Reveries of the Money of the later 
Emperors, we find frequently VOT. V. X. XX. 
&c. The meaning whereof is, That fuch a 
City or Province had vowed publick Games, if 
the Emperor reigned V. X. or XX years, which 
did not always fignifie that they were fulfilled. 

Por*r V. mult . X is by forae interpreted Vo tit 
Quincfuennalibus multiplicatis in Decennalia, i. e. 
the Games and Rejoycings were to be celebra¬ 
ted both the fifth and tenth years of the Empe¬ 
rors Reign. But in fome it is plainly, as in Ju¬ 
lian the Apefiatds Coins, Votts V, multis X, which 
is meant, that many Cities vowed Games again 
at the End of the tenth year of his Reign, if it 
E Jhould 
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fliould continue fo long.This manner of Vowing 
was in ufe amongft the Ancients, when any of 
their Generals went to War, &c. See the form 
of it in Liv. I- ;6. when they undertook the 
War againft Antiochus. Fornpem was the firft, 
who being fick was honoured with publick 
Vows for his Recovery. Liv. 1 .11. Die . /. 45, 
f Amongft other Vows in greateft Danger was 
a Ver facrum , /. e. that whatever Sheep [ Pern 
quoJcnnf) fhould be veaned betwixt Kal. March 
and Kal. May, ihould be facrificed. See the 
Form in Liv. 1 . ia.] At length all Vows were 
converted into Flattery to the Emperors ; and 
thefe were conceived every new year on the 
Kal. Jan. and III Non. and they were firft made 
in the Camp by the Soldiers, then in the.Cdpi- 
tol by the Priefts and Magiftrates. Some again 
were Kota Nat ahum, others Decennalta, Vicenalit, 
dec. Of which vul. Dio. 1 . 5;. and at laft they 
came to that excels, that the_ people vowed at 
all times and upon all occalions; for the Em¬ 
perors lafe Journey and Return, for his Health, 
Family, Fecundity of his Wife, &c. and in all 
their EpifUes to the Emperor they lignified that 
they did Kota facnc for him.

and were Fightings of Gladiators, or men with 
Beafts, and the like. Liuh or Games, fotne were* 
the Charges of private Perlons, lomc at the 

I iublick. Private were for the performing of 
uch a Vow, gaining the good will of the Peo- 
jlein luing for an Office, or perform’d by in¬ 
ferior Magiftrates, of fiich Money as they were 
10 bring into the Treafiiry, and (uch like. Pub- 
|ick were either extraordinary ; fuch as were 
jrowed by fome chief Magiftrate, and by Au- 
hority of the Senate (Pr. LVPF Prator ludos 

K aivos publicos fecit) upon Occafion of fome 
fir, for the fetling or continuing of the Pro¬ 
bity of the Commonwealth, for the averting 
the Peflilence, Famine, or the like, for the 
lappy Return of the Emperor, for the averfion 
If the Omen of fuch Prodigies, for fome favor 
if the Gods, and many of the fame fore. 

Of the ordinary, fome were every year, fome 
‘very fifth year, fome every hundreth year, as 
he Dull Sacularei. Some were Circeiifes (in 
no) Ampbitbeatrales (in Amphitbeatro , cavea, 
tm) which were Gladiators, fighting with 
eifts, and the like. Tbeatrales (in Theatro) fuel) 
ere Comedies, and Tragedies, Vantomim; , Con¬ 
ations in Muhclc, Fidicincs , Gitbaradi (Singers 

[ the Citbara) Citharijla ( Players on the Citba- 
)Lyn(loc i Kibicines. Thele play’d in Odeo, a 
rticular place (the Mulick-room) of the 
heacre.

(, x When Tuilut Hojt'tlm was King of Rim, , i 
and MamSufmm Dia-tor ot the 
two Cities began a dangerous War for Sup® 
r?tv • and as they were ready to joyn 
certain Spectrum appear’d to both Armies,tellhi| j 
them that Du Pater and Pw/erpiw commanJa i 
before they fought to ^cinfice to them both ^ , 
an Altar under ground, and fo vanilnd. Iti 
Reman ^affrighted with this Prodigy, lent n 
rS/pXtly, dug a hole in the grounit 
Campus Martins near the River, made an Ah, 
facriLed, and cover’d the hole agam with 
Earth, fo that none, except the Romans, ko. 
of it. The place was calfd Terentum, beau 
the River there wore away the Earth. Ac 
hence it came that that War was deter® 
with fo little flaughter, by the Fight ot theL 
tremini, % Horatu againft %C*riatu. 

^ This Altar was difeover’d a long tiine afe 
in the Reign of Tarqumtus Prifcns , by one V» 
f»s Valefitu, an Eminent perlon of the Sabm 
and alfo well known to the Romans, on thisoo 
cafion When, in the time of a great Contag 
on a Grove he had before his Houle, was lira 
and conlumed with Lightning, and three oB 

Children fallen fick of the 
for the Artifacts to know what he mould do 
who told him, that by the manner of the bu 
ing of the Wood, they perceiv dtheGods we 

anarv at him; and that therefore they mud 
appeafed. But when he profited npchwgbyj 
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multitude of his Sacrifices, but that his Children 
grew worfe and worfe, going one time to fetch 
them warm water, he kneeled down, and pray¬ 
ed to Vefia, and his Lares to convert the Mile- 
Jy of his Children on his own and his Wives 
head: when prefently rifing, and looking to- 
wards the Thunder-burnt Wood > he heard 
thence a Voice promifing their Recovery, if he 
I ff ould carry them down the Tyber to Terentum^ 

I and there make them drink water of the River, 

| warmed at the Altar of Dis and Troferpina ; 
j which was that water they defired. Vdufns hear- 
i ing this, and miftaking Tarentum for Terentum 
l (which he knew to be a great way off) defpair- 
I ed of the Remedy ; and the more when he heard 
ofWater to be warm’d on fuch an Altar.But con¬ 
futing the Arufaces, he was told he muft obey 
the Gods. So living at Eretum, it miles from Rome 
by the Rivers fide, he prefently carried his Chil¬ 
dren to the River,and put them in a Boat,think- 
ing to go to Oftia ; but coming to Rome late at 
night, and weary with rowing, and to refrelh his 
Children, he brought his Boat to Ihore at Cam - 
tits Martins ; and whilft he was making an Hutte, 
his fire being gone out, he was told there by a 
Boat-man, that he had better go a little further 
to Terentum , and there fallen his Boat, for that 
there he efpied a Smoak. Folufus hearing of Te- 
mtum > was wonderfully rejoyced; and went 
thither; where feeing a Smoak come out of the 
ic Earth, taking it as a good Omen, he presently 
n fetch’d water at the River, and with great indu- 
e ftry made of that Smoak a Flame wherewith he 
Cheated the water, and gave ic to his Children, 
t who that night recover’d. In the morning they 
J L $ 
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tell their Father, that they had feen a certain 
God come to wipe their Bodies with a Spunge, 
who had alfo bid them to facrifice (Ftarv*) 
black Sacrifices to D:s and Proferpma , with the 
fire on that Altar wherewith their water had 
beer heated; and that for three nights lpace 
they inould make Leclifiernia, Plays, Games,dv. 
Valefiw feeing no Altar thereabouts, went into 
the Cuy to buy one, whilft he fet his Servants 
to din a hole in the ground to place it in. 1 hey 
fi gging, f und the Altar, and one of them ran 
and told h's Mailer; who prefently gave over 
and return’d to the place,ana perlorra- 
eif the Sacnfiwcs, as he was appointed. And this 
was the Original of Ludi Saculareu Foi 
Afterwards in a great PePtilence, l 
Vcplicula, probably the ion of this Valufxs M* 
/ids. Some lav m !r, ti.it, others fay m hi, fourth 
Conluiate, following his Fathers icxampie, re¬ 
new’d tiie lame Sacrifices and Games 

Alter that, Amso 197. U. C. M. Valeria, Ml 
Ma-.-mo, and S». Virginia, A. F.Calmontano Tn- 
colic being Conluls, were tne firft :Ludi Sacuk 
res begun, and after wards performd even 
11 o' h year, lo that the iecond were in 407, the 
third in 517, the fourth in 6 * 1 &'• « 

fliould leem they were celebrated otfnom 
rilv a<- other times upon occafitm ol Peitilence 
or other great Calamity, by the Admonition ot 
the Gods ; but ordinarily the Solemnity recur- 
red only every 11 o'> year ; and that tho there 
was no Plague, Sedition, or other publ.ck U 
iam'.cv : and then they were efleemed a com 
men end k-lemn Expiation ot the Offencesol 
the City. And pci hyps they were call dU 
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culares for that very Rea Ion, to contradiftin- 
guilh them from thofe other occafional Ludi Te- 
rent mi, or Ditis Vatris & Vroferpiva. 

The filth Ludi Saculares were celebrated by 
Auguftts , himlelf and M. Agrippa being Coif. 
A.U. C. 7^7. or as others 736 , which diffe¬ 
rence feems to have rifen from the changing of 
the Year by Julius C<efar. In thefe Ludi Sa- 
nlares was king that Ode of Horace which be¬ 
gins, Fhxbe, Sylvartmq, patens Diana , &c. And 
of thefe is the Memory continued bv the Coins. 

Augufius uled great diligence to find out the 
exadt and preciie times of celebrating thefe 
Plays,but the fucceedingPrincesrather followed 
their own Fancy than anyReafon or ftridtCom- 
putation ; for Claudius Cafar , A.U.C. Soo. him- 
lelfllll, and L. Vittllio III. CofF folemnized 
them ; probably intending to bring them to the 
ioo :!l year of tne Citv, as a certain Period, and 
beginning of a Scsculum ; and none of the Em¬ 
perors followed his Example but Philippus. But 
this being but the iixty third year after the laffc 
^ Augufius $ time, he was derided, faith Sueto¬ 
nius, when the Crier invited the People to fee 
thofe Games, ( ]uos nec fpeilajjct cjmjquam ncc 
fftftattsrr/s ejjet : ( winch was the Form in the 
publiihing them) fince feveral were alive who 
had feen them before; particularly one Stephanie 
iStage Player, who had abted in them noth. 

The feventh Ludi S oscular cs were exhibited 
by Domitian, A.U.C 841. lumlelt XUII and 
and L. Mmuuits Coif, as Ins Coins declare.^ 
Tacitus being then XV-vir, omits the reafon of 
the Change oi the Year. 

L 4 Tli? 
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The eighth were Severm and Caracalla Sever. 
TR. Pot! XII. Cof III. as his Coins intimate, 
A.U. C. 957. juft izo years after Augufius’s. 

The ninth were by Pbilippus, himlelf III, and 
his Son 1 1 Coii. A U.C. 1 coo. 4; years only after 
Severus, but with rcfpc< 5 t to Claudius's Defign. 
The Magnificence of thefe Games is defcribed 
both by divers Hiftorians, and many of his 
Stamps with the Images of the Beads he exhi¬ 
bited. 

In one Coin of Gxlhenm is mention made of 
the Ittdi S^eculares, what is the meaning of it it 
uncertain. 

The tenth and lafl were under Honorius Cof 
VI. A.U.C. 1157. following the account of 
Augufius ; (for one Centenary under Conftan- 
twe probably they were omitted ) and it fhould 
leem permitted by Honorius , on condition there 
fhould be no Sacrifices nor Idolatry, but only 
Plays and Games. V. Claudian Panegyr. in VI 
Confulat. Honorii. After Honorius no more men¬ 
tion of them. 

The time when they were celebrated, is un¬ 
certain ; probably on the Days of the Nativity 
of the City, i. e. 9, 10, and 11 Kal. Mai. under 
the Confuls. But under the Emperors on the 
day when they cameto their Power, as Panvinm 
molt ingenioufly collects out of their Coins. 

The manner of their Celebration was thus, 
A little before the time Criers were lent through 
all Italy , to give notice of the Games, Quos tie- 
mo adhuc fpetfajjet , nec amplius fpeBaturus effiet. 
A fragment of the Decree is extant at the End 
of Ant, Aagufim. de Legibus. Then a few days 
before the time appointed, the Emperor, Coll 

or 
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or Quindecemviri facris faciundis , fitting in the 
Temples of Jupiter Capitolinas and Apollo Pala- 
unus, diftributed to the Citizens Piatmna, five 
Februa. i. e. Thedas, Sulfur and Bitumen. So in 
Domitians Coin is Suff. P. D. t- e. Sufficient^ po- 
pulo data : Alfo in the Temple of Diana on the 
Aventine were given Barley, Wheat, and Pul le 
for them to offer to the Deftimes; which is 
alfo upon Domitians Coin, Frug. ac.a Pop. t. e. 
prunes accept & d populo * Thsfe things being 1 
ftributed, they went to watch ad formatn Cereris . 

And on the firft day of the Solemnity they went 
to Terentum, and continued three days and three 
nights in their Devotions. At two hours after 
Sun-fet the firft night the Coff. or Emperor 
with the XT-viri upon three Altars built on the 
Banks of Tyber, made their Sacrifices; whilft 
upon Scaffolds thereby ere<fted , they fung cer¬ 
tain Songs and Hymns compofed for that pur- 
pofe. Afterwards they facnficed in the Vault, 
and on the Altar confecrated to Dis and Projer- 
pina. Next morning they went into the Capi¬ 
tol. and there facrificed to Jupiter , and after¬ 
wards beheld Ludos Apolhnares, &C. Next day 
the Matrons came and paid their Devotions in 
the Temple of J»»o, and after them the Empe¬ 
ror, CofT. and KV-viri. The third day in the 
Temple of Apollo thrice nine Youths Noblemen, 
and lo many Noble Virgins, came and fung 
Verfes and Hymns in Greek and Latin, re¬ 
commending the Senate and Commonwealth 
to the Gods. Mean while all the three days 
and nights in all the Cira and Theaters there 
were Games and Plays celebrated, and faenhees 
offered in all the Temples. It was alfo the 

Cult om 
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Cuftom For the Emperor,Co f. or XV 'viri to fet 
up an Altar in Terentum , with the Relation of 
what they had then done, and the time. 

§. 4. Their ordinary folemn Games were 
either Ctrcenfes , fuch as were perform’d in the 
Circus ; or Scenici and Tbeatrales, luch as were 
in the Theaters or Amphitheaters. 

The Circenfes were laid to be inftituted by 
Oenomaus King of Elis, but began in Rome by 
Romulus to infnare the Sabine Virgins. Faler.l. i. 
c. 1. and therefore he call'd them Confuaha , be- 
caufe dedicated to Confus the G^d of good 
Counfol; call’d by the Greeks iwnvmmJtiy or 
Ntptunus Equeflris : and it fhould loom by Ser‘ 
•vius and Sex. Pomp, that for want of Hol ies he 
made ufe of Mules; and in a place fitted up 
for that time, probably in the Campus Martins. 
Afterwards they were celebrated frequently in 
Honour of all the Gods and Goddefles, and 
upon all occaiions of publick Joy or Honour as 
well as upon fet and ordinary times. 

Tarqttinius Prifcus, after the taking of Apiola , 
exhibited thele Plays more magnificently and 
orderly ; dividing the Chariots into Bigas, Tri- 
gas , and Qaadrigas ; and the Horfes into fingu- 
lares and defultorios ; after which follow’d the 
Athlet<e , Pugiles, &c. and thofe began then to 
he celebrated every year, and were call’d Ro- 
fnani t Solennes, & Magni. He defign’d alio for 
them the Circus Maximus ; and at firft made 
Seats ( Foros ) for the people, of Wood fuftain- 
ed by forked Props, the higheit being n foot 
from the ground ; but afterwards they were 
made upon Vaults of Prick, which were at the

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bottom three, the next rank two, the upper- 
moft nrie ; wcre Sh°P s J thofe above 

them Habitations, and between them were 
Stairs to go up into the Seats. The Circus with¬ 
in was one furiong broad, and three and halt 
long ; but with the Shops ant.

The Cira/s atone end was fc;.ucircuiar,where 
ivas a large Gate under a Memanum or 1 odium , 
j e a fair Tower with a Loggia ; on the Top 
whereof were the Statues of -jtadnga, the o- 
ther end call’d Oppidum, becaufe witn Battle- 
mentsand Towers, it was ftnlghc, in th.i . 'it 
whereof was alfo a large Gate or Entrance and 
on the other tide fix Doors, with P oons, 
wherein theHories were placed to ■ .1, cal. U 
Carceres , quia Equos antequam currcbrmt, coerce - 
rent : thefe were iaut up Cancelhs , R.pag»h ; 
which was only a Rope holden by two Mer¬ 
curies, and drawn up, or let down when the 
Horfes were to Hart. Tho there were fix Car- 
ceres vet till Domitians time no more than tour 
were ufed. In the Compafs of the Circus 1 were 
jj K Mamiar.a or Towers, wherein the Magt- 
ftraces ufcd to fit, and thence to give a fign of 
flai ling, which was the throwing down of a 

Nd |«Si Cafar brought the Water round about 
the Circus > when making a fhew of Fig 
with Elephants, he was afraid tney d do 

fomc milchief to the people, as they t 

in Pompey s time. j n 
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In the middle of the Circus length-ways, tho 
at a good diftance from either end, was raifed 
up to hinder them from palling from one fide 
to the other between the Meta, a Building a- 
bout 12 foot broad, and 4 foot high, call’d pro* 
bably Spina, Upon which were placed at ei* 
ther end the Meta, which were three Pyramids 
at firft of Wood, afterwards by Claudius made 
of Marble, on the top of each an Egg in Ho¬ 
nour of Cafior and Pollux bred of Eggs, Prefi* 
dents of luch Sports. The Horles and Chariots 
fetting forth at the Carceres run about the Meta, 
i. e. the whole length of the Circus leven times, 
and he that arrived firft at the feventh time was 
Vi&or. To know how often they had run a- 
bout, the Officers of the Circus let upon the 
Meta one of thofe Eggs every time they came 
by. Every Race or MtJJiss contain’d leven Cir- 
cuitiones: and on one day they ufed to let out 
24 or 2 5 MiJJi. Upon the Spina was alfb com¬ 
monly an Obelisk, or, as they now call them, 
an Aguglia, of which divers are ftill extant in 
Rome ; and on the top of this a Ball call’d Pyro- 
pus (made of Brals 3 p. and Gold p. 1.) becaufe 
of its luftre like to a burning Coal when the 
Sun Ihined upon it; as alfb a Temple to the 
Sun, the Image of Cybelt , and near the Meta 
the Temple of Confus ; but whether thefe in all, 
or in all Circus’s the lame, I know not. 

There were in Rome belides the Circus Ma¬ 
ximus, Circus Flaminius in Campo Flaminio given 
to the City by Flaminius , beautified and repair¬ 
ed by Auguftus. Circus Sallufiii in his Gardens, 
the Remainders whereof are yet to be leen; 
Circus Floralis for the Floraha. Circus Cajlrenfis

lian, there being one upon his Coins. Circus 
IJeronis in the Meadows near Caftel St. Angelo.

Such the Sol¬ 
diers alfo had many times in War to make ufe 
of a fecond, when the firft was weary or woun¬ 
ded. The Singulars alfo ran fometimes them- 
lelves For the Prize; fometimes they rid before 
or befide the Chariots, to encourage and dired

Leaping and Quoiting, or the Difcus, were

The next was call’d Pompa , which was ra¬ 
ther a lolemn Procetlion, perform’d in this 
manner. From the Temple oi Jupiter Capito- 
hnus through the Forum to the Circus delcended 
in Ranks and Order: \. The Magiftrate who 
began the Pompa ; next all the Romm Nobility,

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and the Sons of Elites on Horfe-back, the reft 
„„Foot, marching as to War; next followed 
the Chariots, Horfes, &c. that were to run , 
next the Atbleta ; then three Companies ot 
Dancers, Men, Youths, and Boys, recently ar¬ 
med and habited, imitating the SaltatioPym- 
'cbia or Military Dance Thefe were followed 
bv thofe who danced a la Satyrefca, forne iepre- 
lenting Sileni, others Satyrs, &e. then followed 
1 certain Mufituns after the ancient manner. 
Then the Mimfters of the Pnefts carrying all 
things necefTary for Sacrifices. Then the Ima¬ 
ges of their Gods, the chicfeft carried upon 
fbenfa : they were followed with the Arma - 
maxi or Chariots armed after the Scythian man¬ 
ner, adorned with divers forts of Arms, and 
the Memorials of their Emperors and Generals. 
Next all the Colleges of the Pnefts with the 
Rex Sacrorum, and the reft of their holy Offi¬ 
cers ; and lalt of all the chiefeft Magiftrates 
then in the City, with the reft of the Magt- 

ftrates* i 

In this Order they marched into and round 

about the Circus , when the chief Magi, «a ace 
prelenc commanded the Sacrifices to oe made 
to thole Gods, and upon thofe Altars, as was 
reqmfite ; which being rightly performed the 
Ituli or Games began, the Magiftrates and Of¬ 
ficers all taking their places.

TheSkirmilhes and Fightings on Horle- 
back, on Foot, and Naumacbia were chiefly ex¬ 
hibited by Julius Ciefar and the fucceeding Em¬ 
perors, nothing in them difficult to be under- 

The Pomp* and Naumachia feem to have 
ceafed in Confianttne s time, the one being pro- 
hibited as Heathenilh, the other falling of it felt 
after the Emperors relided in the Eaif. But 
the others teem to have continued till Juji> 
(lmans time, when the Invalion of the Goths 
and other Barbarous Nations gave them fome- 
what elfe to think on. , 

Many of thefe Games were alio celebrated 
in the Amphiheatres, as Huntings; where they 
made fometimes artificial Mountains and Woods 
to reprclent the Hunting more lively. Martial.

Of Julius Caefar, the III Viri R. P. C, 
Marcus Antomus.

V jk Ninety eight Years, he pretended 
hisPedegree from Julus the Son of e Awas t the

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And a Venus or Rome with a Cornucopia and a 
Vi&ory Crowning Mars ,or rather Julius Cafar, 
Handing upon a Bafe; the Romans dedicated a 
Statue to him in the Habit of Mars or Qutrimu, 
with this Infcription, Deo invitto. 

§ i. Being of very great Parts and Courage, 
but not very Rich, his Necefficies, as well as 
Ambition, thrall him forwards to feek Employ¬ 
ment, both to pay his Debts,and obtain Wealth 
and Honour; infomuch that he was ready to 
undertake any Exploit whatloever rather than 
be Idle: At length he was put upon the Wars 
of Gaul ; which he not only wholly reduced, 
together with part of Germany and Britannj, 
but alfo became Mailer of a moll powerful 
Army ; which Pompeyand his Party perceiving, 
and fearing his Ambition,endeavoured to make 
him Disband,themfelves keeping up their Army; 
and by that means gave him fome colour ot 
keeping together. Upon his Difobedience they 
fought to compel him, and he to relift; which 
by little and little bred an utter Defiance and 
Enmity between him and Pompey, which broke 
out into a Civil War,wherein Cafar was Vidor, 
and by that means obtain’d the whole Power 
of the Commonwealth; made Senators and 
Magiftrates ol his own Party, and they again 
fettled him in the ablolute Command ol all. 
They would indeed have made him King, but 
knowing the great Hatred the Romans had to 
that Name, he dui ft not accept it ^ but cholc 
rather to have the Power than the Name; and 
they, to find fome precedent for their Innova¬ 
tion, confirm’d it to him under a Title wel. 

known 
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known to the People, and before ufed by SyUa ; 
which was DiBator Perpetuus , which he enjoyed 
only three Years, four Months, fix Days, and 
was then murthered in the Senate,being Fifty fix 
Years old, by Atiliits Cimber , Marcus and De- 
dus Brutus , Caffius and others. He was alio 
Pontifex Maximus , that he might have the Sove¬ 
reign Dominion in Religion (which he knew 
to have very great Power over Mens Minds 
and Opinions, and confequently over their 
Aftions alio) as well as in the Civil Govern¬ 
ment by his Didatorlhip. He was the firft Ro¬ 
man whole Image was (lamp’d on the Coin in 
his Life-time; and the greateft part of the Re- 
rerfes refer to one of thefe two Authorities, and 
have the Names of the III Viri , or fometimes of 
the IIII Viri alio, who it feems drived which of 
them Ihould excel in bellowing Honours and 
Titles upon him. 

§.3. After his Death there appear’d a Comet, 
which, by the Artifice of his Friends, the People 
were made believe was his Soul received into 
Heaven; and thereupon, and for the Greatnels 
of his Actions, he was honored as a God, had 
Temples, Priefts, &c. dedicated to him : Of 
which Vtrg. Eclog. 9.

There were three Venus’ s, Urania, born 01 Ca- 
Ins and Dia, prefiding over Chart (t.e.) Celeftial 
Love. Pandemus begotten of the Virilia 01 Calm 
and the Froth of the Sea, prefiding over Lull 
and Copulation, Apoftrophia the Daughter of 
Jupiter and Dione ; a Deity averting Men from 
unlawful and hurtful Loves; and this was 
the Mother of zs£neas from whom the Family 
of Cafar. But the Poets make but one Venus. 
Alfo there were divers Cupids , the one Celellial 
and Virtuous, the other Common and Luitful. 
One born of Mars and Venus called Aniens. 
Another of Mercury and lecond Venus. A third 
of Mercury and Diana. Of Cupid and Antem 
fee an ingenious Apologue in Porphyry. For 
Venus having brought forth Cupid , was much 
aftonifhed, as were alfo his Nurles, that they 
never perceived him grow, but ftill he conti¬ 
nued of the iameBignels as when he was born; 
whereupon conlulting the Oracle, they were 
anlwered, that he could not grow alone till he 
had a Brother ; lb Fonts brought forth Aniens 
or loving again, and then they both grew up 
and diminifhed together.

§ 5 They who murthered Julius C<efar, in¬ 
tended to rel!ore the Peoples iiberty as it was 
before, but Cafars Party (by reafon that fo 
many of the ancient Nobility and warlike Per* 
fonages were (lain by Marius, Sylla and Cdfar, 
in thofe Bloody Civil Wars) was tooftrong; 
and therefore after the Fright and Aftonifhment 
for Ccefar s Death was over, they began to 
buftle; having the People (who by Cafar'i 
Bounty and Artifices were much of that Party) 
to fide with them: And fir^M. Antonius headed 
them, afterwards Augujius ; fometimes agreeing 
both together, fometimes at Enmity one with 
another; fometimes taking mM.Lepidus^QCimi 
of his Riches, to be the third, and calling them* 
felves III viri R. P- C. Triumviri Reipublica Con- 
fiituendce. 

i M.Anto • 
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M. Antonias had been of Cafars Party, and 
upon that account of Reputation with the Sol¬ 
diers ; but intended by their Afliftance to fet 
up himfelf, till oppofed firft by Brutus , then by 
Oftavists Ccefar , he fled into Gallia, and got an 
Army, which he joined with Lepidus-, and pro¬ 
posed Accommodation with Ottavius, which 
he accepted ; and fo they three became Trium¬ 
viri, ( this is exprelfcd in a Medal where all 
their three Heads are on one fide, and an H «•- 
mathena on the other) and went againft Brutus 
and Cajjius, whom they overthrew, and forced 
to kill themfclves at Philippi in Macedonia. Af¬ 
ter which Battel OBavius returned to Rome, and 
M Antonius went into the Eait; where, after 
divers Exploits he came into Egypt, fell in Love 
with Cleopatra the Queen, for wliofe fake he di¬ 
vorced his two Wives fucceflively, called Ful 
via, and OBavia the Sifter of Octavius. By 
Cleopatra he had divers Children, a Son and 
a Daughter at one birth; the Son he deftined to 
be King of Armenia and Media, which he never- 
obtained. So foolifh and vainglorious was this 
Antonius , that he called hinvlclt the Sun and 
Cleopatra the Moon; and therefore we fee about 
his, as alfo about his Son s Head Raios, with 
fuch as Apollo is figured, and after him divers o- 
thers affirmed the fame honor. Mean while 
Octavius Crtfar made War againft him, and at 
ABium in a Naval Fight quite overcame him, 
who afterwards killed himfelf, as he believed 
Cleopatra had done before; but fhe gave him 
the Precedence in Execution.

M. Lepidus had an Army given him by the 
Senate to command in Gallia ; to whom M. An¬ 
tony being forced out of Rome and Italy by Bru¬ 
tus and Ottavm, and declared Enemy by the 
Senate, repaired; and becaufe of his Forces join- 
ed him in the triumvirate ; he kept his Army 
up entire, thinking to luffer M. Ant. Oltav. Ca- 
far, and Sextus Pompeins to ruin or weaken one 
another fo much, that he might mafter them 
all. But Cafar having conquered S. Pompeius, 
did not go again ft Antony, but turned upon him; 
and practifing with his Officers gained all his 
Army fiom him. Upon his low Submiflion 
and Petition, Cafar gave him his Life, and left 
him Pont. Maximus , and fo fent him to Rom, 
where he lived in great Melancholly and Con¬ 
tempt the reft of his days; his Son ft living af¬ 
terwards to pratlife the Legions againft An- 
gUjfus was put to death.

Of Augufits. 

§ \.f~^ Octavius Son of Octavius and AtU, 
V Grand-child of Julia the Sifter of 
Jut. Cafar, was born upon Mount Palatine ad 
Capita bubula, though the chief Habitation of 
this Family was at Velitra , A. U. C. 690. before 
the Birch of our Lord fixty two Years, Sept. n. 
having the Sign Capricorn prefiding in his Na¬ 
tivity ; whereby ( as the Alhologcrs laid ) he 

was 
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was promifed the Empire of the World, and to 
b!; a^3od after his death; for they held that 
and vs were the two ports of Heaven: by vs 

the Souls of Heroes delcended and afeended, 

by s thole of extraordinary Perfons, which 
made Auruflus put a Capricorn upon his Coins. 

Julius^Cafar his great Uncle adopted him in¬ 
to the Julian Family, whereby he obtained the 
Command, Wealth, good Fortune* andl Popu¬ 
larity, as well as the Name, of ^ hereup¬ 
on we find upon many of his Coins C. Cafar 

Dt Jtdil7Cafar was Murthered when Ottavm 
was about nineteen years old, and in the Coun¬ 
try ; whereupon he hafted to Rome, and againft 
Z Advice of mod of his Friends and Kindred, 
refolved to take upon him the Name and Inhe¬ 
ritance of Cafar. Where M. Antony then Con. 
ful, though pretending to revenge Cafar s death, 

received him very proudly; but 
ly after defigning lor himietf againft the Com¬ 
monwealth was forced by him to fly into GaUta 
to Lepidus, and quit the Siege of brunts at Mo- 
dma. Antony having got Power, Lent to Cafar, 
that if he would join with him and Lepidus to 
revenge the Death of Cafar , they would rnake 
themfelves III Vm in Imitation of Cafar, Pom - 
L and Crajfus, who had done the lame before 
if not, they would join with Brunts and that 
Party againft him; whereupon he affented, and 
they^took upon them the Triumvirate, and ma¬ 
ny Lins were damped, feme in honorof each 

of them, fome in honor of them alUogethei 
as that with three Hands conjoined, and the 
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Enfigns of Supreme Power, Fafces, Caducem 
Orbe , &c. 

Prefently thereupon Cafar went againft Sen. 
Pompeius the Son of Pompty the Great, who by 
his Fautors ('who were many in the Senate) 
was made Governor of the Sea Coaft, and had 
a great Navy ; which Cafar overcame in Sicily, 
Of this Sextus Pompeiut are many Coins ftamp’d 
with lbme relation to Sea-matters, as with a 
Neptune, prow of a Ship, &c. and of Cafar his 
Vi&ory over him, and Conqueft of Sicily. Ma¬ 
ny alio of the other III Viri either with the names 
of the Mint-mafters, Qua for, or fome other of 
their Officers. 

Cafar s Coin is often reverfed with a Thun¬ 
derbolt, either to represent his own terriblenefi 
in War, or the affiftance from Heaven, ( parti¬ 
cularly from Julius his Father ) which, as they 
fay, he often experienced in the Wars; and 
elpecially in that fatal and decifive Battel at 
ABium, whereby he became Matter of the 
whole Roman Empire, and in Memory of which 
he repaired the decaied Temple of Apollo there, 
and dedicated his own Image in the habit of 
Apollo ABius in a long Kobe, his Harp, &c. 
( pretending to be his Son ) in the Library of 
the Palace. 

After the Battel of ABium he returned to 
Rome, and there put it to the queftion amongft 
his Friends, whether he fhould reftore to the 
Commonwealth its ancient Liberty, or take 
upon himfelf the abfolute Sovereignty, and 
conftitute a Monarchy. After much debate the 
latter was refolved ; and withal to avoid that

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10000 o, .Jr Enemies: yet afterwards it 
came to denote him who commanded all the 
Forces of the Commonwealth in Chief. 

The Senate being prone to Flattery, moft of 
them expefting Preferment from him, heap’d 
upon him all the honorary Titles that had be¬ 
fore been bellowed upon others j amongft the 
reft, that of Pater Patria of P P. which at firft 
was bellowed upon Cicero for dilcovering and 
defeating the Confpiracy of Catiline. They 
called him alio Augufius , a Term applied be¬ 
fore time only to the Gads or Heroes ; as if he 
had lomewhat above Flumane in him. 

And in after-times Augufius fignified him that 
was inverted in the whole ablolute Power of 
Emperor; and Cafar, who was deligned to be, 
but not a&ually inverted in the Majelty of the 
Emperor. None but he that was Augufius de¬ 
ligned in Medals with a Crown of Laurel; die 
Title of Semper Augufius , or per pet. Augufim 
llOt found before Diocletian and Maximianm. 
When an Emperor with Raies about his Head, 
it fltould feeni to (ignilie that he was conle- 
crated by fome City or o, he>-, and that that 
Coin was made after luch Conlccration. 

§.3. Being Conful his Sentences might be 
hindered and interrupted by the T.ibune of the 
People; to prevent which, lie affumed alfo 
Tribunitiam potefiatem (for Tribune lie could not 
be and Pontifex Maximus, lay lome, becaule the 
one mull needs be a Plebeian, the other a Patri¬ 
cian, which is ialfe, for P. Scicvcla was Trie. 
Plebis and Pont. Max. which yet Tally com* 
plaineth of, as dangerous to (i have two luch 

Powers 
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Powers conjoyn’d in one Perlon, /. 11. Ep. ad 
Attic. 5.,) the which was renewed every Year; 
by which means alfo his Perfon was Sacred and 
Inviolable; and by which means allb, tho not 
Conful, yet every Sitting of the Senate he might 
propole one Caufe or Matter to them, tho this 
power was after enlarged to the fucceeding 
Emperors, of referring (or putting to the Vote) 
four or allb five Caufes every Sitting, V.Dio.l. 54. 
Capitol & Vopifc. thcmfelves alfo fometimes voted 
firft of all, and that often with an Oration 
fpoken commonly by their Quxftors; and luch 
Decrees were laid Principe Authorefieri ; Ibrne- 
times laft of all, and fo had power of mitigating 
or qualifying the Sentences of the Fathers. 
Some fay, that Tr. P. with the Year, was the 
time of the Emperors Reign, but that is falfe ; 
for, tho very rarely , it was communicated to 
another befides the Emperor: As there is men* 
tion Tib. TR. P. XXXVIII. but the certain year 
of their Government was known by the com¬ 
paring of the times of their Titles together. 

Becaule that Religion hath great Force upon 
Mens Minds, he would not fuffer that to be in 
another’s Power; and therefore after Lepidus's 
Death he made himfelf Pont. Max. which all his 
Succelfors conftantly obferved till Confiantine, 
who refufed it: Yet Julian refumed it again, 
and was initiated with divers nafty Ceremonies; 
bur Grattan abfolutcly refufed it, as unlawful 
for a Chriitian (laith Zofimus) he means a Lay- 
Chnflian, and never after any received it. 

Augufius alio made himlslf Pro-Conlul,which, 
tho it appears not on liis Medals, that I know, 
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yet it is in old Inicriptions J and Elagabalus in 
Ep. afud Dionem, calk himlelf ’ArSu'WJ©-. Pro-Cof, 
which I know not whether it was,that he might 
command alio the other Provinces, or that the 
Pro Cof might know that they governed under 
the Power of Cafar , who was the chiefeft Pro- 
Cof and therefore whereas all other Pre-Cof 
laid down their Power and Enfigns before 
they entered the City, the Prince retained his 
Pro-Conlular Power in the City. So M. Aure- 
lim having married Faufiina , had given him 
Tub. pot. & Imperium Pro-Cof. extra urbem , laith 
Capitolinas. 

And thus he conjoyned in hisownPerfon 
all the Supreme Offices and Employments in 
the Common wealth,without any lenfiblechange 
of the Laws and Cufioms formerly oblerved, 
And his Succeffors trod in the lame Steps ; 
lbme notwithftanding referring more, lome lets 
to the Senate. 

§. 4. Augufim himlelf gave the Senate leave 
to dilpole of luch Provinces, (Strabo 1 . 17. 11 
Two Pro-confular, AJia and Africk , Ten Pra- 
tor'tan , two whereof afterward relumed) 

and Offices as were Peaceable, or not likely to 
create any trouble; but referved to himlelf all 
thole where there were any Wars or Commo¬ 
tions, upon pretence of giving them the Plea- 
lure and Profit, and himlelf the Trouble. But, 
indeed, that he might keep all the Soldiers in 
his own Power, under luch Legates (Lieute¬ 
nants) as he could trull $ after the Relolurion 
fixed of taking upon him the lole Government, 
he referred it to the Senate j by lome of whom 
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for Intereft, feme for Fear, fome out ofjudg- 
nent it was voted for him for ten Years; and 
after "thole, the Power was again renewed 
for ocher ten Years; and fo for every ten 
Years as long as he lived; which was oblerved 
2 lfo by his Succeffors.

He had furthermore Honors decreed by 
noil Provinces and Colonies, as appeareth by 
the Medals; as of Alexandria in Egypt b Rame- 
dees King of Thrace y GnoJJiam with their Laby¬ 
rinth ; Cydonians (Citizens of Ki ifov a City in 
Crete.) Hierapolitanei; Maronitarum , or Inhabi¬ 
tants of Marony, Coians.

CHAP. IV. 

Of Nero , Claudius Macer. 

x. VTIRO was born A. U. C. 789. A. D. 38. 

reigned thirteen Years, feven Months, 
Twenty eight Days, died about Thirty two 
Years old. The mod abominable Monfter for 
Luft, Debauchery, Cruelty and ali Wickednefs 
that ever the World faw. He gave his mind to 
nothing laudable but Singing and Playing. 

The Senate having voted him to be whip’d 
to Death through the Streets, he chufed rather 
to kill himfelf, crying out. Quails Artifex pern. 

Medals many of him (tho the Senate decreed 
his Coins fhould not be Currant) becaufe of 
the length of his Reign. Yea, miftrufting fome 
iuch thing of the Senate, ’tis probable that he 
caufed upon divers of his Coins, the Pourtraid 
of Auguftus and Tiberius to be Ramped.

Befldes, it was 
a good Augury to have a Serpent come and eat 
u on their Altars, as Virgil noteth ot t/£ne*s ; 
and that they nourifhed Serpent.- as ligns of goc.d 
Luck; and this Nero did in the Wood of Lavi- 
mum amongft the roll.

CHAP. 
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CHAP. V. 

Of Seyvius (Suetonl) Snip. Galba. Salvus 
Otho f AhIus Vitellius. 

i. Alba , born A. U. C. 750. reigned feven 

VjT Months, fix Days; died aged Seventy 
three Years; employed for a long time in great 
Charges and Commands, at Nero's Death he 
governed Spain ; where he was declared Em¬ 
peror by the Army, and Encouragement of 
Julius Vindex. Sriving to reduce the Army to 
the ancient Severity and Difcipline, and giving 
them nothing, but being extremely and for- 
didly Covetous, he fell into their Hatred. The 
People alfb were no lefs offended with his 
Luft and Impotency, whom he governed by 
his three Friends, T. Vinius , Corn. Laco , and 
Icelut his Freed Man ; Perfons contemptible for 
their Arrogance, Cruelty andBafenefs; they 
were after a while all together flain by Otho, 
who had before-hand corrupted the Army: He 
chofe Pifo alfo, a Sour young Man, to be his 
Succeffor, who was flain with him. 

His Medals are a Soldier with a Vi&ory in 
one Hand, a Pike with an Eagle in the other, 
with Roma renafeens, as if ruined by the former 
Emperors. And the fame with Roma I&.XL. 
or Quadragefima remifid , which was a certain 
Tax paid at the Paifages of Rivers and Ports, 
which he remitted. A Triumphant Arch with 
S. C. erected either in remembrance of his for¬ 
mer Vi&orics, or the Deteat of Macer.

His Wife was Lepida, by whom he had two

their like manner of Life, chofen by Galba to be 
his Succeffor; he was Cafar but four uays^ was 
killed with him, and buried by his Wife Verania 
who bought his Head. 

Gaiko's Head, Galba Imperator. S', the Head, 
as, of a Goddefs. Refi. Num which forne inter¬ 
pret Refiitutor Nummorum. But no Hiftory men¬ 
tions any fuch thing of him ; befides Numnms 
is fcarce found in that Senfe, but Monet a. 
Others lay Refiitutor Ntmidia 3 where he go- 
verned two Years Yro-Cof. and eftablifried and 
fettled the Province. Others fay RefiitutorNu- 
minis , the Head leeming to be of a Goddeis, 
not of a Country. Sueton. faith, that when he 
took the Toga virilis , he dreamed that Fortune 
flood before his door, and told him, that if he 
would not let her in, fhe would go to the nrlt 
Man fhe met; whereupon going to his door, 
he found a Brazen Image of Fortune oi above 
a Cubit long, which he took in, carried to his 
Houfe at Tnfctdum ; and kept an Anniverfary 
Sacrifice to it.

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M. Salvius Otho. 

4. Born A.U.C. 784. A. C. 5 ?. reigned three 
Months, five Days, killed himfelf at thirty (even 
years old : was Courteous, Prodigal, Effemi¬ 
nate, Delicate, Diffolute, Luxurious: he go¬ 
verned Lufitan'm without blame; courted Gal¬ 
ia, and was the firft who perfwaded him to 
take upon him the Empire, coined all his Plate 
for his Affiftance in hopes to be adopted by 
him ; having contracted fuch gre ( it Debts that 
nothing lets than the Empire could deliver him. 
But as loon as Tifo was adopted, he reiolved to 
kill Gall a ; and by exceflive Largeffes, and o- 
ther means, drew the Soldiers to his part. He 
was very intimate with, and imitated Nero in 
his Life and Manners; and the People made 
their Acclamation, Neroni Otboni. He debauch¬ 
ed Poppaa from her Husband to deliver her to 
Nero : Whereupon he was lent Governor into 
Portugal. 

It is doubted whether any large Medals ot 
Brais of Ot ho, yet final 1 Coins of Brafs there are, 
and of Silver not very rare. Such as Otho- on 
Horle-back brandilhing a Spear Pont Max. the 
Goddels ViClory ViBoria Ot horns QSa*' Kct/cwp.

the Eait generally took part with him, becauie 
acknowledged by and refident in the City; and 
Sueton. faith particularly that he often lacriliced 
to I/is.

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Aulus Vitellius. 

5. Was born A: U.C. 767- A. C. 16. reigned 
fix Months, twenty two Days, died aged about 
fifty four years; a Fat, Grols, Heavy, Dull, Sot- 
ti(h, Cruel, Luftful, Drunken, Glutton, Nafty 
Beaft; having all the Vices of Caligula, Nero and 
Otho : and nothing either ot their Ingenuity, 

Parts, ConduCt or Gentilenefs. He came into 
Reputation with Tiberius by Flattery and lery- 
ing him in his Luffs: by the lame Arts he conti¬ 
nued in the favor of the relt. Galba, thinking 
him not fit to head or manage a Defign, 
lent him General into Lower Germany , where, 
hy giving the Soldiers Licence to do what they 
plealed, lie got their Favors lo much, that they 
falutcd him Emperor. Prefently he marched 
into Italy, where having_ got the better in one 
Battel: Otho , through his Effeminatenefs, im¬ 
patient of Labor, never lo much as rallying his 
Men, (who were overcome by Surprize, and de- 
lired much to regain their Honor ) or retiring 
to his Armv, flew himiclf, and left the Govern¬ 
ment to Vitellius ; who behaved himlelt in it molt 
cruelly and covetoufly, killing all he could have 
any Pretence againft, for their Wealth ; which 
he confumed wholly upon his Belly, and lo 
jlaichiy that he, w.thout ordering or providing 
tor himiclf, was taken by Vejpafnm s Soldiers na¬ 
ked in a Sulk, and foled through the City, and 
at lalt carried to the ScaLe Gemonia ; there a 
long time tormented, and at lalt thrown into 
Tjbtr.

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Of his Medals,- A Vefta, holding a Sacri¬ 

ficing Platter in one Hand,in the other a Torch, 
with Vefta ft- (fopuli Romani ) Quiritun. figni- 
fying that he was Pont. Max , or that V ’ft a was 
the chief Defendrels of Rome , or that his Go¬ 
vernment was to be Eternal.

Vi&ory ( with a Platter and Palm ) fitting, 
S. C. for he pretended to take Arms to Revenge

A Tripode, with a Dolphin and a Crow XV 
VIR. SACR-FAC (Quindecimvir Sacrisfaciundis) 
ViteUius was one of them, whole Office was to 
keep the Sybils Books, and make certain Sacri¬ 
fices : the Dolphin a Filh of good Prelage. A- 
folio was called Delphinius becaule he guided 
Caftaliits the Cretan , conducing a Colony un¬ 
der that fhape. 1 he feus alio lacrificed to him 
under that Name; and Plutarch teftifieth that 
many Altars of the Greeks had a Dolphin upon 
them: the Crow Sacred to Minerva, and much 
efteemed in Augury and Divination. 

A Shield curioufly wrought MamcPcrw 

Sexti/ia was his Mother, a brave and vertuous 
Woman, whom he laluted Augufta ; which 
Title fhe refilled, faying, She had born ViteUius, 
and not Germanicus: And afterwards not ap¬ 
proving his Actions, it was reported Ihe was 
poiloned by him. Yet fome think that to be 
her Image which is on a Reverfe of ViteUius, 
with Mater Augufti } Mater Setiatus , Mater Pa- 
true. 

His Wives were, fit ft Petrcnia ; whom, after 
he had a Son by her, he repudiated and flew 

Doltt- 
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Oolahella, becaufe he married her. Second, 
(Maria Fundana , by whom he had a Son almoft 
Dumb and Stupid, flam by Matianus, and a 
Daughter whom Veftafian married very honor¬ 
ably. 


CHAP. VI. 

Of Flavius Vefpaftanus , Titus Vefpaftamsy 
Domittanus. 

ii.T~?Lavius Vefpaftanus was born A. V. C. 761. 

p A.C. 10. reigned nine Years, 11 Months, 
ind twenty two Days, died aged fixty nine 
Years: of mean Parentage, obtained the Em¬ 
pire by his Merits: for having done great Ser¬ 
vices in Britanny , whfre he fought thirty Bat¬ 
tels, and Germany ; he was at laft lent into Ju- 
laa, ( being not feared becaule of his mean Ex¬ 
traction ) where the Legions hearing of Galba, 
0 tho and Vttellius, their Eleftion by their Ar- 
nues, conceived themfelves as able to raife an 
Emperor as the others; and therefore by com¬ 
mon content made choice of him, who was 
prelently received by all the Eaftern Legions. 
He was a very Prudent, Sober, Vigilant, Vali¬ 
ant, Clement, Moderate, Frugal and Liberal 
Perfon: Frugal in his own Houle, and towards 
the Courtiers, who blam’d him much for Co- 
vetoufnefs; but fo Magnificent in building 
Temples, Cities, Bridges, Highwaies, &c. that 
it is much admired how he found Wealth enough 

O to 
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to do it, after thofe expenfive Beads ; efpccially 
fince he oppreifed nonc,but wept extraordinari- 
ly even at the juft Punilhment of Malefactors. 
The Greeks , to whom Nero had foolilhly given 
liberty, tax him for reducing them again to pay 
Tributes, and be fubjeCt to the Romans-, for 
which they had no reafon, ufing their Liberty 

to quarrels amongtt themfelves, and to the pre¬ 
judice of the Commonwealth. 

Very many Medals of V’.fyafian^ the chief arc; 
His Victory over JtuLea , a Woman leaning to 
a Palm-Tree with her Hands bound, fignifu, 
the Captivity of the People: A Woman luting 
in an unuiual PofturCj alludes to that of Ijj. 

-? 26 . She, being defolate, fballfit upon the grounL 

Two Capricorns with a Globe between. He 
was born under Capricorn as was alio Augujlm, 
and of later Times Charles V. and Cofmus Me- 
dices , iurnamed the Great. 

Vefbaftari s Head. Re a Jupiter with a Paten 
in his Right Hand, in his Left a Scepter with 
an Eagle on the Top. Et« v'vs Up* H- Anno m 
Temph oBavo: Before his coming to the City, 
his Son Domitian and Sabinus feized upon the 
Capitol, where Vitellius befieged and fought 
them * Sabinus was Ihin there, Domitian elca- 
ped j but the Temple of Jupiter Capitolinas mi 
burnt, by whether Party uncertain. Vejfapa 
therefore coming to Reign in bis firft^ear re¬ 
built that Temple, ftoin which Building he 
counts this Epocha. 

A Victoria Vacifaa, with a Bulla, Caducem , 
and a Serpent before, berokening tire Directi¬ 
on of the Gods, ^ ^ ri'j . 

the word Vac: Augufas. 
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The Front of the Temple of Peace built by 
him adorned with many Statues, SPQR. Vefpa- 
fan Confecrated,crown’d with Laurel not Ra¬ 
diant, as being a great and invincible Heroe, 
$ a Pot between two Laurels: The Pot repre- 
lents the Pot of Oil let by the Dead before they 
were interred. Before their Doors alfb was let 
a Pot of Water, for them that entred to Expi¬ 
ate themlelves. The Laurels were in honor of 
liis Victories. 

A Womans Head without Infcription ; pro¬ 
bably Casnis hisConcubine after his Wives death, 
whom he loved dearly, a prudent Woman. 

Jupiter fitting holding a Victory. AxpcttQ- 
ly.vprd.tuv cm B »\<m. Axp*i©- as much as Jupiter 
the Caltle-or Town-Keeper. Bolarns, he that 
governed Afia. 

HisWife was Fl.Domitilla, bywhom he had Titus, 
domitian , and a Daughter called FI Domitilla $ 
both the Mother and Daughter died before he 
came to be Emperor; but notwithftanding they 
were Confecrated, and Medals made for them. 

Titus Vejf aft anus, 

§.1. Bom A.U. C. 793. A. C. 41. reigned 
above two Years, and died, as moft fav, poi- 
foned by Domitian, aged forty Years. Was the 
moft Couragious, Liberal, Prudent, Chaft, 
Mild, Knowing, Temperate, Innocent Prince 
that till that time the Romans had. He chaced 
out of the Court all Women, &c. ol cil Lives ; 
lending away Cf Berenyce , who hoped he would 
have married her j as alio all Acculers, Calum- 
O 2 id a tors 
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niatorsand Flatterers ; fome of whom he put 
even to Death; he faid he loft that day w 
which he did not good to fome or' other, Bemg 
advifed to put to Death fome that confpired 
againft him, he faid he had rather dye him- 

(elf; his Father, himfelt and Brother, weieper. 
fwaded that all things were by Fate; and that 
they could not prevent the Death appointed 
and deftined to them by the Gods. 

Pax. Aug. a Peace, and a Thigh of a Sacrifice 
upon a Stool; for to Peace they Sacrificed 
only the Thigh and Leg-bones. Nor was it 
lawful to fhed Blood in her Temple: So they 
killed and drefTed the Sacrifice without, and 
then brought in and burnt the Bones. 

Antiochia , Vejjt. and Titus much honoured 
that City, not only building much of it, but 
placing there the Brazen Cherubims brought 
from Jerufalem, and building a Theatre in the 
place where the Synagogue of the Jews ttood. 

An Altar Providentia , intimating that it was 
his Providence and Wifdom that deftroyed the 
Jews (under whom the Chriftians alfo were 
comprehended) and eftablifhed the worihip ot 

the Gods. . T . 

Victoria Navalis over the Jews upon the I.ak; 

of Genefaretb. . , 

An Elephant, a Symbole of Perpetuity and 
Magnificence; but Titus had alio a marvellous 
Elephant; which perceiving one day that the 
Wife of his Matter committed Adultery with 
another Perfon, killed them both ; and laying 
them both together in the Bed as they were 
before, covered them ; and when his Matter 

came 
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came home, he carried him to the Bed, un¬ 
covered them, and (hewed what was done, 
and afterwards (hewed his Teeth, which were 
Bloody. 

Tttus fitting on a Rock, leaning on his Ten- 
ionium, andaHorfe (the Emblem of Empire) 
brought to him by a Woman, fuppofed to be 
Fortune naked, without Wings, Wheel or Orb, 
they fancying that when Fortune had travelled 
all the World over, at laft (he came to Tyber , 
and went into the Palace, where immediately 
(he laid afide her Wings, Wheel, Globe, &c. 
and there retted. 

A Woman upon the Prow of a Ship, (be- 
caufe of the Situation upon the Sea) with a 
Scepter in one Hand, a Vine-branch in the 
other (becaule of its Fruitfulnefs in excellent 
Wines) a Dove, (which therewere nourifiiedin 
great quantity; the Syrians not eating but nou- 
rifliing them as Sacred, Birds of Venus, and into 
which Semyramis thegreatQueen was converted.) 

The word 

NEIAQS like a Jupiter with Towers on his 
Head and a Flower in his Hand (which feems 
to be ’Lotus, efteemed by them, becaufe of it 
they made Bread.) Nilus was worlhipped by 

the Egyptians as Jupiter. . , 

His Wives were Arrictdia who died without 

Children. , _ „ _, . >, 

Mania Furwlla ( whom fome call Fulvia ) 
by whom he had Julia Sabina ; he was divorced 
from her, being yet-a private Perfon. 

Julia Sabina his Daughter, retufed by Dorn- 
tian, married Flavius Sabimts , whom Domtian ,

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for love of her, caufed to be Murthered ; and 
having got her with Child, perlwaded herto' 
deftroy the Foetus , whereby ihe alio killed her 
felf. Her Medals a Julia Augufia , fy. a Pea¬ 
cock Div't Tut F. 

Venus Augufia, Venus refting upon a Pillar, w 
one Hand the Helmet of Mars, in the other a 
Spear; her Cefius or Scarf (which was a fort 
of thin Veftment, through which the whole 
Body was feen; therefore in the Cefius was iaid 
to be placed the Charm of Love) tyed about 
her Thighs • Signifying that (he was Venus , and 
had Command and Power over Domitian. 

Domitian , 

§. Was born A. D. 52. U. C. 80;. reigned 
about fifteen Years, was (lain at the Age of 
Forty four Years by his Domefticks, who were 
afraid he/houldhave Murthered them, as he 
had done many others. 

He was Beautiful enough, and at firft by his 
good Laws for reforming their Religion, and 
againlt Gelding Boys, and his frequent hearing 
of Caufes, gave hopes of good Government; 
but he changed after a while, and (hewed his 
own Inclinations to be Barbaroufly Cruel, 
Traiterous, Infolent, Cowardly, Ignorant, 
Luftful, and every way Vitious. He (becaufe 
fas fome imagine) he heard the Sybils prophe- 
ciedof a Virgins Conception) gave out, and 
imprifoned fome for not laying, that he was 
tire Son of Valias ; which is the realon why 
fomewhat of Valias is upon molt of his Medals. 

He 
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He would needs be a God, fometimes Jupiter, 
Hercules, &cc. would have his Bed be called Fid- 
vm r ; fufTered himfelf to be adored ; gave his 
Hand to be kiffed, &c. He bamfted alio all 
Learning, efpecially Philoibphy, out of Rome. 

Frmceps Juventutts , 
perhaps in Flattery to referable him to Jupiter 
educated by a Goat of Amalthaa^of whole Skin 
he made his cSgis.

4. His Wife was Domitia Longina, Daughter 
of that brave Corbulo, whom Nero caufed to 
Jdll himfelf; he took her from her Husband 
ts£lius Lamia, whom he afterwards alfo flew, 
She was a very wicked Woman, and governed 
by Paris a Cornelian; whereupon Domitian 
turned her away, but overcome with her Beauty 
afterwards received her; and for fear he Ihould 
again ufe her worfe, (he helped to Murther 
him.Others commend her much for her Virtue; 
and Procopius faith, that after Domitian s Death, 
jhe was fo much reverenced by the Senate, 
that (he was fent for thither, and defired to re- 
queft what {he pleafed of her Husbands; (he 
only defired the liberty to fet up his Image 
where (he pleafed, which was granted. She 
lent therefore and gathered together his torn 
Limbs, and had them put together, and lowed, 
and fattened, fo as the Body being given to the 
Statuaries, they made a Statue upon it; which 
fhe placed upon the afeent to the Capitol; 
which he faith remained there till his time, re- 
prelenting the marks of the lowed Limbs. 

A Peacock, Concordia Auguft. made after her 
Repeal. 

By her he had a Son, which dying young 
was confecrated—A Child fitting upon a Globe 
amongft Stars.

CHAP. VII. 

Of Cocceius Nerva , Vlfius Trajanw. 

11, 'Kl'Erva was born A. D. reigned 
l\| lome fay fixteen Months, others 2.7. 
he entered into the twenty eighth Month, for 
he was Cof. IV. and in the fecond year he was 
made Emperor, for at that time we find his 
Medals; died aged above Seventy two Years ; 
vvas a moft Juft, Mild, Wife, Tranqmll, Paflion- 
lefs, Irreproachable, Bountiful, Learned Prince ; 
recalled thofe Domitian had banifhed ; and in 
their rooms fent the Informers, Accufers, Syco¬ 
phants of the Court; was persecuted and ba¬ 
nifhed by Domitian jealous of his Virtues. Be¬ 
ing advanced to the Empire by the Murtherers 
of Domitian, he could not protect them from 
the Rage of the Soldiers, who cut them to 
pieces; the firft Adion of Molence of the 
Army, but not the laft. A little before his 
Death he moft wifely provided for the Com¬ 
monwealth, by adopting Trajan ; who having 
gained a great Vidory in Pannoma, and lend¬ 
ing a Crown to Nerva, was by Nerva adopted 
in the Temple of Jupiter Capit : and immediately 
made C*Jar and Trib. Pot. given him; thon 
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feems he abftained till after Nerva Death, from 
the Title of Auguflus ; yet was he partaker of 
the Sovereignty. 

Vlpius TrajantiSy 

§. l. Was bom A. C. 54. reigned nineteen 
Years, fix Months, fixteen Days: we find no 
more than TRI. Vet. XVII. died at the Age of 
fixty four Years at $elinapte,i. rom his death called 
Trajanopolis ; was exceedingly Valiant, Magnifi¬ 
cent, Juft, Liberal, Benign, Eloquent, ( but ei- 
the for Lazinels, State, or his fqueaking ( and 
not very intelligible) Voice, had another to 
i'peak for him in the Senate,) a very great Sol¬ 
dier Patient and Painful; was taxed for Drun- 
r.cmefi,Luft, and Ambition of Honor, which 
: iade him be called Wall-Hoover, becaufe fo 
many Inlcriptions of his Name upon Buildings. 
His Medals very many. 

His Head with an ordinary Infcription, R 
Ofyris, or the Sun with a Peach upon his Head, 
and a Stag (to intimate his Swiftnels ) in his 
Hand. Kottotov- j rj[ 7 . Koptika was a Prefe¬ 
cture in Egypt. 

His Head an ordinary Inlcription, ffc his Pil¬ 
lar with an Owl on the Top, an Emblem of 
Vigilance, Providence and Wifdom. 

A Ship with Soldiers in a Storm, and Tra¬ 
jan (landing in the Sea calming it, &c. (hewing 
the miferable Condition of the Commonwealth 
when Trajan undertook it. 

Trajan under the fhape of Hercules Rt the Ery- 
manthean Boar, Rt the Club, as if Trajan were 
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a new or lecond Hercules. So he is alfo repre¬ 
sented as Eutbymius the famous Locrian Wreirler, 
and deified for it, drawn in a Chariot by four 
Horfes, as the Cities were wont to bring home 
(breaking down a part of their Walls tor them ) 
their Citizens when Victorious in their Games. 

Divi Nerva & Trajanus Pat [Ve*J For Ttsjm 
did extremely honor his Father Trajanus, who 
had obtained a great Vi&ory againft the Par - 
thians , calling him Divus , ereCting Statues, a 
triumphal Arch unto him, and coining many 
Medals with his Name. , 

Arabia with a Camel; in one Hand a Branch

perhaps Schoenanthe the belt Food of the Camel; 
in the other a Calamus Odoratus : Never wholly 
conquered but by Trajan , who made it a Pro¬ 
vince, and endeavored to bring it under the 

Roman Laws. . , 

Italia , prelendng two Children to Trajan, and 
underneath Alim. Ital. many People a bftaining 
from marriage becaule ot the difficulty of Edu¬ 
cating their Children; the Empeior took upon 
him that Charge, and maintained at lealt five 
thoufand of them in Italy. At Alexandria a Wo¬ 
man having five Children at one Birth he took 
Charge of them all; and the next year he re¬ 
turning thither, (he had three more, all whi-h 
he maintained alfo. 

Partbia Capta, a Trophy between two Cap¬ 
tives, in Memory of Trajan s great Victories 
there, where he took Sufa it lelf the chief City, 
and in honor of which Conqueft Hadrian iulti- 
tuted Games every year called Tra] analia j which

An Athlete between two Goddelles. Ftlmts, 
who was an excellent Athlete of Cos, and won 
twenty four Prizes at the Olympique and other 
Games. This was coined by the Coans in ho* 
nor of Trajan, to fignifie that he had won as 
many Victories over his Enemies, as their brave 
Athlete had : So the Locrians called him Eutbj- 

mitts. . 

Diana winged, Shooting, drawn in a Chan 
ot by two Centaurs, and Trajan-Hercules march¬ 
ing before Diana drawn in a Chariot by a Lyon 
ami a Boar; both ltarnped in his honor of giv¬ 
ing liberty to Hunt in the Circenfian Games and 
other where, which by the former Emperors 
were forbidden. The Centaurs taught Dim 
to Hunt; and they who are born under that 
Sign are fuppofed to have great power over 
Beafts: or, that Trajan-Hercules ( as Hercules was 
laid to do) brought Diana from the banks of 
jfter (Danubius ) where (he ufed to Hunt; and 
where he was favored by her in his Dacick Wars, 
to Rome , to infpire the Skill and Dexterity of 
Hunting into the Romans. 

Imp.Nervte Traj^&c.Vf. Diana jfitting naked be- 
twixt two Soldiers (landing with a Child in one 
Arm. Anflwwe. On the lame Medal Latin and 
Gra/fc,which is very XMQ.DiBjtina was a Nymph, 
companion of Diana ; afterwards taken for 
Diana her (elf, and lb worlhipped. The two 
armed Figures intimate perhaps the Pyrrhichian 
manner of Dancing invented in Creet either by 
one Pyrrhus, as Pliny faith, or by the Cnretes or

Many of his Medals alio are reverled with his 
Pillar let up by S. P. Q. R. in honor of him for 
his Dacick Victories; ’tis ftill extant at Rome in 
the lame Place where ere&ed then. It was dc- 
figned by Julio Romano at the Expence and 
Command of Francis I. King oi' France, who had 
an Intention to have liich another call in Brals 
for himlelf in France. Fr. Vtllamena Engraved it, 
and Mutianus firftj and afterwards Ciaconius In 
terpreted it. 

His only Wife was Plotina, a very Grave, Pru¬ 
dent, Juft, Moderate, Courageous Woman and 
Vi.tuous. Pliny calls her Santtijfimam. The 
fit ft time fire cntrcd the Palace, flic laid openly,

His Sifter Marciana fihQ him in Countenance 
and Manners, lived in the Palace in wonderiul 
Concord with him and Plotina : He built in ho¬ 
nor of her Marcianopolis in My fa, upon ocean- 
on that her Maid going to take up Water out 
of the River there, let fall her Pitcher of Gold, 
which a good while after Ihe took upSwimming 
upon the Top. For Trajan apprehending there 
the Prefence of fome God, built that City, and 
called it by the name of his Sifter. She had a 
Daughter called Matidia, who was alto Augufa, 
and had twoDaughcers, 5 «/ , i«^ married to Hadri¬ 
an, and Matidia the younger called the Aunt of 
Antoninus Pius. She feems to be the iSlother 
of Ulpia Gnrdiana , the Mother of the eld eft Gor - 
Harms. Matidia was alio deified. 

Pietas Aug. Matidia with her two young 
Daughters.Where Piety fignifies the love of 1 a- 
rents towards their Children; though. ordmaii- 
ly of Children toward Parents. 
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CHAP. VIII. 

Of Hadrians*** 

i.T T Adrianut was born A.C. 77- r ®?S” ed 
H Years, eleven Months & died aged 
Sixtv' three Years X was in all Arts and Sciences 
the moil knowing Man of his time; but with¬ 
al fo Ambitious, Envious and Jealous of the 
Reputation of his Know edge, that he could 
not brook any one Ihould pretend to equal 
him; and for this caufe fome he put to Death 
Hiftorians report him, yet he feemeth not to 
have been, ofaqruel Difpofmon; for tho he 
•put many to Death, yet there were alfom^v 
Confpiracies againft him, efpecially the firft 
and laft Years of his Reign And to Ntgrm 
(one of thofe he executed) he dengned the 
Succeflionin the Empire, and de fatto adopted 
his Son in Law ^£lius. He was, or at leaft 
feemed to be, extremely Devout towards the 
Gods: forbidding all Human Sacrifices: build¬ 
ing many Temples, and m many of them 
placing no Statues (which Temples werc called 
Hadaanta,) fome to our Lord Jefus Chnft, as 

admiring his great Miracles He forgave h 
People a great Summ of Money due to the 
Exchequer, of which a Medal Reltqua vettra 
Sefiertium vovies millies aboltta : And giving 
great Ccngiaria, was called by the Senate, Op- 
THUS Maxmufa Vrincep. By agreatBleedinga 
the Node he tell into a Dropf.e, which he firft 
a flayed to cure by Magick, which noHuc 
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ceeding, he afterwards betook himfelf to the 
Phyficians; being in very great Pain he grew 
Mad, and commanded many Senators to be 
flain, who were laved by Antoninus called there¬ 
fore Puts. For the recovery of his Phrenfie, he 
went to Orefte , which he therefore called Hadri- 
tnopohs. He vifited almoft all the Provinces of 
theEmpire, on foot, with great Labour and 
Pains, going always bare-headed: To many 
of them he was a Benefactor, as appears by 
his Medals, efpecially to Africk , where, it 
feems, his Father was Pro-prstor; whole Figure, 
with his Mothers Domitia Vaulinas, feems to be 
that with two Heads, Divis Varentibus. 

A Crelcent with one Star; the Star fignified 
the Soul of his dear Antinous, which he fup- 
pofed, and fiid he often law in the Moon ; 
with the Seven Stars, perhaps an Emblem of 
his happy Marriage to Sabina. 

Adrian, on his right Hand an Eagle reaching 
him a Scepter, as from the Gods, Providentia 
Bear am. Alio another with a Thunder, alluding 
to a Dream, which he had at Antioch two nights 
before his Adoption, that lie law Fire defeend 
from Heaven upon his Body, which compafled, 
but harmed or frighted him not. _ 

An Head Radiant Oriens, fignifying that the 
Ealt confpired and united at his Adoption. 
Alio the Fall was the place whence their Gods 
came, and there were born ; and therefore 
the Temples opened towards the Ealt, that 
the Gods might come in; and at Moon none 
entered their Temples, becauie then they were 
full of Gods, and they prayed toward the 

P r/clt. 
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Weft. The Chriftians quite contrary prayed 
toward the Equinoctial Eaft, as Stdonius faith. 
They thought alfo that the Sun arofe out of 
the Eaft, and run his courfe only to gratifie 
their Emperors; thence thole Inlcriptions, 
Soli invitto Comiti. Sol Dotnims populi Romani, 
Sol invittus pacator Orbis, &c. 

A Woman with two naked Children Sacri¬ 
ficing on an Altar before. Hadrian. Advent us Aug. 
Judaa ; fignifying that by his coming he forced 
the Jews to Sacrifice to his Gods, and not Cir- 
cumcile their Children; for he made a moft 
Cruel (the only one he made all his time) 
War again ft them, and deftroyed them ex¬ 
ceedingly, rebuilding Jerufalem , andcallingit 
tAilia. 

A Woman fitting, &c. Britannia & exerchm 
BritannicuAy and— Rcjlitutori Britannia: ; figni- 
fying his fettling of Britamy in Peace, and his 
building the Wall of Eighty Miles from New 
caftle to Carlisle , to defend them from the Scot: 
and ViBs. 

Hadrian travelling through divers Provinces, 
fettled and ordered their Affairs quietly and 
peaceably ; therefore wc lee upon many of 
them, Re/litntori , See. a Woman kneeling, and 
him in Robes of Peace taking her by the Hand; 
with lome mark to know the Province by, as 
for Acbaia the Herb Oreofe/biutn in a Vale; 
being that wherewith Hercules was much re- 
frelhed after his killing the Nemean Lyon, and 
wherewith they crowned the Victors in the 
Nemean Games. So Advent its August. 

Terra 
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Terra Stabilita, an Husband-man with a Plow 
and Anchor, to (hew not only the Firmneis of 
the Peace , but that by his Piety he had ob¬ 
tained that there Ihould not be lo many Earth¬ 
quakes; which in the beginning of his Reign 
were very frequent. 

Sabina holding a Palm-branch, and two 
Children at her Feet, Hilaritas P. R. the People 
wilhing Fecundity to Sabina ; tho we read not 
that Ine had any Children. The Palm-tree 
was accounted Happy, to caule Fecundity, and 
to help Women to an eafie Delivery. Hdaritas 
was chiefly for the Birth of Children, and 
Hilaria the Feafts publick for Great Mens, 
Hilaria private for the Birth of Common Mens, 
Children. 

Hadrian Hercules with a Club, and three 
Apples, and a Navigable River, intimating that 
Hadrian like Hercules (worlhipped at Gades near 
to which Adrian’s Family was) went up and 
down lettling Peace and Concord, and taking 
all Thieves and Robbers out of the World; the 
River is Batts. 

A great Serpent or Dragon (which is OJiris , 
and fignified the River Nile) with a Caducous, 
as being the caufe of the Felicity of Egypt, and a 
Sijlrtm. 

The God Lumts, See. Nifieun, a City in Ar¬ 
menia near to Mesopotamia^ wnere this God was 
worlhipped, as making his worlhippers Mailers 
of their Wives, whereas they thought thole that 
worlhipped Dea Luna were under the Power of 
their Wives.

The armed Held ot Pallas probably lramped 
at Athens, which City being ruined by the 
Wars, he reftored, repairing their Walls, their 
Temples, building an Academy and other 
Temples: for which the People rendered him 
all the Honour they poffibly could : among# 
the relt erected a great Coloffus or him, and 
called a Colony of theirs in Delos , Nova At km 
Hadriansa. 

2 Hadrians Wife was Julia Sabina , With 
whom he did not well agree, acculing her d 
Morality, Frowardnels, and ill Humour ; tho 
Ihe feerns indeed to have been a Virtuous and 
Grave Woman, but much offended with his 
wicked and horrible Love to Anttnous his Boy.

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CHAP. IX. 

Of T. ALltus Hadrianns, Antoninas Pins, 
Aurelius PulvitsSy Bos onus Antoninus , 
called before. 

I. A Rrius Son of Aurelius Fulvius and Arria 
J\ Fadilla was born A. C. 87.. reigned 
twenty two Years, fix Months; died aged 
Seventy four Years, fix Months, A. C. 162. 

When Hadrian felt himfelf declining, and not 
knowing whom to chuie, as he was coming 
one day to the Senate, he law this Antoninus 
fuftaining his Aged and Impotent bather, and 
conducting him into the Senate; with which 
Action Hadrian was lo much pleafed, that he 
immediately adopted him, having no Relation 
before to him or his Family. 

He was the beft of all the Emperors, of an 
excellent Underftanding, Knowing, Eloquent, 
Taciturn, but Cheerful; Skilful in governing. 
Courteous, Bountiful, Moderate and Chair. 

Tho he lpent moll of his time in the Country, 
yet he governed the Empire very well, with 
great Vigilance, Juilice, Activity, Clemency 
and Prudence: Being blamed by his Wile for 
giving too little of his own Inheritance to a 
Servant; he anfwcred, Stnlta, pofiftam ad im~ 
ferium tratifivimus , cf illttd , cpttod habuhnus ante, 
ferdidimus. He punifhed but one for Ticalon, 
and forbad alio to enquire of his Complices, 
and was very kind to his Son. Either bscaule 
of his Piety towards the Gods, or his observance 
1 P 4 of 
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of Hadrian , or the laving of many Senators 
Lives whom Hadrian commanded to be killed, 
the Senate gave him the Surname of Pius • 
which with the addition of Felix (P. F.) the 
fucceedingEmperors continually tiled.Magnifick 
Games called Pialia we.e made in hisHonor.He 
lacrificed in his own Pe Ion ordinarily every 
day, blamed the Heathens for imputing the 
caules of publick Calamities to the Chriftians. 

Genio Pop Rom. It was not lawful to publiflj 
the name ot the Genius of Rome as long as it 
was a Commonwealth ; but afterwards the Em¬ 
perors were efteemed the Genius of it ; and 
that they were animated by the Spirit of the 
Gods immediately, for we Ice Genius C a far is y 
by which they frequently fwore.— Genio Senates 
it Ihould feem, was coined in Honour of him, 
when he gave liberty to the Senators to difpofe 
of ail their Goods by Will, whereas C re far be¬ 
fore had retrained them to half, to the other 
half the Emperor fucceeding. 

Alexandria (the chief City of Egypt , and 
fceond of the Empire) holding in one Hand 
either a Book (as the chief place for Learning) 
or Ibme Iquare Packet (for Merchandife,) in 
the other Ibis (a black Stork that devoured 
their Serpents, and was Sacred to Mercury.) 

L.etitta Cof I 1 II. (which w. - the Year when 
M. Aurelius clpouled Fauftina, and gave great 
Donatives even to the Soldiers, made greac 
fhevvs, &c. as appears by many of his Medals. 
Annona Cof II 1 I. &c.) two Goddefles, the one 
taller (which was Fauftina the Mother, (lor 
their Heroes they figured about a third part 

taller 
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taller than the ordinary Stature, and the Gods 
double to ordinary Perfons) holding in her 
Hand Ears of Corn; for whereas before her 
Death, there was a great Famine, and pre- 
fently after great Plenty, they attributed it to 
her then deified, that (he had obtained it tor 
them of the Gods, hereupon the Emperor gave 
the People a Congiary,) the other lelier, .as 
being yet Mortal, which was Fauftina married 
to M Aurelius , with a Ball in her Hand, be- 
caufo the World was her Dowry, or Venus her 
Apple. This young Fauftina was alio after her 
Death worfliipped as a younger Ceres, her Mo¬ 
ther being the Elder j and Ceres or Corn is the 
great caufe of publick Joy. , .

ff Aurelius Antoninus Soft of MAnn'rn Ve- 
£VJ • rus, ( Brother of uEhus Cajar ) and 
Domitia Lucilla was bom A. C. in. reigned 
nineteen Years ten Days, died at fifty nine 
Years old—At Syrmium by the help ot his 
Phyficians ( as tome fay^ i 1 favor of Commons. 
Was fickly, but exceeding Cou rations. Labori¬ 
ous, Prudent, Juft, Mild, Learned, ( in Phiiofo- 
phy efpecially) and Chart. He put none to 
death, but only banifhed them, for Treafon: 
forbad Gladiators to kill one another, and there¬ 
fore blunted their Weapons. Wiiilft he was 
Cafar he wore not Garments different from or¬ 
dinary Perlons, nor would fiiffer Lire to be 
carried before him ; his word was n Ml* «r« 9 » 
pH, All things flow from Above j and that he that 
would live or govern happily muft imitate the 
Gods. Very liberal towards ail Poor Perfons, 
even the Ghriftians, as appears by Cafit ohms 
who calleth them homines novos : where lee alio 
who was Lucius Commodus Verus ; He gave to 
Hierapolis ( which was almoft wholly Chriiiian) 
at one time three thoufand quarters of Coin. 
Yet held the Soul to be Moital, and the Gods 
to have Bodies. Notwithstanding his great 
Wars he never foi took his ftudy of Philofbphy, 
which yet made him not at all morofe. 

Ah r thus 
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Aurelius Cafar armed, riding upon a Sphinx, 
r t he Emblem ofSubtilty, Cunning and Pru¬ 
dence, as alio of Egypt ) cither as if by h»s Pra- 
dence lie conquered Barbarians , and all other 
his Enemies, or particulaily fome Exploit in 

Woman ( perhaps Fauflina praying for the 
Health of M. Aurelius, or perhaps of the whole 
Empire, which was in his time much attinited 
with the Plague and fuch Difeales) before the 
Altar of Salusy ( another of JEfculapius) pre- 
fenting a little Cake ( which they called Sam- 
tatenr, and being put into the hands of the Idol, 
and taken out again, was accounted Sovereign 
for many Difeales) and a fmallVafe it may be 
the (dj&v/'dlefv or pocttlum Sanitatis.

A King with a Diadem and 
Heau-n.e, not unlike an Impeiial one : the 
name ot the Kings of the Ofdroentans, EddeJJe- 
mans , &c. which aie parts ot Arabia, who teem¬ 
ed to be Ghriftians, and are divers of them call¬ 
ed by rbe l af! >ers Viri Santti.

Commodus. 

Lttcilla married L. Verus. Fadilla put to death 
by Caracalla, of the reft little known. 

Veneri Vittrics. Faustina ( as Vonus ) half na- 
ied holding M. Aurel. (as Mars ) left he Ihould 
eo to the Wars; or elle getting him to her felf 
iom Fadia the Daughter ot MElius Cafar. 

Fortune muliebri , to which Ihe was much de¬ 
rated, her Temple four Miles out of Rome , 
whither went only fuch as were Untvira, and 
ottered a Crown. 

Saadi felicitas: Two Children upon a Bed 
When Male Children of a good Houle were 
bom rhey carried them into the Temple offu- 
a Lucina, and laid them upon a Bed of the big- 
iiels of that Hercules lay in when he fiew the 
Dragons; for an Omen of their future Prowels. 

eAdternitas. Faufiina carried upon the Wing 
of a Victory, or Minerva , or perhaps Diana Lie 
afera , into Heaven after her Conlecration. _ 
Miter out as. Faufiina of a grand and divine

Ak\i*, Certain Quinquennalian Games celebra- 
brated at ABium. perhaps renewed by Aurelius. 

Lucius Aurelius Verus , ( called alfo .Comm- 
dm before his Adoption ) Son of zAihus Cafar 
was born A. C. 1 29. reigned about eleven years, 
and died of an Apoplexy about forty two years 
old: He was a Foil to M. Aurel. being Kafh, 
Heady, Lightheaded, Prodigal, Voluptuous, i 
a Mocker, lo much given to Whoredom, that, 
at the requeft of a common Strumpet he cut 
off his Beard which he had lo carefully nourilli- 
ed, eafily drawn and ordered by his Servants. 
At firlt he was not fo bad as after the Partbiin 
War, which he finilhed chiefly by his Lieute¬ 
nants. At Aurelius notwithftanding with great 
Prudence covered his Faults, and commended 
in him what was good, i. e. to love his Servants, 
not to diffemble, not to be bloody. 

R ex Armenis datus , T hey lay his Name was 
Soeinus ejc&cd rirft by Valogejus , who flying to 
the Romans was made a Senator, and afterwards 
re cftablilhed j which perhaps is fhewed by his 
Roman habit. 

Col. Patr [enjis rather than Patricia ] an Ath¬ 
lete, lacrificing and laying his left Hand upon 

a Term, 
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a Term, (or Pillar with a Head upon it) as 
facrificing to ? the God of Games , for Patrx 
was a City of Achaia, the Theatre of Games, to 
which Verm was much addi&ed.

(hould be vvitnefs of his Debauches, met her at 
Epbefus, where they were married. But before 
that (he was poffeffed with the Devil, which 
could not be eje&ccl by any but Abertins Bifhop 
of Hierapolis ; to which City after the Ejection, 
the Emprors gave that great Largels of Corn. 
Alter Verus s death Ihc was married to Claudius 
hmpeianus , a very virtuous and worthy, though 
mean, Perlon j but Ihc maintained her quality 
ot Empcrefs, till Ccmmodits being. ; lplenfed with 
her, at fir ft banilhed,antl afterwards killed, her. 
She was a Daughter worthy Inch a Mother; 
fuch an Husband, luch a Brother.

! f^Ommochts was born A. C. 162. reigned 
I lz Years nine Months, and was Itran- 
glcd at the Age of thirty one Years. In his 
Impurity, Brutifhnefs, Cruelty, Injuftice Glut¬ 
tony, Drunkenness, Impiety equalled Caligula, 
Nero, Mias and Dentition. He murdered h s 
Wife, his Sifter, his Coufin German, his Aunt, 
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all his Friends and twenty four of the eminent- 
eft Perfons of the Empire. He violated his fi¬ 
lters, the Veftal Virgins; had three hundred 
Concubines, and as many 
This his Incontinency was augmented by the 
Ointments and Medicines he took to prelerve 
him from the Plague; which reigned violently 
in his time. He defiled the Temples and Al¬ 
tars with Murder and Luff, gave his mind to 
be a Gladiator, Charioteer, Pimp, &c. let 
in hate to the Senate Severus afterwards made 

him a God. , CI ,, r

Of Helvius PertiAxx , Didius Julianas , 
Pcfcennius IV/ger, and Cloditts Albinas. 

!. T') Kelvins Fertinax, Son of Helvius Succcf 
' \ . {us, Son of a Treed Man, was born 
A. C. 117. reigned about four Months, died 
aged 67 Years four Months, more oriels, flain 
by the Pratorian Soldiers, his Guards. He was 
very Prudent, Learned, Eloquent, Valiant,Con* 
ftant, of a prelent Spirit, Moderate, Juft, fo 
Frugal that he feemed Avaritious. A very skill¬ 
ful and experienced Soldier j was very averfe 
from receiving the Empire, put upon him by 
the Murderers of Commodus $ In the Senate pre¬ 
ferring others before himfelf, hindering his Wile 
as much as he could from being called Augufia, 
and his Son from being Cafar j laying, That it 
was fufficient that himfelf reigned againjl his tvil 
Whether dileouraged by his oblcure Birth, his 
old Age, or the Licentious Times, is unknown. 
He endeavored with great Labor, Vigilance, 
Courage and Dexterity, to fettle the Common¬ 
wealth" in good order ; repreffing the Infolen- 
cies of the Soldiers, banilhing and punilhing all 
the Minillers of Tyranny, bellowing the waft 
and untilled Grounds upon luch as would huf 
band them ; faying, That thofe Fojjejjions were 
the Commonwealths , not the Emperors ; raking 
away illegal Taxes; felling all Commodus' s Su¬ 
perfluous and Luxurious Statues, Eunuchs and 

Houlhold- 
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Houfhold-ftuff to pay a Largefs to the Soldiers 
and Citizens $ recovering vail Sums of Money 
which Commodus had fent to the Barbarians to 
buy Peace of them; retrenching the Expences 
of his Houle- And it is almoft incredible what 
Reformations he made in thole few Months of 

his Reign. , . „ . 

His Head. Imp. C.P. Helvius Pertmax Aug. 
R. A Woman with a Cornucopia and a Tefis- 
ra, luch a one as they uled in their Largcitcs^ 
Civibus Ltberatis. Either from the Tyranny of 
Commodus ; the People as they met any Senator 
crying out Age, Age, Sahas evafifi, vicifli j 
or becaufe People being very much neceliitated 
for want of Corn, himfelf went by Sea to ha* 
lien home the Corn that was fent for. 

2 His Wife was Pi. Titiana , ot a loole and 
wicked Behavior, which is the Reafonhe would 
never permit her to be called Augufia, therefore 
alfo few Medals of her; befides he was enamour¬ 
ed of Cornificia his Concubine, but riot to the 
Prejudice of any one. He had by his Wite di¬ 
vers Children, amongft the rell a Son called 
Tub. Helvius Fertinax, whom he educated as a 
private Pei Ion, at his Father’s Houfe, at School, 
&c. nor fuffered him to ufe the Title otC afar 
the Senate gave him; after his Father s Death 
and Gonfecration he was made his 1 neil, and 
afterwards Conful, and was at lall murdered 
by Caracalla, for having called him Gettcus alter 
the Murder of his Brother Get a. . 

DIS Cufiodibus. A Fortune fitting her Stem 
upon a Globe ; either intimating the Golden 
Fortune, which wasfolemnly carried lmo^the 
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Palace of the new Emperors; or elle fome Sta¬ 
tue of Fortune, erected by him in Honor of the 
Gods that lo protected him. 

Col. Hel. Colonia Helvia, of which two arc men¬ 
tioned, one on the Promontory of Lilybeum in 
Sicily ; the other in Piceno. Two Hercules s with 
their Clubs ; the one fuppofed the Divine Her¬ 
cules, the other Pertinax. It was taken as an 
Omen of the Empire, that Commodus that day 
he was flain gave to Pertinax his Club to hold 
wherewith he a&ed Hercules. 

5. M. Didius Severus Commodus Julianas was 
born A. C. 134. reigned two Months, fix Days, 
and was beheaded by the command of Severn 
at the Age of fixty Years, four Months, four 
Days. The Pratorian Soldiers having murder¬ 
ed Pertinax , retired into their Camp, and pro- - 
claimed, that he, who would give mod, Ihould 
by them be made Emperor; which Juliams 
hearing, made them Inch offers as contented 
them ; whereupon they prelently faluted him 
Emperor, and conduced him to the Palace, 
where feeing the Frugal Provifion made for 
Pertinax, he (corned it very much, and com¬ 
manded great Preparations to be made; in¬ 
tending to live more like Commodus , to be there¬ 
by more grateful to the Soldiers; to content 
whom alfo he took his Name. But hereby he 
incurred the hate of the People, ( whom at lirft 
he defpiled, but afterwards flew many of them 
by his Soldiers ) and the Senate; where entring, 
he made an inlolent and foolilh Oration in 
Commendation of himfelf. And as he invaded 
the Empire unworthily, fo he carried himfelt 
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lafcbly, and negligently, efpecially when the 
People firft cried up Pefcennius Niger , and after¬ 
wards Sept. Severus , to whom he offered at 
laft to be Partaker of the Empire;, which Seve¬ 
rn r efufed, who fent his Soldiers difguifed mco 
Rome, who flew Jultanus after he was condemn¬ 
ed bv the Senate. , , 

His Wife was Manila Scantilla, who together 
with his Daughter Didia Clara, ( married to 
Cornelius Repentinus her Goufin German ) bur h 
of them ftiled by the Senate Augujta, incited 
the old Man to take upon him the Empire. Lit¬ 
tle notice is taken of them by Hiftonans; and 

but few Medals of them. _ . 

2. C . Pefcennius Niger Jujlus Son of Anntus 
Fufeus and Lampridia , was born, when an 
where not known; reigned about eight Months, 
and after many Battels was flam by Sevan a- 
bout fifty eight Years old : was called Niger, 
becaufe of the Sun burntnefs of his Neck and 
Face; the reft of his Body being very white. 

Was very Sober, and fo Chart that he never 
accompanied his Wife but that he might have 
Children by her. Rather plain, open and ge¬ 
nerous than cunning, yet Wife and Prudent; 
he by Letters perfwaded M. Aurelius to conti- 
nue the Governors of the Provinces five Years 
atleaft: that the Afliftants of the Governors 
fliould fucceed them; that the Governors and 
their Counfellors ihould have their Salary duely 
paid them; faying, Judicem nee dare 
accipere. Was in great Employments, wh ch 
he Sifcharged with great Honor. Was becaufe 
of his Valor, Virtue and Gcnerofity, in thejg/j 
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called the Second Alexander. Imitating the 
ancient Captains in the Dilcipline of War. His 
Wife, Children, and whole Family were put to death 
by Severas. ^ 

Minerva VtBrix. Minerva reaching Niger a 
Crown, and he offering her a Globe, hereby 
acknowledging her for his lingular Patronefs. 
Probably he dedicated lome Statue to her in this 
Poftufe. 

K<acetp«<tc TiffMVim. ( a City in Syria F.uphra- 
teftand) Niger, as ^Ffculapius, acknowledging 
him thereby their Saviour. 

5. Decimus Clodius Albinus ( called alio, Sep- 
t 'rnius by Severus when he made him Cafar) 
Son of Ceionius Pofrumius Albinus , and Aurelia 
MeJJdlina, reigned about three Years, eight 
Months, killed himlelf being vanquilhed by 
Severus. Was Hafty, Proud, Cholerick, Active, 
Valiant; So bold a Gladiator that he was call¬ 
ed the Catalwe of his Age. Very Lafcivious, a 
horrible Eater, but little Drinker. Grave, ex¬ 
ceeding levere towards the Soldiers, Learned, 
and Eloquent. Commodus would have made 
him Cafar, which he refufed; but accepted 
afterwards from Severus, who honor’d him on¬ 
ly to amule him; lending at the lame time 
live Perlons to kill him, whom Albinus com¬ 
pelled to confelsby force of Torments. Where¬ 
upon he went to fight Severus ; and full defeat¬ 
ed his Lieutenant Lupus : and afterwards en¬ 
countered Severus himlelf near to Lions , where 
Severus' s Party being almoft overcome, was 
reltored by Latus, who brought a freih Ar¬ 
my j whereupon Albinus through Delpair kill- 
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ed himlelf, aud his Body was moft barbaroully 

Cot. II. ( and another Stculi 
fglicitas, much what the fame thing their chie 
Felicity confiding in Plenty ). A Deity-raies a- 
bout his Head like Apollo, a Caduceus like 5 and 
a Trident like Neptune. Probably the 5 of the 
Galls, which was the great Genius of the won , 
and therefore Author of Fecundity: the Head 
is the Sun prefiding over the Seafons ot the 
Year, the Caduceus’s Wings reprefent the Fecun¬ 
dity of the Air, as the Serpents do the Harmony 
of the Elements; and the Trident the Fruic- 
fulnels of the Water.

twenty three Days old; was very A&ive, Vi¬ 
gilant, Couragious, Indefatigable, Provident, 
fefpecially for Provifion) of good Undei (land¬ 
ing, and a Lover of Learning, tho himfelf 
not Learned; but withal moft horribly Am¬ 
bitious, Traiterous, Cruel, Covetous and Vin¬ 
dicative, more than any of his PredecefTors, 
having put to Death Forty of the eminence!} 
Perlbns of the Empire at once, without hear¬ 
ing their Caufe, upon Sufpition of their Con- 
lpiring with Albums ; for which, being ex¬ 
ceedingly hated, he endeavoured to engage the 
Soldiers to himfelf, by giving them many Gifts, 
and Licences to wear Gold Rings, to have 
Wives with them, &c. the caufe of much Mi (cry 
and Ruine of the Empire, and even of himfelf; 
for as loon as Caracalla came into his Youth, 
they began to call their Eyes upon him, and 
neglect Severn:', made Caracalla Augufius in 
dcipight of him ; which lo heightned him, that 
he continually (ought to kill his Father, fome- 
times by Poyfon, fometimes by the Sword; 

which 
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which fo enraged the Gouty Old Man, that 
hisDifeafeincreafed exceedingly, and became 
fo infupportable, that he would have Killed 
himfelf, but was hindered; and atlafteatfo 
enormoufly on purpofe that he died upon it, 
after he had in vain endeavoured to puniffis 
Son, whom he mortally hated. Dying he laid. 
Omnia fut , & nihil expedit. , _ 

Diis Aufpicibus, See. Col. II. Hercules and Bac¬ 
chus with a Dog. Severus going to fight m 
the Eaft againft Niger purpofing alfo to invade 
the Varthians and Indians, Sacrihced to the 
two Gods, under whole Aufttcta [Standards] 
of the one, as a Vidtorover Tyrantsr of the 
other, as over the Indians.

His lecond Wife was Julia Domna, and lo 
the Syrian and Afian Medals ftile her, Sumarried 
?ta after Ihc came to Rome in Honour 01 Fulvia 
Pia the Mother of Severus. She was born at 
Emefa in Syropbanicia, Daughter of the Pnclt 
of the Sun named Bajfiams. Severus, then Go- 
vernour of the Lionnois in the lixth year of the 
I Reitm of Commodus , underftanding by his Aftro- 
0 logues 
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logues (to whom he was much given) that her 
Horofcope was, that fhe fhould be married to 
an Emperor, was never quiet till he obtained 
her. She was very Beautiful, Learned and of 
great Capacity$ wherefore he conlulted with 
her in all Affairs of Confluence, and put her 
Name in all his Letters and Miffives to the 
Senate: She alfo filuted all as Severus and 
Caracalla did. He did not love her, being (he 
was exceeding Proud, Arrogant, Malicious, 
Cunning, Quarrelfome, and given to her Luffs 
and Pleafures. Yet did he not control her, 
tho fhe confpired to take away his Life, After 
the Death of Severn, fhe endeavoured all fhe j 
could to reconcile the two Brothers; till at 
laft Geta was killed by his Brother in her Lap, 1 
which alfo fhe durft not refent, nor Lament, ] 
for fear he fhould kill her alfo; as he would j 
have done, had he not feared an univerisl 
Revolt. When Caracalla was flain by Martidu 
the Friend of Macrinus, fhe fell into bitter paffi- 
onate words againft Macrinus ; and would have 
killed her lelf, but the Blow was not Mortal: 
But after that Macrinus had treated her well, 
fhe took heart, till her words and endeavours 
to get the Army from him were told him , then 
he lent her word to retire her lelf whither fhe 
pleafed; but fhe chufed rather to ftarve her 
lelf to Death. She had two Sons, Caracalla in 
the fii ft year of her Marriage; to whom fhe 
was never married, as lome Hiftorians report, 
and Geta.

He flew Twenty thouland Perlbnsat 
one time, as alio almoft all the Eminent Per- 
fons of the Empire; almoft ail the Inhabitants 
of Alexandria (for having mocked him) and 
that molt Treaeheroufly : So did he alio to 
the Ger?nans ; under pretext of Marriage with 
his Daughter, he invited Artabams King of die 
Tarthians, with his Nobility, into a great Plain, 
and the e flew mo!r of them, but the King 
efcaped. He deligncd toMurther his Father, 
threatned his Mother, killed his Biot her, ins 
Father-in-Law Vlautianus, Ins Aunt Lualla. his 
Governour and Kinlinan Paptnianus ; forced 
his Preceptor to kill himielf; tor which he was 
fo haunted, that many times he became Furious, 
ervine out upon his Father and Brother lor

CHAP. XIV. 

Of Farius Avitas Lupus , Elagabalus , 
Severtis Alexander. 

I. T TArias Avitas Lupus, called to gain the 
V Favour of the Soldiers, Baffianus ; they 
proclaimed him Emperor, and called him Anto¬ 
ninus. Afterwards he called himleU * Elaga- 
afliiming the name of thcGod whofePrielt:

He was a Devil 
in the Chape of an Hermaphrodite , a Prodigy of 
I ill piew, Yill.my, Lull, Debauchery,Gluttony 
and Cruelty. He brought bis God to Rome, 
built him a (lately Temple, into which he 
transferred all the Myfteries ard Holy tilings 
of all the other Gods, as the Palladium , Fire of 
Hejta, Ancilia , See. His Luft was unexprellible, 
clothed himlolf like a Woman, was married to 
a vile Man, and tiled as his Wife; would have 
made Hieroclesjthe riled of his Rakehels, Car far, 
and his Succeffor; bathed himleif in Sweet 
Waters; exhibited a Naval Fight in a Lake of 
Wine, trod upon Plates of Gold ; his Cham¬ 
ber-pots were of Onyx, and his Clole-(tools of 
Malfy Gold: Called the Senators his Slaves, 
brought his Mother to lit and Sign amonglt 
them ; defigned to let fourteen of his Infamous 
Rout over the Fourteen Regions of the City, 
and odier Pimps and Coach-men, &c. over 
the Provinces, &c (out to gather ail the Cob¬ 
webs of Rems, which amounted to ten thou- 
land Pound weight. His Go mm file, &c. was 
beyond Atkins, betwixt live .nui fix hundred 
Heads of LI 1 inn hes it .1 Meal, to nick out 

the Brains; he li:d his Slaves witli i'eafint. 
He flew Fj'sbj/'.uiitis Ccraa-zon, his 1 >fic" lather, 
who took careoi him, nv.de him hoy a o\&c. 
bccaufe he was a Prudent Man , and civ .'sol¬ 
ders

diet s refufing to kill him, he {truck him firfl: 
himfelf; took hundreds of the beft Mens Sons 
in Rome and Italy , to Sacrifice them by the 
Advice of his Magicians; and as he laid, that 
the Grief might be more general, he took none 
but fuch whole Parents were alive He would 
have (lain his Coufin Alexianus, whom he had 
adopted; but durit not for the Soldiers who 
guarded him, and flew Elagabalns ; who had 
provided Scarlet Silken Cords, Golden Dag¬ 
gers, &t. to kill himfelf withal. 

It is difficult to diftinguifh the Medals ot 
Caracalla from thole ot Elagabalus ; Caracalla is 
made commonly Frowning, the othei not 10. 
Elagabalus puts commonly Imp. on his Medals_, 
the other not; laith Leon-Augujb.

CiKivuuv. A Thunder bole upon an Altar. 
Seleucia in Syria upon the Mediterranean Sca- 
coalt; which Seleucus there built, having, as an 
Omen ol its future Felicity, a Tliundei-bolt 
there filling ; and the Seleucians worlhipped it 

as the chieielt God. . 

Epythr**n (a City in Jotita ) Hercules in aTern- 
ple: there arrived a Bark with an Image o£ Her¬ 
cules between Chius and Erytbrat, which either 
Cityftrivedtohavctothcmlelves; a certain Man 
dreamed that the Erythraean Women Ihould cut 
off their Hair, make a Cable of it, and draw the 
Bark to their Town ; which the better lort re¬ 
filled but the poor Thracian Women there did 
fo, and drew the Bark and Image which was 
there very much worlhipped.

Julia Mafia, was called Mafia becaule Pneit- 
cl, of the Sun by them named Mefie; a -til til. 
Prudent, and Sprightful Woman was exceed¬ 
ingly enriched by li ing m the Court ot Seve- 

rus and Car acedia, all which Macrmus to fhevV 

tticic 
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that he was no Enemy to the Houle of Severn, 
fuftcred her to enjoy, and inherit alio her 
Sifters Wealth; by which flie afterwards cor¬ 
rupted the Soldiers againft Macrinns. Under 
Elagabalnt ihe ihewed her left' a dilcreet Wo¬ 
man, managing whacever ihe had committed 
to her very prudently, and ihe was the only 
Support he had, but perceiving his Couries, ihe 
forelaw he could not eicape fuclden Death, 
and there tore perfwaded him to adopt Alex¬ 
ander Severus $ for fear alio left he fhould adopt 
Hieroclts whom he married : To this purpoie 
for a while ihe accompanied him in his wicked 
dcteftable AAions, but after he had adopted 
him, ihe took very great care for his Prelerva- 
tion, and afceiwa ds adviled him very pm* 
dently in Governing and Reforming, and at 
laid died ve v Aged, and was conlecrated. 
Wh en rhe So.diets were worfted by Macrinm\> 
ihe delcended from a Tower where Ihe be¬ 
held the Fight, run ainongft them with Elaga- 
balus on Hoi ie back, and by Perlwalions and 
Reproaches rallied them again and won die 
Fight. 

Alexianus Marcellus, called afterwards Baf- 
fianus , in favor ot Car a c alia, whom he was not 
unwilling fhou'.d be thought to i,v iiis father 
rather than Varius Genevan Maaiutua a Sj.'san. 
But being Emperor i'.e was called M Aurelius 
Severn! ( in honor of tlioie two l.inpero .) 
Alexander, changing Alexianus into Alexander, in 
Honci ot Alexander the Great, in vi hole Tem¬ 
ple, on whole l 5 irdt-day he was born at Arceua, 
Whom he delired to imitate, and if he could, to 

eigul. 
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.qual. He was born A. C. 107. reigned thir- 
:een Years, ieven Months, ieventeen Days,^ 
md was ilain by Maximinus at the Age of 
•'.verity nine Years. He was of a vivacious 
ipirir, which appeared by bis blight and (park¬ 
ing £ yes, which they who looked upon him 
vere not able ftedtaftly to behold ; and by the 
mbtilty and Pierciugnels of bis Spirit many 
rare perfwaded that there was fomewhat more 
ran Human in him. He was excellently 
nrned in moft kinds ol good Literature, be¬ 
rg of an excellent Wit and Memory. He was 
IVjfe, Moderate, Prudent, Juft, Merciful, be- 
jved awe: reverenced of all good Men, though 
jfeve.v a Jufticer that the Colour came in his 
race, and his Clioler was ftirred, even to vomit- 
rg, at the light of a corrupt judge ; yet was 
lot Cruel, nor ever put to death any who was 
not condemned by the Senate. So Pious that 
:eadjugded a Tavern in Controvcilie betwixt 
:he ChriIlians lor a Church, and the Hoft to 
.he Chriftians, laying, That it was much better 
'idJhonld be [erased there , in any manner , than. it 
•tuld be a place oj Dtbaucberj .* He alio vvorftiip- 
:cd Chrijt and Abraham amongft his Lares or 
private Gods, and made ule of Sentences ot 
Scripture which he had learned up and down. 
Though accuied by the Soldiers and liich Peo¬ 
ple as under the laft Emperors were only en¬ 
riched, of Avarice; yet was it neeeiiavy, alter 
the Commonwealth was lb exhaufted by thole 
Prodigies, that good Husbandry lTiould recover 
it; arid he began the Reformation in himlelt, 

retrenching all Superfluity at his Table, Uten- 
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fils. Cloths, of which all he ufed were very or¬ 
dinary and of common fort ,* he Ibid all hj s 
Jewels, applied the Taxes and Paiments of the 
Cities toward the Reparation of their publick 
Places; let up Manufactures, lent Money to 
Poor People, he repaired the Ruins of all the 
ancient Buildings, and put not his Name upon 
any of them; and ereCted many new. He gave 
four Congiaries to the People, and a quantity 
of Oil promifcd by Sevents. When a Gover- 
ner returned from his Charge, if lie had done 
well, he thanked him in the name of the Com¬ 
monwealth, ufed him with all poflible Honor, 
and rewarded him Nobly. He reduced the 
Taxes to a third part, repaired many Cities 
and Tempies ruined with Earth-quakes; fettled 
Salaries lor the Profdfors of Sciences, and the 
Nourifhmcnt of liich Poor Children as were 
willing and ft: lor Study. Would often Chide 
virtuous Perions who had ferved the Common¬ 
wealth to. not asking fomewhat of him; found¬ 
ed and endued many Hofpitals for fiich Chil¬ 
dren as had thei Patrimonies mined in the 
Wars. For thele anu iuch-like Actions the Co¬ 
medians, Calumniators, and other wicked 
Courtiers, ami especially the Soldiers accuitom- 
ed to the Prolulenels ol Camcalla and Elagab. 
hated him extremely; as iikewife becaule he 
endeavored to reform their Difcipline exceed¬ 
ingly corrupted, that he witn gicat Courage 
and Dexterity,calhiered a I egio i lometimes all 
at once which was incorrigible. And Maximms, 
( offended with him for a juft Reproot gnen 
him by the Emperor for feme mdilcreet Acti¬ 
ons 
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ons in the Parthian War, (wherein Sever us, 
though with great Lofs, fb fiipprefled and abat¬ 
ed the Fury of the Parthian , that he ftirred not 
in many Years afterwards ) taking occafion 
upon it,) perfwaded the Soldiers to Murther 
him, which they moft vilely and wickedly did 
near Ments in Germany : Thus died the Repairer 
of the almoft ruined Commonwealth, the 
Stay of Juftice, the Reformer of the Soldiers, 
the Refuge of the Poor; and who for good 
Government had no equal amongft all the 
Emperors 5 he did nothing without the Advice 
of twenty of the Prudenteft, moft experienced 
Perfbns in the Commonwealth. When the 
Legions mutined in the Eaft, and threatned to 
kill him, with wonderful Courage he com¬ 
manded them to lay down their Arms and Di£ 
band. When Camillas would have made him* 
felf Emperor, he accorded to him that Honor 
at his Table, and every other Place, carrying 
him along to the Wars with him, and inviting 
him to take pains, &c. according to his Exam¬ 
ple ; which fb wearied Camillus that he delired 
leave to retire, and fb did. He changed all 
Elagab's Officers, which he had let in all the 
Empire. He forbad all vicious Perfbns to fa- 
lute and come to him ; but good Men he vili- 
ted even in their own Houles, efpccially when 
Sick. To Courtiers and Smoak-fellcrs he was 
an implacable Enemy ; Rifling one of them 
with Smoak becaule he Sold Smoak. Fie would 
not have any Panegyrick made in his Praife.

Alex, called Chryfanthina, and 
fent him this Crown of Gold made in fafhion 
of Leaves ( probably of the Plant and Flower 
Chryfanthis ,) thele Games probably inltituted 
by Cbryfantbas, a great Commander of Cyrus 
the Great, famous for his great Services to him, 
whom he lit over Lydia and Junta, after the 
Example of Cyrus himlelf.

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great Reputation, Power, and a » in alio to the 
Emperor. Mamaa being offended that flic took 
the Name of Augufia , cauled her to be ban idl¬ 
ed ; wherefore her Father being Angry, endea¬ 
vored to raile a Mutiny amonglt the Soldiers 
againft the Emperor, for which he was put to 
death. Monfieur Segum (as Morellm faith ) 
dilcovered S. Barbiam Orbianam to have been 
the Wife of Alex. Severus. 

He had a Siller called TheocUa , whom he 
would have married to Maximus Son of Maxi¬ 
mus, had it not been for the barbaroulhefs of 
the Father, which exalperated his Father againft 
him. Afterwards Ihe was married so MeJJala 
Son of Silius MeJJala, put to death by EJagabak. 

Julia Mamrea ( Mother to Sev. Alex.) was 
atfiift inftru&cd by Origen and the Chriltians, 
but afterwards fell into divers Herefies that 
taught her to conceal, next to counterfeit, and 
and lallly to quit all Religion; and give her 
felf up to hoarding of Money. She became 
alfo Proud and Haughty, by which Courfes lhe 
brought that excellent Emperor into Dil.epu- 
rition; he drived to reform and roftrnin her, 
but could not; ilie having got lo great Power. 

A Medallion , wherein ihe is reprelenrcu as 
having fomewhat of JJls ( having a Peach be¬ 
tween two Leaves on her Head ) the Moon, 
(by the Creleent) Nature, (by her lb cads 
dilcovered ) Concord , ( a Cornucopia ) Mmeiva, 
(by her Nole-gay of Olive and laurel) and 
Vitftory, (by her Wings.)

Boftra, one of the 
chiefeft Cities of Arabia fir ft made a Colony 
by T r, ajan , afterwards repaired by this Emperor, 
A Head with Towers to fhew its Strength, 
Cornucopia for its Plenty, and a Star for the 
Eaft. 

5. Sulpitius Martianus , Father-in-Law to Alex. 
made Cafar by him. V. S.Antoninns, was by the 
Guards, who had flain Ulpianus , let up ; but he 
refilled to be Emperor, and going away lived 
unknown. After his refulal they let up Ura- 
nius. In the EaH one Taurinus let up himfelf, 
but for fear drowned himlelf in Euphrates. Ovi- 
nius Camillus alio rebelled againft him, whom 
Alex, fent for, carried him into the Senate, 
declared him his Companion, communica¬ 
ted Counlels with him; took him with him 
to the War, where he prefently grew weary, 
and difpoled to kill himlelf; which the Em¬ 
peror prevented, lending him to his own Houfe 
with a Guard of Soldiers; but afterwards 
finding that he pra&iled the Soldiers againft 
him, and that the Soldiers were inclined to 
him, as one likely to let them do what they 
lift, he was put to death. 
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CHAP. XV. 

Of Julius Verus Maximinus and Maximus. 

Julius Verus Maximinus Son of Micca and 
V j. Abaqua y the one a Goth the ocher an 
Alain 3 born in a Village of Thrace about A. D. 

175. reigned five Years more or left, was flain 
with his Son Maximus about the Age of fixty 
five Years, was a Gyant in Stature, Bulk, 
Strength, Force, Boldneft, Eating, &c. a great 
Enemy to Idlencft, Filthineft,d^c. which made 
him retire under Elagabale ; but otherwile Im¬ 
pious, Sacrilegious, Ungrateful in the higheft 
degree to his Emperor, who had brought him 
from his Retreat, made him General of his 
Armies, and had thoughts of Marrying his Si¬ 
fter to his Son ; Murdring him, and all thole 
who had aflifted him in his neceflitous and low 
Condition ; Cruel and Avaritious, putting to 
death all Alexander's Friends and Counfellors, 
all the chiefeft Chriftians, all the Eminenreft 
Perlons of the Commonwealth to get their 
Wealth ; luborning Accufers, Informers and 
Calumniators againft them: an incredible num¬ 
ber of whom was put to death by Vupienus , &c. 
Inconfiderat, Rafh, Imprudent,’even in War, 
lofing by his ill Conduct an Army that he car¬ 
ried againft the Perjians , and at laft his File 
alio by his indilcreet belieging of Aquileia, which 
not being able to take, he acculcd his Officers, 
and put molt of them to death, which made

the whole Army rile againft him, and kill him 
and his Son in his Tent. 

Maximinus and his Son, Iy. Caper and Pollux 
naked on foot with their Bucklers and Javelins! 

Maximinus and Maximus , R. Neptune fitting, 
and two Tritons who were the Sons of Neptune 
and Salacia cPOY2hN»N. which is no other 
than Uf\scn } (the like Letters being often chang¬ 
ed one into another ) a City of Bitbynia upon 
the Sea of Propontis.

CHAP. XVI. 

Of M. Anton. Gordianits, Father and Son. 

§• I-A lT Anton. Gor dianus, Son of Met tills 
IVI. Manillas, and Ulpia Gbdiana, was 
born A. D. 15S. reigned eighteen Months and 
hanged himlelf, becaufe his Son was defeated 
and fiain, through Defpair, being above eighty 
Years Old. He was exceedingly Noble, Rich 
and Learned; was alio of very good Reputa¬ 
tion for Prudence, Moderation, Sobriety, Neat- 
nefs. Liberality and Magnanimity. Fie was 
proclaimed Emperor being abfent at Thyfdrum 
in Ajrick his Government, utterly again!! his 
will; nor did he accept of it, till conftraincd 
by force. Fie affociated his Son to him, anti 
font him with a new railed Army againft Ca- 
fellianus , who headed the Army of Maximtn, 
by whom he was (lain; which the old Man 
hearing, rather than come into the Hands ot 
his Enemy, hanged himlelf: Both their Bodies 
were ( as they were a Tranfporting to Rome to 
their Sepulchres ) drowned in the Sea. 

Flis Wife was Fadia OreJNHa, Daughter of 
Annins Severn, of the Family of Antoninus.

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1 . M. Antoninus Gordianus their Son was 
born A. D. 191. and flain about forty fix Years 
Old, was a Man of very good Underftanding, 
Honefty, Integrity, Civility, but not ufed to 
Wars; and befides much given toPleafure, for 
he married not but kept many Concubines; 
he was Bald, and of a long Vifage, by which 
only his Medals are diftinguifhed from his Fa¬ 
thers. His Sifter was Mettia Faujlina, married 
to Julius Balbus. 


CHAP. XVII. 

Of D. C£l 1 us Balbinus. M. Clodius Pupe- 
nus. Ant. Gordianus. 

i.Y'\ Callus Balbinus was born A. D. 179. 

M J- reigned about a Year, and with Pup- 
ms was fiain by the Soldiers about the Age of 
fixty Years, was of a noble Family, very Rich, 
Prudent, Cheerful, Bountiful, Sincere, peace¬ 
ful Difpofition. He was efteemcd a great Po- 
litian, having governed many Provinces with 
great Reputation; but not experienced in War; 
therefore there was joined to him Pupienus, a 
fevere warlike Perfon ; thele two falling to de- 
fpile one another, and both of them the young 
Gordian, together with lome dif con tents which 
the Soldiers received about their Election, made 
the Soldiers kill them both.

Pupienus Maximus, Son or Maxi¬ 
ms and Prima , was born A. D. 17 >- reigned 
about one Year and was flain, aged leventy 
four Years; was of a fevere Countenance, So¬

Years, was nobly defeended, very well inclin¬ 
ed, Knowing, Eloquent, defective in nothing 
but Age, and exceedingly beloved of all Men ; 
till giving himfelf to his Pleafares, his Eunuchs 
and Courtiers took Licence to do many Inju- 
ftices. But after he married Trancpnillina the 
Daughter of Mifitheus , an upright, wife, and 
experienced Man, he was guided wholly by 
his Counfels, and firft dialed away thofc Ver¬ 
min of Courtiers, and let good Men in Com¬ 
mand : and profpered mightily, reducing Sabi- 
nianus a Rebel, and Conquering the Perfans, 
till Mifithe us dying, the Traytor Philip turning, 
by many Artifices, the Army againft Gor dianus, 
at lafi: Murdered him : He was afterwards 
Conlecrated.

2. G. MeJJius Quintus Trajanus Decius born at 
Bubalia (Buda) A. D. ail. reigned about two 
Years, and died fwallowed in a Marifh as he 
was flying from Cneva King of the Goths ; he 
was a prudent Pcrfon able to govern a great 
Empire, by reafon of his Experience, Vigilant, 
Cuuragious, not Ambitious, Fair-conditioned 
but a cruel Perfecutor ol the Chriflians, info- 
much that he flew a Kings Son, an Hcilage ia 
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his Court, only becaule he faw him frequent 
the Chriftians Church. The Arabians were fo 
implacably offended with him, that to keep 
them in order (fince he could not fend an 
Army againft them) he cauled many Lyons, 
as alio Serpents of both Sexes to be brought out 
of Ljbia and fent amongft them. 

Dacia, A Woman with an Afs’s Head upon 
a Spear. Dacia contains Tranfilvania,Moldavia, 
and Walachia ; the People were called Get a by 
the Greeks ; they carried an Afs’s Head as their 
chief Enlign before the Battel, intimating their 
Conftancy and Fearlefnels of Death, their Suf¬ 
ferance alfo, &c. alio a Sign of good Luck. 

CEll- KOA- Septimia Colonia Rhefanejiorum. 
Anno i. A City in Mefopotamia near the River 
Aborus, made a Colony by Sept. Sevents. 

HisWife was Herennia Sallujlia Barbia Orbiana, 
of whom little is written* and very few Medals 
found; tho others lay that (he was the Wife of 
Alex. Severus, and that Deem s Wife was Herennia 
Etrufcilla. 

His Son was L. Herennius Hetrtifcus Mejfius Dt - 
cuts, made by his Father Cat far at the beginning 
of his Empire, and Auguftus when he took him 
with him in his Expedition againft the Goths; 
where he was flain with an Arrow valiantly 
fighting in the Van guard ; which being related 
to his Father, he laid, the lols of one Soldier 
was no great matter.

of the Army, and what more Men he could 
get together, put himleli fpeedily in a condi¬ 
tion to fight them ; but becaufe of the Perfjtms 
then Invading, and the Piague within ruining, 
the Empire, he cliole rather to make them a 
Bridge of Gold, and (end them away with a 
Saturn of Money j which though Difeonorabie, 
yet was then aneceflary Compoficion. Return¬ 
ing to Rome,\vz began to make Preparation again!!

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Galliems, after the departure of his Father, I>gonna. 
having the charge of the Weft,and being bufied 
in repelling the Germans who invaded Gallia j 
Jngenuus General in Pannonia rebelled, and de¬ 
clared himlelf Augufius, againft whom Gallienm 
fought near Murcia, and conquering him,he flow 
himlelf. 

Nonius Regiliattus gathered up in Mafia the Regilianus 
fcactered Troops of Ingemm , where he com¬ 
manded lbme Legions lor defence of the Coun¬ 
try againft the Sarmata ; he was declared Em¬ 
peror as it were in Jeft; one declining Rex , 

Regis, Regi, Regilius, Regiliamts , as if thereby 
dcltined to reign: Though a very Valiant, and 
againft the Sarmata, a very Fortunate Captain, 
yet Gallienus came upon him, and overcame 
him: His Soldiers, to make their Peace the 
better, flew him. Fie was conlecrated as his 
1 Medals intimate. 

5. M Fulanus Macriantis , by his Prudence , Macrianui 
Valor, Conftancy and Integrity, came to be of 
jfuch Authority, that Valerian, at his departure 
into the Eaft, committed the Charge of the 
Annies unto him : Valerian being taken, and 
the Soldiers wanting a Commander,they chided 
him {Bahfa refufing it becaule of his Age) Em- 
, peror, with his two Sons Macriantis and Quietus. 

Having therefore fettled the Eaft as well as he 
I could, he left Bali fa and Odenatus to light 
I againft the Per fans : Himlelf, with his Son Ma- 
i trianus , and an Army of Forty thouland cholcn 
Men, came for Italy j but in Illyricum were 
fought, and by Aureolus (who there made him* 
lelf Emperor, pretending it was by the confent

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of Galllenus) and his Lieurenanr-General Dom- 
tius Domitianus. they were vanquiflicd and flain. 

Mari anus 4/ Fulvius Macrianus the Son, was for his ex¬ 

traordinary Strength and Valor, though young, 
made a Tribune by Valerianus. Some Medals 
both of the Father and Son. 

Q^itcf'.ts. C. Fulvius Quietus , being left in the Eaft with 
Balijla , recovered a great part of the Country 
to the Rosnans ; but after the lofs ol his Father 
and Brother, Aureolus lent Odenatus to fight 
againft them, who flew, at Emefa, Balijla ; and 
the Emcftans flew Quietus after their Defeat. 

JiaHjht. Scrvius Anicius Balijla, YrafeBus Yratorii to 
Valerian , an exceeding prudent, valiant Perfon; 
after Macrianus % Defeat, buffered himlelftobe 
made Emperor ; he won very great Vi&ories 
over the Yerfian, forcing him to fly to the ut- 
moft Delarts of his Kingdom, taking alio his 
Trcalures and Wives, but was afterwards (lain 
by Odenatus. Some, but few. Medals of Quietm 
and him. 

C.knatus. 4. Odenatus was firft General of the Valtnpt- 
titans, and took part with the Yerfuns againft 
the Romans ; but was afterwards, by Valeri anus, 
won over to the Romans • and when he went 
againft the Yerjhns, his Country-men made him 
King,* afterwards Galliemts made him Em peor, 
bccauleof his vindicating the Eaft from the Per- 
Jims. He was exceedingly Prudent,Valiant, &c. 
but above belief Indefatigable, having been the 
greateft Hunter of all the Eaft. He drove Sapor 
beyond Ctejipbon, which he took with all his 
Wives, Satraps and Treafiire; which lb enraged 
Sapor j that he lleacd Valerian, and filled up a 

Valley 
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Valley with the Bodies of the Captive Romans, 
which he there flew, and marched over them. 
Odenatus, after that, fought with him, and over¬ 
came; but was at laft, together with his Son 
Herodes or Herodianus, flain by his Nephew Mao- 
nius ; for Odenatus and he being together on 
Hunting, and a wild Beaft coming upon them 
two, Odenatus forbad the young Man to ftrike, 
layinghimfelfwould flay it; notwithftanding 
Maonius flew it, and this he did feveral times 
after he was chid; which made the Emperor 
take his Horfe from him, and make him goon 
foot, which, in that Country, was a great Dif- 
grace. Maonius therefore threatned Revenge, 
his Uncle put him in Irons, whence afeer a few 
days, by the Interceflion of Herodes, he was 
delivered ; in requital whereof, he flew both of 
them at a Banquet 1 Himfelf, for his detcftable 
Life, being by his own Friends Ihortly after 
flain. 

Odenatus had Herodes by a former Wire, by 
Zenabia (who was thought confenting to the 
Murther, that her Sons might come to the 
Crown) Herennianus and Timolaus. 

Herodes or Herodianus was, though Valiant, 
altogether unlike his Father, being given to the 
I uxury and Dclicatcnelsofthe AJiaticks , which 
his Father bore withall very much, giving him 
all Sapors Concubines and Jewels. Some Me¬ 
dals of them both, (that is, Odenatus and He¬ 
rodes.) He leems to have had a Son called 
Hermias VdbaUaibus.

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Valens. 5. P. Valerius Valens, a wife valiant and expe¬ 
rienced Man, let over Achaia by GaBiems , when 
Macriams was declarediiEmperor in the Eaft, 
(there being great Jealourtes and ancient Emu¬ 
lations betwixt them.) Macriams lent Pijo to 
deftroy him ; he, to avoid the Deiigns of Ma¬ 
criams, made himfelf be called Auguftus by his 
Soldiers, and fo .when Vifo came, he flew him j 
but was himfelf alfo, after a while, flain by his 
own Soldiers. 

P'j°‘ Lucius Cahurnius Vifo Frugi of the Ancient 

• Nobility, of great Worth alfo and Integrity 5-. 
and in fo great Veneration, that Valens himfelf 
was forry for his Death; and the Senate con- 
fecrated him, as being the ableft and worthieft 
Perlon in the whole Empire: Being lent by 
Maori anus 'a g a i n ft Valens , he came into Theftaly, 
where finding Valens Emperor, to lave himfelf 
from him, he alfo called himfelf Auguftus, and 
received the Surname oi The ft alms', but was flain 
there. 

JEmylia- Tiberius Ceftius Alexander MSmylianus was Go- 

nut. vernor o! Egypt, whither Equitcs only were lent, 
becaufe of cue Levity of that People in chiding 
Princes ; was chofen Emperor in a Sedition at 
Alexandria. He purged the Country of Thieves, 
and prepared for an Expedition towards the 
Eall, but was let upon by Theodotus, whom Gal- 
Items font with an Army againfl him,being con- 
f trained to retire into Alexandria , ne there en¬ 
dured a great Siege; but at lal't Theodotus got 
the City by Treachery, and took Mirny hams 
alive, and lent him to Gallienus, where he was 
Strangled in Prifon, 


6 . Sixtus 
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6. Sextus Julius Saturnims was a Perfon of Sattmunut 
very great Worth, the belt Soldier of his times, 

and was conftraincd to be made Emperor, at 
that time he telling the Soldiers, that they had 
loft a good General for a bad Emperor ; be got 
many Victories over the Barbarians, and was 
at laft flain by his own Soldiers unwilling to be 

ref cllt Trebellianus was firft chofen Prince Trebelha* 
of the Ifaurians , becaufe of his Dextei icy in 
Thieving, and afterwards made himlelt Em¬ 
peror 5 and fo maintained himfelf a long time 
in that Mountainous Country, till Caufifoleus 
the Brother of Theodotus found means to draw 
him into the Plains, where he fought and flew 
him. He was probably by fome Rebellious 
City, as other Rebels werc,confecrated : as ap¬ 
pears by his Medals. 

c. Titus Cornelius Celfus , having a long time, cdftis. 
with great Reputation, ferved in Africk, the 
Africans were adviled to make themfelves an 
Emperor like other Countries, which they did, 
and choie this Man, forcing him to accept k; 
the feventh day after he was flain by the Citi¬ 
zens o i Sicca, by the perfwafion ot G allien a the 
Coufin of Gallienus, his Body was eaten by Dogs, 

and his Effigie bang’d upon a Gibbet. 

7. M. Ptanvonius Viclorinus, Son of liflonnal icionnus. 
poffibly the Sifter of Poftumtss, a Man com¬ 
parable to any, or perhaps all the Ancients, 

had it not been that his Luft fpoiled all his 
Virtue : he was chofen by Voftumus to alhlt 
againft the Generals of Gallienus ; which he dicl 
fo valiantly, that they got no Advantage over 
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them. He was fiainby the Praftifes of Attili. 
anus, for having violated his Wife. After his 
Death Fojiumus conlecrated him,, and chofe Te- 
tricus in his head. 

Invitfui, die Sun running, either to thew 
Viclorims's Celerity in his Warlike Enterprizes, 
or his defign to go into the Eaft j whither his 
Mother, envious of the Glory of Zenobia , urged 
him to go. 

Saadi /elicit as , Fortune carrying the Infant 
Flatus, as repi efented at Thebes , as Taufanias re- 
portethin his ninth Book. Shewing, that by 
Fortune’s favoring the Enterprizes of ViBonnus, 
Riches were much encreafed. 

L. A. (perhaps Aurelius ) Viauvonius ViBonnus, 
Son of the other, was made Cafar when his 
Father was 1 made Augustus, and afterwards Au¬ 
gustus alio, probably (lain with his Father. 

A Galley I. AA'SVI. what the meaning is, is 
not known.

Of Ltd miss Gallic its, Cornelius Saloninus 
Valeri anus, Q^J'dius Saloninus Gallie - 
mis, P. Licinius Valeri anus. 

§• I. "|3 Licinius T gnatiusGaliienus, born A.C.tl 9. 

Jf. reigned with his Father near feven 
Years, and eight Years alone, was fiain about 
the Age of Fifty Years j was very Courteous 

and 
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and Liberal, Quick, Ingenious, Eafie, Learned, 
Eloquent, Vigilant, alfo Circumfpea and Va- 
liant; but very Vindicative, putting to Death 
Four thoufand of Ingemuss Soldiers in cold 
Blood ; very Debauched, Wanton, and given 
to his Plealures; which he unwillingly left when 
he was to go upon any Exploit: He ruined 
Three hundred thoufand Goths with Ten thou- 
land Men ; he conquered alfo Ingemus,Regtlianus 
and divers other Tyrants; but Fofiumus he could 
not overcome; nor did he puvlue his Victories 
againft the Barbarians, nor endeavor to redeem 
his Father ; nothing but imminent Danger 
forcing him to quit his Voluptuoufnels and De¬ 
bauchery : And as he neglected to provide 
againft the Goths , who invaded the Empire, the 
Officers of the Army flew him, and choleC/*#- 
dius in his ftead; wherewith the Soldiers were 
. much difpleafed, but the fame Officers appealed 
j their Mutiny, by Money diftnbuted amonglt 

them. „ r „ 

| Gall'unus, as the Genius of the City oi Rome, 
H’ Imrans S. C. Ur km, probably when made 
i Jttguftus by his Father, and lent with an Army 
■ to protedi the Weft j where the Barbarians 
1 niade great Spoil even in Italy it lelt: to the 
1 great Affright of the Ro?nans, who thought tnem- 

! jelves lecure by his, their good Genius s, entering 

I Galltenum Aug. (poflibly to be fuppljed SPQR 
! Statua donavit ) $. ob confervationem Jalutzs ; he 
endeavoring to remedy the great Mortality 
which continued in his time.

Galliarum ; probably after a Battle 
which he gained againft Pofiumus , he took this 
Title; Galliarum were the three Gallia’s, Ci- 
falpina, Narbonenfis, Comata. 

Apollini Conf. Aug. a Centaure (hooting : Apollo 
being Famous for it, and for his Horles, they 
are both joyned together to preferve the Em¬ 
peror from the Archers of the Per/tans on Horfe- 
bick. 

Leg Il.Parthica. VII. (Septimum) Pia.VlI.Felix. 
He gave thefe Titles to his Legions as often as 
they did him Service eminently; which they 
carried alio in their Enfigns; and was a gentile 
Invention to engage them to him. So Leg Mi- 
[ nervia P\ia F[elsx Victrix. 

Jovi Conf. Aug. the Amaltbean Goat which 
nouri/hed him, of whole Horn he made the 
Horn of abundance, of her Skin his <^£gis ; and 
made her (elf a Star. 

Soli Conf. Aug. an Ox confecrated to Apollo, 
who by his force brings forth Pa ft u rage for 
them. Mnevis was an Ox (acred to Jupiter, as 
Apts to the Moon.

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Juno Aug. Salonina, in the riabit of Juno with 
a Flower (Lilly; in one Hand the Flower oyer 
which Juno paffing conceived Mars, and which 
(jgnifieth the Chafte Love of Man arid Wife; 
and a Torch in the other. 

Mquitas publica : Three GoddelTes with Ba¬

Horns, four whereof (he took, the fitth by the 
help of Juno efcaped, and was (lain by Hercules

Dea Segetia, or Ihe that takes care of the Corn 
after it appears out of the Earth. 

5 . Publius Licinius Cornelius SMoninus Valeriantts 
Son of Gallienus and Salonina : all the Medals in- 
| feribed P. C. Lie. Valerianus Nob. Caf are of this 
Perlon. So thole with Pub. Lie. Saloninu: Vtleri - 
anus Caf. So with D. Valeriano Cafari or Druo 
Cafari Valeriano, was of a good Wit, but given 
to his Plealiires as much as his Father; being 
young he was lent to Gallia with Albinas , yec 
tinder the Command of Tofiumus to difpofe the 
Legions there to oppole the Goths. When he 
! arrived, Tofiumus had defeated the Goths, and re¬ 
covered from them a very great Booty ; which 
j Albinus laid lie ought to have prelentcd to Salo- 
\ nnrns as reprclenting his Father. Pofiumus, provok¬ 
ed by the Reproaches of that Man,made the Sol- 
i diers 

j 
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diers (to whom he had distributed a great part 
of it) to Mutiny, and bringing them before 
Colen, the Citizens delivered up Salonimts and 
Albinus into his hands, who prefently put them 
to death, and proclaimed himfblf Augustus. GaU 
lienus Confecrated his Son. 

DU Nutritores. Jupiter giving a Vi&ory to his 
Father, both of them are called his Nourilhers. 

Jovi Crefcenti Valerian ; an Infant upon a 
Goat, it being their Cuftom firft to let them 
upon Sheep and Goats, and afterwards upon 
. Horfes. 

Q'JuI. Salonimts Gallienus was the lecond Son 
of Galliems j little known of him, the Hifton* 
ans confounding him with hisBrother,only their 
Medals Ihew them feveral Perfons j Some In- 
fcripciom alfo mention a Sifter they had called 
Julia Galla, who being poffeffed with the Dc- 
Vil, was difpofiefled by 5 . Zeno Bifliop of Verona. 
She was married to Serg. Terentianus Prefed of 
the City. 

4. P. Licinius Valeriams was Brother to Gallie- 
nut by the Father, but not the Mother: He 
was made Cafar by his Father, and Auguflus by 
his Brother, with whom he was alio ilain A. C. 
269. for as Gallknus and he were Marching <1- 
gainft Aureolas, the Army feeing no hopes from 
them to chace away the Goths and Barbarians , 
or recover Gallia,Brittanny, and part of Spainjpoi- 
fefled by Tyrants j they flew them. Though 
Valerian was of good Under'(binding, Valiant, 
and not at all debauch’d ; inlbmuch that Gallus 
lamented much his death, and erected him a 
Sepulchre. 

Vto 
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Deo Volkano, he erc&ed a Temple to him as 
his Brother did to Mars , he being as neceilary 
to war as any other God. 

©set Y.hst^tfMvn. Seems to be the City it felf, 
fitting and holding an Image oi Juno Vrcmiba 
upon her Head, perhaps intimating the Marri¬ 
age of this Prince with 

His Wife Cornelia Supcra, as is very probable, 
though Hiftorians mention her nor, yet lome 
Medals do.

j, /T Ca/Jius Latienus Toflumus, born in 
I V_!. France of mean, perhaps Fqueitrian, 
Parents, was of all the Tyrants the moft Illulhi- 
ous, Generous, Conihvt, Magnanimous, Wife, 
and' beneficial to the Commonwealth ; a \ . di- 
ant and expeiienced Captain, an excellent 
Statesman, and truejufticer: Wherefore lie u as 
niaivelotifly beloved, nor oi the Gauls omy, 
bi'f many of die Reman Senators went over 
i “ y through 
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through difcontcnt unto him. Being made 
Emperor, and having flain the Son of Gallienus j 
Gallienus came againft him with a great Army 
and was vanquished; in another Battel he got 
the better, and befieged Pcfiumus in a ftrong 
City, but his Army was fo harafled with the 
Siege, and himfelf wounded, that he quitted 
the Siege, and retired into Italy ; where he 
made Peace with Aureolas on purpole to rein¬ 
vade Pofiumus more fiercely, but he Succeeded 
not. Pofiumus therefore went about to fettle 
Gallia , and to reduce all things to very good 
order for the Apace of Ten Years, till LolUams 
another General railed a Party of the Barbars 
againft him, but Pofiumus overcame and befieg¬ 
ed him in Mcntz>, which lie alio took, but de¬ 
nying the Pillage of it to his Soldiers, they rou¬ 
tined, flew him, and chufed Lolliamts in his 
Bead. 

Tofhtmm's whole Face to (hew his Clemen¬ 
cy, &c. R i. his half Face armed to Ihew his Va* 
lour. 

Pofiumus and his Son R*. Mars and Julia Do- 
r.atet rdcmbling Victory, Wife of Pofiumus ( as 
is conceived ). 

Detfion a Town in Germa¬ 
ny, probably Duyts near Golev, called ai/o 
beutfeb j near to which probably Pofiumus was 
born. 

Pojlumts Father and Son, Ik. Victory and 
Peace. Felicitas Aug. perhaps (many of his 
Medals finned with Victoria ) is meanc ViFtoria 
or VtBorina, Mother of Vitfcriwts, probably his 
Sifter. 
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A Galley Latitia Aug. probably for fome 
Conqueft by Sea, or over Britanny. 

Minerva Fautrici. It Ihould feem he was 
equally Learned as Warlike, and for that Rea- 
: fon Valerian committed the Education of his 
Son Gallienus unto him, as Gallienus did his. 
i Salus Frovinciarum, the Rhine , upon whole 
Banks all along V oft humus built Forts to hinder 
the Irruptions of the Germans into the Roman 

Provinces. . 

His Wife, as appears by an ancient Meaal, 
was Julia Donat a, of whom nothing writ. 

2. Gains Junius Cajjius Latiniiss ( or Laticnus ) 
Pofiumus was his Son, to whom Valarian com¬ 
mitted the Government of Gallia Narbonenfis. 
But Pofiumus being declared by the Army Em¬ 
peror, made him Cafar, and afterwards Augu- 
(lus. He was fo Eloquent, that divers of his 
> Conti overflies are taken tor Quintilian s. He 
much reflembledhis Father in Manners, asalfo 
in his Countenance, only he was not lb curled, 

I nor lo flat noted. 

It is Auppofed he died naturally before his 
Father, no mention being made of his death. 

<< Alt emit as Aug. Three Heads Radiant, one 
in Face ; the other half fac'd, representing per¬ 
haps the Wife and Children of Pcfiumus not 
mentioned by Hiftorians, but the like Medal 
of Sever us is lo interpreted. ^ 

Rofiv.mus on Florle-back fpeaking to his Soiui- 
ers Exercitus Lcarmcas, perhaps the Legion that 
lay at Caerleon in Biitanny. 

n' spurtus Servihus Lohiantts Commanded 
pa r t of Germany , and was General of the Hone. 
, V 2 under 
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under Toftnmus ; whole old Age defpifing he re- 
bell’d and chole Meutz lor the Seat of die Wars-; 
he reigned one Year before Vofiumtts s- death; 
Afterwards making the Soldiers work at tlie re¬ 
pairing of the l 'ortreffes on the Rhine, with too 
much Severity, they flew hint. 

M. Aurelius Marius, at flrft a Smith, after¬ 
wards a Soldier, got by his Valor and Induftry 
to be cholen Emperor after Toft limits's death. 
He was a Man of valt Strength, Pride and In- 
lolency ; though I-Iiltorians lay he reigned but 
three days, yet it is manifeA by his many Me¬ 
dals, that he reigned lome while both in Gallia 
and Britanvy. 

Victoria leans to flgnifie his Victory in Bn- 
tunny, of which V. Camdemtm. 

Lucius z/Eliav.ns was made Emperor after Lol • 
lianas by the Army about Mentz,, he reigned but 
awhile, being flain either by Tetricits or Claudius, 

Victoria Aug. the only Medal found of him. 

4. Cscrops or Cccrcft.us a Dalmatian, was he 
that much addled Claudius to obtain the Em¬ 
pire, not only aiding lleraclianus and Marti aims 
to entrap Guliitnus , hut hi info, t' giving the tulle 
alarm that Aureolas was a coming, and giving 
him the iirft and mortal ftroke. It fliotud feem 
that he rebelled a gain A Aurdian , not C allien. 

7.oftm us alio name til one Antr.nlr.us, of whom 
nothing is known. 

Amiss Claudius Casfrkus, a Per Ion of great 
Reputation, having honorably ditcher ged all 
die great OAices of the Em} he, and in his old 
Age retired, was forced by the Soldias to take 
die Empire againlt Claudius ; thole very Mai 
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flew him who forced him to be cholen. lie 
was buried near Bologna witn this Infcription. 

Felix ad omnia,infelicijfmus Imperalor. He reigned 
three Years, as appears by a Medal of his. 

M. Aciluts Aureolas a Dacian , and at Ai'A a 
Shepherd, but being Aftive, Vigilant, Valiant, 
dye. Gallien made him General of the Horle, 
and he lerved him with great Sneeds a long 
time; he was afterwards made Governor ot 
Illyricum, where, by the Soldiers he was made 
Emperor, having defeated Macriar.us , and en¬ 
tertained the reft of Ids Army, lie took upon 
him to be Emperor; Gallien could notfupprefs 
him, but made him partaker of the Empire on 
condition he would go againft Voftumus and 
1 ruin him, which lie could not do. Atter- 
: wards Gallien miftrufting him, fought againft 
I him, forcing him to retire into Milan ; where 
Gallien helieging him was flain. Claudius being 
made Emperor, Aureolas liibmitted to him i 
but afterwards they tailing out, fought, and 
1 Aureolas was by the Soldie: s flain, contrary to 
the mind ot Claudius, who would have given 
him his Life. After his death he bunt a Bridge 
in the Place called by his Name) and erected 
him a Tomb.

his Army about thirty two ''I cars of Age. He | 
was of a prodigious Strength of Body, but a 
more Heroical Courage, Prudence, Integiity, 
Conftancy, Juft ice and Capacity. Valerian made 
very great account of him j lodid Gailienus, who 
fought by great Prelents to pacific him, when 
he knew that he was offended at his Debau- 
chery, and at laft when he faw himfelf dying, 
he lent him the Imperial Ornaments in Grati¬ 
tude to whom, and to wipe off the Sufpition of 
his Murder, he writ to the Senate not to luffer 
any more of Galhenitss Friends to be put to death 
( the Nobility being very violent againft them) 
and to give himfelf the honor of Confecration, 
which were both done. There were two Wan 
upon his hands, Tetricus in France, and the Gothr, 
he chufed firft to go againft the Goths , faying 
that Tetricus was his Enemy, but the Goths the 
Commonwealths Enemies; and though there 
were a vaft number at lcaft 510000, and 2000 
Ships of War; yet he abfolutcly ruined them, 
flaying a very great number of them ; as he 
had done before alio when General under Gal 
Hems. He died at Syrtniuw, and the Senate 
dedicated tohis honor his Statue of Maffy Gold 
in a Difcus of Gold in the Senate j and his Sta¬ 
tue of Gold alfo in the Capitol before the Tem¬ 
ple of Jupiter of ten Foot high> as alfo a Co- 
lnmna rojlrata, with his Statue on the top 01 it 
of fifteen hundred Pound of Brafs. He was a 

great Perfecutor of the Clu iftians.^ 

Virtus Claudii Aug. Claudius holding an Horle, 
intimating his Governing the Commonwealth, 
reprefented often by an Horfe. 


Divas 
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Divus Claudius Cafar $ Confecratio. We read 
not of his Confecration by the Senate; this 
then muft be according to the common Voice 

and Defire of the People. 

Divo Claudio Confecratio. Claudius young, 
as about leventcen Years old ; fhewing him al¬ 
ter his Confecration to have renewed his V igor, 
and to continue always youthful. 

6 . M. Aurelius Claudius Quintilian Brother ot 
Claudius, waschofen Emperor by the Army lelc 
in Italy ; and after his Brothers death confirm¬ 
ed by the Senate 5 he reigned feventeen days, 
and hearing tha t Aurelianus was choien Empe¬ 
ror by the Soldiers, he cut his Veins and bled to 
death, or fome fay he was {lain in a Mutiny 
by the Soldiers, and, as appeareth by lus Me¬ 
dals, Confecrated after his death. 

7 . Victoria, or Victorina , leems to have been 
the Sifter of Vojlumus , a Woriian ol great Un- 
derftanding, Generofity and Artifice, as appeal^ 
by her infinuating fo much into the Soldieis 
Affeaions, that flic made them chafe her Son 
and Grand-child, and afterwards her kinfman 
Tetricus Emperors: Called Mother ot the Ar- 
mies, and being another Zenooia. . 

Septnma (as appears by a Brafs Com fet out 
by Seguinus) Zenobta feems to have been a 
Syrian and probably a Jewels at leaft by Pro- 
feffion ; or cl lb a Samojateman Ghnitian; tho 
fomc fay Samofatam fell into his Heretic by 
endeavoring to convert her from Jiwaiim. She 
never lay with her Husband after flic had once 
conceived: was a Woman ot great Unuer flaw¬ 
ing, Prudence, Courage, Conftancy, Gravity, 

& V 4 Flo- 
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Eloquence, Juftice and Laborioufnefs; march¬ 
ing a foot many times in the Head of her In¬ 
fantry, and haranguing the Soldiers with her 
Helmet; fometimes alio (he would drink with 
theOificers, whereby fhe kept thole unconftant 
Nations always firm to her. Her cxtiaordi- 
naiy Abilities, and the Services done againlf 
the Per fans, bv her Husband Odenatus and her 
felf, merited Pardon from Aureliantts. Ar firft 
ihe reigned inkier the i iile of her Sons, but 
atrerwards fhe ftilcd her toit Queen of the Eaft; 
(kfiening to (object the "’hole Eaft; and altcr- 
wa ds march into die Weft, and joyning with 
Vi'donna , make themlelves Miftrelies of that 
al!o l or which caule Aurelian came upon her, 
and in a great Battle overcame her; but offered 
h rr Peace, and a quiet Retreat; which (he re¬ 
filled, trailing to the Ai's of the Perfnms, Sara- 
teens. S-ic. which Aurelian turned from her: So 
that in fine, he belieged her in Palmyrene her 
chief City, whence Ihe clcaped upon a Drome¬ 
dary, but was overtaken at Euphrates, brought 
hack, and'carried in Triumph in Chains of 
Gold and rich Jewels ; afterwards (he had 
Houles and Lands to a great Value near Tivoli 
Tiburtium , where (he and her F.imiy lived a 
long time in gieat Honor, and left Pofterity 
after them in Rome. 

ikr.nnianrts and Timolarts Sons of O dev at ns and 
Zcuobia, one or both, after the Death of their 
l ather, were called Angujli by Gallicmts, not* 
'.vithfranding the whole Power was in Zcnobm. 
What became of them is uncertain; moll pro¬ 
bable that ILr emit.inns died before, and that

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Timolaas lived with her at Tiburtium , and left 
his Pofterity at Rome. 

Hermias Vaballathus was the Son of Herodes, 
Son of Odenatus by another Wife, to his preju¬ 
dice, it (hould feem, Zembia and her two Sons 
reigned; or elfe that Ihe governed unuer his 
Title who it feems after the Murthcr of his 
Father, was brought up in feme place oi ^r- 
mema, or there abouts, under the Protect-on • * 
the Romans ; and that Aurelian mac c ule oi ^ 
Soldiers and Subjects to quell Z embus. Moil 
I of his Medals are Revcrfes to Aurehanus. _ 

Imp. C. Aurclianus Aug. the Eaft mingled with 
fome Lines of Aurelian , T£. Vabalathus ULrim 
pj^ linage ol Vabalathus ciowned with 

; L AQm (his Father being called 

Adjcnes Herodiantts or Herodes, the Syrians com¬ 
monly (as this Prince) had two Names, one 
Greek the orher Syrian, ad}. tpuiasLe.. being die 
fourth Year of his Reign, which was the fir ft 
1 of Aureliantts ; and in another Medal the filth 
of his, which was the fecond of Aurenan. 

8. Septimus was made Emperor by the Sol¬ 
diers 'm Dalmatia, and prefcntly by them flam 
ZoCimns alfo nameth one Epitymius ; and ano¬ 
ther Achilletts a Kinlman of Zcnobm reigning m 
v, TrP f an d defeated by Diocletian ; thole two 
may probably be the fame, the Coins being 

inlcribed. A. E®<T. , 

7■'Emus allb nameth XJrbantts , but it no*. - 
that was Governor of Vdef ine, and put to death 
bv Mammi.vtus ; we know nothing ot mm. 


Demi’ 
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Domitianus alio is named, probably that Clau¬ 
dius Domitius Domitianus the General of Aureolus , 
an eager and valiant Man, who defeated the 
Macriani ; and in hatred to Aurelian (who flew 
Aureolus -with his own hand, when Claudius 
would have laved himj being Governor of 
tAlgypt, was cholen by the Alexandrians ; there 
being a Medal of fuch a one, with Ale. under 
the Reverie. 

Antiochus was made Emperor by the Palmy- 
remans againft Aurelian, who came upon them, 
ruined their City, but Ipared Antiochus as un¬ 
worthy his Anger. 

M. Firmitts an infeparable Companion of 
Zenobia,the Relicks of whole Army he gathered 
up, and when Aurelian was palled over into 
Thrace , with them, and the Aid of lome Neigh¬ 
boring Nations he made himfelf Emperor in 
Egypt i but Aurelian returning upon him, fhut 
him up in Alexandria , where he took and flew 
him. 

^.C.Pivefuvius Tetricus of aSenatorian Family, 
being Governor of Gallia Aqu'ttanica , was by 
Vicior 'ma pcrfwaded to luffer himfelf to be cho¬ 
len Emperor; he governed all Gallia and part 
of Spain, defending them with great Valor, 
Juflice and Prudence for ten Years together, 
till Fauflinus endeavoring to debauch the Army 
from him, he lent to lurrender himlelf to Aure¬ 
lian ; when the Armies met, Tetricus and his 
Friends were in the Van, and went over to 
Aurelian, abandoning his Seditious Soldiers to 
the Mercy of Aurelian , who flew many of them. 
Yet Aurelian carried both Tetricus and his Son 
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in their Imperial Robes inTriumph ; but after¬ 
wards honored him very much, employing 
him in -rning the moft important Provmces 
in Italy, a which Employment be^Y^^ong 
time in great Content; and after his Death, in 
the time of Tacitus, was confecrated. 

. Imp: Pefuvius Tetricus Aug . 
which Pivefuvius leems to be the Name 
Family into which he was adopted ; his Son a.lo 
bore the feme Name. 

Tetricus and his Son, c Aetermtas [. Imperii ] 

Auer, a Goddefs holding a Globe, on which 
Hands an Eagle; the Eagle a Symptom of long 
Life andEternity; which was wiflied to Tetricus 
to be continued in his Family by his Son. 

C. Vac. Tetricus leems to have been the cldelt 
Son of Tetricus, being on his Medals called Au- 
Vitflus, which the other was not, Hiftones men¬ 
tion him not; it leems he died prelently, his 

Medals being very rare. crv;r.*-, 

V Pivefuvius Tetricus, another Son oi C. Ytjuv. 
Tetricus , was made Cafar when very Young; 
he was led in Triumph with his Father by Jure- 
lianus : but was well treated by Aurelian, being 
left in the Senate, enjoyed all his Patrimony, 
and was much honored by all Men.

Of Lucius Donsitius Aurelianus , Claudius 
Tacitus , Annius Tlorianus, Sempronius 
Saturnisms , BonoJJuSy ALlius Procultis. 

I. T" Uciits Domitius Aurelianus , probably called 

I_i L. Valerius Aureltanns , and a flamed that 

of Domitius after his Adoption by UlpmCnmitits , 
who, it feenis, was of the Familia Donutia , was 
born in or Myfia , of Ids Father named 

Aurelius, Farmer to a Senator, and his Mother 
P. ielfefs of the Sun : He reigned fix Years, and 
was Traiteroufly flain by Mucapor. He was a 
great Juflieicr, enemy to all wicked Perlons, 
Chalte, and fo Severe, that he was accounted 
Cruel; and for that realbn Valerian preferred 
Voftumus before him to educate his Son ; and he 
was ordinarily called Manus ail ferrum '■> of ex¬ 
cellent Conduct and Dilcipline in War; lo 'hat 
fines Ca;ar, none performed luch great things 
in Pei Ion as he; defeating the Goths, and 
taking Cannabus , their General, Prifbner ; as alio 
the Llarcomans, Sucves, Sec. breaking into Italy, 
without giving them Battle, only by A.ivan- 
tagious Ski miilie,: Thence he went ro fettle 
the City, wiiere he was cried out upon as Cruel, 
for putting Ionic Senators to death : Thence 
agiinft Zenvbia, in rise way dcltroying the Bar¬ 
barians that had invaded Bithmia , lie met her 
accompanied with /babas her General, who had 
reduced Eg)pi under nor Command: their 
* Army 
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Army confided of Seventy thoufand Men at 
Emefa, where, after a lore and bloody Battle, 
he forced them to fly: Afterwards he took her 
and Palmyra , where treating them feverely, as 
foon as he was gone from them into Europe 
fighting againft the Carpi , they rebelled, fo that 
he returned and ruined the City entirely: 
Thence he went into Egypt againft Firmius, 
whom he took and flew: JThcnce againft Te~ 
tricus : Thence he went to Rome and triumphed, 
leading with him twenty Nations Captives; 
where after having fettled the Commonwealth, 
and made many good Laws; he marched 
againft the Per fans relieving Ausburg by the 
way ; but being near Byzantium, he was flain 
j by Mucapor fuborned by bis ungrateful Sccre- 
i ta. y Mnefiheus , whom he had threatned to pu- 
j niih for iome Fault; fearing therefore his Di£ 
pleafure, he fliewed the Mutinoufeft Heads of 
the Army a Counterfeit Lift of fiich Names as 
Aurelian intended to put to death, by that means 
inciting them againft him. The Army (which 
' loved him exceedingly becaufo of his Valor and 
Bounty) executed "his Murtherers, and built 
him a Magnificent Tomb in the place wheicin 
he was flain, and lent to the Senate to chafe 
a new Emperor,which they did after fix Months. 
He built the Walls of Rome , yet fimfhed diem 
nor, walled with B icks the Channel of the 
Tyber , from the City a great way down to¬ 
ward:, Ojria , reprelied the Mint-mafters who 
faliiiied the Coin,and fearing Pi,nilhmenr,railed 
an Army againft him, which he defeated and 
flew many of them. 


Tietas 
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Tietas 'Aug. Aurelian and Severina Sacrificing 
with a Star before them, which was the Sun, to 
whom Aurelian bore a particular Devotion , 
calling him Dominant fuum ; probably the firft 
Sacrifice they made in the Temple of the Sun 
which they built. 

His Wife was Severina, as appeareth by the 
Medals, for Hiftorians neither name nor fpeak 
much of her; only they fay, that one time 
Ihe defired leave of her Husband to wear a 
Skarlet Silk Gown, which he would not per¬ 
mit: Saying, that it was a Shame to buy Threads 
as dear as Gold, for at that time one Pound of 
that Si^k was equal in value to one Pound of 
Gold. He had alio a Daughter, but not fo 
much as her name is known. 

1. M. Claudius Tacitus being Prince of the 
Senate, was cholen Emperor Anno 176. reigned 
fix Months and twenty Days, and was killed 
at Tyana at the Age of Sixty five Years. The 
Soldiers and Senate complimented one another 
for fix Months about the Choice of an Em¬ 
peror j at lait the Senate chofc this, avciy 
Prudent, Wile, Valiant, Moderate, Clement 
Perlbn, and though Aged, yet Vigorous; for 
which Action they were exceedingly joyed, as 
if their Ancient Power had been returned them. 
He took well that the Senate at his requeft 
denied to make his Brother Conlul. He gave 
all the Money he had, which was a \ cry great 
Sum in, immediately to the Soldiers: He un¬ 
dertook an Expedition again!! the Goths , who 
(having been lent lor by Aurelian to help him 
againlt thcTcrfians, and finding him dead) had 

ieized 
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feized upon the Provinces near to Tout us ; 1 

where he conquered them in two Battles. He 
feverely punilhed all who had hands in the 
Murther of Aurelian ; returning back towards 
Europe , finding lo many laid wait for his Life, 
he died out of Melancholly, as is liippoled. 

Confervator Mslitum Suorum ; for had not he 
accepted the Empire, the Soldiers had either 
been disbanded or grown Licentious. 

5. M. Annins Floriamts Brother to Tacitus's, 
Mother, was cholen Emperor after Tacitus' t> 
death ; he reigned two ^Months, and either 
killed himlelf, or was (lain by the Soldiers una- 
nimoufly favoring the Election of Tr obits. He 
was not lo liifficient, as defirous, to govern; and 
therefore immediately after his Nephew’s 
death leized upon it: But hearing that the 
Syrian Legions had cholen Trobus , he left the 
Goths half conquered(permitting them to return 
] into their Country) to go fight Trobus ; and to 
that purpol'e march’d to Tarfus, Trobus being 
weaker, delay’d to fight till the Advantages 
were equal; when the Armies came in fight, 
they leparated without fighting, as endeavoring 
'an Accommodation. But Trobus mean white 
debauched Florianus s Legions f. om him ; iiiio- 
much that Trobus' s Soldiers came to Fieri anus 
and took away his Robes; but he taking heart 
put them on again ; and lent to Trobus to know 
if he would partake of the Empi.e. Trobus 
having got all the Soldiers, fent him word, that 
' he muit either be a private Man or dye. So 
he chulcd to have his Veins cut, and died,

J X P, Sempronius Saturninus a a Man of 

’greac Abilities, and who had done very emi¬ 
nent Services for the Empire, was by Valerian 
. let over the Eaftern Limits of the Empire; , 

; but forbid to come into Egypt: Yet in Aurelians 
time he came to Alexandria , where he was pre- 
1 lently lalutcd by that giddy People Augujtus ; 

; which he refilled, and immediately retreated 
into Valejtine, where confidering with the Sol¬ 
diers, that what had been done was liifficienr 
to give Umbrage to Aurelian, who never par¬ 
doned ; and that therefore they were in emi¬ 
nent Dangerthe Soldiers forced him to ac¬ 
cept the Title, which he maintained tillProWs 
reign; who offered him pardon if he would 
lay down his Arms; which the Soldiers fearing . 
Revenge, would not fuller him to do. So 
Probus came again It him, and with very great 
difficulty forced him into a Caftle, there he* 
fieging him, and there he was flainagainft the 
will of Probus , who would gladly have pre¬ 
served him. 

5. 0. Bonofus a Britain, but (pending molt 
of his time in Spain, was made Governour 
ol the Frontiers of Rbetia ( the Grijens, ) ho . 
was a very great Drinker, yet never Drunk ; ; 
and Aurelian made ule ot him to make the 
Emhalfadors of the Barbarous Nations Drunk, 
and get out their Secrets. 1 he Germans burn¬ 
ing one time all the Rowan Vehelsthat weie 
upon tire Rhine and in his Cuffody, tearing 
Punilhmcnr he made himlelf be declared Em¬ 
peror, and maintained himle.i in Gallia a , 
great while, till alter a long and lore Battle, 1 

being j 
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being conquered and taken by Probus he was 
hang’d. 

His Wife was Hunila Daughter of a King 
of the Goths, a Beautiful, Virtuous and DiL 
creet Woman, whom being Captive, Aurelian 
gave to Bonofus, to the end that being next to 
the Barbarians, by her means he might have 
better Intelligence concerning them. By her 
he had two Sons; they were all honourably 
maintained by Probus after Bonofus s death. 

Titus <l/EHus Proculm, a very Valiant and 
Experienced Captain, but much given to Luff, 
was perfwaded by his Wife to make himlelf 
Emperor; which, with the help ol the Lionois, 
and lome Slaves added to his Army, he did : 
but was firft chafed by Probus, then taken, toge¬ 
ther with his Son Herennianus (whom he in¬ 
tended to make his Companion in the Empire) 
and (lain. 

His Wives name was Vittirgia , called alio 
Samfo y an Ambitious Woman.

Ve~ 
recundum , Clement an, Vrobum, they all cried 
j out with one accord, Vrcbe Du te Jalvent. His 
I firft care was to learch out and punifli all thole 
that had alarmed Tacitus, or had any hand in 
' the Murther of Attrelian ; but all that a (lifted 
I Vlorianns he pardoned. The Senate was infi¬ 
nitely rejoyced with his Election, for indeed 
never any Man had performed liich and lb 
many noble and heroical Exploits before being 
(Emperor, as he had done; nor any Man, in 
(b Ihort a Ipace of time, lb many after ; for in 
Gallia he flew, at divers Battles, Four hundred 
thouland Barbarians, took horn them Seventy 
Towns, with all the Booty and Wealth they 
had got ; nine Kings he had Priloners at one 
time : Afterwards lie marched into their (the 
Germans ) Country, deltroycd their Army, took 
Cannon their King and his Soil P. iibners.

Son of Ca¬ 
ras, was by him made Cajar at his full being 
Emperor, and Augustus after the \icto.y o\.ei 
the Sarmata. lie accompanied his father in¬ 
to Perfui , lervived lorne Months, and was 
Murdered by Arrius A per his i ather-in-Eaw. 
lie was the belt Orator and Poet of ids time, 
belides of wonderful Magnanimity, Suliicieney 
and Virtue. He lb much lamented the death 
of his Father, that it brought a Rheum into 
his Eyes, lo that he was forced continually to 
March in his Litter clofed ; which occaiion 
i Aver took to Murder him at his return lrom

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Conquering the Terfians, and taking Babylon ; 
which tv as not known till betray'd by the Smell. 
He was Confecrated. 

Fir ins Aagufiorum : Numerianus and Carinas 
fighting againlt their Enemies, many ofwhom 
lie dead under them. 

The Name of his Wife is not known, he 
had a Son called Baftljcus a great Perfecutor 
of the Chriftians, as both himfelf and Father 
were. 

Julianas Sabinas , after the death of Cams 
made himfelf Emperor near the Tenet i, he was 
Car reel or Vcnetorsim, which was the lame with 
Governor, tie was overthrown and flain by Ca¬ 
rinas going to fight Diocletian. 

4. A. Aurcl. Carinas was born at Narbone a- 
bout A. D. ^)0. was made Cafar and Augu- 
An: at the lame time with his Brother Nam • 
ramus, he reigned about two Years fix Months, 
and was flain about the Age of thirty fix Years, 
not unlike in Difpofition to Gall terms j lave that 
he was more Cruel and Luftful,and Gallien- more 
Ingenious and IJandfbmc ; he had nine Wives, 
all which he call: off liicccflively, flew an in¬ 
credible number of Perlons without caule. • His 
Father hearing of his ill Carriage, laid he was 
r.ot his Son, and intended to lend Couslantitis 
ChU.rus to lucccedhim. Hearing that Diocletian 
reigned in Head of his Bt other, he went to 
fight him in Tasmania, where, after having over¬ 
come him, he was flain by his own Officers 
for his evil Carriage, especially towards riicir 
Wives.

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Eugenius , a Tribune, having fifteen hundred 
Men to cleanfe the Port of Seleucia , was by 
them forced to take upon him to be Emperor; 
the fame Night they leized upon Antioch, where 
the People flew them and Eugenius among them. 

| But Diocletian moft cruelly punilhed thele two 
Cities for this Rebellion ; as afterwards Egypt 
for creating Achilleus , of whom before. 

M. Aurel.Julianus is named by Ionic Authors, 
little known of him. 


CHAP. XXIV. 

Of Diocletianus , Valerius Maximianus , 
C. Carauftus, Allectus, Confiantius Chlo- 
rus, Galeritts Maxim: anus, Valert us Se- 
vents, Alexander , Maximinus Daza, Va~ 
levins Maxentius, BaJJiantts , C. Julius V,d- 
lens , Ltcinianus Licinius , Valerius Lici- 
nianus Licinius , Caloccrus , FL Delmatius , 
Jul. Delmatius, Claud:us , Hanmball 1 antis. 


r. Valer. Diocletianus (called before Dio~ 
j. des ) was born of his Father a Freed' 
man ot Amdinus a Senator, and his Mother 


called Dioclca, in Dioclea a City of Dalmatia a- 
bout A. D. 145. reigned twenty Years, quitted 
the Empire and lived retired in his own Coun¬ 
try nine Years. Afterwards killed himfelf lor 
fear of Confiantine and Licinius at the Age ot 
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lixty eight Years; was extraordinary Cunning 
and Subtile, diftruftful of his Friends, horribly 
Cruel and Inlolent, making himlelf be called 
God and Jupiter; alio Dom 'mus a Name hateful 
to the Romms, and clothed with the greateft 
Splendor poffible. To encourage the Wor/hip 
of himlelf he endeavored to extirpate Chrifti- 
anity. From a private Soldier he came to be 
Mailer of the Palace to Carus and Numerian, 
and finding Numerian Murdered by Aper, he pre- 
lently flew him, upon which the Soldiers pro¬ 
claimed him Emperor. His horrid Cruelties 
(which notwichilanding he fought to father 
upon Maximum ) oblcured his good A&ions; 
the Perlecution again!! the Chriftians he began 
upon occafion of an Oracle of Apollo , who laid 
he could not Ipeak truth became of the Juft; 
he asking who were thole Juft, it was anfwer- 
ed the Chriftians: thereupon he began to per- 
lecute them, and i pa red not his own Wife Se¬ 
rena, or any of his Friends who refilled to wor* 
(hip Idols. But leeing the great number of 
Chriftians, lie ordained to put out one of their 
Eyes. Seeing ic impofliblc for one Man to 
defend the Empire, he chulcd Val. Maximianus 
his old Acquaintance, and afterward Galerius 
Maximiams and Constantins : Maximian he lent 
into Gallia againft Amandas and lALlianns, Rebels, 
whom ho Conquered ; but was forced to com¬ 
pound with Car anfms who reigned in Britanny. 
Mean while Diocletian Conquered Achilleus in 
Eg)pt , and afterwards lent Maximianus again!! 
fome Rebels in Africk whom he reduced; and 
Galerius Maxtmiamis againft the Ter fans who beat 

him j 
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him; but returning with more Strength upon 
them he Conquered them. Diocletian went 
againft the Saracens. The great Caule of their 
good Fortune was their Concord ( which out¬ 
wardly was inviolable, though there was in* 
j ward Grudgings amongl! them all) by the 
Authority and Cunning of Diocletian ; who 
at laft leeing the great Succels of Galerius, and 
the Valor and good Fortune of Young Con - 
, famine, began to fulped his own Condition; 
and fearing in his old Age to come to milery 
by one or other of thofe young Men, he quit¬ 
ted the Empire at Nicomedia ; Herculius Maxi- 
miasius doing the fame the lame day at Milan, 
both ufing the lame words, Recipe. Jupiter, quod 
commodajti. He died, lome lay, in continual 
Apprehenfions of being deftroyed by Light¬ 
ning, which his Palace once was; others lay 
that Conjantine Marrying his Sifter to Licitiins , 
invited him to the Marriage; which he refil¬ 
ling, they lent fome threatening words; in 
as much as he favored Maximian and Maxtn- 
tius ; fearing therefore they Ihould put him 
to lome Ihameful Death, he poiloncd himfeifi 
Joan inviclo Aug. communicating to Jupiter 
his Attribute o 'i Augujtus, and afluming to him- 
felf the Name and Epcthite of Jupiter ; in all 
his Patents he called himlelf Jovms, and adop¬ 
ted Maximianus, whom he called alio Herculius : 
probably pretending to make the Chriftians, 
when they worlhipped the Statues of the Em¬ 
perors, to adore the Gods alio. 

. His Wife was named Serena, as appears by 

the Martyrologies, elpecially that ot St. .S«- 

jama 
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[anna his Neecej whom file perfwaded to 
Conftancy in her Religion, and with whom 
fhe was Beheaded on the Fifteenth of Augufi , 
as fome fay, others (ay fhe furvived her a 
while, and died of a natural Death: as allb 
was Gains ( Pope ) and Gabinius , (the Father 
of St. Sufanna ) Sons of his Brother Maximi • 
nits; and many others of his Kindred. 

L. Romponius cAslianus, and Saloninus Amandas, 
headed a great number which were diicon- 
tented with the Government of Carinas , who 
* called themlelves Bagauda, who feized upon 
a great part of Gallia, and were at laft defeat¬ 
ed by Maxvmianus. 

2. M. Aurel. Valer.' Maximiamis ( furnamed 
Herculius ) was born at Syrmittm in Vattnonia 
of oblcure Parents, about A. D. 249. reigned 
twenty Years, and was ftrangled by the com¬ 
mand of Confiantine, being about fixty Years 
old. He was Clownifli, Brutifli, Cruel, Fierce, 
LulH'ul, Treacherous and Proud, yet a good 
Soldier. Diocletian made ufe of him to a<ft all 
his barbarous and inhumane Cruelties; keep¬ 
ing ftili an alcendent above him, both becaufe 
of his better Underftanding and Parts, and 
alfo the Authority of Adopting him j lo that 
againft his Inclination he pcrlwaded, or rather 
over-ruled him to lay down the Empire with 
him :but this forced Retirement lafted not long, 
before he (ought an occafion to be in Action 
again, which offered it leif by Maxentius .. ( lup- 
poled and taken by himlelf to fie lib Son,) who 
living near to Rome, was loilicited by the Prx- 
torian Guard- and the Populace, to declare 

himlelf 
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himlelf Emperor, feeing Confiantine^ fucceed 
Confiantius ; which lie did, and committed ma¬ 
ny Wickednelfes and Inlolencies ; which Ma- 
ximian perceiving, returned from his Retire¬ 
ment to retake the Government, which he 
could not endure (hould be ufurped by his 
Son. But at firft he pretended only to reform 
and eftablilh the Commonwealth, to reftrain 
his Son, &c. Mean while Galenas Maximiamis 
had made one Severus Cos far, and lent him 
into Italy with a puiffant Army againft Max¬ 
entius , who bribing his Soldiers, defeated him, 
and afterwards flew him at Ravenna \ which 
to Revenge Galerius came in Perlon, but re¬ 
turned without doing any thing. Maximian 
hereupon thinking the Crimes of his Son ren- 
dred him Odious, came into the Army, ha¬ 
rangued them, and endeavored to pluck the 
Purple from his Son; but the Army took a- 
gainft him, baffled, and would have killed 
him, had he not exculed himlelf by laying, 

That what he did was to try their Gonfrancy 
and Affection to his Son. Thence he went to 
Illyricum , where he was alio rejected, and at 
laft to Confiantine to whom he married his 
Daughter Maximiana Faufita, yet pcrlklioully 
lought to Murder him; which he could not 
bring about by rcalon of the great Affection 
both Soldiers and People bore to Confiantine, 
to whom it was at laft revealed by his Wile; 
which Maximian knowing, fled firft to Arles, 
thence to Marfeilles, where endeavoring to 
elcape, he was caught and ftrangled by the 
command of Confiantine.

Virtuti Aug. Htrcules carrying the Boar, al¬ 
luding to Diocletian's killing Apcr } wherein pof- 
fibly Maximianus a (lifted him. 

His Wife was Val. Eutropia, a Widow, hav¬ 
ing a Daughter Theodora, who was married to 
Confiantius. She leems to have been a Chrifti- 
an at leaft after the death of Maximianus , by 
whom (he had Maximiana Faufia, married to 
Confiantine. 

5. C. Caraufms an Info Man, at firft a Pyrate, 
afterwards commanded a Fleet upon the Coaft 
of France to defend the Continent from the 
Allemans, Saxons, &c. againft whom he obtain¬ 
ed many Victories. After a while he conni¬ 
ved at their Landing and Robberies, and at 
their return homewards, fought them, and 
took their Prey, whereby he became very rich; 
not reftoring any thing to the poor People, 
nor paying any thing to the Emperor, and 
feized upon Britain ; where he maintained 
himielf io well, that Maximian was glad to 
make Peace with him, leaving him the Com¬ 
mand of the Ifland, upon Condition he ftiould 
dctcnd it againft the barbarians, lie was after 
ieven Years reign Haiti by Alleclrts the Cap¬ 
tain of his Guards. 

Alleclns being an able and experienced Sol¬ 
dier, was cholen by Caraufms to Command 
his Fleets; when for lome Mil demeanors com¬ 
mitted, fearing Caraufms would put him to 
death, he (lew hint by Treachery, and enjoy¬ 
ed the Government three Years, till Confirm- 
t/us by the help of Afclepiodotus undertook the 
d/ar againft him, and firft took from him Bo- 
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hint : and afterwards Landed in divers parts 
of Britain, fought with and ruined Alltttus, 
who feeing his Army defeated, with the defpe- 
rateft of hisMen he fell in upon theEnemies,and 
was there cut in pieces. 

4 . Flavius Valer. Confiantius, furnamed Cblo- 
rus Son of Flavius Eutropius , a great Perlon 
amongft the Dardaniens , and Claudia Daughter 
of Crtjbus, the Brother of Claudius the Emperor, 
was made Cafar by Dioclet. and Maximian, in 
which Quality he reigned twelve Yearc one 
Month, and after the Retirement ofthofe two 
he was Augufius two Years three Months, he 
died of a natural death at Fork. He was Chill, 
Civil, Prudent, Sober, Liberal, Good n-mi¬ 
red, Charitable, a very good Soldier -and 1 °- 
lititian, but wanted Learning : He neglected 
fo much getting of Wealth, that being one time 
to make a Feaft greater than ordinary, he was 
glad to tax the Houles ot the City to furmfh 
him : he was molt exceedingly beloved and 
reverenced by the Gauls. Diocletian lent lome 
Perfons of Quality to admomfh him of the neg- 
led of laving up Money; whom having pati¬ 
ently heard, he deferred to anfwer till the 
morrow, mean while lending to all the Mo* 
nied Men of the City, that he had need of 
Money, and deiired them to (hew m that time 
of Exegence how much they reipeeled him ; 
they immediately font in fuch quantities ot Mo¬ 
ney, that the Meffcngers were aiionilhed at 
it ’ V He fought firft againft a King ot the Ger- 
. ans whom he defeated and look Pnfon-:. 
■rwards againft Alleltus: nexc againft tne 
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Batavi and Frifons, many of whom he tranlport- 
cd into Gallia ; then againft the Germans, who 
came upon him fo fuddcnly at Langres, that he 
was forced to be drawn up into the City by a 
Cord, but prefently after his Legions arriving,he 
fought them, and flew almoft fixty thou {and j 
and laftly againft the Pills. He married Helena 
when he was young, a Chriftian, fecretly, as 
himlelf alfo was, by whom lie had Canfiantine, 
who was brought up by Galenas left: ho Ihould 
. be a Chriftian: from whom he cfcaped, and 
came to his Father lying fick upon his Death¬ 
bed, who prefently adopted him, not only to 
the Empire, but the Affedions of the Army 
and People. 

Divo Confiantio Pio Principi. We find not that 
he was Conlecrated, but it may be theie mo- 
deft: Titles might be rendred his Worth and 
Goodnefs alter death. 

Confiantius veiled memories atenne: a Lyon, 
Hercules loefing one or his l ingers in the Battel 
againft the Lyon, it was honorably buried, 
and upon the Tomb was let the Statue of the 
Lyon ; which alterwards turned into a Cu- 
ftoin to let a Lyon upon the Tomb of an 
Heroe. 

I-lis firft Wife was Julia Flavin Helena , never 
fufticiently to be prailed : Confiantius was for¬ 
ced to quit her and marry Theodora ; but it 
ieems bis Affection was frill towards her, and 
Theodora being dead, he received her again, 
and made her /lug’s{la two \ cars beibre his 
death, which her Son continued to her. Her 
Country feme make Em am, Ionic Bit hymn t 

where, 
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where, in the time of Cams, Confiantius was 
Governor. 

Helena veiled D H M R. i. e. Diva Helena 
Mater AuGG. Confiantine the younger being 
then dead. This, as alfo the Confecration of 
Constantine, (drawn in a Chariot, and reach¬ 
ing out his Hand towards another coming out 
of Heaven ) being exprefled thus by his Sons, 
Confiantius and Conflans. 

His other Wife was Flavia Maximiana Theo¬ 
dora, Daughter of Eutropia the Wife of Maxi¬ 
mum, who when he eluded Confiantius, Cafar, 
made him put away Helena , and marry this 
his Daughter-in-Law. She died before Con¬ 
fiantius, and left fix Children, Delmatius, Con¬ 
fiantius, Aniballianus, Confiantia lmriied to Li- 
cinius, Eutropia Mother of Nepotianus , who re¬ 
belled againft Confiantius , and Anafiafia Wile to 
Bajfianus Cafar.

5. Galerius Valerius Maximiantts lurnamed Ar-

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Maximum, and Luftful as any: Being, when 
made Cafar, fent by Diocletian againft the Per- 
Cians, and returning with lols, Diocletian made 
him run in his Robes by his Litter a great 
way together, the Shame whereof fo nettled 
him, that receiving a greater Army, he fought 
and overcame his Enemies fo much, that Dio¬ 
cletian, jealous of his Honour, recalled him. 
Yet they triumphed, and prefently after Dio¬ 
cletian and Maximian retired, making Confian- 
9 tins and Galmus Augustus's, and Maximinus and 

Sevents Ctefars. But Galerius being now in per- 
fta Liberty and Authority , denied himlelt 
nothing that his Arrogance or Luft fuggejted; 
particularly he outragioufly perlecutetl the 
Chriftians; to whom, at Nicomedia , he made 
a great Oration of the Glory of his Actions, 
and the Prolperity ol the Sealbnsj but imme¬ 
diately the Weather changed, ruined all the 
Corn and Fruits with Thunder and Lightning; 
and Maxentius made himfelf Emperor in Italy , 
where he firft defeated Sever us and put him 
to death at Ravenna ; afterwards Galerius him¬ 
felf coming with an Army, endcavoied to 
draw Maxentius to Parley ; which not being 
able to do, and befidcs finding the Country 
by Maxentius s Prafticcs, ready to rile againft 
him, he returned into lllyricttm ; where he 
made Licinius, one oi his Generals, Cafar and 
thence to Sardica in Thrace, where he tell into 
a Dileale, that all his Body was devoured by 
Worms, and fo he died. Others lay, that the 
Stench of his Body was 1b intolerable, that 
the Phylicians could not endure it, the greaceft 

d rf” 
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part of whom he therefore put to Death ; but 
one boldly telling him, that his Difealc was 
the Judgment of God fallen upon him for per- 
fccuting the Chriilians; he by a new one 
recalled his former Edicts againft them 5 yet 
notwithstanding , his Dileale cncrcaled lb 
much, that for mere Anguilh he killed him- 
lllf. 

P. D. Jovii (for Galerius being Align flu s took 
that name upon him, as after his death alio 
Maximmus did) and JLicinii inviclo rum A.'rfgufti 
& Cafins. Galerius and Licinius holding a 
Globe (as partaking in the Government) with 
a Victory upon it. Ix. Jovi Tutaton, 5ec.. 
M 011cta K arnuntenlis; for at Carnunrmi'wi 
Pannonia he created Licinius Cafar , ol which 
this Medal is the Monument; from which 
Adoption, and Maximinus s taking upon him 
the Authority of A'.gufius of his own head, 
proceeded afterwards" many Wars and Mi- 
ieries. 

His Wife was Galena Valeria tire Daughter 
of Diocletian ; in Honor of whom he called 
that part ot Pannonia which ire had drained 
Valerians. 

Gal. Valeria Aug. her Head curioiilly tiiuTed,

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6 Flavins Valerius Severus, cholen Cafar by 
Conti ant ins and Galerius after the Retirement 
of the two old Emperors, Anno 506. he was 
defeated, taken and flain by Maxentius at Tres 
Taberna , having reigned about two Years, a 
weak Man, a Drankaid, and was cholen by 
Gaknus , who hoped to have him ooedienc. 
He was over Italy and Africa [Co?ij atitius 
having Britain^ Gallia and Spain) but Maxw 
tins Son of Maxiniiamts , and Son-in-law to 
Galerius, , took it ill that Sevens, the Nephew 
ot Galerius s Father-in Jaw, fhould be prererred 
bcore him; and therefore he foliicited the 
Pri’torian Soldiers and the Populace , who 
cholo him Emperor. Againft him Severus came 
with a great Army as lav as Milan , but Max- 
trains debauched by Money and Promilcs a 
great cart of his Army, and even Atmllmus 
his Prxfect of the V net or him ; fo that Severn 
was forced to lave himfolf in Ravenna with 
the relt of his Troops, where Maxentius in 
vain befiegcd him. But Maxinuanus 'Her culm, 
pretending to compete the Difference be¬ 
tween them, perlwadcd Severus to come forth 
to a Perlonal Conference with Maxentms; which 
doing, he was entrapped by an Ambuln laid 
for him, and llain by the Counlcl of the laid

>7 Alexander , A Phrygian of mean Birth, 
Timorous and Lazy and Aged, being Sub-pra:- 
fetd of the Vnetertum, was cholen Emperor in 
sijruk ; for Maxer.lius fending his Statues to be 
adored in Africk, the People, who were alTefted 
to Galerius iciUed, and nude an luiurro&ion.

Maxentius therefore endeavoring to go thither 
with an Army , was hindered by his Diviners, 
who foretold him ill Luck if he went; where¬ 
fore he fought other ways, and lent to make 
this Alexander of his Party; and to that end 
defued him to fend his Son (a beautiful young 
Man.) for an Hoftagc; which he abfolutely 
refilling, and fearing the Revenge of Maxen¬ 
tius, was forced to declare himfolf Emperor, 
by the confent of them that were in Inlur* 
re&ion ; which Maxentius underfhnding, font 
againft them his Vr<efecius Vratorii Volufianus , 
and Zenas an old General, who defeated Alex¬ 
ander, and took him Prifoner at C in a and ftran- 
gled him. 

We find alfo fome few Medals of one N igrini- 
anus a Youth,and confecratcd ; but no Iliftory 
or Iulcription informs ns who he was ; lor 
that Conliil mentioned by Occa he is not ; per¬ 
haps the Son of Alexander. 

8 . C. Valerius Galerius Maximinus (furnamed 
Dava) Son to Galerius’ s Silter, was made Crejar, 
A. D. 506. and fo continued four Years, and 
Augufins three Years; d)ed mifcrably at Tarftts ; 
was rude and unlearned, yet loved learned 
Men; not cruel, but being Drunk (to which 
he was much additfed) he did many cruel 
Actions. So that he made an Order, to exe¬ 
cute none whom he had condemned in his 
Drink, till he had examined the Caule again 
when Sober. He was (if poffible) a greater 
Enemy to the Chriftians than any of his Pre- 
deceffors; was alfo very Silly, Unexperienced 
and lnfolent; for as loon as Galerius was dead, 
Y ^ lw 
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he thought all the Empire belonged to him, 
and therefore began to make War upon the 
rdf ( l-icinius , Maxentius and Conjl antilie ,) but 
with l.icwius firll , becaule neared. Yet he 
Ibid a while till he law what would become 
of A'la.xaitiitSj whom ConftanUnc overcame ; and 
vet longer, being alraid ot the Alliance made 
between Covflantine and Licinius ; and there¬ 
fore he (as well as they) revoked his Edict 
again!! the Chriftians; but as loon as Con- 
ft ant me 'and Lkhiins were at diftance , he ga¬ 
thered a very valt Army, ufing all Enchant¬ 
ments c c- again!! Hernias, who totally ruined 
his Army , and made him, calling avyay his 
Robes, to hide himielf; which he did for a 
time in a Earm-houle ; but Damns departing, 
he bean to look abroad, and gather an Aimy ; 
butii.il of all he put to death all his Magi¬ 
cians, &c. as coni piling with Lie arms ; aftci- 
wa. tls Damns coming upon him, he tell into 
a molt painful E ilea to, beginning with an 
Aput/ins Cuhi>;us, conliiming his Elelh like an 
hidden l ire, forced with Fain the Eyes out 
(,f his Head ; and lb he died, aeknowleug- 
ing the Judgment ot God tor his C.ruelty to¬ 
wards t;.e >.,h.illiar.s. Luvmui llew all his Clin* 
then and friends. 

Maxatiius Son of Maxi- 
wan and IV.rnfu, made himlelf be tainted 
Emperor at R-n.c. about A D. was oyei- 
cotiie bv Cm.. ant. >■■■:, and drowned in the Tybtr, 
I; v i-ig " :ei.;nc>’ li:< bears, and lived ab.-ti:

he was lb hated, and yet So negligent and un¬ 
able to govern, that the Crys ot all that part 


of the Empire obliged Cad amine to come a- 
gainll him, who firll lent him an Embuiiy, ot¬ 
tering him Conditions; with which Alaxen- 
tins was I.) enraged, that he threw down his 
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Tonic Mol.i (Tons Mihius,) which being made ot 
Boats,and opprelTed with their weight broke,and 
Maxcntins, with many of the 1 ell dell into the l\i- 
verand were drowned.His body being found trie 
Head was cut oil, and carried into Rome in Tri¬ 
umph.

His Wife probably was Magma Urhicat, he 
married the Daughter of Galenas by his firft 
Wife, whom lie quitted when made Cafar. 
Two days before the great Battle Maxentius 
was fo tormented in his Palace, that with his 
Wife and Son lie quitted it, and went to lodge 
in a private Houle. 

M. Aurcl. Valer. Romulus deleft Son of Max¬ 
entius, when made Cafar, or died, uncertain ; 
only he died Young and was conlecrated.

C. Julius Valens was created Cafar by Lla¬ 
mas (when conquered by Confiantme) whole 
Confident he was; to raile Men in Thrace 
and thereabouts, with greater. Authoi tty, which 
he did, and they fought again, where Ltcimm 
allb was beaten, and made Peace with C«- 
famine, upon condition that Valens fliou.d be 
depoled and put to death. 

Licinius, upon the lame ground, made . 

M. Martinianus , another ot its Conhdcuts , 
Cafar and Augufius ; but both o them were 
defeated and taken in another Battle ncai Chal * 
codon ■ and Martinianus put to death, but Lici - 
vius confined to ThcJJaUka , where endea¬ 
voring to raife new Seditions, he was Ham.

Husbandry; Galenas made him Empuou

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againft Maxentim ; but before lie went a gain (l 
him Gckrius died, and prelently after Maxi* 
ir.imts declared War againft him, for making 
I'imfelf Cafar without his leave , and taking 
alio from him part of his Government, line 
Maxisr i, us was defeated, and afterwards died. 
So Jjchnus became Monarch of the Eaft as 
C i;(u.u::;;c was of the Weft, who agreed very 
\v. 11 together, and met at Milan , where Con- 
Jr a mine married to him his half Sifter Confirm?:.!. 
Amongft other Articles of their Agreement, 
one was to favor the Chrifiians (letting out 
Edicts in both their names to that purpoie) 
which L:clnlits oblcrvcd about three Years tor 
feat’ of Conjiantim, and his own Vviic who uan 
a Chriftian, and alio exceeding affectionate 
to Ccnflavtinc. Bat his Hyuocrilie di (covered 
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a long right near Cicala in i\ t ?mcnla , lorce.I 
him to hy to Sywimn, and thence into Dacia ; 
where m.ftir.g Calais Cicfar he railed a new 
A; my and fought again in Cawfo Margunf: ; 
where the night coming oru hindered that 
Licinius was not totally defeated : So he 
marched away to lkr*ca in Macedonia , and 
there Cut an Ambailador to ConJlanum to beg 
Pea^cj whom, after a long time ol Dcine- 
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ration, whether he Ihould receive him, at 
length he heard, and granted Peace upon cer¬ 
tain Conditions. After which they made 
Crifhtts, Conftantm and Licinius, Cafar s. But 
Covjhmt'me being gone againft the Goths and 
Sarrn.it at, Licinius began a new horrible Per- 
lecution againft the Chriftians, and com¬ 
plained of Conjlantine with Threatmngs, 01 

taking away Thrace from him, making it the 
Seat of the Wars againft the Goths; with 
whom it leans Licinius held Intelligence, and 
made tile of againft Confiantine. After many 
Treaties of Accommodation, &c. Conftantm 
nflembled a great Army and Fleet and led 
upon him. Jul. Crijpus (Son ot Conftantm 
by Mincrvina his former Wife) commanded 
the Fleet, and was lent againft him in AJia, 
wlvleft Confiantine fought with Inin about 
1 1 'd-r ant t>k , who dilbrtlcred and vanquuned 
ilsmus! killing Thirty four thouland and 
forcing his Camp. Licinius fed to Bjzance , 
where' rallying his Men, and making ALut- 
nimss Emperor, he got up a new Army. 
But Cendant we hefieged h'.ny m Bj^uiiu , 
C.r.f'us alio with his Fleet defeated Licinius s 
I'icet coming to his Aid ; which Licinius 
hcaiing, retired, with his Wile, Son, i iea- 
iares and Army , to Chalccdon ; and whi.ed 
Constantine belieged Bjzancc, he got Aid from 
the Goths; which Confiantine hearing, left 
Crifpus before Usance , and went himielt into 
Uithyvia to tight Licinius; they met near Cbal- 
cede, where Licinius loft his Army, and cfcapcd 
withlbme Horfeto Niccmdia , where he was 

belieged 
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befiegcd by Conflantine ; there Licinius begged 
bis Life by his Wife Confiasitia ; which was 
granted, and he was fent to ThejJ'alonica , where 
pra&ifing new Infurreftions, he was put to 
death. 

His Wife was Fl. Valeria Confiantia , Sifter 
to Conflantine , a Chriftian, Prudent and Vir¬ 
tuous, endeavoring all (he could to hinder the 
Perlecution, and Solace the Chriftians; after 
Licvmss death, her Brother treated her lb 
. Nobly and Honorably, that five was in the 
lame efteem with him as Helena his Mother 
had been. Yet afterwards fhe turned Arrian, 
and perfwaded Conflantine to recall Arritts who 
was bani(bed : Afterwards flic fcem~.l to re¬ 
turn Catliolick. She had by Licinius one Son 

called Licinianus Licinius. 

Fl. Valcr. Licinianus Licinius , Son of Licinius 
and Confiantia , was born A. D. 312. was 
made Co:far at twenty Months old, at fourteen 
Years old was put to death by Conflantira , by 
the Practices of Faufia , to whom perhaps jeal¬ 
ous for her own Sons , his hopefulneis gave 
ft'me Umbrage , if not to Conflantine liimleif. 
Who forelaw that his Fathers old Officers 
applying themfclves to him, might probably 
make lome Difturbancc. He teems alio to 
have been very Oniniaftre in his Taganifm , 
which made him fulpetted by his Mother 
and her Court, tearing lome danger from the 
Vagans , whole Head this young Man leemed 
to be, as the Family of Conflantine of the Chri- 
ltians. Conflantine i after his Fathers death, 

made 
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made himConful with himlelf,and always ufed 
him as his own Son. 

II. Calocertts Matter of the Camels rebelled 
in Cyprus, and made himfelt King, bur Con¬ 
flantine lent an Army, took him and executed 

him as a Thief. - 

Fl. Delmatms Hanniballiatius, Son or Con,ran- 
tins and Theodora , halt Brother ot Ccnj anting, 
was made Confer by Conflantine, and pro- 
bahly Cafar alfo ; as were alfo his Sons, and 
the reft of Conflantine s Brethren, though inte¬ 
rior to his own Sons, or perhaps^ only Nob* 
lifjimi which were inferior to Cafar s, but above 
Vatriai. He died before Conflantine , or before 
bis Sons were advanced, who were Delmatms 

and Hanniballianus. , 

Fl. Jul. Dehmtim was Ins cldeit Son, and 
very hopeful, in many things re cmbluig Con, 
flantine , who made him Cafar and Cof. A.D.,, v 
I-Ie overcame and took Prifoner Calocertts. He 
1 elided ordinarily with the Army m Mejopo- 
ion, A • and after Confront me s death he was cC- 
liened Governor of ' Thrace , Macedonia and 
Achilla. But Con fl annus (as many lay) jeai 
ous of his Greatncls and Favor , underhand 
praetifed the Souldiers to Mutiny again t, 
and Murthcr, him, alter be had reigned three 

y fT Claudius Hanniballianus vCis the younger 
Brother, and by Conflantine made hex he gum 
and Gentium VonHcarum (i. e. Cappadocia and 
Armenia Minor) and had his H^ughte ■ 
(tantma to Wife j he gave him mat Iicfopio 
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fub!y to flicker him from the Jealoufic of his 
own Sons; which yet he could not do; for 
it is very probable that he alio was put to death 
Lv the Pra&ifcs of Confanti/rs. 

Securitas puhlicaj A liner, it Ihould leeni 
Euphrates , underneath Con. Oh. i. C. Confiantt- 
nopoli Ohfignata. Shewing that he was let there 
in thole Countries upon Euphrates , to guard 
that part of the Empire againft the Per- 
fans. 

FI avia Jtd. Confiantina was his Wife , after 
whofe Death fhe was married to Confiantius 
Gall/is Son of Confiantius , Brother of Con(lan- 
tine ; and caufed much evil to the Empire, be¬ 
ing Mortahs Alegar a, and ruined her Husband 
molt milerably ; but he being called to give 
account of his Actions to Confiantius , this Con- 
(lamina went belorc, in b.opes to pacific her 
Brother, but died in the way of a Feavor, 
She leans not to have been that Corf ant in. i 
that built the Church of St. Agnes at Rome, and 
wherein her loll, with her Aunt Ccnflantia , 
were Baptized.

I T 'L. Valer. C enfant inns, the only Son of 
' f Confiantius and Helena , < was born at 
Naiffus in Dardania , as others in Dacia , as 
others in Thrace, A. D. rv- signed One and 
thirty Years ten Months, and dial of a natu¬ 
ral death, Anno iSFt. 65. and ionic Months. He 
was Mamas and Mammas, becauic 01 his very 
great Dfgnity and Power * nothing laid to his 
Charge , but that he was too leverc, elpe- 
cially towards thole of his own Family, ha¬ 
ving put to death his Son Criffus, (’though for 
a Pretext he ferved himfelfol the Acculatton 
of his Wife Maxim. Faufia ) probably lor rear 
lead he fliould have proved too Great tor him ; 
having obtained many great Vineries, and be¬ 
ing much honored by all Men. So that Con- 
fs amine leans to have been too Ambitious and 
Covetous of Honor, jealous ot his State and 
Dignity ; and Bloody ibmetimes 111 his Flu- 
niour, cfpeciaily in his declining Age. ^ 
was alio too Negligent in his Lxpences, aid 
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not fufficiently capable to prefer Perfons of 
belt Worth to publick Charges; though Cruel 
to his own Relations and Family, putting Lid- 
ntus to death, Poyfoning CnJJms, hilling Fattfla 
his Wife in a Bath; yet was he not at all Cruel 
in his own Nature ; abolidling that cruel man¬ 
ner of death , Crucifying ; not taking Re¬ 
venge of the Egyptians for defaceing his 
Statues. 

Herculi Confervatori Caf. Hercules ftran- 
gling the Lyon. Hercules reprelented young, 
intimating Conjlantine him lei f, who whilft 
Holtage in the Court of Galcrius, was by 
him put to Combat a Lyon, which he over¬ 
came and flew. 

Jovt Confervatori Augg. He leems to mean 
Diocletian , and by Augg. Conjlantine and Lied 
nuts. 

Marti Confervatori. Mars rcfemblcd like 
Conjlantine ; Mars alfo being born in Thrace. 
Conjlantine alfo in his Youth was called Thra- 
cala ( Thracula ) prajlantijfimus ; the moft ex¬ 
cellent Thracian. 

Soli invilto Cum it i 5 the Sun (as Conjlan¬ 
tine') radious. Conjlantine being eftcemed to 
have the Genius of the Sun , his Swifrnels, 
Beauty, Vigor, unconquerable Force, Influ¬ 
ence upon his Inferiors. 

Fundator Pads Conjlantbie ; as Mars drawing 
a Captive by the Hair of the Head ; probably 
alluding to what he did in the Wars again li¬ 
the Sarmatct , whither he was lent by Galcrius 
with a few Men, on purpole to have been 
deltroyed j but he overcame, and in Pei Ion 

drew 
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drew a fierce young Sarwate by the Hair of the 
Held before Galcrius. . _ „ 

Conjlantine having on his Head-piece -jf,which 
Mark is alio found on lome ancient Ivicdals 
even of the Ptolomees , and Ionic Rowans alio , 
which whether any of their Ilicroglyphicks, 
or the Letters of the Coiners name, or what 
elfe, is uncertain. R Vittorio’ lata (over Max- 
entius and Licinius reprelented by two Cap¬ 
tives below) Vrincipis perpetui vota X upon an 
Altar ; X denoting Chrift as Julian notes, or 
fignifies the Victory in his tenth Year, 01 vota 
Dcccnnalia. 

DV ( Divas ) Conjlantinus PT (Pater) Augg. 
Conjlantine veiled, iji. Conjlantine diawn in a 
Chariot with four Horles, holding up his Hand 
towards another Hand coming out of Heaven. 

It doth not appear that Conjlantine was con- 
iccratcd either by Pagans or ChriftianSj till 
a long time after by the Greeks; yet was 
generally by both eftcemed to be Happy and 
Blcffed (a Man performing luch great Adions, 
being (as they thought) veiy dear to the 
Gods,) and though not confecrated, yet taken 
up by' Jupiter , teaching him his Hand to diaw 
him up into Heaven. Drawn in a Ghatiot, 
tlie Soul being called, by the Philofophcis, 
the Charioteer of the Body, and his Head 
veiled, to intimate his dazling Splendor. 

So that this Medal reprefents the common 
opinion had of him both by Cbrijlians and 
Pagans. 
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Confantine s firft Wife was Mimrvina, whom 
he married, being a Young Man , and the 
Son only of Confantius Cmfar ; with whom 
he lived in great Continence; and had by her 
Crijpus. 

Z. FI. Jul. Crijpus, eldeft Son of Ccnf amine 
by Minervina, born at Arks, was a Beautiful, 
Valiant, Couragious, Mild, Chafte, Conftant, 
Virtuous young Man; having all the Virtues, 
without any of the Vices, of his Father ; was 
alio a Chriftian educated by LaBantius ; in 
his Youth he conquered the Franks and Alle- 
mans in the depth of Winter; alio he van- 
quilhed by Sea the Admiral of Licinius, who 
clcaped with no more than four Vcflels: He 
fought alio with great Reputation again!! the 
Generals of Licinius, and Licinius himfolf alio. 
At length being frequently Ibiicited to Wick¬ 
ed nets "by Fan fa his Mother-in-law, and he re¬ 
filling her, (he turned her Love into Hatred; 
jhe acculed him falfly to Conflantine , to have 
endeavored to force her, who cither really, 
or for fome other private Confidcration, feign¬ 
ing to believe her,condemned him to dye with¬ 
out hearing him fpcak in his Juftihcation ; 
and accordingly he was put to death by Poylon. 
But Helena, Grand-mother to Crijpus , being 
exceedingly grieved, and blaming her Son very 
much lor that unjuft Aftion; he enquired 
leerctly concerning the Accufation, and ha¬ 
ving dilcovered the Truth, he commanded his 
Wife Fcwjla to be Hilled in a Bath over¬ 
heated.

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It fhould leem he was married to one Helena 3 
and that they had a Child , but nothing men¬ 
tioned in Hiftory: Tis laid by fome, that 
Gonjlantine ere&ed a Statue of Silver with a 
Head of Gold to Crijpus, with thisTitle 
to his Son unjuftly condemned. 

Confantine s lecond Wife was Flavia Aurelia 
Maximiana Faujla, the Daughter of Maximia- 
mts and Eutropia ; Ihe had three Sons, Confian- 
units, Confantius and C onjtans, and three Daugh¬ 
ters. After Ihe was dead they lay, that Con- ■ 
famine would not vouchfafe her Burial, but 
cmled her Carcafs to be carried to the top of 
an high Mountain to be eaten by Fowls and 
Bcafts; and that her Sons afterwards buried 
her Bones with their Father. She was a 
Pagan, and had that Reputation with her 
Husband after his Victory over Maxentius , that 
fhc perfwaded him again to Idolatry ; wherein 
notwithlfanding he ftaid not long.

ihoi tly alter, making him be lUin by the Sol¬ 
diers a little while alter he had taken 1 olieiiion 
of the Empire.

In the 
divilion of the Empire between Confiantme^ 
three Sons and two Nephews, Delmatins and 

Hamiball'inmis, (of which two the reft quickly 

ealed 
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ealed themfelves) Confiantine had for his ffiarc 
Spain, Gallia , Germany and Britain ; Coifiantius 
Thrace , Afta and the Eaft; Co;fans IHyricitm, 

Italy and Africk ; Delmatius , Macedonia, Achaia 
and Beloponcfus ; and Hanniballianus, Armenia, 
Cappadocia and Bonttts. The full Quarrel was, 
that Confiantine pretended to Italy and Africk, 
and relolved to force them from Ccnfians ; 
and came with an Army into Italy, where he 
was met with an Army which Confians pre¬ 
tended to fend to his Brother againft the Be;- 
fans, was defeated fighting undilcreedy (as 
having drank too much) and flain; and calt 
into the River Alfa near Aqitilcia. In his Fa¬ 
thers time he had conquered the Gcths and A'lie- 
mans, and as loon as he came to be Augifitts, 
he reftored At ban a fins to the Bifiiopnek, who 
was banilhed at Triers. Cov.fiantins his Brother 
lamented mightily his death: Nothing menti¬ 
oned of his Marriages.

Baaan, and all the Chriitians, fpeak very much 
in^his Honor. J By his Seventy lie alienated 
the Minds of the Soldiers Lem him , which 
encouraged Maintains, a wicked debauch d 
Pcrlbn, 8 but much acquainted witn the Barba- 
nans, himlblf being a Gaul, one whom Con- 
(tans had refeued with Iris own Kobe hom the

: "*:V 7 . a i, Inlurrcction, lent Marcelimus , 
v . a dent, with part of the Army 
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againft Nepotiamts, who not having had time 
to gather Strength, (not having reigned Forty 
davs) was defeated ancl flam, and all his 
Family and Friends alfo; fo that Rome was, 
by re .'.Ion ot the Murthers, almod dclolatcd. 

7 . Vctranh born in Ahefi, Sober and Inno¬ 
cent ; of a plain and fweet Convei lanon ; yet 
an excellent and experienced Soldier, Fortu¬ 
nate and Beloved, a Devout and Clu.uablc 
Chriftian alfo, was declared Emperor agamit 
his will by tire I.egions of Yannoma, ill Envy 
ro thole of Gaul, &e. which ha d cholera M>g- 
nonius', to whom he would not in any wile 
(thou°h lolicitcd) joyn lrimleU ; but Ent to 
Conti funs to a! lift him ag.iinil Magnentius 
But Cmfhvuws being at a great diltance, and 
Marne»iiiis near approaching to him, _ he was 
forced to accommodate his bufnefs with Asag- 
nonius ; and lb they both lent Mcflengers to 
Conilantius to make Peace, they continuing in 
the" Government ot their Provinces Uj Em¬ 
perors , yet he as Supreme. But Conjoint ms 
Kept the Meflengers in the Court, and hailed 
with all Diligence and eecrecy, lo that be 
fiirprifed Vetranio , who was forced. to joyn 
Pi, Army with Conjtamius. Conjlantius mean 
while uied him with ail Magniheence, and 
they agreed the next day to Harangue bom 
Annies ; which Conjoint ins knew lo well how 
to do (having alfo gained Ionic ot his cniekit 
O: fleers by Money) that bocii the Annies de¬ 
clared him file Emperor, and pliiciwd l eiramo 
rr 1 . c... ma. 1 .v,ll vl o‘.t his Purine , and 
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declared him a private Man. Conftantius then 
lent him to Constantinople , and in Bithynia 
afligncd him a Houle and fufficient Revenues > 
where he lived contentedly fix Years after¬ 
wards, and very Holily: He reigned about 
ten Months. 

8 . Magnetitins Son of one Magnus., was of 
great Strength, Eloquent, Confident in Pro- 
fperity, Timorous in Adverfity, diiTembling 
his Cruelty, Treachery and Ingratitude. l ie 
pretended to be a Chriftian, yet permitted the 
Idolaters their Night-Sacrifices;^ ufedMagick 
and Inchantmcnts. He was Colonel oi the 
two principal Legions (Jovian and Herculian) 
of Conftams Army, and graciousamongft the 
reft, having been Fortunate againft the Bar¬ 
barians in leveral Rencounters. Confhns being 
Gouty, and unable to endure the Fatigues ot 
War, he refolved to make ule of his Reputa¬ 
tion among! t the Soldiers againft his Mailer, 
("who in a Sedition and Mutiny of the Soldiers, 
had protected him from their Violence by his 
own Robes) aftifted elpecially by Mareellinus 
Captain ot Con/hms’s Guard, and Chreftus ln- 
tendant of the Kitchin. At Ant tin then Mag- 
nentius celebrating the Birth-day ot his Son, 
leafted all the Chief Officers of the Army and 
City ; and when tl icy had well drank till 
Etc in the night, Alagmnttus went forth, and 
retained clothed with Purple, and his Guards, 
•xsEm.re.or, (hewing himlelf ro the Com¬ 
pany, who after a ihort but efficacious Speech, 
deviated him Emperor, and adored him ac¬ 
cording 
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cording to the Cuftorn; lo did the Citizens 
by little and little, and the reft ot the Army 
alfo corrupted by his Largels: Then keeping 
the Gatos thut, that none could go forth, lie 
chole thole of his Men, in whom he molt 
confided, commanded by Gaifo, to furprile 
Conftans who miftrufted nothing ; and as be 
was returned from Hunting, wearied and allecp 
at Elne in the County of Rouftllon , they flew 
him, awaked with the noiie, and endeavoring 
to lave himlelf in Spain : To the Officers alio 
whom he knew Faithful to Gonflans, he lent 
Letters in Conftans s name, to come to him 
with all (peed ,• thele he (lew, by Ambufcades 
and other Treacheries, to a very great num¬ 
ber; and (o leized upon Gallia and Britain, 

Spain, Africk , Sicily and Italy ; till the Legions 
of Vannoma chuled Vetranio; whom Magncn - 
tins endeavored to joyn to himleii. But Cm- 
ftantins h.aving joyned to his own the Army 
of Vetranio , marched to meet the Tyrant, 
creating Gallrss (Son ot Conftantius his Uncle) 
Ctcfarf naming him Cmijlantins , and leaving 
him to govern the Ealt; To bailance which, 
Magnentius alio made his B echren, Decent ins 
and Defiderius, Cafars, and lent them to raiie 
Men, &c. The Armies on cither fide marched 
to fight, and Co?>ft.ant ins' s Vantguard was iii 
handled by an Ambuleadc ol Mc.gnmtwsj, ■ 
which encouraged the Tyrant lb, that laying 
a Bridge over the Sawn (heighrned aifo by 
the Revolt of Sil-vanus Irom Corftentins, and 
by Cmftantiuss lending Thilippns to Magnentius 
to treat of Peace) he marched his Army, which 

was 
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was there cncountred by Conftantias s Soldiers, 
and almoft ruined : So that he was forced to 
pretend that he came to make Peace, and take 
Conditions of Conftantias ; which Philippas 
there propofing, he affented unto; where¬ 
upon Conftantias gave him ieavc to march his 
Army into Pannonia , where lie ruined Sijcia 
and many other Cities; and grew lb proud, 
that he lent to Conftantias to lurrender the 
Empire and beg his Life. Conftantias anlvvered, 
God would Revenge his Treafon Mean 
while the Tyrant befieged and aflaulted Syr- 
Tiiium , where he was beaten off with gi^-at 
lofs; thence he went to Mtirfta, where Con- 
ftamins having defeated an Ambulcade ,. at 
Cibalis fought a very lore Battle with him, 
rotting a great Victory* loolinsj Thii».} tnou- 
land, and killing Thirty fix thouland and eighty. 
This being in Autumn, and Conftantias s Army 
being much weakened, lie lent part of his 
liorie to nurfue them. Lhedyrant rendez¬ 
voused .U Pavia , which he fortified, and quar¬ 
tered his Men lo Advantagioufly, that he feared 
little of Conftantias, and lo gave himielf to ad 
Voluptuoulnsls; but in the end of Winter, 
Cm fan: iu s lending part of his Army to com- 
;v.is them about, lie came with the reft, and 
ro'. ced him to fly into Gallia i where ufing all 
lorts of Crueltv, he retired to a Caftle, and 
lent to Conftantias to beg Pardon, who denied 
it. Mean while the People feeing him in 
this condition, refilled to lend, him Succor j 
yea, his own Army, to beg their Peace, belec 
him at Lyons , intending to deliver him up 

J iv.' 
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alive to Conftanttus : For which caule, entering 
into a Rage , he flew all his Kindred and 
Friends that were prelent; and laft of all 
himielf alio. Forty two Months after his Ele¬ 
ction. 

Victoria Aug. (over Nepotianus ) Libert as Roma - 
norum (to worlhip Idols.) 

9. Magnus Decent ius, Brother to Magnentius, 
was a warlike Man, and left by his Brother 
in Gaul, to govern and allure it to their Party ; 
where he was defeated by Chnodomarius let on 
by Conftantias ; but as he was leading an Army 
to his Brothers Affiftance, having heard that 
he had flain himielf, he alio ftranglcd himielf 
at Se?is.\ 

Deftdcrius his other Brother, Lome lay, Mag¬ 
nentius flew, with his Mother and Kindred, 
when he killed himielf alio ;. others lay he was 
only wounded, and that his Wounds being 
healed, he prelented himielf to Conftantias , 
who pardoned him. 

10. Fl. Jul. Galius (called Conftantias when 
' created C ajar by Conftantias ) was born ac MaJJ'a 
jin Tufcany, A. D. 515. he was made C*(ar 
! and lent to govern the Eaft, where he reigned 

betwixt three and four Years; was put to 
death by the Command oi Conftanttus , about 
the Twenty ninth Year of his Age; he was 
i Rude , Simple , Light-headed and Bloody ; 

•j though this not lb much of his own Inclina- 
I tion, as through the SiiggcAions of the tury 
his Wife; He was brought up in Cappadocia, 
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and efcaped when his Father, Brother, Uncle 
and Coufins were murthered, by reafon of 
Sicknefs, as Julian did becaufe of his Infancy ; 
they were both intended by Confiantins for 
Cluirch-mcn, and were brought up accor¬ 
dingly. He carried himfdf very valiantly 
again!! the Ter fans and Jews ; and was always 
an Orthodox Clniftian. Confiantius married 
his Sifter Confiantina to him, and made him 
Cafar, being Twenty five Years old : After 
a while he began to pra&ice again ft the Em¬ 
peror, and put to death his belt Friends and 
Officers ; of which, and other his Violences 
and Tyrannies, Confiantius being informed, 
drew him to him with fair words and ihews, 
though he doubted a long time, and if he 
could have found his Men Faithful, he would 
have declared himlelt Augttfius ; but by his 
Cruelty, Infolence and Inconlrancy, he had 
got the Hatred of all Men. So fending before 
liis Wife to make his Peace , as well as ihe 
could, (who died of a Feaver contracted by 
Indignation to fee her felt' in that condition) 
he departed from Antioch towards Conflanti- 
xople ; by the way Confiantius dilcharged him 
of part of his Train, and afterwards ict a 
Guard upon him; who took away his Robes, 
put him into a Hackney-Coach, and carried 
him to Teh /, where being examined he was 
put to death, having been a long time tor¬ 
mented with the Apparitions of thole he had 
murthered. 


11. Silviamts 
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II. Silviamts the Son of Bonitas a Tribune, 
was a valiant and prudent Man, who was 
Faithful to Con Jans, but was forced to follow 
in the Army of Magnentius , till he found an 
Opportunity to go over to Confiantius ; which 
he did with all his Men,who made him General 
of the Infantry. FIc was a Man of great Capa¬ 
city, a Clniftian, Generous, &c. But Cm- 
fiantius grew Jealous of him , which made him, 
for the Safety of his Life, to declare himlelt 
Emperor at Colen, whither Confiantius had lent 
him to light againft the Germans , wiio had clone 
much hurt in Gattlj tor the flatterers and Syco¬ 
phants of Confiantiuss Court (which were many, 
the Prince hearkening to them) perfwaded him 
that Silvantis intended to Rebel, and countei- 
feited Letters, as lent from, Sil-vanus, to tome 
Friends, for that purpoie. So that, topieferve 
his Life, he was forced to make hitnfelf Em¬ 
peror : Whereupon Confiantius , then at Milan , 
lent Urficimts , an Ancicnc Soldier, (but laid by 
by the Flatterers means) with lotne other va¬ 
liant Men, with Letters to him from the Em¬ 
peror, who dilfemblcd that lie knew any thing 
of his Rebellion; but with Infhu&ions to kill 
him ; which they did, having infinuated them- 
ielves into his Favor, by pretending Dilcon- 
tents; by which Suggestion Urficinus go: lo 
much into Favor with him, as none fb much. 
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CHAP. XXVI. 

FI. ful. Conflantiu-s } Fl. Claudius Julianas^ 
FI. Jovianus. 

i. TT'L. j ful. Confantius , fecond Son of Con- 
JC famine, was born A. D. 317. vvas 
Cafar thirteen Years and a half, being created 
that day his Father laid the firft Stone ot Con- 
fantinople: He reigned about Twenty live 
Years and fix Months, and died Aged about 
Forty four Years. He was Sober, Chalte, 
Learned, Peaceable, Bountiful, and too cre¬ 
dulous towards his Friends, affe&edly Grave ; 
his gicateft Vice was hearkening to Eunuchs 
and Courtiers, and by their Inftigation doing 
things lometimcs Cruelly and Unreafonably, 
theie Julian afterwards put to death 3 had it 
not been for that and his own Diftruftfulncls, 
Jealoufie, and Sulpitions of his Kindred, Friends 
and Officers, he had been comparable to the 
bell Princes. By his extreme Zeal alio to 
Arriamfm , lie vexed mightily many of the 
Godly Bilhops and Doctors of the Church. 
He fought againlt the Perfans and vanquilhed 
them, though with very great lols; after¬ 
wards with Maqstentius , &c. but returning to 
the Fall, the Barbarians invaded Gaul , and the 
Perfans the Fall; fo that he was forced to 
leek out for lome one to make Cafar , which 
vvas Julian Son of Confantius (his Uncle) and 

Baflina, 
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Baflina 3 which he did, and gave him Helena 
his Siller in Marriage, fending him into Gallia ; 
where Julian having done very great matters, 
was by the Legions falutcd Augufus ; which 
lb alarmed Confantius , that he left the Perf.ns 
and the Eaft, to chaftife Julian ; but as. he 
was in Cilicia a violent Fcavcr furpriled him, 
and he died with great Grief and Sorrow, that 
he left his Enemy his Heir, and one that 
was lb great an Idolater 5 that he had been 
liich a Favorer of Arriamfm , and put to death 
lo many of his Kindred. He was brought 
to Cenfantinople , and buried with very great 

Pomp. . 

Confantius Aug. Three Palms (repreientmg 
probably the three Sons of Con famine ) over 
the middlemoft ( Confantius ) a Star (perhaps 
the beatified Soul of Confantine) for that was 
in his time, and afterwards, the ordinary Rc- 
prelcntation of that ihedding his Influence upon 
Constantins . 

He was married in his Father's Life-time 
to the Daughter of his Uncle Const ant ins, the 
Sifter of Callus , whore Name and Story is 
unknown. But alter the death of Ccnslans, 
and Viftory over Magntnthts , he married Fl. 
Aurelia Eufebia, the bcautifuleft Woman of that 
Age, and very Virtuous alfo, learned, and 
of a fweec and mild Difpofition; but proud 
and intermeddling fo with all Affairs, that 
nothing could be done without her 3 an 
Arrian and great Supporter and Favorer of 
them. She was Barren, but very defirous to 
have Children ; whereupon taking lome Drugs 

into 
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into her Womb, Ihe became Sick and He&ick, 
and io died. 

Idis lait Wife was Maxima Faustina, whom 
at his death he left with Child ot a Daughter 
called Consfantia , which at the Age of fourteen 
Years was married to Grattanus the Son of Va- 
lentinian. 

2. FI. Claudius Julianas , Son of Confiantins 
and Bafilma, was born A. D. 360. was made 
Cafar by Confiantins , and fo governed hvc 
Years; when lie had made himleli Augufius , 
he reigned about one Year and eight Months, 
and was (lain in Verfia about the Age ot A hiity 
three Years ; he was Light-headed, Vain, Fan* 
uliical, but defiring to leem a great Philo* 
iopher, imitating them in all external Beha¬ 
viour, Loquicious in Lxtremity, and ioSupci* 
ltitious and Anxious for the future, that he 
conlumed innumerable Sacrifices 5 aluatteiei 
ot Conjlantius when alive, and contiaiy in all 
things to him when dead. lie vvas by Con- 
fiantius deftiued to the Clergy, and accor¬ 
dingly he lhidicd Theoiogy , and all other 
Sciences he for that Profcllion, yet Hypocri¬ 
tically having Vaganijm in his Heart 5 this pio* 
ceeded from his Matters, tome whereot were 
I *wavs j as Mar donuts , Lib ant us : and his Ac- 
quaintance with Maximus a gieat Magician 
and Necromancer, put to death afterwards 
tor tilde things by Valentiman. Julian s Ambi¬ 
tion Hill inciting him to tearcli and enquire 
after the future. This Maximus , as r.lfo his 
Mailer t/£ilefius and Jatnblichus , were the gieat 

Procurers 
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Procurers of his Apolhcy, which notwith- 
ftanding he diifembled all the time of Con ft an- 
tins. He was in danger of dead) with his Bro¬ 
ther Callus, but by the Favor of Eu/ebia he 
elcaped, and obtained leave to go to Athens, 
whither he drew alfo divers of his Philofoohers 
and Magicians; and by the Prieft of Eleujis 
(the knowingeft Magician of his time) he en¬ 
quired of his future Condition. From Athens 
he was lent for to Court then at Milan , where 
he vvas made Ceefar , married to Helena the 
Emperor’s Sifter, and lent into Gaul with a 
final 1 Army, to deliver it from the Oppreflion 
of the Barbarians ; at that time he profeffed 
Arrianifm, but coming into Gaul, and finding 
the People (fo many as knew of it) averle 
from it, he pretended to be Orthodox, ani¬ 
mating the Bifhops and Clergy againft it, 
becaule againft Confiantins: Being arrived at 
his Command, he regained many places from 
the Franks , cfcapcd many Dangers, (elpecially 
at Sens his Winter-quarters.) Next year Con- 
fiantius gave him a larger and abloluter Corn- 
million, to raife Men, &c. and then he de¬ 
feated and took Priloner Chnodomarius , and lent 
him to Confiantins ; complaining afterwards 
very much, that not himfelf but Confiantins 
had triumphed: He chafed away the Franks, 
reltored Gallia , and transferred the War into 
Germans, where he delivoicd many 1 liloneis, 
took much Spoil, Towns and Captives, and 
lent many Soldiers to Confiantins then going 
to the Eaft; and whether pulled up with 
thefe Sneedles, he made himlelf, or vvas by 

A a the 
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the Force of the Soldiers compelled, fo it was, 
that he was filmed, Auguftus ; of which he 
cave notice to Confiantius preiently, with many 
Excufcs and Proteftations Confiantius endea¬ 
vored to reduce him to reafon by Letters, but 
in vain, for he revived to maintain his Ele- 
aion; and to that purpofe, alter a while 
(his Wife dying in the mean time) he relolved 
to fight Confiantius : In his way Vadomarius with 
an Army (who had defeated one of his Tri¬ 
bunes with his Army) interpoled lumielf, (as 
he faith, by the letting on ot Confiantius) whom 
under (hew of Fricndlhip, inviting him to a 
I-call he took Priloner. Marching forward 
then 'into Illyricum and "Thrace , Confiantius re¬ 
turned from the Ter fun War to fight him, but 
died in the way in Cilicia , fo that Julian re¬ 
mained foie Emperor. The principal Officers 
and Commanders went to Julian, alluring him 
that Confiantius had named him his Succeitor, 
thinking thereby to calm his Spirit towards 
the Servants and Familiars ot Confiantius ; 
which yet they did not, be Haying and banilh- 
ing many of them, without any Injury done 
to hiuiielf by them; and diiplaccd all the 
Officers of the Iloufhold: He,, to fhevv his 
Miklnels, and to let greater Enmity amongft 
the Chriftians, recalled all the banifhed Biffiops 
of the Chriftians, commanding and licenfing 
all to lerve God as they plealed. He lelloied 
the Vturr.n Altars and Temples,. fpent much 
Money in perverting Perlons from Ghiiftia- 
uitv, proinoced lloathenilm with all his Power; 
the firft Expedition he undertook, was againft 
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the Terfians ; whither marching, at Antioch he 
was hugely affronted and (corned with Jeers 
and Libels ; entering into Terfia, he lurfering 
himfelf to be Fooled by certain llun-aways, 
burnt his Fleet, and marched into dclart and 
inconvenient places, where being continually 
alarmed and handled by the Terfians , he was at 
laft (lain by one of their Troopers: 

Apolonins Tyancus. Rt. An Athlete drawn by 
four Horlcs; intimating the Games addrclled 
by Julian to the Honor ot Apollonius , wor¬ 
shipped as a God by the Inhabitants oi Tyana. 
Many oi Julians Medals have upon them _ Se- 
rapis, Anubis , Ifis, or tome other ot their Heines 
mingled with ionic Traits of Julian ; Lihanius 
affirming that many Countries and Towns 
ere&cd Statues unto him , mixed with the 
Effigies of their Gods; and that they prayed 
publickly unto him, and that none who pi aye.* 
unto him, went away witiiout p,atoimanco ol 
his requelb 

His Wife was Flavin Maxinsiana Heuina, called 
alio by her Brother Cmjtantia , loomed to be ,i 
virtuous Chriilian; (he died not long alter bis 
affuming the Title ot Augufius. 

Ifis Faria ; which was the true name ot Ifis the 
Daughter o {Pbaroab, and married to Jcfiph \v_ho 
was afterwards worfliipped as Set apis •> to with 
TertuUian. 

5. Fl. Joviamts was born at Singidumtm in 
Tannonia the Son of Varronianus, a Man oi gre, t 
Eltecm in the Court; lie reigned (even Months 
one and twenty days, and died about thirty

and Simara. lie affociated to himlelf in the Em¬ 
pire (hts Father being newly dead) his Son 
Varronianus an Infant; he forbad and everely 
punilhcd all Idolatry, extirpating out all Magi¬ 
cians and their Superffitions. As he was going 

to Coud antimole M Dardajtane,he was found dead 
in his Bed,probably of an Apoplexy,being given 
to eat and drink fomewhat too Liberally. 

His Wives name was Charito Daughter ot Luci- 
lianus, a very worthy Perfon, who (probably tor 
the Profeffion of Chriffianityj had lorlaken the 
Court for a private Life ; but was, by jfoviantts, 
made Governor ol 'llyricum, and was fl.iin altci- 
wards in a Mutiny at Rhtims. Charito was a 

Zealous Chriftian. , , , 

Varronianus an Infant, after his Father s death, 
had one of his Eyes put out, to make him un- 
capable of the Empire.

CHAP. VIII. 

Of Countries , Colonies , Places) 

§. i. O Pain, upon their Coins is fometimes like 
O a Soldier on Horfe-back with a Lance, 
fometimes on Foot with a round Buckler and 
two Darts, (the Weapons of that Country ) 
fometimes aWoman with a Rabbet,ofwhich was 
fb great plenty heretofore in Spain, that whole 
Towns have been undermined by them ; and 
Galen thought they were proper to that Coun¬ 
try. Deus Hifpams , or their Tutelar God, is a 
full Face with fhort curled Hair, and a Collar 
of Pearls about his Neck. 

Africa, a Womans Head tired with the Skin 
of an Elephants Head : fometimes alfo befide 
her a Scorpion, Basket of Herbs, and Ears of 
Corn. Sometimes alfo a Serpent before an 
Elephant; who is laid by his hot Breath to 
draw them out of their Holes, and lb devour 
them. Sometimes with G. T. A. Genius Tute¬ 
lar is Africa. 

Mauritania , and in Hadrians Money Mau¬ 
retania . a Woman in a Soldiers Habit leading 
anHorfe commonly without a Bridle, (Infranes 
Numida Tirg. calls them) and a Switch in the 
other hand. 

Italy , lometimes like a Woman crowned 
with Towers, fitting on a Globe; to fignifie 

the 
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the Command of the World ; lometimes with 

a Cornucopia. 

§. t. Roma , owing her Name to a Wo¬ 
man call’d Rhome ; for when the Trojans lay 
lurking at the Mouth of Tiber, and made In¬ 
roads ihto the Country, their Wives troubled 
at that manner of living, by the Counfel of 
Rhome , when the men were gone abroad to 
forrage, burnt the Ships; whereupon perforce 
they built a City, and call’d it Roma ; fome- 
times therefore a Woman armed fitting on fovea 
Mountains, or on an heap of Arms, with a 
Wolf fockling Romulus and Remus , and a Bird 
or two call’d Picas Martins conlecrated to Mars 
their Father. Sometimes a young Head, to 
fhew its perpetuity and eternal Vigour* armed 
alio for ftrengch. 

Germania, a Woman with a Lance and Shield, 
like a Rhombus , with the acute Angles cut off; 
which it lee ms was thedefenfive Arms ofmoft 
Countries thereabouts. 

Sicilia is figured by three Legs in a Triangle, 
becaule of the three Promontories, Pelorum, 
Tacborum, Lilybaum ; with Ears of Corn to 
Ihew its Fertility. 

JucLea and Phoenicia with a Palm-tree. 

Armenia with a Perjian Quiver of Arrows. 

Arabia, a Camel. 

Corinth and Syracufe, her Colony, a Pegafus< 

Cyrene , the Plant Stlpbium ( a grols Stem 
with two or three branches at the top, like a 
round Ball) becaule thence the bell Laferpitium, 
either the Gum or the coagulated Juice of that 

Plant, 
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Plant, which fome conceive to be Benzoin. 

Egypt, a Woman holding a Sifirum (a Mu- 
(ical Inftrument like a Racket of Iron or’Brafi, 
in the fides of it Ioofo Wyres or Irons with 
thick ends, that they might not flip out of the 
holes, and give alfo a greater found; the Si- 
ftrum beingneld by the handle, and lhaken to 
and again in a certain Meafore, made foch 
Mufick as.forved their Turns ) Sometimes with 
an Ibis , a great Devourer of their Serpents. 
Sometimes with one Af their many monftrous 
Afs or Dog or Hawk Cat-headod Gods. Some¬ 
times a Crocodile. Sometimes a Sphinx, which 
was a kind of Ape or Monkey, more ingeni¬ 
ous than any other fort of thele Animals, 
found among!! the Troglodites , but brought 
from Egypt, the Egyptians famous for their Dex¬ 
terity and Wirtineis, reprefented themfelves by 
it. 

Carthago, on one fide a Virgins Head, on 
the other an Horfes; they lay, that at the 
building of Carthage , an Horfos head was found 
in a Pit in an holy Wood; whereby was fore- 
Ihew’d that the new City (hould be warlike 
and a great Conquerels, whence the Punick 
Name of it KAKK.ABH fignifies (as they lay) 
an Horles head : the Palm-tree Ihews them to 
be a Colony of the Phoenicians. 

§. ;. Rivers are generally defcribed like an 
Old man (becaule from the beginning; and 
thence Fluvius, and mod of the Names of Ri¬ 
vers are Malculines) crown’d with Reeds or 
Water-weeds, pouring water out of an Urne, 

and 
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an & a Cornucopia ; if navigable, with a Boat. 
Tybtr with tvyo Children fucking a Wolf. Nilut 
with a Crocodile, and many Children playing 
about him, to reprefent its Fertility. Tigrit 
with a Tiger. 

5 >. 4 . A Colony is reprefented commonly 
by a Plough drawn by two Oxen, or an Ox 
and a Cow; which at the building of a City 
were yoked together ; the Cow inward (the 
Wife being to be Houfe-keeper) with the 
Plough they made a Furrow, which fhouldM 
as it were the limits of the City 
Gates were to be, they lifted Hp^^ie'#oil§n 
out of the Earth; fo porta d portpnfo.^ Some¬ 
times alio by a Banner; for at Romf, when a 
Colony was to be lent forth, a Bairtier was fet 
up, and an inferibed Table und^tait, to mew 
who was the Conductor, and What numbers 
were to go, and whither £ that all might have 
notice who were willing to give in their 
Names- The numbers being full, out of every 
hundred they chufed ten, who were call’d there¬ 
fore Decurioneiy and made up the Curia or Com¬ 
mon Council of the Colony: thefe out of their 
own Body chufed their Magiftrates {Duumvb\ 
who, as the Conluls at Rowe, had- Power to 
call together the Curia, to propofe, and exe¬ 
cute what was decreed by them ; Quadlors 
alfo and yEdiles, &c. which were changed eve¬ 
ry fifth year; and were therefore call’d 
quennalcs $ C. V . Colon . j C. I. T. 

Colctiia Julia Togata Tarracouenfis. See a Cata¬ 
logue of all the Colonies and Municipia in 

Goltzim. 
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Goltz'ms. There were divers forts of Colo¬ 
nies ; the one Civium Romanorum ; the other 
Latina, as Col. L. Jul. Cori. Colonia Latina Ju¬ 
lia Corintbus ; others Italica ; others Latinorum 
Veterum : the differences whereof were taken 
from the perfons that went, whether Citizens, 
Allies, or Affociate, and may be feen in Si- 
gonius and other Authors. 

Municipia , were fuch Towns as kept their 
own Laws and Cuftoms, and yet had alfo the 
Right of Roman Citizens, and were call’d Ur- 
fo; in Colonies, tho they loft fome of the 
Privileges of Roman Citizens; yet becaufe com¬ 
monly old Soldiers were planted in them, the 
Governors of the Provinces, for their Security, 
chufed to refide, and to have their Conventus 
or Seat of Judicature there, whereby Colonies 
grew into more Efteem. 

§• 5- We find alfo upon ancient Medals di¬ 
vers of their Buildings, as Aquaedu&s, Pillars, 
Arches Triumphal, Forums or Market-places, 
Roftra : near to which were the Pulpits where 
they made Orations, Temples, Theaters [half 
Circles or half Ovals J for acting Comedies, 
Amphitheaters, or as if it were two Theaters 
joined together, for Huntings, Gladiator-fhews, 
&c. Circus’s for Races of Chariots, Holies, 
c fo. 

Puteal Libofts, was the Cover of a certain 
Pit made with Lightning ; which tho expia¬ 
ted, yet was not permitted to be inhabited or 
ufed, therefore was that Building fet over it. 
Near to, or under which was hid the Whet- 

ftone 
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flone and Rafbr of ASlius Navius ; near to it 
aUo was the Tribunal of the Praetor, or as fome 
fay, of the /Edile. 


CHAR IX. 

Of their Magiflrates. 

TJpon their Coins alfo are frequent Memo* 
rials of their Magijlrates. 

$. i. TV/r Any Perfons defending of their 
JLVl Kings, or deriving their Families 
from them, ftamped the Effigies of thofe Kings 
upon their Coins. Kings upon Coins are di* 
Itinguilhed from other Perfbns by an Half- 
Pique they carried in their hands, which they 
call’d 2wi• and people in the rude Age of 
the World worlhipped thofe Spears, and there¬ 
fore they arc put alfo into the hands of 
their Gods. Other Kings are known alfo by 
their Diademata ; which was a Ruban about four 
fingers broad, of Scarlet, or. fome other illu- 
ftnous and dear Colour and Workmanship, 
which was bound about their Head. The Kings 
of Rime alfo ( at leaft fome of them ) have 
thefe Diademata. The Athenians wore certain 
Cawls (Reticula) upon their Heads, adorned 
with golden Grafhoppers (Cicadas) becaufe 
themfelves, as thofe Infers, were born out of 
the Earth, as they faid. The Emperors uted 
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them not (becaufe not acknowledging them¬ 
felves Kings) but of thofe Crowns ordinarily 
bellowed upon the Soldiers for their Services, 
or a Laurel one, fiich as was granted to Jul. 

Cefar ; till Antoninus Caracalla , who afTumed to 
himfelf a Diadem, probably after his perfidi¬ 
ous Murder of the Perftans , and infamous ra¬ 
vage of their Country : after him Elagabalus, 

Aurelian , Cants, Dioclejian , and others, ufed it* 
but none continually till Conjlant. Mag. who Vide ca J l 
feems to have had a Diadem fet on each fide 'croms. 
with Pearl j but about Tbtodojius* s time they 
began to wear Crowns, for his Wife <ts£lia 
Flaccilla feems to be crowned. The carry¬ 
ing Swords before Kings I do not remember 
to have read before Attila ; who f as a fmall 
Hiftory of him, taken out of Prifcus, and is put 
out by Cansftus in Lett ton. Anticju .) going a- 
gamfl fome of his bordering Scythians , was pre¬ 
fenced with the Sword of Mars • fometimes a 
King of thofe Nations, and afterwards a God, 
which Attila had afterwards always carried be¬ 
fore him. In that Author alfo is an accurate 
Description of Attila’ s Body, very like that 
which Conte Thejauro copied after Padre Qua- 
gltds Original. 

jS. 2. The Kings being expelled , and the Corfuh. 
People brought into great hatred of their Au¬ 
thority , there were eftabhfhed in their r«om 
two Confuls; which were changed every year, 
who were the chiefeft ordinary. Magiflrates; 
convoked the Senate, propofed what was to be 
confulted, gathered their Suffrages, executed 
their Decrees, governed Province’s, &c. Their 

K Enfigns 
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Enfigns were n Lidtors, men carrying each a 
bundle of Rods or Birchen Switches, and an 
Hatchet in the midft, which all waited on each 
of the Confuls his Month by Courfe, a Sella 
Curulu , a Gown of many colours or Trabea, 
an Ivory Staff or Scepter, on the top whereof 
was ordinarily an Eagle $ fometimes alfb fome- 
what like a Flower-de-lys. At firft they were 
both Patritii , afterwards the people by their 
Obftinacy and Seditions obtained, that one of 
them Ihould always be a Plebeian* 

i. %. Next to the Confuls were the Praetors; 
and indeed at firft the Confuls were call’d Pne- 
tors; but the multitude of Employment ( efpe» 
cully matters of Judicature) increafing, and 
the Confiils, by reafon of foreign Wars, many 
times abfent. A U. C. 588. a Praetor was crea¬ 
ted a difti ncl Officer ; which was eagerly de¬ 
filed by the Patritii , as proper only to them, 
one of the Confuls being taken from them. 
About A.U.C . 501. were made two Praetors, 
the one to judge the Caufes of Citizens between 
themfelves, call'd Urbanus ; the other the Cau. 
les betwixt Citizens and Strangers, call’d Peri • 
grains. About Anno 510. were added two more 
to afiift the Confiils in governing the Provin¬ 
ces, and 57y two more ; fo that of thefe fix, 
two always remain’d in the City, four went 
into the Provinces, as they were aflign’d by 
1 or. A.U.C. 605. the number of Caufes in¬ 
creafing, all ftay’d in the City, and at divers 
times their number was increafed to 64, but 
At<gt<jins reduced them to ia. Their Enfigns 
were fix Lienors, Teg a pratexta and Sella Cum- 
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Ur And their Office was to judge Caufes, both 
Civil and Criminal. They made Shews alfo 
and Plays; and the Sacrifice and Worfhip of 
the Bona Dea was at their houle. 

s a. The next were the ^diles, inftituted Miles. 
ATJ C 171 two to aid the Tribunes in lomc 
Caufes remitted to them, and were Pleberans: 

An.% 88 . two of the Patritii were added to them, 
and call’d Curules, betaufe they fate upon Ivo¬ 
ry Seats, fo call’d. C.Cefar added two more 
who might haveinfpedhonover theCorn,cal- 
fed therefore «rl. There Office was to 
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look to the City, the Temples, Baths, publick 
Buildings, Streets; to order petty Funerals and 
Marriages, and to judge of certain Cafes con¬ 
cerning 8 thefe things; likewise to look to the 
Corn, to the Markets, Weights and Meafures, 
and whatever was fold. Lattly, they provided 
and took care of the folemn and publick Games 

and Shews. 


i. c. The Tribunes were created A. U. C. Tribunes. 
i6o. at firft two, at laft, Anm *97. ten: at 
firft all the Common people ; afierwards ot the 
Plebeian Families, but fiich only as were Sena- 

tors. Their Office atfirft was only .o rnter- 


cede, interpoft, or appeal from the Magiftrates 
to the People, upon Complaint to them of '1b- 
iurv done to a Roman Citizen by any Magistrate, 
except the D.cUtor ; and then ulu.il Form was 
Veto. Afterwards their Power increafed ; to that 
they took upon them with the people, without 
the Senate, to make Laws fP ^;/c;f^ givc Sen- 
tence, convoke and difmifs the Senate, anton 
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fiimm, to opprefs the Nobility by all means they 
could. Yet fo lac red were their Perfons and 
Office efteemed, that no man durft offer vio. 
lence to, or refift, them ; till Sulla, being made 
Dictator perpetuus, curbed their Power, and li¬ 
mited it much by his Laws, which notwithftand- 
ing were afterwards repeal’d by Gn Pompeius and 
Palikanus ; who therefore ftamp’d upon a Coin 
the Rofira, and Image of Liberty. 

Now the Emperors, tho they govern’d as 
ablolute Monarchs, yet pretending to retain 
the ancient Forms, call’d themlelves Conluls, 
&c. and whereas they could not be Trtbuni- 
plebis, becaufe the Office was annual, and none 
could be cholen but Plebeii , whereas Pontifices 
Alaxm't were ordinarily Patritii, they therefore 
alTumed Tribunitiam potejlatem , the which was 
renew’d every year; (o that Tnb. Pot. IV. is 
commonly (aid to be the lame as the fourth 
year of his Reign But this, tho the common 
Opinion of Medalifls, is not true. For Tiberius 
v. g. had the Tnb. Pot. long before he was Em- 
'peror ; fo had divers others. TR. Pot. is alfo 
• often without any number of years: oftentimes 
alfo the years of their TR. Pot. is leffer than 
that of their Reign, the Emperors now and 
then committing thatTruft to fuch, of whom 
they were very confident. 

Quxjler. §-.6. About A.U.C. 169- were the Que- 
ftors Hi ft chofen by the Conluls, afterwards by 
the People, to take charge of the publick Mo¬ 
ney in the Temple of Saturn , and were call’d 
, Urbani (P. is £hucftor publicus) atcerwards 
A. U. C. 331. they created other two, who 

ffiould 
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ffiould accompany the Confuls when they went 
to War; to take charge of the Money, fell the 
Prey, &c. Afterwards Anno 439. their num¬ 
ber was doubled, and they were fent by Lot 
with the Pro-Cof or Pro-Prators into the Pro¬ 
vinces ; afterwards Sulla made them up 10, and 
Cefar 40. Their Office was to receive and ex¬ 
pend the publick Money, to keep the Military 
Enfigns (which were commonly of Silver) to 
fell the Prey, to receive, entertain, lodge Am- 
bafladors, and fuch like. 

*7. Servius Tullus, the fixth King, was the Cenjors. 
firft that ordain’d the cenfing or valuing of the 
People, and he did it himfelf inperlou; as did 
alfo the Confuls; till being oppreffed with bu- 
finefs, it was for a while quite omitted; but 
about A.U.C.% 11 -the: e were twoCenfors created 
of the Conlular perfons; and that from f years, 
to $ years, tho their Office expired in a year 
and half (the Cenfing being ufually perform’d 
but once in five years,) and if in that time the 
one died, the other prefently gave over his Of¬ 
fice. The Emperors kept this Office in their 
own Perfons ; and the Flavian Family, (i. e.) 
Vejpafian and his Sons, took a pride to be call’d 
Cenfors, and put it amongft their other Titles 
upon their Coin. But after them we hear no¬ 
thing of it till Confi amine's time : who made 
his Brother J Delwatius Cenfor ; who was the 
lad: we read of that enjoyed that Office. 

It was a place of very great Honour and Au¬ 
thority , and had all the Enfigns of Conluls, 
except Li&ors. Their Office was to lot down 
in a Book all, both the publick and private, 

K 3 Wealth 
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Wealth of all the Citizens; there-according 
to rank them into Centuries and Clafies. They 
let out the Cuftoms in the City and in the Pro¬ 
vinces ; and made Laws alio concerning them. 
They took care ofpublick Buildings, and High¬ 
ways , and raxed the Prices of the publick Sa¬ 
crifices. They took care alio of the Manners 
of the Citizens, efpecially fuch as were igno- 
minious, yet not puniihable by Law; as Celi¬ 
bacy, Perjury, running in Debt, infamous Lufts, 
and the like ; and according to their Demerits 
punilhed them, as by carting them out of the 
Senate, i. e. when the Names of the Senators 
were read at the beginning of the Cenfbrfhip, 
fuch Names were omitted. And fo for the E- 
quite!, if any fo deierved, they took away his 
publick Horfe (for the Ecjuites were allow’d a- 
bout an 100 Crowns to buy a Horfe, which 
they were oblig’d always to make good, and 
about 20 Crowns a year to keep him, and 
when they had ferved io Campaigns they refto- 
jed him) i. e. when the Equites fhew’d them- 
felves, thofe who were approv’d the Cenfors 
commanded to pafs by, and take their Horfe 
with them ; but if any fo deferv’d, they com- ’ 
manded his Horfe to be fold, and this was cal¬ 
led Ecjui adewptio. For the Plebeians, when 
they 16 deferv’d , they remov’d from a more 
honourable and Country Tribe into one lels 
honourable and a City Tribe : or dlkcASmr/os 
relinquebant, five inCceriturn tabulds referebant,i.e. 
they took away their Right of giving Suffrages, 
yet left them to pay Taxes. All this was done 
p iblickly in the Camps/s Martins ; and when all 
was finilh’d, the Lvftrm, or Mufter-roll was laid 

up: 
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up: Vows for the publick Wealth were con¬ 
ceiv’d ; and the Sacrifices call’d Suovetaurilia 
made, and the Cenfors ended their Offices. 

jf. 8. The Kingly Power being expelled,the DiBator. 
Confiiiar Power in a fhort time began to be 
defpifed, and the people to be very feditious: 

Wars alfo grew upon them dangeroufly, fo that 
they eafily perceiv’d the Government of many 
was not convenient; and therefore in all great 
Extremities they were forced to have recourfo 
to the power of one, whom they call’d 
tOT. He was always a Confular perfon, arra 
named by the Conful alone in the night fea- 
fon. His Power was abfolute and fupreme 
without Appeal from him. All Magiftrates, 
except the Tribunes, then refign’d their Offi¬ 
ces. He had 24 Luftors, made Peace and War, 
determined Caufes, pumfhed, rewarded, as he 
thought good : his Power was only for halt a 
year. L.SuHa and C. Cafar were made perpetual 
Dilators ; but after Ca(ars death a Law was 
made, that there fhould never be any more 

Dilator. . _ _ r „ . 

o We find many times on Coins Pro Co[. Pro-Cof. 

Pro Q. and fuch like, 1. r. Pro Confule , Pro Qua- 
fiore, Pro Pratore, &c. for whereas the Offices 
of Con fills, Praetors, and Quarters were an¬ 
nual, and yet oftentimes ic was requihte to 
continue their Commands in the Wars (no¬ 
thing being fo detrimental to great Defigns as 
the frequent change of the Principal Agents) 
they invented thele Offices; that fuch a one 
fhould command ftill, for, or inftead or, the 
Conful, Prator, or Quxftor: and this began 
about A. U. C. 427. Afterwards alfo the Prae- 

K 4 tors 
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tors and Confuls not being enow for all Em¬ 
ployments, Confuiar men were lent inftead 
of Confute, Praetorians for Praetor; and forne 
Provinces were call’d Confulares , others Prato, 
ria. Some Pruconfulares Provincia alfo, which 
were fuch as were beftow’d by the people, and 
at firft the Confute commanded them , being 
continued as Pro-Confult , but afterwards thole 
were put in who never had been Confute. The 
Praetor being dead or abfent , his place was 
lupplied lometimes by the Quaelfor, who was 
men Pro-Pratore ; lometimes by his Legattts or 
Lieutenant, who had no Command or Power, 
but whai v.'is given him by the Conlul or Prs- 
tor, whole Legates he was.

Of their Wars, Victories , Rewards y See. 

*• C^\ ^ •f °f their Coins alio we learn 
. C/ much of the Time and Dilcipline of 
their Wars : Their Armies were divided into 
Legions; A Legion contain’d lometimes g, 
lometimes 4, fometimes 5, and at laft 6000, 
and leceivd the name from the order of their 
railing, as prime, fccunda, &c. Legio Or from 
the limperors, as Sluguftcty Claudia , Flavia Le- 
Rio, &c. O; from their Quarters, Gallica, Cy- 
renaica, Scytkica, Italica , &c. Of from their 
Gods, - ApUinaris , Mmervia , &c. Or forne 
Other accident, as Ferrata, Fulmmatrix, Viclrix, 
Ciemina Valens,Ad\utrix, Pia, &c. and was com¬ 
manded by a Legate or lon;e Lieutenant, and 
i;s Enfigns y/as an £agle. Enligns 
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Enligns on Medals lignifie fometimes the 
reftitution of fuch a Legion, or forne Honour 
done by that Legion to the Emperor, or by 
the Emperor to that Legion. 

A Legion was divided into ten Cohorts, eve¬ 
ry Cohort had three Mam full, one of the Ha- 
fiati , another of the Principes, a third of the 
Triarii (of thefe there were never above 600 
in a LegionJ Pretoria Cohort or the Generals 
Life-guard , was firft cholen by Sapio of the 
valiarSeft Soldiers, increafing their Pay * h 
and keeping them continually about his Per- 
fon. Augujtm had ordinarily nine of thele Co¬ 
horts, but at firft ten, laith Dion, of a 1000 
men apiece. The Cohortes urban#, for defence 
of the City, were 4 of 1 I ? ien apiece. 

A. Manipulus was divided into two Centu¬ 
ries, fixty Centuries in a Legion. Every Cen¬ 
tury had its Centurion, a Manipulus two ; their 
Enligns anciently an handful of Hay, or lome 
fuch matter, afterwards a Spear with a crols 
piece of Wood on the top, under which they 
hung Shields, upon which were Images of their 
Gods, Emperors, and other great Perlons (lo 
Suetonius. Tyberius nsunera Syriac os legattonibtts 
dedit, quod Sola mdlam Sejani^ imagimm inter 
figna coluijjent) a Hand in a Circle alluding to 
Manipulus , or forne fuch other device. The 
Cohorts anciently had no Enligns, but after¬ 
wards they had Vexilla or Banners ; VexiUa pro¬ 
perly fignifies the Enfigns of their Horle, and 
were little Veils, but are generally taken toi all 
forts of Enfigns, which were much like thole 
Church-Banners carried in Procentons. But 
Vegetius faith, in the Emperors times they were 
■ * Dragons, 
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Dragons,Wolves,or the Iike,carried upon Poles; 
but I know not whether thele before Trajan' % 
War with the Dacians ; and that Banners were 
for the Horle, and were call’d Cantabra. V t ~ 
xiSa (which were like Veils of Cloth or Silfc 
faftened above to a loole Travers on a Spear 
wherein were writ the Names of their Empe¬ 
rors. Suet, of Vcfpafian : Afi'enftre cunfli , no. 
men( h e J us vexillis omnibus fine mord inferipferunt) 
diftinguilhed by the colour, as Cantabra were by 
the Device or Motto, Labarum was that Fexidum 
which was carried before the Emperor. On* 
fbrius faith, that after Rome was reduced under 
the Government of the Emperors, Aquila was 
the Eniign of the Legion , Signa thole of the 
Cohorts, Vexilla thole of the Manipuli and Horle, 
and Labarum that of the whole Army, which 
was always carried before the Emperors. But 
I find not Labarum before Confiantims time, 
and his is delcribed by Eufebius de Fit. Confi. 1 . 1. 
c. 14. yet that fort of Enfign was in ufe before. 
Tt that Prudentius allb and the Fathers mention it very 
jort of frequently ; and how he had the Name ofChrift 
wffnuCe + 1 w I rou S hc upon it. Afterwards Julian for- 
before. bad tbar > and ,ntl 'oduced the Pagan Fexillo, as 
Nazianz. rua. a.. 

§. 2. There were fixty Centurions in a Le¬ 
gion , and every one of them had his Optto or 
Lieutenant. So in a Cohort in the Manipulus 
Haftatorum there were two Centurions, two in 
the Manipulus Principum , two allb in the Trio- 
riorum ; and the fir ft Centurion which was o- 
ver the Triarii of the firft Cohort was call’d 
Yrmtpilus; and had great Authority, as it were

the Soldiers. The Tribunes worei Gold 
! Rines, and better Cloaths, and a Sword calld 
Tarafontum, wanting a point, which they car- 
j fied in a Cafe like a Quiver. 

a - There were fix Tribunes in a Legion } 
choien at firft by the Kings, afterwards by the 
Confuls and People equally , and were calld 
Cwitiati ; moft of them chofen out of the Equt' 
tei vet feme alfo out of the Common people; 
it was a ftep to be a Senator. In the more dange¬ 
rous Wars, Senators were often made Tribunes. 
They heard Caufes, lentenced even to lols ot 
life, gave the Word, look’d to the Guards ^. 

The Legatus or Lieutenant-General (as we 
call him, tor he correlponds very much to that. 
Officer in the French Armies) had great Power 
to advife, command, and in the Geneials ab- 
fence to be General. The Legate of the Legi¬ 
ons were by Augufius calld Le£oti 
Lieutenant-Generals were calld Legate 
lares ; and were merely his Lieutenants j not 
having Right to triumph, fince they afted on¬ 
ly by his Commiflion, and under him- 

The General or Imperator had the Command 
of all, had his Ltfores, his Trumpets, his Pa- 
Momentum or Scarlet upper Garment, &c. 
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h- 4 The Arms of the Velites , or fuch, as 
hrft charged, and kept not Rank and File, nor 
were reckoned among the Legions, were, a 
Sword, feven Darts three foot long, headed 
with Iron, but weakly, that they might bend, 
and not be thrown back again; a round Buck¬ 
ler (Parma) about three foot Diameter of 
Wood covered with Leather, an Head-piece of 
Wooll or Skin of fome wild Beaft. 

The Arms of the Haft at t, Principes , and Tria- 
ru were much what the fame ; only the Triarii 
had inftead of the Pilum, a Spear, as being to 
fight commits only. Thele Arms were, 

r. A Shield or Buckler, lometimes round, 
Oval, imbricatum or equally broad with corners 
two foot and half broad, and four foot long, 
to cover the whole Body when Hooping, made 
of Boards, the lighter Wood the better, glued 
together, and covered with Ox-hide, and edg’d 
with Iron. Upon their Coins we lee often the 
An cilia, a fort of Shield like to three Ovals clapt 
the end of one upon another, the leaft in the 
midfi:. The firft of thele was laid to have 
fallen down from Heaven, and it was prophe- 
iiedj chat where that Ancile was kept, there 
fhonld be the Seat of the Empire of the World > 
whereupon they made eleven more lo likq to 
that firft, that none could know the true one: 
and thele were born in their lolemn Dances 
by the Sain. 

2. A Sword ( and in later times a Dagger) 
upon their right fide, that it might not hinder 
their Shield,about two loot and half long in the 
Blade, and made mors for thrufting than cut- 
nn fr 3. Pilum, 
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5. Pilum, one greater about 4 fingersDiame- 
ter, and long about 7 foot, with itslronbarbed 
head, and one leiTer like a Hunting Spear. 

4, A brazen Helmet, wherein they wore 
Feathers or other Crefts, not unlike ours, but 
more upright; the Soldier alfo lometimes had 
his Name and the Name of his Legion engra¬ 
ven upon it. 

f. A Breaft-plate, or at lean a fquare piece 
of Iron or Brafs which covered the Breaft, cal¬ 
led Pettorale ; but thole of better Quality had 
Breaft-plates, which were either like Coats of 
Mail, or plated like ours: the Sarmata made 
them of Horn or Horle hoofs. Some made 
them of Linnen Cloth fteep’d in lowre Wine 
and Salt, and quilted, lome of Iron, &c. 

6 . Boots or Greaves for their Legs. 

jl. AUlocutio was when the General had 
any thing to lay to the Army, encourage them 
to fight, compole Mutinies, &c. he commonly 
ftood upon a Bank of TurfF. 

Decurfto was an Exercifing of the Soldiers, 
when they were armed to run lo far, to make 
them expedite and active, 

Victory is commonly delcribed a Womans 
Head with Wings on the Shoulders ; fome- 
I times a Woman winged, crowned with Lau- 
| rel, in one Hand a Crown, in the other a 
Palm ; or lometimes writing upon a Shield, or 
Handing upon a Globe fas if the Romans had 
conquer’d all the World) a Jewel alio hanging 
about her Neck, which they call’d Bulla , and 
was worn by fuch as triumphed as an honorary 
; Ornament for their Services ; and was alio 

given 
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given to Strangers, Ibmetimes for Service done. 

Tropkeum, was a Memorial fee up in fign of 
Victory, which was the Arms of the Vanquifh- 
ed, hung upon a Tree or Perch. 

Trtumphus, one drawn in a Chariot with two 
or four Horfes, behind him a (mall winged Vi¬ 
ctory, holding over his Head a Crown/ 

If a Victory by Sea, it is exprefled by a Vi¬ 
ctory Handing on the Prow of a Ship, or fome- 
what belonging to Maritime Affairs, as a Ne • 
ptune, Trident , &c. After the Vuftory obtain¬ 
ed in the River by the Romans againft the An- 
tiates, they let up the Prows of their Enemies 
Ships upon a certain place where they made 
their Orations to the People ; which was there¬ 
fore calld Roftrai Sometimes alfo in Honour 
of a Naval Victory , they fet up a Pillar with 
little Beaks of Ships carved upon it, call’d Co- 
lumna roflrata . 

§. 6. Upon many Coins are exprefled the 
Rewards of liich Soldiers as behaved themfelves 
extraordinarily. Such were many times Mo¬ 
ney, Donatives, &c. which yet was not entire¬ 
ly left to their difpofing ; but half of it they 
were obliged to lay up, which was regiftred 
and depoiiccd in Chelts in the cuftody of the 
Enfign-bearers : by which means both their 
Debauches were prevented, and their Necefli- 
ties liipplied : befides, themfelves alfo were ob¬ 
liged to the Service, and the Generals knew 
where, in cafe of ncceflxty, fo much Money 
was icady for their ule. 

Such were alio Crowns of divers forts. Of 
Lam ei, ufed commonly by the General after a 

Victory. 
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Vi&ory: Given alfo by the Senate to Julius 
Ufar, which, he being bald, willingly accepted 
and ufed, as did all his Succeflors, which were 
Augufti ; or had abfolute Power; but thole who 
were only Cafares , did not ule them ; till Cott- 
ftantine the Great; who chang’d it into a Ru- 
band edged with Pearl, and let with Jewels, as 
it feems by his Coins, and this is not for Effe¬ 
minacy, as Julian (a continual Carper againft 
him and his A&ions) reports: but more pro- 
bably, becaule the other Had its Original from 
Idolatry; the Laurel being even as a Crown 
fccred to Apollo. However the fucceeding Em¬ 
perors were lo pleafed with the Change , that 
I find not any of them, not Julian himfelf, 
returning to the ancient Cullom. 

A Crown of Gold feems firft to have been 
uled about Tbeodofiuss time, and that at firft as 
an Helmet, or fome Ornament upon it; hence 
our Saxons call a Crown Cynt } i. e. Cinings- hel¬ 
met, the Kings Helmet, but Crowns were of 
divers falhions ; our Saxon Kings (as appears by 
King Edward's Money) uled clofe ones, not 
much unlike a Miter ; but Francis I. was the 
firft that ufed a dole or bar’d one in Ffance. 

Obfidionalis , given by thofe who were delive¬ 
red from a Siege to thofe that reliev’d them, 
and was made of Grafs cut up in the place 
where they were befieged. 

Civic a , given by the General to fuch a Sol¬ 
dier as had laved a Citizens life , and flain an 
Enemy, made of Oaken leaves, fet upon his 
Head by him that was relcued. 

Muralis , given by the General to him that 
firft fealed the Enemies Walls. 

Cafirenfs , 
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CafirenftSy to him that fir ft entred the Enemies 
Trench or Rampart, and thefe were both gild¬ 
ed ; the firft alio had Battlements, the fecond 
only Nicks like Trenches. 

Roftrata , of Gold, given ordinarily to the 
General, who had gain’d a Naval Victory with 
great labour and induftry. 

Navalit, of Gold given to fuch a Soldier as 
firft boarded an Enemies Ship. 

If any one killed an Enemy in any Velita- 
tion or pickering when they fought man to 
man, he was rewarded with a Spear without a 
head , call’d Hafia para. The Gods alio are 
frequently defcribed with fuch in their hands; 
in imitation whereof perhaps might be that cu- 
ftom in our Country of the Principal Court- 
Officers, carrying white Rods or Staves, as En- 
figns of their places. 

if any one had done a more valiant and 
fingular A&ion ; if a Foot-Soldier, he had a 
Bracelet given him ; if an Horfe man, a Chain 
made with Links or Rings to wear about his 
Neck (whence feems to proceed the Honour 
of wearing Gold Chains) or Fhalera , which 
feem not to have been Trappings, as we call 
them, but rather Plates hanging down upon 
the Breaft of the Horfe.

Of their Games, 

(~^ AMES at firft were inftituted as 
P arts °f Devotion and Worftiip of their 
Gods; and therefore always begun and ended 
with Sacrifices, And thefe were celebrated ei¬ 
ther

ther amongft the Grecians or Romans. Of the 
Grecians, under which alfo are comprehended 
the Afidtick, I have fpoken fomewhat before ; 

I mall only add, that they were either Occafio - 
nal, as upon the coming of the Emperor, or 
lome other great Solemnity; or Set, they were 
calld riajnryiftti, which was no more than a 
great Concourfe or Meeting of People; and 
therefore befides their Atts of Devotion, at 
thefe were their great Fairs or Mar¬ 

kets ; all forts of Contentions, as Running* 
Leaping, Chariot-driving, Wreftling, Difputes 
in Philofophy. Quinquennale cert amen, more Gr<g~ 
co, triplex, Mu(tcum, Gymnicum, Equefire. Suet, 

Nero, c . 1i. See more alfo of their Hitronica or 
Sacred Agonifts. Suet. Ner. Cc. 14, a$. and hi¬ 
ther even baniftied perfons had liberty to come. 

The Charges of the Sacrifices and publick En¬ 
tertainments were fometimes born by one Ci¬ 
ty, which was then fometimes by a 

whole Community. 

On the Reveries of the Money of the later 
Emperors, we find frequently VOT. V. X. XX. 

&c. The meaning whereof is, That fuch a 
City or Province had vowed publick Games, if 
the Emperor reigned V. X. or XX years, which 
did not always fignifie that they were fulfilled. 

Votis V, mult, X. is by fome interpreted Votis 
Sfuinquennalibsss multiplicatis in Decennalta, i, e. 
the Games and Rejoycings were to be celebra¬ 
ted both the fifth and tenth years of the Empe¬ 
rors Reign. But in fome it is plainly, as in 7«- 
lian the Apoftatd s Coins, Votis V, multss X, which 
is meant, that many Cities vowed Games again 
at the End of the tenth year of his Reign, if it 
L ihould 
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fhould continue fo long.This manner of Vowing 
was in ufo amongft the Ancients, when any of 
their Generals went to War, &c. See the form 
of it in Liv. 1 36. when they undertook the 
War againft Antioch:.'s. Pompeius was the firft, 
who being fide was honoured with publick 
Vows for his Recovery. Liv. /. 11. Die. 1 . 45. 
[Amongft other Vows in greateft Danger was 
a Ver facrum , i. e. that whatever Sheep [ Pecus 
quodcuntf] fhould be yeaned betwixt Kal. March 
and Kal. May , fhould be facrificed. See the 
, Form in Liv. L 22.J At length all Vows were 
converted into Flattery to the Emperors; and 
thefe were conceived every new year on the 
Kal. Jan. and III. Non. and they were firft made 
in the Gamp by the Soldiers, then in the Capi- 
tol by the Priefta and Magiftrates. Some again 
were Vat a Natalium , others Decennalia , Vicenalia, 
&c. Of which vitl. Dio. 1 . 5 3. and at laft they 
came to that excels, that the people vowed at 
all times and upon all occafions; for the Em¬ 
perors fafe Journey and Return, for his Health, 
Family, Fecundity of his Wife, &c. and in all 
their Epiftles to the Emperor they fignified that 
they did Vat a facer e for him. 

L, and fometimes, tho feldom, \ upon their 
Goins, feems to fignifie Luftrum , as L Q Luftrutn 
minium • i. e. there being Ludi qiunquennales in- 
ftituted in the Honour of fuch an Emperor, 
this was coined in the fifth Luftrum. I am not 
iatisfied in this Interpretation, but know no 
better. I had it from Sir J. Mar ft am. 

$. 2. JBut to come to the Roman Games, of 
which vve have more certainty and knowledge; 

and 
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and of thefe there were divers forts: Not to 
mention the Munera which were given for the 
Solemnization of Funerals and other occafions; 
and were Fightings of Gladiators, or men with 
Beafts, and the like. Ludi or Games, fbme were 
at the Charges of private Perfbns, fome at the 
publick. Private were for the performing of 
fuch a Vow, gaining the good will of the Peo¬ 
ple in fuing for an Office, or perform’d by in¬ 
ferior Magiftrates, of fuch Money as they were 
to bring into the Treafury, and fuch like. Pub¬ 
lick were either extraordinary ; fuch as were 
vowed by fbme chief Magiftrate, and by Au¬ 
thority of the Senate fPr.L VPF Prat or ludos 
votivos pubheos fecit ) upon Occafion of fom* 
War, for the fetling or continuing of the Pro- 
fperity of the Commonwealth, for the averting 
of the Peftilence, Famine, or the like, for the 
happy Return of the Emperor, for the averfion 
of the Omen of fuch Prodigies, for fome favor 
of the Gods, and many of the fame fort. 

Of the ordinary, fbme were every year, fbme 
every fifth year, fome every hundreth year, as 
the Ludi Sseculares. Some were Circenfes (in 
Circo) Amphitheatrales (in Amphitbeatro , cavea , 
arena ) which were Gladiators, fighting with 
Beafts, and the like. Theatrales (in Theatro) fuch 
were Comedies, and Tragedies, Pantomimi, Con¬ 
tentions in Mufick, Fidicines, Cithanedi (Singers 
to the Cithara) Citharifta( Players on the Citha- 
ra) LyriftstyTtbicines. Thefe play’d in Odeo, a 
particular place (the Mufick-room) of the 
Theatre. 

Befides thefe were Circulatores, who fhew’d 
Feafts of Activity, Palaftra in Gymiaf.is, I will 
L 2 fpeak 
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{peak only of the chiefell, and Inch only as are 
explain’d by; or let upon Medals, and firft of 
the Ludi Saculares , which were the chiefell. 

5$, 3. When Tulltis Hofiilius was King of Rome, 
and Metius Suffetius Dilator of the Album, thole 
two Cities began a dangerous War for Superio¬ 
rity ; and as they were ready to joyn Battel, a 
certain Spettrum appear’d to both Armies,telling 
them, that Dis Pater and Proferpma commanded 
before they fought to lacrifice to them both, on 
an Altar under ground, and lb vanilh’d. The 
Romans affrighted with this Prodigy, fent into 
the City prelently, dug a hole in the ground in 
Campus Martius near tne River, made an Altar, 
facrificed, and cover’d the hole again with the 
Earth, fo that none, except the Romans , knew 
of it. The place was call’d Terentum, becaufe 
tho River there wore away the Earth. And 
hence it came, that that War was determin’d 
with lo little (laughter, by the Fight of the Tri¬ 
gemini, 3 Horatii againfl 3 Curiatii. 

This Altar was difeover’d a long time after, 
in the Reign of Tarquinius Prifcus , by one Volu- 
fus Valejius, an Eminent perfon of the Sabines, 
and alio well known to the Romans , on this oc- 
calion. When, in the time of a great Contagi¬ 
on, a Grove he had before his Houle, was ltruck 
and confumed with Lightning, and three of his 
Children fallen lick of the Peftilence, he fent 
for the Arujpices to know what he Ihould do; 
who told him, that by the manner of the burn¬ 
ing of the Wood, they perceiv’d the Gods were 
angry at him; and that therefore they mull be 
appealed. But when he profited nothing by the 

mulci- 
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multitude of his Sacrifices, but that his Children 
grew worfe and worle, going one time to fetch 
them warm water, he kneeled down, and pray¬ 
ed to Vefta, and his Lares to convert the Mile- 
ry of his Children on his own and his Wives 
head .* when prelently riling, and looking to¬ 
wards the Thunder-burnt Wood, he heard 
thence a Voice promifing their Recovery, if he 
would carry them down the Tyber to Tertntum , 
and there make them drink water of the River, 
warmed at the Altar of Dis and Proferpina ; 
which was that water they defired. Volufus hear¬ 
ing this, and miftaking Tarentum for Terentum 
fwhich he knew to be a great way off) defpair- 
ed of the Remedy; and the more when he heard 
of Water to be warm’d on fuch an Altar. But con- 
lulting the Arufiices, he was told he muft obey 
the Gods. So living at Eretum,ti miles from Rome 
by the Rivers fide, he prelently carried his Chil¬ 
dren to the River,and put them in a Boat,think« 
ing to go to Ojlia ; but coming to Rome late at 
night, and weary with rowing, and to refrelh his 
Children, he brought his Boat to Ihore at Cam- 

{ us Martius ; and whilft he was making an Hutte, 
iis fire being gone out, he was told there by a 
Boat-man, that he had better go a little further 
to Terentum, and there fallen his Boat, for that 
there he efpied a Smoak. Volufus hearing oiTe- 
rent am , was wonderfully rcjoyced; arid went 
thither; where feeing a Smoak come out of the 
Earth, taking it as a good Omen, he prelently 
fetch’d water at the River, and with great indu- 
ftry made of that Smoak a Flame wherewith he 
heated the water, and gave it to his Children, 
who that night recover’d. In the morning they 

L J tell 
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tell their Fatherj that they had feen a certain 
God come to wipe their Bodies with a Spunge, 
who had alfo bid them to facrifice (FurvaJ 
black Sacrifices to Dus and Proferpina , with the 
fire on that Altar wherewith their water had 
been heated; and that for three nights I pace 
they fiiould make Lecliprnia , Plays, Games, &c. 
Vale fins feeing no Altar thereabouts, went into 
the City to buy one, whilft he let his Servants 
to dig a hole in the ground to place it in. They 
digging, found the Altar, and one of them ran 
and rold his Maher; who prefently gave over 
buying, and return’d to the place, and periorm* 
ed the Sacrifices, as he was appointed, And this 
was the Original of Ludi Saculares. For 

Afterwards in a great Peftilence, P. Valerius 
Totlicola , probably the Son of this VolufusV . ale- 
fius. Some fav in his firft, others fay in his fourth 
Confulate, following his Fathers Example, re¬ 
new’d the fame Sacrifices and Games. 

After that. Anno 197. U. C. M. Vderio , M. F. 
Maximo , and Sp. Virgtnio, A. F,. Calimontano Tri- 
cofo being Confuls, were the fir frLudiSacula. 
res begun, and afterwards perform’d every 
110 th year, fo that the fecond were in 407, the 
third in 517, the fourth in 6a7 , &c. tho it 
jhould feem they were celebrated extraordina¬ 
rily at other times upon occafion of Peftilence 
or other great Calamity, by the Admonition of 
the Gods; but ordinarily the Solemnity recur¬ 
red only every 1 io t: ' year ; and that tho there 
was no Plague, Sedition, or other publick Ca¬ 
lamity : and then they were efteemed a com¬ 
mon and folemn Expiation of the Offences of 
the City. And perhaps they were call d Sa- 

culares 
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culares for that veryReafon, to contradiftm- 
guifh them from thofe other occalional Ludt Te- 
rentini, or Ditss Tatns & Proferpina. 

The fifth Ludi Saculares were celebrated by 
JuTuflus , himfelf and M. Agrippa being Cofi- 
AAJ.C. 7 ? 7 » or as others 756, which diffe¬ 
rence feems to have rifen from the changing of 
the Year by Julius C^efar. In thefe 
culares was fung that Ode of Horace which be¬ 
gins, Phoebe, Sylvarumife petens Diana, &c. And 
of thefe is the Memory continued by the Coins. 

Auruftus ufed great diligence to find out the 
exad and precite times of celebrating thefe 
Plays,but the fucceeding Princes rather followed 
their own Fancy than anvReafon or ft net Com¬ 
putation ; for Claudius Cafar, A.ZJX. Koo. him¬ 
felf I III, and L. Vitellio III. CofF folemmzcd 
them ; probably intending to bring them to the 
10 ; t!l year of the City, as a certain Period, and 
beginning of a Saculum ; and none of the Em¬ 
perors followed his Example but Phntppus But 
this being but the lixey third year after the lalt 
in Augupd s time, he was deride A, faith Sueto¬ 
nius, when the Crier invited the People to fee 
thofe Games, qttes nec fpeclajjet cjuijtjuam nec 
(pettaturus ejjet: ( which was the Form in the 
pubbfhing them) fince feveral were alive who 
had feen them before; particularly one Stepaamo 
a Sta j e Player, who had acted m them both. 

The feventh Ludi Saculares were exhibited 
by Domiuan, A.UC S41. himlelf XILH. and 
and L. Msnutim CofT. as ms Coins declare. 
Tacitus being then XV-vir, omits the realon of 

the Change of the Year. 
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The eighth were Severus and Caracalla Sever, 
TR. Pot. XII. CoC 1 IL as his Coins intimate,' 
A. U.C. 957. juft no years after Augufius's. 

r The ninth were by Philippas, himlelf III, and 
his Son II Coft A.U.C. 1 coo. 45 years only after 
\ Sevens, but witli relpeft to Claudius % Delign. 
The Magnificence of thefe Games is defcribed 
both by divers Hiftorians, and many of his 
Stamps with the Images of the Beafts he exhi¬ 
bited. 

In one Coin of Gallienus is mention made of 
the Ludt Stgculares , what is the meaning of it is 
uncertain. 

The tenth and laft were under Honorius Cof 
VI. A. U.C. 1157. following the account of 
Augufius ; (for one Centenary under Confian- 
tine probably they were omitted; and it Ihould 
feem permitted by Honorius, on condition there 
Ihould be no Sacrifices nor Idolatry, but only 
Plays and Games, V. Claudian Panegyr. in VI 
Confulat. Honoris. After Honorius no more men¬ 
tion of them. 

The time when they were celebrated, is un¬ 
certain ; probably on the Days of the Nativity 
of the City, e . 9, io,and 11 KaL Mai . under 
the Con fills. But under the Emperors on the 
day when they cameto their Power, as Vanvinitu 
moft ingemoufly collets out of their Coins. 

The manner of their Celebration was thus. 
A little before the time Criers were fent through 
all Italy, to give notice of the Games, Quos m- 
tno adbuc fpeftaJJ'et, nec amplius fpettatstrus ejjet. 

A fragment of the Decree is extant at the End 
of Ant. Augufim. de Legibus. Then a few days 
before the time appointed, the Emperor, ColT 

or 
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or Quindecemviri facris faciunda , fitting in the 
Temples of Jupiter Capitolinas and Apollo Pala- 
tinus, diftributed to the Citizens Piatnina, five 
pebrua, i. e. Thedat, Sulfur and Bitumen. So in 
Domitiad s Coin is Sufi. P. D. i. e. Sufiimenta po- 
pitlo data : Alfo in the Temple of Diana on the 
Aventine were given Barley, Wheat, and Pulfo 
for them to offer to the Deftinies; which is 
alfo upon Domitians Coin, Frug. ac. d Pop. u e. 
Fruges accept a d populo. Thefe things being di¬ 
ftributed, they went to watch adformam Cerer/s . 
And on the firft day of the Solemnity they went 
to Terentum, and continued three days and three 
nights in their Devotions. At two hours after 
Sun-fet the firft night the Cod or Emperor 
with the XV-viri upon three Altars built on the 
Banks of Tyber , made their Sacrifices; whilft 
upon Scaffolds thereby ereaed, they fung cer¬ 
tain Songs and Hymns compofed for that pur- 
pole. Afterwards they lacrificed in the Vault, 
and on the Altar conlecraced to Da and Prefer- 
pina. Next morning they went into the Capi¬ 
tol, and there lacrificed to Jupiter , and after¬ 
wards beheld Ludos Apolltnares, &c. Next day 
the Matrons came and paid their Devotions in 
the Temple of Juno, and after them the Empe¬ 
ror, ColT. and XV-viri. The third day in the 
Temple of Apollo thrice nine Youths Noblemen, 
and lo many Noble Virgins, came and lung 
Verfes and Hymns in Greek and Latin, re¬ 
commending the Senate and Commonwealth 
to the Gods. Mean while all the three days 
and nights in all the Circi and Theaters there 
were Games and Plays celebrated, and lacrifices 
offered in all the Temples. It was alfo the 

Cuftom 
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Cuftom for the Emperor,Cof. or XFviri to fet 
up an Altar in Terentum , with the Relation of 
\what they had then done, and the time. 

5. 4. Their ordinary folemn Games were 
either Circenfes, (uch as were perform’d in the 
Circus ; or Scenici and Tbeatrales , fuch as were 
in the Theaters or Amphitheaters. 

The Circenfes were laid to be in hituted by 
O tnomaus King of Elis, but began in Rome by 
Romulus to infnare the Sabine Virgins. Valer.l.i. 
c. i. and therefore he call’d them Confuaha, be- 
caufe dedicated to Confess the God of good 
Counfel; call’d by the Greeks iorm-mmSdv or 
Ntptunus Equeftrts : and it Ihould feem by Ser- 
•viets and Sex. Pomp, that for want of Horfes he 
made ufe of Mules; and in a place fitted up 
for that time, probably in the Campus Martins. 
Afterwards they were celebrated frequently in 
Honour of all the Gods and Goddeffes, and 
upon all occafions of publtck Joy or Honour as 
well as upon let and ordinary times. 

Tarqumius Prifcus , after the taking of Apiola, 
exhibited thefo Plays more magnificently and 
orderly ; dividing the Chariots into Bigas , Tri¬ 
gas, and Quadriga* ; and the Horfes into ftngu- 
lares and dcfultorios ; after which follow’d the 
Athleta , ?agiles, &c. and thofe began then to 
be celebrated every- year, and were call’d Ro¬ 
mani , Solennes, & Magni. He defign’d all'o for 
them the Circus Maximus ; and at firft made 
Seats (Foros) for the people, of Wood fuftain- 
ed by forked Props, the higheli being ii foot 
from the ground ; but afterwards they were 
made upon Vaults of Brick, which were at the 

bottom 
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bottom three, the next rank two, theupper- 
nioft one ; the lowefi: were Shops, thole above 
them Habitations, and between them were 
Stairs to go up into the Seats. The Circus with- 
in was one furlong broad, and three and halt 
' long ; but with the Shops and Buildings on the 
' outfide four furlongs, containing about a mile, 
and the Seats were capable of 150000, or as 
others, of 160000 perlons. . . , 

The Circus at one end was femicircular,where 
ivas a large Gate under a Menianum or Podium, 
i. e. a fair Tower with a Loggia ; on the Top 
whereof were the Statues of Quadriga, the o- 
therend call’d Oppidum , becaufe with Battle¬ 
ments and Towers, it was ftraight, in the midlt 
whereof was alfo a large Gate or Entrance, and 
on the other fide fix Doors, with Partitions, 
wherein the Horfes were placed to ltart, call d 
Carceres , quia Equos antequam currebant, coerce- 
rent : thefo were Ihut up Cancellis, Repagulo ; 
which was only a Rope holden by two Mer¬ 
curies, and drawn up, or let down when the 
Horfes were to ftart. Tho there were fix Car¬ 
eens vet till Domitians time no more than tour 
were fifed. In the Compals of the Circus wo e 
fix Mceniana or Towers, wherein the Magi- 
ftrates ufed to fit, and thence to give a lign ot 
ftarting, which was the throwing down or a 

Na &i Cafar brought the Water round about 
the Circus, when making a Ihew of die Fight 
with Elephants, he was afraid they lh°ul (> 
tome mifehief to the people, as they had done 
in Pompefi time. 
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In the middle of the Circus length-ways, tho 
at a good diftance from either end, was railed 
up to hinder them from palling from one fide 
to the other between the Meta, a Building a- 
bout n foot broad, and 4 foot high, call’d pro¬ 
bably Spina. Upon which were placed at ei¬ 
ther end the Meta, which were three Pyramids 
at firft of Wood, afterwards by Claudius made 
of Marble, on the top of each an Egg in Ho¬ 
nour of Cafe or and Pollux bred of Eggs, Preli- 
dents of luch Sports. The Horles and Chariots 
fetting forth at the Carceres run about the Meta, 
i. e. the whole length of the Circus (even times, 
and he that arrived firft at the feventh time was 
Victor. To know how often they had run a- 
bout, the Officers of the Circus let upon the 
Meta one of thole Eggs every time they came 
by. Every Race or MtJJ'us contain’d leven Cir- 
cuitiones : and on one day they uled to let out 
14 or 1 5 Mifli. Upon the Spina was alfo com¬ 
monly an Obelisk, or, as they now call them, 
an Aguglia, ot which divers are ftill extant in 
Rome ; and on the top of this a Ball call’d Pyro- 
pus (made of Brals 3 p. and Gold p. 1.) becaule 
ot its luftre like to a burning Coal when the 
Sun lhined upon it; as alio a Temple to the 
Sun, the Image of Cybele, and near the Meta 
the Temple of Cenfus’ but whether thele in all, 
or in all Circus's the lame, I know not. 

There were in Rome befides the Circus Ma¬ 
ximus,' Circus Flaminius in Campo Flamtnia given 
to the City by Flaminius , beautified and repair¬ 
ed by Auguflus. Circus Sallujlii in his Gardens, 
the Remainders whereof are yet to be lecn; 
Circus Floruits for the Floraha. Circus Caferenfis

without Porta Maggiore , perhaps built by Aure- 
lian , there being one upon his Goins. Circus 
Ueronis in the Meadows near Cafltl St. Angelo. 
Circus Vaticanus demolifhed by Confiant. for the 
building of St. Peter's Church. Circus Caracalia 
much of it ftill remaining near St. Sebafiians. 
Circus Agonalis (Piazza Navona) built or re¬ 
paired by Severn Alexander , as appears by his 
Coins. 

The Circenfiatt Games or Sports were, 

1. Races of Chariots and Horles begun by 

Romulus. 

1. Athletica begun by Tar quin. Vrifecus. 

3. Pomfa. 

4. Ludus Troja. 

5. Huntings. 

6. Fightings on Horfe-back and a Foot. 

7. Naumacbia or Sea-Fights, and 

8. Sometimes Stage-Plays. 

$. 5. Chariot-Races were Bigarum, Trig arum, 
Quadrigarum : at firft they uled other Beafts, 
afterwards Horles only, which in their Biga 
were, 1. white, the other black: in the Triga 
there was another Horle joyned, whom they 
ail’d Funalis, quia funibus vel loramentis adnexus. 
The Chariotiers were call’d Auriga and Agita- 
tofes j and their Companies were call’d Fatfio- 
nes : at firft but two colour’d Livories, white 
and red, afterwards were added Frafma or green 
much affe&ed by Caius, Nero, L. Verus: and Ve~ 
net a , blew or of the colour of the Sea-waves. 
Domitian added two more. Gold and Purple co¬ 
lours ; thole of each Faction were call’d Greges, 
as Greges Prafenorum , Venetornm , See# and were 

under 
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under the Domini faSliorium , who maintained 
and hired them out for gain. 

Their Horle-Races were either of fingleHor- 
fes or Defultorii ; when one man had twoHor- 
fes unfadled , and leaped down from the one 
upon the other in his Oourfe. Such the Sol¬ 
diers alto had many times in War to make ufe 
of a fecond, when the firft was weary or woun¬ 
ded. The Singulars alfo ran fometimes thenv 
ielves for the Prize j fometimes they rid before 
or befide the Chariots, to encourage and dire# 


a. Next were thofe Exercifes call’d by the 
Greeks Such were Running, Wreftling, 

Fencing, Leaping, throwing the Difcus , See. 

Running was perform’d after the Chariot and 
Horfe-Races, and much what in the fame 


Fencing, Pugilatus, was fighting with Flits, 
Commonly armed with a Callus , which was 
made of Thongs of Leather, ftudded with Iron 
or Lead, and fattened about their Hands and 
Arms. It is defenbed in tAEneid. f. - 

Luciano. Wreftling, this they did naked, and 


their Bodies anointed. 

Leaping and Quoiting, or the Difcus, were 
not much ufed in the Circus 5 but are rather to 
be reckoned amongft ordinary Sports and Ex- 


5. The next was call’d Pompa, which was ra¬ 
ther a folemn Proceffion, perform d in this 
manner. From the Temple o( Jupiter Capito¬ 
linas through the Forum to the Circus delcended 
in Ranks and Order : 1. The Magiftrate^ who 
began the Pompa ; next all the Roman Nobility, 

and 
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and the Sons of Equites on Horfe-back, the reft 
on Foot, marching as to War; next followed 
the Chariots, Horfes, &c. that were to run ; 
next the Atbleta ; then three Companies of 
Dancers, Men, Youths, and Boys, decently ar¬ 
med and habited, imitating the Saltatio Pym- 
chia or Military Dance- Tnefe were followed 
by thofe who danced a la Satyrefca , fome repre- 
lenting Silent, others Satyrs, &c. then followed 
certain Mufitians after the ancient manner. 
Then the Mjnifters of the Priefts carrying all 
things neceflary for Sacrifices. Then the Ima¬ 
ges of their Gods, the chiefeft carried upon 
Tbenfa ; they were followed with the Arma- 
maxi or Chariots armed after the Scythian man¬ 
ner, adorned with divers forts of Arms, and 
the Memorials of their Emperors and Generals. 
Next all the Colleges of the Priefts with the 
Rex Sacrorum, and the reft of their holy Offi¬ 
cers ; and laft of all the chiefeft Magiftrates 
then in the City, with the reft of the Magi¬ 
ftrates. 

In.this Order they marched into and round 
about the Circus , when the chief Magiftrate 
prefent commanded the Sacrifices to be made 
to thofe Gods, and upon thofe Altars, as was 
requifite ; which being rightly performed, the 
Ludi or Games began, the Magiftrates and Of¬ 
ficers all taking their places. 

4 - Hunting, fometimes Fighting with wild 
Beads by thole they call’d Befliarii (tho this was 
more properly a Munus ) thel’e Beafts were kept 
in Viuario. 

?• Troja ludus was a counterfeit Fighting be¬ 
tween Troops of Noble Youths, the Prefident 

of 
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of which was Trinceps Juventutis. This Sport 
is exa&ly exprefled by Virg. tABneid. 

6 , 7. TheSkirmifties and Fightings on Horfe- 
back, on Foot, and Naumachite were chiefly ex¬ 
hibited by Julius Ctefar and the Succeeding Em¬ 
perors , nothing in them difficult to be under- 
ftood. 

The T«tnp* and Naumacbia (eem to have 
coaled in Conftantines time, the one being pro¬ 
hibited as Heathenilh, the other falling of it (elf 
after the Emperors refided in the Eaft. But 
the others (eem to have continued till Jufti- 
fimians time, when the Invafion of the Goths 
and other Barbarous Nations gave them (bme- 
what elfe to think on. 

Many of thefe Games were alio celebrated 
in the Amphiheatres, as Huntings; where they 
made(ometimes artificial Mountains and Woods 
to reprelent the Hunting more lively. Martial. 
1 . 1. Ep. ii. See in Vopifcus the notable Hunt¬ 
ing exhibited by Trobus in the Circus.

CHAP. I. 

Of Julius Csefar, the III Viri R. P. C. 
Marcus Antonius. 

§. 1. Am Julius Ctefar, Son of C.Julius 

M ’ Ctefar and Aurelia , was born Jul. 

. 12. A. U. C. 654. before Chrift 
Ninety eight Years, he pretended 
his Pedegree from j lulus the Son of tAEtieas, the 
Son of Venus,and therefore amongft hisCoinsare j 
VenertGenetrici } the Head of Venus', and reverie, 
Venus conducted to Ancbifes lying under Mount 
Ida, by a Genius with a Scepter in his Hand, 
prelaging the Roman Empire. 

The Star ot Venus which appearing by day 
(as they (ay) to lAEneas at his parting from Troy, 
conducted him to Laurentum in Italy , where he 
Jhould (ettle. 

And a Venus naked with a Shield and Helmet, 
an Enlign and Eagle upon a Pillar ; to (hew 
that Ihe gave Ctefar Vidiocy and Power over all 
his Enemies; and eftablilhed his Empire, figni- 
fied by the Eagle upon rhe.Piliar.

And 
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And a Venus or Rome with a Cornucopia and a 
Victory Crowning Mars, or rather Julius Cafar , 
Handing upon a Bale; the Romans dedicated a 
Statue to him in the Habit of Mar sox Quirtnm, 
with this Infcription, Deo itrviifo. 

§. 2. Being of very great Parts ana Courage, 
but not very Rieh, his Neccllities, as well as 
Ambition, thrull him forwards to feek Employ¬ 
ment, both to pay his Debts,and obtain Wealth 
and Honour; iaibmuch that he was ready to 
undertake any Exploit whatibever lathei than 
be Idle: At length he was put upon the Wars 
of Gaul-, which he not only wholly reduced, 
together with part of Germany and Britanny , 
but alfo became Matter of a moft powerful 
Army ; which pompey and his Party perceiving, 
anti fearing his Ambition,cndeavoured to make 
him Disband,themlelves keeping up their Army; 
and by that means gave him fome colour ol 
keeping together. Upon his Difobedience they 
fought to compel him, and he to refill; which 
by little and little bred an utter Defiance and 
Enmity between him and Pompey, which broke 
out into a Civil War,wherein Cafar was V nftor, 
and by that means obtain’d the whole Power 
of the Commonwealth ; made Senators and 
Magiftrates of his own Party, and they again 
let tied him in the abloiute Command ot all: 
They would indeed have made him Kang, but 
knowing the great Hatred the Remans had to 
that Name, he du:tt not accept it; but chole 
rather to have the Power than the Name; an 
they, to hnd fome precedent for their Innova¬ 
tion, confirm’d it to him under a 1 ule well 

known 
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known to the People, and before ufed by SyUa; 
which was Dictator Perpetuus, which he enjoyed 
only three Years, four Months, fix Days, and 
was then murthered in the Senate,being Fifty fix 
Years old, by Atilius Cimber, Marcus and De¬ 
cists Brutus, Caffius and others. He was alfo 
Pontifex Maximus, that he might have the Sove¬ 
reign Dominion in Religion (which he Knew 
to have very great Power over Mens Minds 
and Opinions, and confequently over their 
Actions alfo; as well as in the Civil Govern¬ 
ment by his Difhitorfhip. He was the firlt Ro¬ 
man whofe Image was ftamp’d on the Coin in 
his Life-time; and the greatelt part ol the Re¬ 
veries refer to one of thele two Authorities, and 
have the Names of the III Viri, or fometimes of 
the XIII Viri alfo, who it feems ftrived which ol 
them Ihould excel in bellowing Honours and 
Titles upon him. 

§. 3. After his Death there appear’d a Comet, 
which, by the Artifice of his Friends, the People 
were made believe was his Soul received into 
Heaven; and thereupon, and for the Greatnefs 
of his Addons, he was honored as a God, had 
Temples, Priefts, &c. dcdicaced to him: Of 
which Virg. Eclog. 9. 

Ecce Dionei proceflit Ctefaris Aftrum, &c. 

The Difficultefi Coines of julius Cedar. 

§. 4. The Head of Rome Cafar , l>r Venus in a JEn 
Chariot drawn by two Cupids and an Harp, 

Jul. L. F. Lucius Julius Lucii Filins', Cafar , 

M ^ probably 
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probably Cams Cafar's Lieutenant; of whom 
Cafar makes mention de Bell. Gall. 1 . 7. and elfe- 
wliere. This Coin was made for the Honor 
of the Family. 

There were three Venus' s, Urania, born of Ca¬ 
ins and Dia, prefiding over Chaft (i. e.) Celeftial 
Love. Pandemus begotten of the Virilia olCalus 
and the Froth of the Sea, prefiding over Lull 
and Copulation. Apofirophia the Daughter of 
Jupiter and Diotie ; a Deity averting Men from 
unlawful and hurtful Loves; and this was 
the Mother of e /Eneas from whom the Family 
of Cafar. But the Poets make but one Venus. 
Allb there were divers Cupids , the one Celeftial 
and Virtuous, the other Common and Luftful, 
One born of Mars and Venus called Anteros. 
Another of Mercury and lecond Venus. A third 
of Mercury and Diana. Of Cupid and Anteros 
lee an ingenious Apologue in Porphyry. For 
Venus having brought forth Cupid , was much 
aftonifhed, as were alio his Nurles, that they 
never perceived him grow, but ftill he conti¬ 
nued of the lamcBignels as when he was born; 
whereupon conlulting the Oracle, they were 
anlwered, that he could not grow alone till he 
had a Brother ; lo Venus brought forth Anteros 
or loving again, and then they both grew up 
and diminilhed together. 

The Harp llgnifies the Harmony or Sympathy 
in Love.

Cof. Jterum. lv. Sicily letting one Foot on the 
Prow of a Ship, arid holding three Legs in her 
Hand.

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2 . Allienus Pro Cof. coined by Allienus when 
he had recovered Sicily from S. Pompeius lor 
Cafar, and lent Cafar two Legions, &c. into 
the Continent. 

ffc. a Trophy, probably for his Vi&ory over 
Pharnaces , for we find not that he let up ’ 
Trophy for any other Victory. The Sagum or 
Soldiers Coat was not proper to the Romms, 
but common to all other Nations. 

5. The Head of Victory. Cafar Diet. ter. lv. 
Rome marching with a Shield , Trophy and 
Spoils, with a Serpent. C. Clovius Praf. fignify- 
( ing the Commonwealth (for whole Liberty 
Cafar always pretended to fight) loaded with 
the Spoils obtained by his Victories over Afa 
or Africk , for both places are infefted with 
Serpents. 

4. Cafar s Head. Cafar Diet. Perpet. the 
Image Veneris Genctricis, or Viclricis with a little 
Victory in her Hand. L. Buca. Venus the Au¬ 
thor ot their Family, much magnified by Cafar, 
therefore invoked by him in his Wars, given as 
the Watch-word in the decifive Battel at Phar- 
falia , Vintis ViHrix ; as Pompeys was Hercules in- 
victus j he ulod as his Seal her Image,and graved 
it upon his Arms ; Built her Temples. Some¬ 
times a Star (the Morning Star) added. Cafar 
to fhew himfelf the Progeny of Venus , was ob- 
lerved to have an handlomc Body, to be very 
neat, and long a dreffing himlelf. 

5. The Head of a Woman veiled (probably 

Piet as) C. Cafar Cof. ter. R. a lituus, urceolus , 
and Hatchet (Sacrificing Inftruments) Aldus 
Hirtius Prator. This was coin’d probably to 
M 4 remem- 
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remember feme Sacrifice made, as a Thankf 
giving; for his Vidory over Pompey. When they 
Sacrificed they had a Veil over their Heads.

fx e They who murthcred Julius Cafar, in¬ 
tended to rcilore the Peoples Liberty as it was 
before ; but Char's Party (by realon that lo 
many ol the ancient Nobility and warlike Per- 
foliages were flain by Manus, Sylta and C*Jar, 
in thole Bloody Civil Wars) was too jrrong; 
and therefore after the Fright and Aftoniflunent 
jo 1 Ctc Jar's Death was over, they began to 
bailie; having the People (who by c^ar, 
Bounty and Artifices were much of that 1 aity) 
to fide with them: And lirft M. Antonius headed 
vhem, afterwardsA.-gw/bn ; fometimes agreeing 
both together, fometimes at Enmity one with 
another; fometimes taking in M.LepiduspQ caule 
of his Riches, to be the third, and calling chem- 
folves III wr; R. P. C. Triumviri Rr. public* Con- 
jiitiund*. 


M. Ante- 
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M. Antonins had been of C*fars Party, and 
upon that account of Reputation with the Sol¬ 
diers ; but intended by their Afliltance to let 
up himlelf, till oppofod fir It by Brutus, then by 
OBavius C*far, he fled into Gallia, and got an 
Army, which he joined with Lepidus; and pro- 
poled Accommodation with Octavius, which 
he accepted j and fo they three became Trium¬ 
viri , ( this is exprdfed in a Medal where all 
their three Heads are on one fide, and an Pfer- 
mathena on the other ) and went aguinlt Brutus 
and Caffius , whom they overthrew, and forced 
to kill themlelves at Philippi in Macedonia. Al : 
ter which Battel OBavius returned to Rome, anti 
M. Antonius went into the Eait; where, after 
divers Exploits he came into Egypt, fell in I.ovc 
with Cleopatra the Queen, for whole lake he di¬ 
vorced his two Wives liiccefliveiy, called Ful- 
via, and OBavia the Siller of OBavius. By 
Cleopatra he had divers Children, a Son and 
a Daughter at one birth; the Son he dcltined to 
be King of Armenia and Media, which he never 
obtained. So foolilh and vainglorious was this 
Antonius, that he called himlelf the Sun and 
Cleopatra the Moon; and therefore we lee about 
liis, as alfo about his Son's Mead Raics, with 
l’uch as Apollo is figured, and alter him divers o- 
thers alfumed the lame honor. Mean while 
OBavius Ccefar made War againfi: him, and at 
A cl mm in a Nival Fight quite overcame him, 
who afterwards killed himlelf, as he believed 
Cleopatra had done before ; bur the gave him 
the Precedence in Execution. 
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M. Lepidus had an Army given him by the 
Senate to command in Gallia ; to whom M. An¬ 
tony being forced out of Rome and Italy by Bru¬ 
tus and OZtavins, and declared Enemy by the 
Senate, repaired; and becaufe ofhis Forces join¬ 
ed him in the Triumvirate ; he kept his Army 
up entire, thinking to fuffer M. Ant. OBav. Cat- 
far, and Sextus Pcmpeius to ruin or weaken one 
another fo much, that he might mailer them 
all. But Cat far having conquered S. Pom pews, 
did not go againft Antony,but. turned upon him; 
and pradifing with his Officers gained all his 
Anny from him. Upon his low Submiflion 
and Petition, Catfar gave him his Life, and left 
him Pont. Maximus, and lb lent him to Rome, 
where he lived ill great Melancholly and Con¬ 
tempt the reft of his days; his Son ftriving af¬ 
terwards to pra&ile the Legions againft Au- 
gufhts was put to death. 


CHAP. II. 

Of Angst ft us. 

§ Octavius Son of OBavius and Atia, 

V ;• Grand-child of Julia the Sifter of 
Jul. Catfar, was born upon Mount Palatine ad 
Capita bubula, though the chief Habitation of 
this Family was at Velitra , A. U. C. 690. before 
the Birth of our Lord fixty two Years, Sept. ii. 
having the Sign Capricorn prefiding in his Na¬ 
tivity ; whereby ( as the Altrologers laid ) he 

was 
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was promifed the Empire of the World, and to 
be a God after his death; for they held that 25 
and VS were the two ports of Heaven: by VS 
the Souls of Heroes delcended and afcended ; 
by 25 thole of extraordinary Perlons, which 
made Augufius put a Capricorn upon his Coins. 

Julius Catfar his great Uncle adopted him in¬ 
to the Julian Family, whereby he obtained the 
Command, Wealth, good Fortune and Popu¬ 
larity, as well as the Name, of Cafar : hereup¬ 
on we find upon many of his Coins C. Catfar 
Divi Filins. 

‘ Julius Catfar was Murthered when OBavius 
was about nineteen years old, and in the Coun¬ 
try ; whereupon he halted to Rome, and againft 
the Advice of molt of his Friends and Kindred, 
relolved to take upon him the Name and Inhe¬ 
ritance of Catfar. Where M. Antony then Con- 
ful, though pretending to revenge Cafar s death, 
received him very proudly; but Antony prelent- 
ly after defigning for himlelf againft the Com¬ 
monwealth was forced by him to fly into Gallia 
to Leptdus, and quit the Siege of Brutus at Mo¬ 
dena. Antony having got Power, lent to Cafar, 
that if he would join with him and Lepidus 
to revenge Cafar’s Death, they would make 
themfelves III Vtri in Imitation of Cafar , Pom- 
pey and Crajjus , who had done the fame before; 
if not, they would join with Brutus and that 
Party againft him ; whereupon he alTented, and 
they took upon them the Triumvirate, and ma¬ 
ny Coins were ftamped, lome in honor of each 
of them, lome in honor of them all together; 
as that with three Hands conjoined, and the 
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Enfigns of Supreme Power, Fafces, Cadweus 
Orbe, &c. 

Prclently thereupon Cafar went againft Sex. 
Pompeius the Son of Pompey the Great, who by 
his Fautors ('who were many in the Senate) 
was made Governor of the Sea Coaft, and had 
a great Navy $ which Cafar overcame in Sicily. 
Of this Sextus Pompeius are many Coins ftamp’d 
with fome relation to Sea-matters, as with a 
Neptune, prow of a Ship, d'r. and of Cafar his 
Victory over him, and Conqueit of Sicily. Ma¬ 
ny alfo of the other III Piri either with the names 
of the Mint-mafters, Quafior, or fome other of 
their Officers. 

Cafar s Coin is often revel led with a Thun¬ 
derbolt, either to reprelent his own terriblenefs 
in War, or the a Alliance from Heaven, ( parti¬ 
cularly from Julius his Father ) which, as they 
f y, he often experienced in the Wars; and 
(.1 -ecially in that fatal and decifive Battel at 
Allium, whereby he became Mailer of the 
whole Roman Empire, and in Memory of which 
he repaired the decaied Temple of Apollo there, 
and dedicated his own Image in the habit of 
Apollo Allius in a long Robe, his Harp, &c : 
( pretending to be his Son ) in the Library of 
the Palace. 

After the Battel of Allium he returned to 
Rome , and there put it to the queftion amonglt 
his Friends, whether he fliould reftore to the 
Commonwealth its ancient Liberty, or take 
upon himfelf the abfolute Sovereignty, and 
conflitute a Monarchy. After much debate the 
latter was refolved ; and withal to avoid that 

Rock 
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Rock which had fplit many others, and of late 
his Father Julius ; he determined to abltain 
from all Monarchical and odious names, and 
to content himfelf with the ordinary Titles of 
the Magiftrates of the City. _ „ . 

§ i. So then whereas anciently the eld ell of 
the Cenfors or Vm Cenforii ( fuch as had been 
Ccnlbrs) was called Princtps Senatus ; and after¬ 
wards fuch were cholen by the Cenlors in their 
Quinquennial Muller, commonly the molt ex¬ 
cellent and eminent Perfons, as Scipio the Afri¬ 
can continued lb all his life time; OBaysuschn- 
fed to be called by that name, as of chieleit ho¬ 
nor amongft all the Senators, f The lame Cu- 
llom was alfo obferved amongft the Eqmtes and 
Pedites, and amongft the Youth alfo; where- 
fore the young Cafars, ( and fome few tor Ho- 
nors fake before the Emperors called Priwipes 
Juventutis,) we find frequently called Principe* 
Juventuti* 5 but alterwaids it became a Title 01 
the young Sons or Heirs of the Emperors J. be- 
fides this he was always one of the Conluls, (or 
elfe put in whom he might trull) and named 
the other alfo : So you lee upon the Coins ot 
the Emperors, Cof II. III. &c. 

Imperater at firft was not a Name 01 Office 
or Command, but of Honour only. The Sol¬ 
diers, after a Victory, wherein a certain num¬ 
ber of their Enemies were flain, and therefore 
called by Cicero Victoria jufia, becaufe.in atcci- 
times they were not fo punctual, calling their 
General by the Name of lmperator. So you lee 
many times I??zp.X.XVI e, c alled fo lo ot ten 

bv the Avrny * Av^uin iaith A if they had flain 
7 7 10000 
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10000 of their Enemies: yet afterwards it 
came to denote him who commanded all the 
Forces of the Commonwealth in Chief. 

The Senate being prone to Flattery, mod of 
them expefting Preferment from him, heap’d 
upon him all the honorary Titles that had be¬ 
fore been bellowed upon others; amonglt the 
reft, that of Pater Patriot or P P. which at firft 
was bellowed upon Cicero for dilcovering and 
defeating the Confpiracy of Catiline. They 
called him allb Augufius, a Term applied be¬ 
fore time only to the Gods or Heroes; as if he 
had lomewhat above Humane in him. 

And in after-times Augufius fignificd him that 
was inverted in the whole abiblutc Power of 
Emperor; and Catfar, who was defigned to be, 
but not actually inverted in the Majefty of the 
Emperor. None but he that was Augufius de¬ 
figned in Medals with a Crown of Laurel; the 
Title of Semper Augufius , or perpet. Augufius 
not found before Diocletian and Maximianus. 
When an Emperor with Raies about his Head, 
it Ihould feem to fignifie that he was conle- 
crated by fome City or other, and that that 
Coin was made after fuch Conlecration. 

j. Being Conliil his Sentences might be 
hindered and interrupted by the Tribune of the 
People; to prevent which, he aftiimed alfo 
1 Tribtmitiam poiejlatem (for Tribune he could not 
be and Vontifex Maximus , fay fome, becaule the 
one mutt needs be a Plebeian, the other a Patri¬ 
cian, which is falls, for P. Scarvola was Trib. 
Plebis and Pont. Max. which yet Titlly com* 
plaineth of, as dangerous to, have two fiich 

Powers 
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Powers conjoyn’d in one Perfon, l. it. Ep. ad 
Attic. $.) the which was renewed every Year; 
by which means alfo his Perfon was Sacred and 
Inviolable; and by which means allb, tho not 
Conful, yet every Sitting of the Senate he might 
propole one Caule or Matter to them, tho this 
Power was after enlarged to the fiicceeding 
Emperors, of referring (or putting to the Vote) 
four or alfo five Caufesevery Sitting, V.Dio.l. 54. 
Capitol & Vopifc. themfelves allb fometimes voted 
firft of all, and that often with an Oration 
fpoken commonly by their Quseftors; and fitch 
Decrees were laid Principe Autbore fieri ; lome- 
times lall of all, and lo had power of mitigating 
or qualifying the ■ Sentences of the Fathers! 
Some fay, that Tr. P. with the Year, was the 
time of the Emperor’s Reign, but that is falfe ; 
for, tho very rarely, it was communicated to 
another belides the Emperor: As there is men¬ 
tion Tib. TR. P. XXXVIII. but the certain year 
of their Government was known by the com¬ 
paring of the times of their Titles together. 

Becaufe that Religion hath great Force upon 
Mens Minds, he would not iuffer that to be in 
another’s Power; and therefore after Lcpidus's 
Death he made himlelf Pont. Max. which all his 
Succelfors conftantly oblerved till Confiantine, 
who refilled it: Yet Julian refumed it again, 
and was initiated with divers natty Ceremonies; 
but Gratian ablolutely refuled it, as unlawful 
for a Chrirtian (imh Zofimus) he means a Lay 
Cbrtflton, and never after any received it. 

Augufius alfo made himfelfPro-Conful,which, 
tho it appears not on his Medals, that I know, 

yet 
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vet it is in old Infciiptions: and Elagabalus in 
Ep afud Dionem, calls himlelf ’ArSv'W]©-. Pro-Cof. 
which I know not whether it was,that he might 
command alfo the other Provinces, or that the 
Tro Cof. might know that they governed under 
the Power of who was the chiefeit Pro - 

Cof. and therefore whereas all other Pro-Cof. 
laid down their Power and Enfigns before 
they entered the City, the Prince retamed his 
Pro-Conlular Power in the City. So M. Jure - 
lifts having married Faujlina , had given him 
Trib. pot. & Imperittm Pro-Cof. extra urbem , iaith 

Capitolinus. .... „ r 

And thus he conjoyned in his own Pei Ion 
all the Supreme Offices and Employments in 
theCommonwealth,without any fenfiblechange 
of the Laws and Cultoms formerly obfcrved. 
And his Succelfors trod in the fame Steps; 
fome notwithftanding referring more,lome lcls 
to the Senate. 

§. 4. Augujius himfelf gave the Senate leave 
to difpofe of luch Provinces, (Strabo \. 17. ii. 
Two Pro-conlular, Afia and Afiick, Ten Pra- 
torian, two whereof Tiberius afterward relumed) 
and Offices as were Peaceable, or not likely to 
create any trouble; but referved to himlelf all 
thole where there were any Wars or Commo¬ 
tions, upon pretence of giving them the Plea- 
lure and Profit, and himfelf the Trouble, nut, 
indeed, that he might keep all the Soldiers in 
his own Power, under fuch Legates (Lieute¬ 
nants) as he could trull:; after the Relolution 
fixed of taking upon him the foie Government, 

he referred it to the Senate 5 by lome of whom 

tor 
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for Intereft, lome for Fear, fome out of Judg* 
ment, it was voted for him for ten Years; and 
after thole, the Power was again renewed 
for other ten Years; and lo for every ten 
Years as long as he lived; which was obierved 
alio by his Succeflors. 

§.5. He had allb Statues and Shields vowed 
and dedicated to his Honor j there is a Medal 
on one fide Augujlus,fy.on aShield SPQR.CL.V. 
(1. e.) Clypeum vovit. Clypeum, a Shield feems or¬ 
dinarily to have contained only an Inlcription 
to the Honor of any Perlon ; but lometimes 
his Effigie or the Effigie of fome noble Addon 
of his, and was hung up in lome eminent Tem¬ 
ple. He had furthermore Honors decreed by 
tnoft Provinces and Colonies, as appeareth by 
the Medals ; as of Alexandria in Egypt‘s Rame- 
talces King of Thrace j GnoJJians with their Laby¬ 
rinth ; Gjdoniam ( Citizens of K vJhy a City in 
Crete.) Hierapolitanes ; Maronitarum , or Inhabi¬ 
tants of Marony, Coians. 

The Coin ot Ntfmes (fome lay Auguflus and 
Julius , others Agrippa, whole face it fhould 
feein to be) made by that Colony upon the 
Conqueft of Egypt , after the Vidory of Atliuns. 
The Palm-tree is Pbanicia , the Crocodile Egypt , 
chained to a Palm, the Emblem of Vidory. 

Aiiguflus’s Head, Ifc. a Vidory flying, holding 
a Crown over a Buckler, wherein are CL. V. 
(Clypeus Voti'uus ) hanging upon a Pillar ereded 
by the People in Honor of Julius Cafar, Suet. 
c. 85. Plebs in henorem defunBi (Julii) jolidatn 
columnam prope niginti pedum lapidss Numidtci in 
foro flatuit , fcripfitcyue Parenti Patriot: apud 

eanaem 
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tandem longo tempore , Sacrificare, vota fufcipere , 
controverts quafdam, interpofito per Cafarem Jure- 
jurando, difrabere , perfeveravtt. CL. V. was a 
Shield dedicated with certain Solemnities and 
Performance of Vows to his Honor. PlinA. 55. 
c. 2. faith, that Appius Claudius, A. U. C. 259. 
was the firft broacher of this Cultom, Vlacuit , 
laith he, m excelfo JfeEtari, & titulos honorum 

^Cafar’s Head, Cafar Augufius, I*. Jupiter with 
his Thunder-bolt Handing in the Door of his 
Temple. Jov. Ton. Suet. c. 2,9* faith, he cledi- 
cated a Temple to Jupiter after his efcape ot a 
Danger in his Expedition to Cantabria (BiJcaj, 
&c.) when as he marched in the night, his 
Litter was ftruck with Lightning, and the Ser¬ 
vant carrying a Torch killed. Perhaps Horace 
alludes to this Temple, Carm. 1 . 3 - Ode 5.

Two Mens Heads together with the Faces 
toward other two,without an Infaiption; pro¬ 
bably M. Antonius, Octavius and O El avia 5 for 
after Fulvia's ( Antonius's firft Wife’s ) death, 
who inftigated him to make War upon Augu¬ 
ftus, and to join with Sextus Pompews , their mu¬ 
tual Friends began to endeavor a Reconciliation 
between them, which at laft they effected; and 
for the greater Confirmation of it, Antony was 
to marry OEtavia Augufius s Sifter, now a Wi¬ 
dow by the late death of her Husband Marcel - 
lus. Ifc a Ship with the mark of Sicily under it, 
and Iter.Fraf.whlch feems to concern Sextus Pom - 
peius ) who on his own Coins is ftiled Iter. Praf.

Condition of that Reconciliation was, that they 
(hould both of them go againft Sextus Pomfeius;

forced Cafar and Antony to make a.Reconci¬ 
liation with him alio ; the Treaty being at Mi-

A Womans Head veiled Indulgent ta Augujti 
moneta smpctrata. & the Emperor in a trium¬ 
phal Chariot, underneath Colonia Augujta, Aroa 
Patrenfis.Patra was built by Eumelus, who having 
learned of Triptolemus the Art of Plowing and 
Sowing, he called his City Area. th 
4 >h, fiich Paufan. Afterwards the Aehatans 
ejecting thence the Jcnians, Patreus the Son ot 
Prewnws , Grand-child of Agenor, enlarging the 
City called it Tatra. And Augufius alter his 
Victory at Act turn recalled the Inhabitants dit- 
peried by the War (the Haven being very com, 
modious ) and alio brought thither the Inha¬ 
bitants of divers neighboiing Cities, and gave 
the Patrenfes Government over them : amonglt 
other Privileges he gave them, being his Colo¬ 
ny, one was to coin Mony. ..

§. 6 . To Lima or Julia his laft and belt be¬ 
loved Wife were many honors decreed, as that 
fhe Ihould be called Genetrix Patna, figured in 
the form lbmetimes of Juno, Venus , (Afiarte of 
the Sydonians ) worlhipping and Riling them as 
Gods and Goddeffes even whilft alive: the 
Moon or Diana. 

But the greateft honor was after his death, 
when he was voted to be a God and to be wor- 
fliipped; they fetting upon the higheit part of 
the Funeral Pile an Eagle (for an Emperor,and 
a Peacock (Sacred to Juno ) for an Emprefs) 
which might carry the Soul into Heaven to 
Jupiter ; whence it proceeds, that upon Medals 
an Eagle let either upon a Globe, or the top 
of a Rogus, or Bed of Parade, or lome fuch 
like, is a Sign of the Conlecration of that Em¬ 
peror. But Augtiflits had alfo Temples built to 
him both at Rome and in the Provinces, had 
Sacrifices and Priefts decreed to him, one of 
whom was Antonia the Wife of Nero Drufus 
Germanicns. 


CHAP. IIL ^ 

Of Tiberius, C.Caligula, Claudius. 

§. 1. ✓’"I Ailed before his Adoption into the Fa- 
niily of the Cafars, Tiberius Claudius 
Nero , and Nick named for his Drunkennefs 

N 1 Bibtrius 
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Biberius CaUius Mero ; in his old Age was of an 
Ill-favoured Complexion, Pale, Hideous, Cop- 
per-nofed. His Mailer laid when he was a 
Child, that he was made of Dirt kneaded with 
Blood ; which agreed very well to his Dilpofi- 
tion, being Cruel, Bloody, Lufttul beyond 
mealure, Drunken, and Filthy in all ways polfi- 
ble.Much of which appears alio upon his Medals. 

He came to be Emperor at Fifty fix Years 
old, before which time he had done many fig- 
nal A&ions, and obtained great Victories over 
the Farthians, lllyricans , Dacians , Armenians , Fan- 
nonians, See. but a while after he gave himlelf 
over wholly to Lull and Debauchery; which 
brought upon him a new kind of Dileale called 
Cslum, and a kind of Leprofie all over his Body. 

Yet notwithftanding all thele things, he was 
even in his Life-time almoll adored, as appears 
by his Medals; wherein is aVidtory fitting upon 
a Firmament falhioning a Crown for him; 
wherein he is called Tiberius , or the Genius of 
the River Tiber : Wherein is the Figure of a 
ColoJJ'us ei edled in his Honor, fitting and holding 
a Spear in one Hand and a Platter in the other, 
by the Cities of Afta repaired by him after an 
Earth quake, with the words Civitatibus AJia 
reftitutis ; wherein is a Stern (aliened to a World, 
as if he governed the whole World. 

The 1 Head of Augujlus , another of Tiberius. 
R. Cains and Lucius Cafars with two Shields, 
either of them an hajla pnra } and for the one a 
lituus, as being chief Augur, the other a Simpu- 
him as Vontijes ; two of the lame Family not 
being permitted to be Fviuifces , Dio, 1 . yy. nor 
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in the fame College of Priefts. Only the Em¬ 
perors being above all Law, were themlelves 
Font. Max. and one of their Sons they made 
Font, as here Augustus yaw din another Vejpafan. 

Cains Ccefary 

§.2.^ Called Caligula , becaufe of theSoldier- 
famion’d-Shoes he wore, was born in the Army, 
A. U. C. 764. reigned three Years and ten 
Months, and lived twenty eight Years, five 
Months and feven Days; was of Difpofition 
Wicked, Furious, Tyrannical, Treacherous, 
Foolilh, Ridiculous, Prodigal, Luxurious, Cruel, 
Incelluous; would needs be a God,and habited 
and accoutred himlelf lometimes like one God, 
fometimes like another; challenged Jupiter to 
fight with him; made Engines to Ihoot great 
Stones againft Heaven,and to counterfeitThun- 
der; was flain by Charea. 

Few of his Medals extant, the Senate in hate 
to him, calling in his Coin, to obliterate as 
much as they could, his Memory. Yet Ibme 
there are, as Pax Aug. reprelenting the Condi¬ 
tion wherein he found the Empire, as one with 
the Heads of Cains and Cafonia his lalt Wife, IJt. 

Cafonia was every way as wicked f6r a Wo¬ 
man as he for a Man; and their Daughter be¬ 
ing but a Child, let her Nails grow to Icracch 
out the Eyes of the Children her Play fellows: 
All flain by CaJJius Chare a.

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Claudius , 


§. ;. Corn A. U. C. 745. reigned thirteen 
Years nine Months, died aged Sixty three years, 
was of an hanfome out lidc , but a very ill 
mind: a great Glutton and Drunkard, Luxu¬ 
rious, Incontinent, Cruel, Timorous, Incon- 
ftant, Heavy, Lalchc, a great Dicer, ruled by 
his Wives and Servants; yet built many Magni¬ 
ficent Works, Aquacduds, Highways, the Port 
of Oftia ; made good Laws,prelerved the Bounds 
and Reputation of the Empire. But what he 
did well, was for fear left thechiefMenfliould 
Confpire againft him, not foi love of Virtue j 
and the fame fear wrought in him by Mejjalina 
and Agrippina his Wives, caufed him to cut 
off whomfoever they plealed: So that he put 
to Death Thirty Senators, 221 Equites, and 
other Perfbns innumerable. So Foolifh and 


Timorous was he, that when his Wife Mejja¬ 
lina was Married openly to Silius, it was a long 
time before he knew it; and when he did,durft 
not a great while take Vengeance of her. But 
he was afterwards poifoned by hisWi IcAgrippina 
in a Difh of Mufhrooms or Tertujfale, which he 
loved above all other things, and his Mother 
had longed for when Great with him. 

Claudius had one only Son called Britannicus , 
whom Nero aod Agrippina ( his Step-mother ) 
Murthered ; of him Medals very rare : Yet

Alamida 
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Alabanda was a City in Carta , where the Sun 
was very much worlhipped. 

Many Medals of Claudius ; one reverie a 
Temple, in which Peace or Rome crowneth 
him $ the words Roma & Align f commumtas 
Afire. A Britain naked, fighting with a Poignard 
againft a Roman Soldier armed. A Jupiter 
amidft feven Stars, with Thunder in one 1 land, 
and a Trident in the other j or a Jupiter and 
Neptune joyned, as if both gave their Power to 
Claudius. 

There arofe in his days a Rebellion headed 
by Furvus Camillas Scribonian"s Legatus in Dal¬ 
matia ; the Army which chufed him Emperor, 
terrified with Omens, flew him the filth day. 

No Medals of him. 

Seguinus hath fet down a very curious Coin 
of Lead, on the one fide a Digamma, a Letter 
found ouc by Claudius, and not tiled alter his

Death, with a Palm iffuing out ot it 10 . 

Sat. R. a Garland, which he conceives very 
probably to be after the Victory Claudius ob¬ 
tained in Britanny, Dio laich, that the Galilean 
Legions refilling to march into Britanny, he 
lent Narctjjiis his Freed-man to perlwadc them 
to it: who coming to the Army, and letting 
himlelf in the General’s Seat, and beginning to 
make a Speech, the Army univerfally cried out 
10 Saturnalia ! 10 . as if Servants then need ; 
and turning to A. Plant :11s their General, delired 
him to lead them into Britanny , which he did ; 
and afterwards hearing of their good Succels, 

N 4 Claudius 
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Claudius came in Perfon, and attributed to him- 
felf the Viftory and Triumph. 

CHAP. IV. 

/' * 

Of Nero, Claudius Macer. 

j. XTERO was born A. U. C. 789. A. D. 38. 

reigned thirteen Years, feven Months, 
Twenty eight Days, died about Thirty two 
Years old. The moft abominable Monfter for 
Luft, Debauchery, Cruelty and all Wickednels 
that ever the World faw. He gave his mind to 
nothing laudable but Singing and Playing. 

The Senate having voted him to be whip’d 
to Death through the Streets, he chufed rather 
to kill himfelf, crying out, Qualls Artifex pereo. 

Medals many of him (cho the Senate decreed 
his Coins Ihould not be Currant) becaufe of 
the length of his Reign. Yea, miftrufting feme 
luch thing of the Senate, tis probable that he 
caufed upon divers of his Coins, the Pourtrairi: 
of Augufius and Tiberius to be ftamped. 

2. As himlelf handing one Foot on a Globe, 
and a Spear in his Hand; as if his Valour had 
given him the Empire of the World. The like 
a Roma fittingand letting her Foot upon a Globe. 

His Figure handing, Raies about his Head 
like the Sun, in the one Hand a Laurel, in the 
other a Victory ; the word Aug. Gemavico ; 
perhaps to reprefent the Colojfe he caufed to be 
made of himlelf i and in imitation of that of 
Rhodes. 


Four 
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Four Fifties; perhaps coined in Greece wpon 
the Birth of his Daughter Claudia , where it was 
the Cuftom, that the fifth day after the Birth 
ofa Child, the Women, who had been afliftant 
at the Labour, firft walhed their Hands; then 
took up the Infant and carried it, running 
throughout all the Houle, to the Hearth espe¬ 
cially ; and then the Kindred made a Feaft of 
luch Fifties as are here expreffed, Lobfters v 
Pulpes; luch viz., as are very Proliferous and 
Inciters to Luft; thefe Feafts were called 
'AMiS'esiu*. By the way Atben/eus notes, that 
the tenth day after the Child was born, the 
neareft Kindred met together to name the Child, 
which they did after they had Sacrificed and 
Banqueted together. In Rome the eighth day 
was commonly for Females, the ninth for 
Males, the Lufiricus for purifying and naming 
the Child. 

Ara pacts, and another the Temple of Janus 
Ihut up; the realon of opening of Janus 's Tem¬ 
ple in time of War, was taken from Romulus, 
who fighting againft the Sabins, and being 
worfted, there rofe up immediately out of 
Jams s Temple a Spring of Hot Water, where¬ 
with the Romans fealded and lo vanquilhed 
their Enemies. Going therefore to War, they 
let open Janus's Temple in hopes of like

Three Arches of a Bridge with Con. C CII. 
j. f. perhaps Confenfu ci'vitatum Campania du&- 
rum : Then it fignifies feme Bridge made over 
the great Trench he endeavoured to cut be¬ 
tween Avernus and OJlia. (The Port of OJlia, 

. tho 
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tho upon his Medals, was chiefly built by Clau¬ 
dius ; he only adorned and compleated it.) 

A Triumphant Chariot drawn with four 
Horfes, and Nero holding a Crown and Palm, 
with the word Euthymius , perhaps reprefonting 
his Victory at the Olympick Games in a Race 
of Horfes. Euthymius was a Famous Wreftler 
of Locri, who fought with the Daemon 7 emfus, 
and delivered a Beautiful Darnfol from him j 
for which realon he was made a God and wor- 
Ihi pped by the Locri ; who probably ftamped 
this Me.lal in Honor of him. 

An Hydraulick Inftrument like our Organs, 
in which he was much delighted, as Sueton, 
noteth. 

A Serpent as ready to take Fruits from an 
Altar j which either reprefented cs£fculapius j 
or as a ®£or his Mother perfwading him 

that fleeping he was preforved by a Serpent 
from the Trains of MeJJalina. Bcfides, it was 
a good Augury to have a Serpent come and eat 
upon their Altars, as Virgil notetli of lAineas; 
and that they liourifhcd Se pcnts as figns of good 
Luck; and this Nero did in the Wood of Lavi- 
nium amongft the reft. 

Nero Cafar in his Youth. Jk. a Senator, r<u©- 
n ActotfizHcif. an Acknowledgment of lome 
Favour that City received by his means.

2. WasProprxtor in Africk when Nero died, 
and commanding the Army there ; partly in- 
ftigated by his own Ambition, partly by Calvta 
Crifpmtlla the Miftrefs and Minifter of Nero s 
Lufts, who after Nero's Death, being con- 
demned and fought for to be flain, fled to Ma¬ 
ce,.. and perfwaded him to hinder the City 
from Corn, till they declared him Emperor ; 
it feems alfo he had feme Party m the City 
amongft the Senators; fince there is a Medal 
of him with his Image and S. C on one fide, on 
the other a Ratit with Prop:’at. Afrtc. Bu t Galba 
being Emperor, font Trebonius Gaructanus \n\~ 
mediately into Africk, who got his Army from 
him and flew him.

CHAP. V. 

Of Strvius (Suetoni) Sulp. Gilba. Salvus 
Othoy Aulus Vitelltus . q 

I. Alba, born A. U. C. 750. reigned feven 
Vj[ Months, fix Days; died aged Seventy 
three Years; employed for a long time in great 
Charges and Commands, at Nero's Death he 
governed Spain ; where he was declared Em¬ 
peror by the Army, and Encouragement of 
Julius Vindex. Sriving to reduce the Army to 
the ancient Severity and Difcipline, and giving 
them nothing, but being extremely and for- 
didly Covetous, he fell into their Hatred. The 
People alio were no lels offended with his 
Luft and Impotency, whom he governed by 
his three Friends, T. Vinius , Corn. Laco, and 
leeks his Freed Man ; Perfons contemptible for 
their Arrogance, Cruelty and Bafenefs; they 
were after a while all together (lain by Otho, 
who had before-hand corrupted the Army: He 
chofe Vifo alfb, a Sour young Man, to be his 
Succeflor, who was flain with him. 

His Medals are a Soldier with a Vi&ory in 
one Hand, a Pike with an Eagle in the other, 
with Roma renafcens , as if ruined by the former 
Emperors. And the fame Ifc. with Roma Ifc.XL. 
or Quadragtftma remijfa, which was a certain 
Tax paid at the Palfages of Rivers and Ports, 
which he remitted. A Triumphant Arch with 
S. C. ere&ed either in remembrance of his for¬ 
mer Vi&ories, or the Defeat of Macer.

His Wife was Ltpsda, by whom he had two 
Sons, who both died young. 

Q^Calpb. Vifo frugi Lictnianus was, becaufe of 
their like manner of Life, chofen by Galba to be 
his Succeffor; he was Cafar but four days, was 
killed with him, and buried by his Wife Vtrama 
who bought his Head. 

Galba s Head, Galba Imperator. Bt. the Head, 
as, of a Goddefs. Reft. Hum. which fome inter¬ 
pret Reftitutor Nummorum. But no Hiftory men¬ 
tions any fuch thing of him ; befides Hummus 
is fcarce found in that Senfe, but Monet a. 
Others fay Reftitutor Numidia , where he go¬ 
verned two Years Vro-Cof and eftablifhed and 
fettled the Province. Others fay Reftitutor Nu - 
minis, the Head feeming to be of a Goddefs, 
not of a Country. Sueton. faith, that when he 
took the Toga virilis, he dreamed thatFortune 
Hood before his door, and told him, that if he 
would not let her in, fhe would go to the firft 
Man fhe met; whereupon going to his door, 
he found a Brazen Image ot Fortune of above 
a Cubit long, which he took in, carried to his 
Houfe at Tufculum ; and kept an Anniverfary 
Sacrifice to it.

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M. Salvias Otho. 

z. Born A.U. C.784. A. C. 33. reigned three 
Months, five Days, killed himlelfat thirty feven 
years old : was Courteous, Prodigal, Effemi¬ 
nate, Delicate, Diffolute, Luxurious: he go¬ 
verned Lufitania without blame; courted Gal- 
la, and was the firft who perfwaded him to 
take upon him the Empire, coined all his Plate 
for his Afiiftance in hopes to be adopted by 
him ; having contracted fuch great Debts that 
nothing le(s chan the Empire could deliver him. 
But as loon as Pifo was adopted, he refolved to 
kill Galba ; and by exceffive Largeffes, and o- 
ther means, drew the Soldiers to his part. He 
was very intimate with, and imitated Nero in 
his Life and Manners; and the People made 
their Acclamation, Neroni Othoni. He debauch¬ 
ed Popp a a from her Husband to deliver her to 
Nero. Whereupon he was lent Governor into 
Portugal. 

It is doubted whether any large Medals ol 
Brafs of Otho, yet fmall Coins of Brals there are, 
and of Silver not very rare. Such as Otho-ty on 
Horle back brandilhing a Spear Pont Max. the 
Goddcls Victory Victoria Othon'ts — 5^-r K.«t/cap- Jk 
uv. alio K m oil 2. ft IJis's Head L^ 
the Ealt generally took part with him, becaule 
acknowledged by and refident in the City ; and 
Sneton. laich particularly that he often facrificed 
to Ifs. 


Aulas 
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Aulas Vitellias. 

3. Was born A.- U.C. 767. A. C. 16, reigned 
fix Months, twenty two Days, died aged about 
fifty four years; a Fat, Grols, Heavy, Dull, Sot- 
til}], Cruel, Luftful, Drunken, Glutton, Nafty 
Beaft; having all the Vices of Caligula, Nero and 
Otho ; and nothing cither of their Ingenuity, 
Parts, Conduit or Gentilenels. He came into 
Reputation with Tiberius by Flattery and lerv* 
ing liim in his Lulls: by the fame Arts he conti¬ 
nued in the favor of the reft. Galba , thinking 
him not fit to head or manage a Defign, 
fent him General into Lower Germany , where, 
by giving the Soldiers Licence to do what they 
plealed, he got their Favors lo much, that they 
faluted him Emperor. Prefently he marched 
into Italy, where having got the better in one 
Battel: Otho, through his Effeminatenels, im¬ 
patient of Labor, never fo much as rallying his 
Men, (who were overcome by Surprize, and de- 
fired much to regain their Honor ) or retiring 
to his Armv, flew himfelf, and left the Govern¬ 
ment to Vitellius ; who behaved himlelt in it molt 
cruelly and covetoufly, killing all he could have 
any Pretence againft, for their Wealth ; which 
he confiimed wholly upon his Belly, and lo 
lalchly that he, w.thout ordering or providing 
lor himlelf, was taken by Vejbafiaris Soldiers na¬ 
ked in a Sink, and lb led through the City, and 
•at laft carried to the ScaLe Gemonits ; there a 
long time tormented, and at laft thrown into 
Tyber.

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Of his Medals,- A Vejta, holding a Sacri¬ 

ficing Platter in one Handjn the other aTorch, 
with Vejta Bt. (pepuli Romani ) Quiritun. figni- 
tying that he was Pont. Max, or that Vejta was 
the chief Defendrels of Rome, or that his Go¬ 
vernment was to be Eternal. 

-t Equity the Goddcls. cASquitas Aug. 

Vi&ory ( with a Platter and Palm ) fitting, 
S. C. for he pretended to take Arms to Revenge 
Galba's and Pijo’s death. 

A Tripode, with a Dolphin and a Crow XV 
VIR. SACR-FAC ( Quindecimvir Sacris fac'tundu ) 
ViteUsus was one of them, whole Office was to 
keep the Sybils Books, and make certain Sacri¬ 
fices : the Dolphin a Filh of good Prefage. A- 
polio was called Delphinius becaule he guided 
Cajtalias the Cretan, conducing a Colony un¬ 
der that lhape, Tbefeus allb lacrificed to him 
under that Name; and Plutarch teftifieth that 
many Altars of the Greeks had a Dolphin upon 
them: the Crow Sacred to Minerva , and much 
efteemed in Augury and Divination. 

A Shield curioully wrought Zifar&MwS'otup 

Sextilia was his Mother, a brave and vertuous 
Woman, whom he faluted Augujta ,* which 
Title (he refilled, faying, She had born Vitellius, 
and not Germanicus: And afterwards not ap¬ 
proving his Actions, it was reported ihe was 
poilbned by him. Yet lome think that to be 
her Image which is on a Reverfe of Vitellius, 
with Mater Augttjii, Mater Senatus, Mater Pa- 
triss. 

His Wives were, firft Petrcnia ; whom, after 
he had a Son by her, he repudiated and flew 

Dola- 
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Dolabella, becaule he married her. Second, 
Gelaria Fundana, by whom he had a Son almolt 
Dumb and Stupid, flam by Matiams, and a 
Daughter whom Vcjpajian married very honor* 
ably. 


CHAP. VI.

Of ’Flavins Vefpafianus, Titus V fpafianuf f 
Domitiams. H 

"pLavius Vefpajtami was horn A. V. C. 761. 

P A. C. 1 o. reigned nine Years, 11 Months, 
and twenty two Days, died aged fixty nine 
Years j of mean Parentage, obtained the Em¬ 
pire by his Merits: for having done great Ser¬ 
vices in Britanny, where he fought thirty Bat¬ 
tels, and Germany ; he was at laft lent into “Ju¬ 
daea, ( being not feared becaufe of his mean Ex¬ 
traction ) where the Legions hearing of Galba, 
0 tho and Vitellius, their Election by their Ar¬ 
mies, conceived themlelves as able to raile an 
Emperor as the others; and therefore by com¬ 
mon content made choice of him, who was 
pretently received by all the Eaftern Legions. 
He was a very Prudent, Sober, Vigilant, Vali¬ 
ant, Clement, Moderate, Frugal and Liberal 
Perlon: Frugal in Iris own Houle, and towards 
the Courtiers, who blam’d him much for Co- 
vetoulnels; but lo Magnificent in building 
Temples, Cities, Bridges, Highwaies, &c. that 
it is much admired how he found Wealth enough 
O to 
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Palace of the new Emperors; or elle fome Sta¬ 
tue of Fortune, ere&ed by him in Honor of the 
Gods that io prote&ed him. 

Col. Hel. Colonia Helvia, of which two are men¬ 
tioned, one on the Promontory of Lilybeum in 
Sicily, the other in Piceno. Two Her cities' $ with 
their Clubs ; the one fuppofed the Divine Her¬ 
cules , the other Pertinax. It was taken as an 
Omen of the Empire, that Commodus that day 
he was fiain gave to Pertinax his Club to hold 
wherewith he a&ed Hercules. 

5- Ad. Didius Sever us Commodus Julianus was 
born A. C. 134. reigned two Months, fix Days, 
and was beheaded by the command of Severn 
at the Age of fixty Years, four Months, four 
Days. The Pratortan Soldiers having murder¬ 
ed Tertinax, retired into their Camp, and pro¬ 
claimed, that he, who would give molt, fbould 
by them be made Emperor; which Julianas 
hearing, made them fitch oners as contented 
them , whereupon they prefently fit luted him 
Emperor, and conduced him to the Palace, 
where feeing the Frugal Provifion made for 
Tertinax , he feorned it very much, and com¬ 
manded great Preparations to be made; in¬ 
tending to live more like Commodus , to be there¬ 
by more grateful to the Soldiers; to content 
whom alfo he took his Name. But hereby he 
incurred the hate of the People, ( whom at firft 
he defpifed, but afterwards flew many of them 
by his Soldiers) and the Senate; where entring, 
he made an infolent and fooli/h Oration in 
Commendation of himlelf. And as he invaded 
the Empire unworthily, fo he carried himfelf 

lafcbljr, 
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lafehly, and negligently, efpecially when the 
People firft cried up Pefcennius Niger , and after¬ 
wards Sept. Severus , to whom he offered at 
laft to be Partaker of the Empire; which Seve¬ 
rus refufed, who fent his Soldiers difguifed into 
Rome , who flew Jultanus after he was condemn¬ 
ed by the Senate. 

His Wife was Manlia Scantilla, who together 
with his Daughter Didia Clara, ( married to 
Cornelius Repentinus her Coufin German) both 
of them ftiled by the Senate Augujla, incited 
the old Man to take upon him the Empire. Lit¬ 
tle notice is taken of them by Hiftorians ; and 
but few Medals of them. 

3. C. Pefcennius Niger Jufius Son of Annius 
Fufcus and Lampridia , was born, when and 
where not known; reigned about eight Months, 
and after many Battels was flain by Severus a- 
bout fifty eight Years old : was called Niger, 
becaufe of the Sun burntnefs of his Neck and 
Face; the reft of his Body being very white. 
Was very Sober, and fo Chalt that he never 
accompanied his Wife but that he might have 
Children by her. Rather plain, open and ge¬ 
nerous than cunning, yet Wife and Prudent; 
he by Letters perfwaded M. Aurelius to conti¬ 
nue the Governors of the Provinces five Years 
at leaft ; that the Afliftants of the Governors 
fliould fucceed them; that the Governors and 
their Councilors fhould have their Salary duely 
paid-them ; faying, Judicem nec dare debere nec 
accipere. Was in great Employments, which 
he ciifcharged with great Honor. Was becaufe 
of his Valor, Virtue and Generality. in the Eafi 

called 
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called the Second Alexander. Imitating the 
ancient Captains in the Difcipline of War. His 
Wife, Children, and whole Family were put to death 
by Severus. 

Minerva Vitfrix. Minerva reaching Niger a 
Crown, and he offering her a Globe, hereby 
acknowledging her for his fingular Patronefs. 
Probably he dedicated fome Statue to her in this 
Pofture. 

KoiCctfHdc Tif/MviKXf. ( a City in Syria Fatphra- 
tefiand) Niger, as is£fculapius, acknowledging 
him thereby their Saviour. 

5. Decimus Clodius Albinus ( called alfo Sep- 
timius by Severus when he made him Cafar ) 
Son of Ceionius Pofrumius Albinus, and Aurelia 
Mejfalina, reigned about three Years, eight 
Months, killed himfelf being vanquifhed by 
Severus. Was Hafty, Proud, Cholerick, Attive, 
Valiant; So bold a Gladiator that he was call¬ 
ed the Cat aline of his Age. Very Lafcivious, a 
horrible Eater, but little Drinker. Grave, ex¬ 
ceeding levere towards the Soldiers, Learned, 
and Eloquent. Commodus would have made 
him Cafar, which he refufed; but accepted 
afterwards from Severus, who honor’d him on¬ 
ly to ainufe him; fending at the fame time 
five Per fans to kill him, whom Albinus com¬ 
pelled to confefs by for ce of Torments. Where¬ 
upon he went to fight Severus ; and fiift defeat¬ 
ed his Lieutenant Lupus: and afterwards en¬ 
countered Severus hiinfeif near to Lions, where 
Severus's Par ty being nl 1110ft overcome, was 
reftored by Latus, who brought a frefh Ar¬ 
my ; whereupon Albinus through Defpair kill- 
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ed himfelf, aud his Body was moft barbaroufly 

uled by Severus. , _

I.T Septimius Severus, Son of L.Sept.Geta, and 
. 1_J. Fuhia P;«,was born at Laptis, A.D. 147. 

reigned leventeen Years, eight Months, three 
Days; and died at Sixty five Years.nineMonths, 
twenty three Days old; was very Adjve, Vi¬ 
gilant, Couragious, Indefatigable, Provident, 
(elpecially for ProvifionJ of good Underftand- 
ing, and a Lover of Learning, tho himlelf 
not Learned; but withal moft horribly Am¬ 
bitious, Traiterous, Cruel, Covetous and Vin¬ 
dicative, more than any of his PredecelTors, 
having put to Death Forty of the eminenteft 
Perfons of the Empire at once, without hear¬ 
ing.their Cade, upon Sufpition of their Con¬ 
spiring with Albinas ; for which, being ex¬ 
ceedingly hated, he endeavoured to engage the 
Soldiers to himlelf, by giving them many Gifts, 
and Licences to wear Geld Rings, to have 
Wives with them, &c. the cattle of muchMifery 
and Ruine of the Empire, and even of himfelf 5 
for as loon as Caracalla came into his Youth, 
they began to calf their Eyes upon him, and 
negle <51 Severus ; made Caracalla Aurujlus in 
uelpight of him ; which lo heightned him, that 
he continually lought to hill his Father, fome- 
tirnes by Poylon, lometimes by the Sword; 

which 
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which lo enraged the Gouty Old Man, that 
his Dileale increafed exceedingly, and became 
fo inliipportable, that he would have killed 
himlelf, but was hindered; and at laft eat lo 
enormoufly on purpole that he died upon it, 
after he had in vain endeavoured to punilh his 
Son, whom he mortally hated. Dying he faid. 

Omnia fui , & nihil expedit. 

Diis Aufpicibus, &c. Col. II. Hercules and Bac¬ 
chus with a Dog. Severus going to fight in 
the Eaft againft Niger, purpofing allo to invade 
the Parthians and Indians , Sacrificed to thele 
two Gods, under whole Aujpicia ^Standards] 
of the one, as a Vidor over Tyrants, of the 
other, as over the Indians. Aujpicia alio they 
called the Sacrifices they made the day of their 
entering their Office or Employment. The 
Heroes anciently were laid to have Dogs wich 
them; both becaule of their Fidelity, &c. and 
of their Divination; they attributing much to 
their Barking, Howling or Fawning. Hercules’s 
Dog, crulhing a Purple Filh, dilcovered to Her¬ 
cules that excellent Die. 

Saculi felicit as y a Crelcent with Seven Stars, 
flic wing the numerous IlTue he had; befides his 
Sons, two Daughters, and Grand-children of 
Caracalla —So Julia between Caracalla and Geta: 

So a Ship under Sail, Ihewing the Common¬ 
wealth, after the Storms of Civil Wars, failed 
quietly.

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Tacator Orbit, a young Head radiant; it was 
one of the Titles beftowed upon him after the 
Tartbick Viftory; the Head is of Caracalla, and 
Sun mingled together ; Caracalla went with him 
in this Expedition. 

Marti Statori ; it Ihould leem lome Vow 
made to him, when in the Battel againft 
Albinas, the Soldiers running, and his Horfe 
Slain, and himfelf on the Ground, yet he rallied 
and conquered. 

Libero Patri, a Bacchus ; to whom he dedi¬ 
cated a great Temple. 

Ahti*. nu 0 i<t (certain Games firft inftituted in 
the Honour of Apollo, renewed in Honour of 
Severn!) nseirSw N«**f av. Two Earthen-pots 
upon a Table with two Palms; on the Ground 
a Sacrificing Pot and five Apples, which feem 
to be the Prize contended for. Many Medals 
made by the Perinthians in Honour of Severn, 
who after the taking of Byzantium after three 
years Siege, beftowed the Privileges thereof 
upon the Perinthians , to whom alfo, he fub- 
jefted it with all its Territory; infomuchthat 
they ftiled their City Metropolis Europa. Tho 
afterwards he reftored all to Byzantium.

i. Severus" s firft Wife was Martia, by whom 
he had two Daughters married to Probus and 
t/Elius two'eminent Perfons; it leems he 
loved her well, and afterwards eredted a Statue 
to her. 

His fecond Wife was Julia Domna, and lb 
the Syrian and Afian Medals ftile her, Sm named 
Pta after (he came to Rome in Honour of Fulvia 
Pia the Mother of Severus. She was born at 
Erne fa in Syrophanicia, Daughter of the Prieft 
of the Sun named Bajfianus. Severus, then Go- 
vernourof the Lionnois in the fixth year of the 
Reign of Commodus , underftanding by his Aftro- 

logues 
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logues (to whom he was much given) that her 
Horofcope was, that the fhould be married to 
an Emperor, was never quiet till he obtained 
her. She was very Beautiful, Learned and of 
great Capacity; wherefore he confulted with 
her in all Affairs of Confequence, and put her 
Name in all his Letters and Miffives to the 
Senate: She alfb faluted all as Severus and 
Caracalla did. He did not love her, being fhe 
was exceeding Proud, Arrogant, Malicious, 
Cunning, Quarrelfome, and given to her Lulls 
and Pleafures. Yet did he not control her, 
tho fhe conlpired to take away his Life. After 
the Death of Sevens, fhe endeavoured all fhe 
could to reconcile the twa Brothers j till at 
laft Geta was killed by his Brother in her Lap, 
which alio 'fhe durft not refenr, nor Lament, 
for fear he fhould kill her alfo; as he would 
have done, had he not feared an univerlal 
Revolt. When Caracalla was flain by Martialis 
the Friend of Macrinus, fhe fell into bitter pafli- 
onate words againft Macrinus ; and would have 
killed her felf, but the Blow was not Mortal: 
But after that Macrinus had treated her well, 
fhe took heart, till her words and endeavours 
to get the Army from him were told him ; then 
he lent her word to retire her felf whither fhe 
plealed j but Ihe chufed rather to ftarve her 
lelf to Death. She had two Sons, Caracalla in 
the fit ft year of her Marriage; to whom lhe 
was never married, as feme Hiflorians report, 
and Geta. 

Julia's 
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Julia's Grand-mother leems to be Varia Soa- 
tnias j her Father M. Jul. BaJJianus, her Sifter 
Julia Mcefa called before Varia j who had two 
Daughters Julia Soamias and Julia Mamaa , 
by Julius Avitus Lupus. Soamias married Va¬ 
rna Marcellus , by whom fhe had Varius Avitus 
Lupus , called Elagabalus. Mamaa married Ge- 
nejius Marcianus Father of Alex. Sevens. Mar¬ 
cellus and Marcianus feem to be B others, Sons 
of Varius Marcellus Alexianus • and Sever us Alex¬ 
ander's Name was Alexianus Marcellus. 

Fcecunditas, theGoddeis Leilas iyinghalf along 
to fhew herStabi.ity j and not fubjedt to Earth¬ 
quakes as under Antoninus ; four Children (the 
four Seafons) about a Globe wich Stars upon it, 
intimating Julia and her four Child: en, two 
Sons and two Daughters.

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Dincinf? • for when Cijfus was Dancing with 
a Satyr? the Satyr ftruckhim down and wound¬ 
ed him mortally ; whereupon Bacchus turned 
him into an Ivy tree called therefore K,n 9 - t 
and therefore alfo Sacred to Bacchus. 

j. Baffianus called at firft, and by a Nick¬ 
name, Caracalla, but afterwards M. Aurelius 
Antoninus ; was born A. C. 188. reigned fix 
Years, two Months, five days, and was_ killed 
bv a Captain as he was at ftool, in the 
Twenty ninth year of his Age ; was very un- 

hanfome, and therefore ftnved to make him- 

fclfTerrible; he was Proud, Violent, Impa¬ 
tient, Brutifh, Furious, Bloody, Light-headed 
Traiterous, Prefumptuous, Covetous, Prodigal, 
Cowardly, Luftful; fo that he had m ajhort 
time, by his Lulls, wafted and decayed his 
Body, and made himfelf uncapable of Gene¬ 
ration. He flew Twenty thouland Perfonsat 
onetime, as alio al molt all the Eminent Per- 
fons of the Empire; almoft all the Inhabitants 
of Alexandria (for having mocked him) and 
that molt Treacheroufly : So did he alfo to 
the Germans ; under pretext of Marriage with 
his Daughter, he invited Artalanus Ling of the 
Partisans, with his Nobility, into a great Plain, 
and there flew mod oi theni^ but the King 
clcaped. He defigned to Murthcr his Father, 
threatned his Mother, killed his B other, his 
Father-in-Law Plautianus . his Aunt Lucilla, his 
Governour and Kinfman Tapmianus ; toiced 
his Preceptor to kill himfelf; to; which he was 
ib haunted, that mam 'imesl e Oecame Furious, 
crying ouc upon his Father and Biother tor 
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Perlecuting him, fo much, that none durft 
name Geta to him. Tho his Bafenefs was iuch, 
that he durft not put on Armour, yet his Fear 
forced him to make his Cloaths fb like Armour, 
that he was believed always to be Armed. 

As he paffed through Macedonia he imitated 
Alexander the Great, would be called Magnus, 
and let both their Heads upon the Bulls of 
his Statues. At Ilium he would needs be 
Achilles. 

Providentia , the Head of the Sun (to whom 
Providence is many times attributed as well as 
Power) (hewing the Providence of Severus in 
making Antoninus Cafar. 

A Lyon Radiant with Thunder in his Mouth, 
feems to fignifie the Lyon, which, as he was 
going againft the Partbians, came down from 
a Mountain, and fought againft his Enemies 
in the head of his Troops. He alfo nourifhed 
a Tame Lyon, which he fed at his Board, 
and carried always with him , and which, 
when he went forth that time he was llain, 
would have ftayed him in his Tent, lb thac 
he tore his Garment. A Lyon alfo in this 
Figure , was worlhipped at Heliopolis ( the 
Country of Julia ) and thereabouts , as the 
God Genaus or the Sun; a certain Phyfician, 
named Eufebius, tcififying that he law a Globe 
of Fire defeending from Heaven, and that it 
was the God Genaus.

Man ot the Emperor’s made Governour of 
Magnefta a City of Ionia at the Mouth of 
Maunder. A young Man ( Caracalla ) crowned 
with Olive, and a Girdle (of Scarlet) fitting 
before an Altar, whereon is a Pine-Apple (Sa¬ 
cred to Cybele) and about him three Coribantes 
beating their Sheilds: probably intimating the 
Initiation of the Emperor in thefe Myftc ies, 
for the Expiation of his Fratricide (for which 
thefe Ceremonies were accounted very Effica¬ 
cious, two of the Coribantes having killed their 
Brethren) and Prefervation from Danger. This 
Emperor being very Timorous, and alio much 
troubled in mind for that Fratricide, of which 
yet (probably by being thus initiated) he was 
not recovered. 

A Serpent with a Man’s Head ; 
the Serpent the Genius of Wifdom, &c. was 
frequently worlliippcd , and particularly by 
the Nicomedians ; the Egyptians brought in the 
manner of joyning BeaTts with Mens Heads or 
Bodies. 

Bacchus leaning upon, and care fling, Van ; 
in the other Hand a Capricorn (into which 
Sign Van was converted tor transforming him- 
fbif firft into it, and thereby Ihcwing the Gods 
the means to elcape Tjphon , who had almoit 
liirpriled them.) Van is joynod to Bacchus ,

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both becaufe he was brought up in the Cave 
with him ( 5 his Father leaving him there to 
keep him company) and that he was the Bell 
and Drunkenneft Companion he had. Bacchus 
was worlhipped chieily at Nyfa in Egypt. 

AfdJtuv. An Inftrument betwixt an Ox and 
Sheep, it may be to draw Water out of the 
bottom of the Sea ; as they fay they did, their 
Ifland (fituate in the Phanician Sea) being a 
Rock, and having no Spring being once be- 
fieged. 

Gtta in a Croiflant, they imagined that the 
Souls of their Heroes inhabited the Air from 
the Earth to the Moon; bur the Gods above 
the Moon and Sun ; and that the Goddeffes, 
or Women, deified, palfed through the Moon, 
and fonie pure and innocent Men alio as Get a. 
(But this rarely, for ordinarily they took their 
way through the Sun.) 

His Wife was Fulvia Vlautilla Daughter of 
Fulvius Vlautianus, the greateft Favourite the 
Roman Empire ever law, a Vile, Brutal,Traitor j 
that at one time cauled a hundred Citizens 
Sons of good quality to be gelded for Mufitians 
to his Daughter; be was flain lor Trealon in 
Severns his prelence ; and his Daughter, with 
the two Children, thereupon banifhed, and 
afterwards flain ; a fit end for lb lhamelels and 
impudent a Woman. 

Venus felix’ Vlautilla like Venus, giving an 
Apple to her Son young Antoninus. 

4. P. Septimius Geta was born A. C. 190. 
reigned with his Brother ten Months, fifteen 
Days, was flain by him in his Mothers Bolom, 
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at the Age of Twenty three Years; was like 
his Father Severe, but not Cruel, having (as 
fome Authors lay) dilfwaded him from putting 
to Death lo many of the Friends of Niger and 
Alhinus , left there Ihould be more in Rome 
lorry than glad for their Vi dory. Delighted 
much in Neatnefs, Gardens, learned and vir¬ 
tuous Mens Converlation; acquitted himtelf 
well in the Wars; wherefore his Brother , 
jealous of the Affe< 5 tion generally born to 
him, never relied till he had flain him, and 
to latisfie the People he afterwards Conlecrated 
him. 

Geta on Horte-back, look¬ 
ing back upon two others that ride after him.

Of an Equeftrian Family, was born 
A. C. 166. reigned fourteen Months,, three 
Days; at Fifty four Years old was overcome 
and (lain by the Army of Elagabalus ; he was 
before he came to be Emperor, of good Go¬ 
vernment and Reputation; but afterwards very 
Luxurious, given to Pleafures and Vanities, to 
Plays, I'oolilli Paftimes, and allb Haughty 
(tho RulHcal in his Behaviour) giving difficult 
Ac cels, and leldom anfwcring to the Satis¬ 
faction of Petitioners; withal Unfortunate, 
being vanquiflied by Artabams ; of whom lie 
bought a Peace with a vaft Summ of Money; 
yet he endeavoured to reduce the Soldiers to 
their ordinary Pay, and difaccuftom them to 
thole Profile Largelfes of Severus and Caracalla ; 
for which caules he was hated by them ; and 
that hatred helped by the Practices oiJul.Mafa, 
and her Money made them receive her Grand¬ 
child Elagabalus , and deltroy both him and 
his Son.

Was 
exceedingly Beautiful, Graceful and Adroit. 

Little elle known of him. 

Kvz tmvuv. A Cow, probably the black Cow 
they Sacrificed yearly to Vroferpina , which be¬ 
ing at Pafture when Mithridates befieged the 
Town, came in of her own accord at the time 
of the Sacrifice; the Inhabitants intending to 
Sacrifice, in her Head, a Cow of Paftc. A 
Town Famous for Beautiful Women : Profer- 
pina they called Servatrix, becaule in the War 
with the Gyants, lhe, with Hercules, fought 
with them in that place, and laved their Town, 
which the Gyants would have deftroyed. 


CHAP. XIV. 

Of Varias Avitus Lupus , Elagabalus , 

Severus Alexander. > 

l.Tf Arias Avitus Lupus , called to gain the 

V Favour of the Soldiers, Bajfianus ; they +v-e d ! vcrs 
proclaimed him Emperor, and called him Anto-™jlf‘” 5 jf 
nitius. Afterwards he called himlelf * Elaga- Elagabalus, 
L?/*w,afluming the name of theGod whofePrieft^f.^** 
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he was Hereditarily 5 was born A. C. 10 j. 
reigned about five Years (as appears by his 
Medals) tho others fay but about three Years, 
eight Months, and was killed, drag’d through 
the Streets into a Jakes, afterwards caft into 
Tyber, aged 20 Years moreorleis.He was a Devil 
in the fliape of an Hermaphrodite, a Prodigy of 
Impiety, Villany, Luft, Debauchery, Gluttony 
and Cruelty. He brought his God to Rome , 
built him a ftately Temple, into which he 
transferred all the Myfteries and Holy things 
of all the other Gods, as the Palladium, Fire of 
Vefta, Ancilia , &c. His Luft was unexpreffible, 
clothed himfelf like a Woman, was married to 
a vile Man, and ufed as his Wife; would have 
made Hierocles, the vileft of his Rakehejs, Cafar, 
and his Succeffor; bathed himfelf in Sweet 
Waters; exhibited a Naval Fight in a Lake of 
Wine , trod upon Plates of Gold ; his Cham¬ 
ber-pots were of Onyx, and his Clofe-ftools of 
Maffy Gold: Called the Senators his Slaves, 
brought his Mother to fit and Sign amongft 
them ; defigned to let fourteen of his Infamous 
Rout over the Fourteen Regions of the City, 
and other Pimps and Coach men, &c. over 
the Provinces, &c. lent to gather all the Cob¬ 
webs of Rome , which amounted to ten thou- 
fand Pound weight. His Gormandile, &c. was 
beyond Apicius , betwixt five and fix hundred 
Heads of Auftxuches at a Meal, to pick out 
the Brains; he fed his Slaves with Feafant. 
Fie flew Euthymianus Comazon, his Folter-father, 
who took care of him, made him Emperor, &c. 
becaufe he was a Prudent Man, and the Sol¬ 
diers 
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diers refilling to kill him, he ftruck him firft 
himfelf; took hundreds of the beft Mens Sons 
in Rome and Italy , to Sacrifice them by the 
Advice of his Magicians; and as he laid, that 
the Grief might be more general, he took none 
but fuch whole Parents were alive. Fie would 
have flain his Coufin Alexianus , whom he had 
adopted; but durft not for the Soidie s who 
guarded him, and flew Elagabalus ; who had 
provided Scarlet Silken Cords, Golden Dag¬ 
gers, &c. to kill himfelf withal. 

It is difficult to diftinguifh the Medals of 
Caracalla from thofe of Elagabalus ; Caracalla is 
made commonly Frowning, the other not 16 . 
Elagabalus puts commonly Imp. on his Medals, 
the other not; faith Leon-Augufi.

Seleucia in Syy.a upon the Mediterranean Sea- 
craft; which Seleucus there built, having, as an 
Omen of its future Felicity, a Thunder-bole 
there falling ; and the Seleucians worfhipped it 
as the chietelt God. 

Epythream (a City in Jonia ) Hercules in aTem- 
ple: there arrived a Bark with an Image of Her¬ 
cules between Chius and Erythra, which either 
Cityftrivedtohavetothemfelves; a certain Man 
dreamed that the Erythraean Women fhould cut 
off their Hair, make a Cable of it, and draw the 
Bark to their Town; which the better fort re¬ 
filled, but the poor Thracian Women there did 
16 , and drew the Bark and Image which was 
there very much worfhipped.

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AAIRBHNOC. The Sun or Orient figu¬ 
red as Elagabalus. Rt. U&Tnxnov. The Goddefs 
Sains, with little Tekfthorus behind her. Afy 
or Adad the Sun, Benos or Belus a King. The 
Goddefs Sains feems to be Margatis or Dea Syria. 

His Wives were fix, Firft Annia Fauflma Great 
Grandchild to M. Aurel. Ant. whole Husband 
Tomponius Bajfus he flew to have her, and for¬ 
bad her to mourn for him. 

The Marriage of Elagabalus with Fauftina ; 
the Sun ( his God ) between them. 

1 . Julia Cornelia P aula, he married her to have 
Children, and gave a great Donative to the Se¬ 
nators, Equites, their Wives, the Soldiers and 
the People ; befides many Games, &c. alter a 
while he repudiated her, becaufe fashefaid) 
(he had a Stain in a fecret part ol her Body. 

Concordia , a Woman beyond them embracing 
them both, having their Hands joined over an 
Altar. 

Avafctflitur, &c. Anazarbeorunt Metropolitancm 
Amanica Cilicia anno fecundo , a Capricorn over 
a Globe. 

Anazarbus, a famous City of Cilicia called 
Dio Cafarea, Cafar-Augufia, and afterwards Ju- 
ftinopolts , being repaired by Jufiine as before by 
Augu/lus ; in Memory of which they coined his 
Capric >;n. 

%. Julia Aqnilia Severn, a Ycflal Virgin, but 
very beautiful, and for that caule taken by him 
out of the Sandtuary j flying, That being a 
Pi ieft and marrying a Veftal their Children 
muft needs be holy; yet after a while lie caft 
her off and married three others luccellively 

( whole 
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(whole names are loft ) and took her again at 
laft. 

2. The Mother of Elagabale was Jul. Sooemiat, 
who educated him to that Lafcivioufnefs and 
Wickednefs he afterwards pradtifed, being her 
fell* ib inclined ; after her Husband’s death Ihe 
took to her Affiftance in all her Affairs in Bed 
and ellewhere Eutychianus a Freed Man, who 
had been a Comadian ; but a prudent Man 
whom Elagab. flew. She was very Proud, ta¬ 
king place in the Senate, and Voting and Sign¬ 
ing all Adis as did Mafa alfo; endeavoring by 
all means to deftroy Alex. Sever ns her Sifters 
Son, Ihe drew Ruin upon her Self and Son by 
the univerfal Hatred all Mankind bore to 
them. She eredted a little Council of Women, 
where they voted ridiculoufly concerning their 
Habits, Ornaments, &c. 

Venus C ale ft is. Socemias in habit of Venus , with 
a little Boy ( Elagab. ) and the Sim upon a 
Globe, flie publilhing him to be the Son of Ca- 
racalla. 

By^£trT/«t',a Goddefs with aWheel and a Rhom¬ 
bus, icprefenting Fortune, Venus, Neme/is or 
Hecare , favorable to Soamias and her Family'. 
Th^Rhombus accotnpanieth Hecate, and was a cer¬ 
tain inftrument whereby Magicians pretended 
to work many Feats; whole help thefe People 
it feems ufed to get the Empire. 

Julia Mafa , was called Mafa becaufe Pricft- 
efs ol ihe Sun by them named Mefe • a Subtil, 
Prudent, and Sprightful Woman, was exceed¬ 
ingly enriched by living in the Court of Seve¬ 
rn and Caracalla , all which Macrimis to fhew 

that 
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that he was no Enemy to the Houle of Sever us, 
fuffered her to enjoy, and inherit alfo her 
Sifters Wealth; by which fhe afterwards cor¬ 
rupted the Soldiers againft Macrimts. Under 
Elagabaltis fhe Ihewed her felf a difereet .Wo¬ 
man, managing whatever Ihe had committed 
to her very prudently, and Ihe was the only 
Support he had, but perceiving his Courfes,lhe 
forelaw he could not efcape fudden Death, 
and therefore perlwaded him to adopt Alex¬ 
ander Sever us ; for tear alio left he Ihould adopt 
Hkrocles whom he married : .To this purpofe 
for a while fhe accompanied him in his wicked 
deteftablc Ad ions, but after he had adopted 
him, fhe took very great care for his Preferva- 
tion, and afterwards advifed him very pru¬ 
dently in Governing and Reforming, and at 
lalt died veiy Aged, and was conlecrated. 
When the Soldiers were worfted by Macrinus\ 
flic defeended from a Tower where fhe be¬ 
held the Fight, run amongft them with Elaga- 
balus on Horfe back, and by Perfwafions and 
Reproaches rallied them again and won the 
Fight. 

Alexianus Marcellus , called afterwards Baf 
fianus, in favor ot Caracalla, whom he was not 
unwilling fhould be thought to be his Father 
rather than Partus Genecius Marciantis a Syrian. 
But being Emperor he was called M Aurelius 
Sevcrus ( in honor of thole two Emperors.) 
Alexander , changing Alexianus into Alexander , in 
Honor of Alexander tire Great, in whofe Tem¬ 
ple, on whole Birth-day he was born at Arcena , 
whom he defired to imitate, and if he could, to 






equal. He was born A. C. 207. reigned thir¬ 
teen Years, leven Months, leventeen Days, 
and was llain by Maximinus at the Age of 
twenty nine Years. He was of a vivacious 
Spirit, which appeared by his bright andfpark- 
ling Eyes, which they who looked upon him 
were not able ftedfaftly to behold ; and by the 
Subtilty and Piercingnefs of his Spirit many 
were perlwaded that there was lomewhat more 
than Human in him. He was excellently 
learned in moft kinds of good Literature, be¬ 
ing of an excellent Wit and Memory. He was 
Wile, Moderate, Prudent, Juft, Merciful, be¬ 
loved and reverenced of all good Men, though 
fo fevere a Jufticer that the Colour came in his 
Face, and his Choler was ftirred, even to vomit¬ 
ing, at the fight of a corrupt Judge ; yet was 
not Cruel, nor ever put to death any who was 
not condemned by the Senate. So Pious that 
he adjugded a Tavern in Controverfie betwixt 
the Chriftians for a Church, and the Hoft to 
the Chriftians, faying, That it was much belter 
God fhould be ferved there , in any manner, than it 
fhould be a place of Debauchery: He alio wor (hip¬ 
ped Chrifi and Abraham amongft his Lares or 
private Gods, and made ule of Sentences of 
Scripture which he had learned up and down. 
Though acculed by the Soldiers and luch Peo¬ 
ple as tinder the laft Emperors were only en¬ 
riched, of Avarice ; yet was it neceflary, after 
the Commonwealth was lo exhaufted by thole 
Prodigies, that good Husbandry Ihould recover 
it; and he began the Reformation in himfelf, 
retrenching all Superfluity at his Table, Uten- 

ftls.

fils. Cloths, of which all he ufed were very or¬ 
dinary and of common fort; he fold all his 
Jewels, applied the Taxes and Paiments of the 
Cities toward the Reparation of their publick 
PJaces; let up Manufactures, lent Money to 
Poor People, he repaired the Ruins of all the 
ancient Buildings, and put not his Name upon 
any of them; and erected many new. He gave 
four Congiaries to the People, and a quantity 
of Oil promifed by Severus. When a Gover- 
ner returned from his Charge, if he had done 
well, he thanked him in the name of the Com¬ 
monwealth, ufed him with all poffible Honor, 
and rewarded him Nobly. He reduced the 
Taxes to a third part, repaired many Cities 
and Temples ruined with Earth-quakes; fettled 
Salaries for the Profelfors of Sciences, and the 
Nourifliment of fuch Poor Children as were 
willing and fit for Study. Would often Chide 
virtuous Pcrfbns whohadferved the Common¬ 
wealth for not asking fomewhat of him; found¬ 
ed and endued many Hofpitals for fuch Chil¬ 
dren as had their Patrimonies ruined in the 
Wars. For thefe and fuch-like Actions the Co¬ 
medians, Calumniators, and other wicked 
Courtiers, and efpecially the Soldiers accuftom- 
ed to the Profulencls of Caracalla and Elagab. 
hated him extremely; as likewife becaufe he 
endeavored to reform their Difcipline exceed¬ 
ingly corrupted, that he with great Courage 
and Dexterity,cafhiered a Legion fbmetimes all 
at once which was incorrigible. And Maximinut 
( offended with him for a juft Reproof given 
him by the Emperor for fome indilcrcet A&i* 
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ons in the Parthian War, ( wherein Severus , 
though with great Lofs, fo fupprelfed and abat¬ 
ed the Fury of the Parthian, that he ftirred not 
in many Years afterwards^ taking occafion 
upon it,) perfwaded the Soldiers to Murther 
him, which they moft vilely and wickedly did 
near Merits in Germany : Thus died the Repairer 
of the almoft ruined Commonwealth, the 
Stay of Juftice, the Reformer of the Soldiers, 
the Refuge of the Poor; and who for good 
Government had no equal amongft all the 
Emperors; he did nothing without the Advice 
of twenty of the Prudenteft, moft experienced 
Perfbns in the Commonwealth. When the 
Legions mutined in the Eaft, and threatned to 
kill him, with wonderful Courage he com¬ 
manded them to lay down their Arms and Dif 
band. When Camillus would have made him- 
felt Emperor, he accorded to him that Honor 
at his Table, and every other Place, carrying 
him along to the Wars with him, and inviting 
him to take pains, &c. according to his Exam¬ 
ple ; which fo wearied Camillus that he defired 
leave to retire, and fo did. He changed all 
Elagab' s Officers, which he had fet in all the 
Empire. He forbad all vicious Perfbns to fa- 
lute and come to him; but good Men he vili- 
ted even in their own Houfes, efpecially when 
Sick. To Courtiers and Srnoak-lellers he was 
an implacable Enemy; ftifling one of them 
with Smoak becaufe he Sold Snioak. He would 
not have any Panegyrick made in his Praife.

Chryfanthina Sardianorum ter Neocororum. The 
Sardians, , as Neocori made Games and Wreftlings 
in Honor of Sev. Alex, called Chryfanthina, and 
lent him this Crown of Gold made in falhion 
of Leaves ( probably of the Plant and Flower 
chryfanthis,) thefe Games probably initiated 
by Chryfanthas , a great Commander of Cyrus 
the Great, famous for his great Services to him, 
whom he let over Lydia and Ionia , after the 
Example of Cyrus himfelf. 

T hviuv ( Terns was an Ifle one of the Cyclades ) 
a Trident charged with a Serpent. In that 
lQ ;i Neptune was Worihipped under the Epithete 
o; i v'/p®-. Neptune alio brought Storks amongft 
them to devour their trouble-lome Serpents. 

ZcLKnZn-v (l Niojwp. The Zacinthyans, ( Zante 
now the llle is call -d ) a Colony of the Ionian*, 
were very idle and effeminate Perlons, given 
much to Plays and Dances, one of which is 
here reprelented, i. e. Diana, as lurprifiog the 
Satyrs; and old drunken Mar on Dancing about 
one of her Nymphs lying alleep. 
v or m His Wife was ( Sulpitia ) Memmia, Daugh- 
dah of ter probably of Sulpitins Marcianos , a Perlbn of 

great 


great Reputation, Power, and a * in alio to the 
Emperor. Mamma being olfended that (he took 
the Name of Augufia , cauled her to be banifh- 
ed; wherefore her Father being Angry, endea¬ 
vored to raile a Mutiny amongft the Soldiers 
againlt the Emperor, for which he Was put to 
death. Monfieur Segutn (as Morelltts faith ) 
dilcovered S. Barbiam Orbianam to have been 
the Wife of Alex. Sevefus. 

He had a Sifter called TheocJia , whom lie 
would have married to Maximus Son of Maxi- 
minus, had it not been for the barbaroulnels of 
the Father, which exalperated his Father againft 
him. Afterwards Ihe was married so MeJJ'ala 
Son of Silius Mejjala , put to death by Elagabalc. 

Julia Mamma ( Mother to Sev. Alex. ) was 
at firft inftrufted by Origen and the Chriftians, 
but afterwards fell into divers Herefies that 
taught her to conceal, next to counterfeit, and 
and laftly to quit all Religion; and give her 
lelf up to hoarding of Money. She became 
alio Proud and Haughty, by which Courfes (he 
brought that excellent Emperor into Difrepu- 
tation; he ftrived to reform and reftrain her, 
but could not; Ihe having got lb great Power. 

A Medaillon, wherein flic is reprelented as 
having lomewhat of 7 (Is ( having a Peach be¬ 
tween two Leaves on her Head) the Moon, 
( by the Crelcent) Nature, (by her Breads 
dilcovered ) Concord, ( a Cornucopia ) Minerva, 
( by her Nole-gay of Olive and Laurel) and 
Vi&ory, (by her Wings.) ft. Felicity, or Mm fa 
Crowning Mamma, holding a Sacrificing Plat- 
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ter and a Scepre". Two other Figures perhaps 
0 tTheoclia and Mtmm'ia. 

Col. F. Bofira Alexandra. Boftra, one of the 
chieieft Cities of Ar:bia } firft made a Colony 
by Trajan, afterwards repaired by this Emperor. 
A Head with Towers to fliew its Strength, 
Cornucopia tor its Plenty, and a Star tor the 
Fast. 

5. Sul pains Mar tiinus, Far' er in Law to Alex. 
made Casfar by him. Pi S, Antonians, was by the 
Guards, who had llain Ulpianus , let up ; but he 
refuied to be Emperor, and going away lived 
unknown. Alter his refufal they let up Ura- 
vius. In the East one Taurinus let up himfelf, 
but for fear drowned himfelf in Euphrates. Ovi¬ 
nias Camillas alio rebelled againtt him, whom 
Alex, lent for, carried him into the Senate, 
declared him his C ompanion, . communica¬ 
ted Counlels with him; took him with him 
to the War, where he prclently grew weary, 
and difpoled to kill himfelf; which die Em¬ 
peror prevented, lending him to his own Houle 
with a Guard ot Soldiers; but alterwards 
finding that he pradtiled the coldiers againft 
him, and that the Soldiers were inclined to 
him, as one likely to let them do what they 
liif, he was put to death.

Of Julius Vents Maxim ntss and Maximus. 

l Julias Vents Maximintis Son of Micca and 
^-- 4 * Abacpua, the one a Goth the other an 
Alabt } boin in a Village or Thrace about A D 
173. reigned five Years more or lels, was iliin 
with his Son Maximus about the Age ot lixty 
five Years, was a Gyant in Stature, Bulk, 
Strength, Force BoIdnels, Eating, &c. a great 
Enemy to Idlenels, Filthinels,^. which made 
him retire under Elagabak \ but othenvife Im- 
pious, Sacrilegious, Ungrateful in the higheft 
degree to his Emperor, who had brought him 
from his Retreat, made him General of his 
Armies,, nnil hncl thoughts ot jVlorrying h ( is Si- 
Iter to his Son ; Murdring him, and all thole 
who had aflilted him in his neceilitous and low 
Condition ; Cruel and Avaritious, putting to 
death all Alexander's Friends and Counfellors 
all the chietclt Chriltians, all the Eminenrelt 
Potions ol the Commonwealth to get their 
Wealth; fuborning Aceulers, Informers and 
Calumniators aeairdt them: an incredible num¬ 
ber ol whom was put to death by Papinas, &c. 
Inconfiderat, Rafh, Imprudent,*even in War 
lofing by his ill C onduct an Army that he car- 
ried agajnlt the Per funs, and at la if his Life 
alio by his liulifcreet belieging of Aepuileia. which 
not being able to take, lie aecuieu his Oilicers, 
and put molt of them to death, which made 
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the whole Army rife againft him, and kill him 

and his Son in his Tent. 

AJaximinus and his Son, R. Caller and Pollux, 
naked on foot with their Bucklers and Javelins, 

Addxmitius and Maximus y Jji* Neptune fitting, 
and two Tritons who were the Sons of Neptune, 
and Salacia bpoYZhNwN. which is no other 
than npstfttj (the like Betters being often chang- 
cd one into another ) a City of upon 

the Sea of Propontis. 

His Wife probably was Paulina, a good Wo¬ 
man, aged when he came to the Empire 5 who 
endeavored to perfwade him fiorn that Cruelty 
he ufed, and was forry when he committed 
it ; which the Tyrant not enduring made her 
away alfo. She was Confecrated, of which 
feme Medals. 

His Son was C. Jul. Vena Maximus, the beau- 
tlfullefl: Perfon of his time, and withal Chaft, 
Liberal, and not Cruel; yet Prouder, Statelier, 
than his Father: was born A. D. 218. and was 
flam with his Father about twenty one Years 
Old. „ 

Col [onus] FI [avhT\ Pac r ifica] Dijlt [ urn] a 
City in ’Thrace io called. An Apollo. He was^ 
betrothed, but not married, to Junta Fadilla ot 
the Family of Antoninus 'Plus , as it fhould lcein. 
After his death lne married Toxotius. 

There rebelled againft Maximinus, Magnus 
a Commander in his Army, whom he flew, 
and with him four thouland Soldiers unheard. 
Titus Quariinus , General of the Strangers, in 
Savor of Alexander Sevents, whom a private 
Soldier flew, and cut off his Head. His Wife 

was 
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was Calphurnia , both of them very Wife and 
Virtuous Perfons. 

Alfo Pompeianus, poflibly M. Aitr. Cl. Pom- 
peianus. Grand-child of M. Aurel. Anto. chofen 
by the Senate after Gordian's death, he died 
fuddenly two Months after his Ele&ion. 


CHAP. XVI. 

Of M. Anton. Gordianus , Father and Son. 

§. 1. A /T Anton. Gordianus, Son of Met tins 
TVX* Marullus , and Ulpia Gordiatta, was 
born A. D. 158. reigned eighteen Months and 
hanged himfelf, becaufe his Son was defeated 
and flain, through Defpair, being above eighty 
Years Old. He was exceedingly Noble, Rich 
and Learned; was alfo of very good Reputa¬ 
tion for Prudence,Moderation, Sobriety, Neat- 
nefs, Liberality and Magnanimity. He was 
proclaimed Emperor being abfent at Tbyfdrum 
in Afi-ick his Government, utterly againlt his 
will; nor did he accept of it, till conftrained 
by force. He affociated his Son to him, and 
fent him with a new railed Army againfl Ca- 
pcllianus, who headed the Army of Maximus, 
by whom he was flain; which the old Man 
hearing, rather than come into the Hands of 
his Enemy, hanged himfelf: Both their Bodies 
were ( as they were a Transporting to Rome to 
their Sepulchres^ drowned in the Sea. 

His Wife was Fadia Or eft ilia. Daughter of 
Annitis Severus, of the Family of Antoninus.

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§. i. M. Antoninus Gordianus their Son was 
born A. D. 191, and flain about forty fix Years 
Qld, was a Man of very good Underftanding, 
Honefty, Integrity, Civility, but not ufed to 
Wars; and befides much given toPleafure, for 
be married not but kept many Concubines; 
he was Bald, and of a long Vilage, by which 
only his Medals are diftinguilhed from his Fa¬ 
thers. His Sifter was Mettia Faufiipa, married 
to Julius Bulbus. 


CHAP. XVII. 

Of D. Cedius Balbinus. M. Clods us Pupie- 
nus. Ant. Gordianus. 

I*T"\ C alius Balbinus was born A. D. 179. 

_! _>/• reigned about a Year, and with Pupie¬ 
nus was flain by the Soldiers about the Age of 
bxty Years, was of a noble Family, very Rich, 
Prudent, Cheerful, Bountiful, Sincere; peace¬ 
ful Difpofition. He was efteemed a great Po- 
litiun, having governed many Provinces with 
great Reputation; but not experienced in War; 
therefore there was joined to him Pupienus, a 
fevsre wailike Pei Ion ; thele two falling to de- 
Fpile one another, and both of them the young 
Gordian , together with fome difeontents which 
the Soldiers received about their Eledion, made 
the Soldiers kill them both. 

Three Obelilques dedi¬ 
cated to him, Pupienus and Gordianus. 


Two 
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Two Hands joined, ( Balbinus and Pupienus ) 
Patres Senatus. 

2 . M. Clod. Pupienus Maximus , Son of Maxi¬ 
mus and Prima, was born A. D. 17 5. reigned 
about one Year and was flain, aged leventy 
four Years; was of a fevere Countenance, So¬ 
ber, Juft, Chaft, Clement, Pardoning as foon 
as any demanded it; not Cholerick, Prudent 
in Affairs; very Valiant, Experienced, and 
Fortunate in Wars: Loved by the Sena’e, and 
feared for his Severity by the People ; who 
therefore Mutining, would not be appealed till 
Gordianus alfo was joined with them. He pre- 
fently went againft Maximin , and by Prudent 
managing his Affairs, deftroyed him. 

Jovi Ultori. Jupiter naked marching with a 
Whip in his Hand, either againft the Gyant 
Maximin , or the Perfrans, whither Pupienus dc- 
figned to go; as if the God of the Romans , Ju¬ 
piter , had taken the Whip out of the Hand of 
the Sun, the Perfian God. 

A. K. M. K.' nomtiytoc. Jfc. Tctjav, &c. Tarfr 
Metropolis Amano idica Cilicia Secundo Anno. A 
Sea-Monfter, or Doiiy playing on a Shell, with 
a Stern and Dolphin above perhaps Amphitrite , 
the Wife of Neptune ,perf waded to marry him by 
the Dolphin. The Stern fignifying fome Su¬ 
preme Power, her Trumpet or Shell to call 
and give orders to the Sea to Ebb and Flow, 
Calm, &c. 

3. M. Anton. ( called both Antonins and An¬ 
toninus ) Gordianus Son of Gordianus the African, 
or ( as fome fay ) of his Sifter, was born A. D. 
3 i 6 . reigned fix Years, was Murdered by the
